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Foreword to version 4.x 
Version 4 of the Bemberg genealogy contains the research results of the year 2022. 
This year's work focused on 


1. clarifying the connection between the Aachen branch and the roots of the family 

2. the assignment of the previous Aachen branch 1, beginning with Caspar Bemberg, K VI/9 
(*1790, +1841), to the Cologne branch. As a result, the previous Aachen branch (2) is 
listed as the Aachen branch. Similarly, the previous South German branch, which began 
with Karl Leopold Bemberg, K VII/5 (*1815, +1865), is also assigned to the Cologne 
branch in order to improve the clarity of the overall picture. 

3. clarifying the connection of the American branch (Stumps Bemberg branch, US branch) to 
the roots of the family 

4. the completion of the individual data of the already existing persons and the inclusion of 
the newly found ancestors in the genealogy. 

5. Separation of the book Genealogy Bemberg into different volumes 


In addition to necessary grammatical changes/additions, spelling corrections and the correction of 
errors, the layout of the graphical representation of the family trees has also been changed. 


This became necessary because the previous representation, which was created with the help of a 
genealogy program other than GrampsAIO64 5.1.5, which I use, and the GEDCOM import into this 
program led to inconsistent data. The family trees now used were created with GrampsAIO64 
5.1.5, so that the consistency of the data is maintained. 


Re 1. The breakthrough in clarifying the connection between the Aachen branch and the roots of 
the family was achieved through a new method in family research - DNA analysis. 


A Winandus von Bembergh (the 
author's oldest known ancestor) 
was born in Aachen on August 3, 
1729, about whom no further 
details can be found. The Aachen 
branch can be traced back to him. 
= In more than 20 years of family 
Eentarhach research, however, I have not 
been able to establish a 
connection to the Bemberqg line. 
Kaar-oResstaln There is no evidence of a 
connection to the Cologne line, 
some members of which worked 
as merchants in Aachen in the 
18th century and also lived in 
Aachen at times. There is also a 
Sankt Wendel == time gap of approx. 70 - 90 years 
to the other branches of the 
family, during which no Bembergs 
can be traced in the Aachen area. 


Towards the end of 2021, 
however, Ancestry announced 
that they had subjected the 
existing DNA data to more 
detailed analysis and clustering. 
This means that the people with 
matches in the DNA data were grouped and assigned to a local area, i.e. groups of people 
whose ancestors probably came from the same place or cultural group. I was astonished 
when I learned from my DNA analysis that the evaluation of my own DNA (as a member of

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the Aachen branch) revealed the following ancestry mix: 57% England and Northwest 
Europe, 16% German-speaking regions of Europe, 5% other regions. The further specific 
assignment leads to the assignment to the DNA community Moseltal/Saarland, which 
currently comprises 118,352 Ancestry DNA members, i.e. a local area in which no Bemberg 
name bearers have appeared so far, with one exception: Henrich vom Bembergh im 
Kalversiepen, who, according to the entries in the Hattingen church records, was released 
to Bernkastel/Mosel on August 5, 1624 for marriage to Anna Bungartz, the daughter of a 
Bernkastel citizen. 


Henrich is a son of Henrich vom großen Bembergh (A4) and a grandson of Hiltgen zum 
Bemberg (B3), i.e. one of the progenitors of the Bemberg family from the Bemberghof. 
Henrich probably received the name affix "im Kalversiepen" because he was born on the 
farm in Kalversiepen (but baptized in Hattingen). The Kalversiepen farm is already 
mentioned in the bailiwick roll of Count Friedrich von Isenberg around 1220 and is today 
the name of a street in Velbert-Langenberg on which the farm is located. However, the 
dismissal data from the Hattingen church records are also the only personal data available 
for Heinrich. What is special, however, is that Bernkastel/Mosel (today Bernkastel-Kues) lies 
in the core area of the Mosel Valley/Saarland DNA community. However, this does not close 
the time gap to the birth of Winandus von Bemberg. Between Henrich's marriage and 
Winandu's birth there is still a period of about 100 years, i.e. 3-4 generations, and the 
question arises why no further personal data of Henrich can be found in this local area. 


The answer was finally provided by the history of Berncastel/Moselle. Just three years after 
Henrich's marriage to Anne Bungartz, the "Black Death" raged in Berncastel and the 
surrounding area. Many inhabitants fell victim to the plague, so that the entries in the 
church records of the Catholic parish of Berncastel with its parish church of St. Michael 
were most likely "neglected". The "Black Death" wiped out entire village communities in the 
Bernkastel area. Some of the villages continued to exist as ghost villages until the 18th 
century. What could be more obvious than fleeing the plague to the north to the Eifel and 
thus to Aachen, where the winegrowers of the Moselle valley had been selling their product 
"wine" for many decades and to which an almost direct road connection led. 


And right here there is another Bemberg name bearer who could not be assigned until 
now: Hiendrich von Bembergh! Hiendrich von Bembergh was probably born around 1640 
and is therefore the probable son from the marriage of Henrich vom Bembergh im 
Kalversiepen oo Anna Bungartz. He is recorded in the church register of the Catholic parish 
of Kornelimünster near Aachen on January 25, 1667 as the father of the baptized child (no 
first name) von Bembergh. The baptized child's mother is Anna Wagemann. 


However, it has not yet been possible to find any further life data for Hiendrich and his son 
N.N. von Bembergh either. However, N.N. von Bembergh's year of birth, 1667, suggests 
that he was the grandfather or father of Winandus von Bembergh, who was born in Aachen 
1n.1727. 


The fact that no personal data can be found for him and his son in the period up to 1729 is 
probably due to another catastrophe, to which almost all personal data in Aachen fell victim 
in 1656 - the great Aachen city fire of May 2, 1656, in which around 80% of the city and 
almost all church documents (church registers) were burned. During the lifetime of N.N. 
von Bembergh and his unknown son (missing link), Aachen was being rebuilt after the 
great fire. Aachen's churches were also rebuilt during this time. And experience shows that 
in times of disaster and reconstruction, "documentation" is the last thing people are 
interested in. A new home, sufficient clothing and food are much more important to those 
affected. It was only after the churches had been rebuilt and the parishes restored that the 
church registers could be kept again.

It is currently unclear whether further data on the Aachen "von Bemberghs" can be found 
from this perspective. However, as there is a conclusive chain of circumstantial evidence, 
the family connection described can be regarded as correct with a high degree of 
probability. It is equally likely that the deadlock in my branch of the family, the Aachen 
branch, has been overcome and that the DNA analysis has provided the decisive clue. 


Caspar Bemberg K VI/9 (*1790, +1841) is the illegitimate son of Caspar Heinrich Bemberg 
K V/6 (*1744, +1824). As a merchant, he traded in cloth "in English manufactories" in 
Cologne and Aachen. On October 27, 1775, he applied for the right of residence in Aachen. 
At this time, he had already rented the house Neumanns Marneff am Büchel in Aachen. He 
lived here for several years with his partner Gertrudis Trömpeler (*1758, +1826) in a 
"marriage-like community" when his business took him to Aachen. However, Caspar 
Heinrich Bemberg did not marry Gertrudis Trömpeler and was therefore listed as "single". 


While the wealthy father, who lived in Cologne in the well-known house of the Bemberg 
family at Brückenstraße 7, appeared as an art collector in Cologne and, for example the 
"apparently very beautiful glass paintings of the house chapel in Jabacher Hof" as a 
showpiece for his art collection housed in Brückenstraße, his "illegitimate" son (as was 
customary at the time) had to enlist in Napoleon's Grande Armee at the age of 18 in order 
to earn a living, since as an illegitimate son he had no (inheritance) rights vis-a-vis his 
father and his family. There are no known contacts with his father's branch of the family. 


Due to the discovery of the necessary proof of paternity of Caspar Heinrich Bemberg, K V/6 
(* 1744 , + 1826.) in the form of the baptismal entry of September 22, 1790 in the 
baptismal register of the Catholic parish of St. Follian in Aachen, in which he is named as 
father, but his son Casparus as "Illegetemius", Casparus Bemberg, althougnh he lived in 
Aachen and was ignored by his family as a "bastard", can be assigned to the Cologne 
branch. 


Research into the Stumps Bemberg branch is still proving to be a real challenge. In contrast 
to the descendants of Coen op den Beemberg, the descendants of his brother Rutger op 
den Beemberg are only very sparsely documented. 


One of the main reasons for this is probably that the members of the Stumps Bemberg line 
apparently felt a much stronger affiliation to the Reformed congregation in Langenberg, 
while the members of the Hattingen branch were affiliated with the Lutheran congregation 
in Hattingen. Accordingly, the church register entries of the Stumps Bemberg line are 
predominantly found in the Langenberg church registers and those of the Hattingen branch 
in the Hattingen church registers. As always, however, there are a few exceptions, which 
are probably due to connections to people of the other denomination. 


However, the "place of residence" Stumps Bemberg is only rarely mentioned in the 
Langenberg church records, usually it is called zum or aufm Bemberg. This led to a mixture 
of entries from the various lines in the church records when, in later times, some members 
of the Hattingen branch preferred the shorter route to the Reformed congregation in 
Langenberg and also had their family events (baptisms, weddings, funerals) carried out 
there. After some members of the Hattingen branch also settled in Langenberg (with 
conversion to the Reformed congregation) and thus founded the Langenberg branch of the 
family and also married cousins from the various branches of the family, the clarity of the 
assignment to the various lines of the family disappeared almost completely. 


Since it was members of the Stumps Bemberg line who emigrated to the USA between 
about 1850 and 1910, this ambiguity of assignment was "exported" to the USA and drove 
some later American family researchers to despair because the data known to them was 
not consistent.

Foreword to version 4.x 


Thanks to the excellent work of an American family researcher, Mr. Rex Hemme, however, 
it has been possible to clarify the situation, at least for the members of the various lines in 
the USA. 


The Hemme family is one of the "close" families of the Bemberg family. For this reason, his 
Hemme family tree lists and publishes complete data on almost all known Bemberg 
surname bearers in the USA who belong to the Langenberg and Stumps Bemberg lines. 
Together with the data already contained in the Bemberg genealogy, this results in a 
pleasingly clear assignment of the Bemberg name bearers in the USA. 


One ancestor could be identified who appears as a common ancestor of all Bemberg name 
bearers in the USA, namely Peter Conrad Stumps Bemberg [Q VII/1 := U VII/1] (* 1795 - 
+ unknown). He can therefore be regarded as the progenitor of the US branch of the 
Bemberg family. Although Peter Conrad himself did not emigrate to the USA (he died in 
Essen), alltthe Bembergs who emigrated to the USA are his descendants. 


A further complete clarification of the connection of the American branch (Stumps Bemberg 
line) to the roots of the family has not yet been possible, as the corresponding church 
records from Essen are currently not publicly accessible and an alternative research source 
was only discovered a few weeks ago. 


Background: The members of the Bemberg family from the Stumps Bemberg farm, who 
belonged to the Reformed Church, moved to Essen around 1800 and lived there until 
around 1880, when they emigrated to the USA. 


However, when searching for the church records of the Reformed parish of Essen, I 
discovered that they ended in 1819, when the Lutheran and Reformed parishes merged 
(union) at the instigation of King Frederick William III of Prussia. At this time, the Reformed 
parish of Essen ceased to keep church records. 


From 1820 onwards, the church records were kept by the united Protestant parish of 
Essen. 


The civil status registers as an alternative source for civil status data in the Essen registry 
offices (with the exception of Mintard) were only introduced on 01.10.1874, so that for the 
time before that the civil status was kept exclusively by the parishes. 


Research into the whereabouts of the above-mentioned church records of the United 
Evangelical Church finally revealed that they were stored by the current successor 
institution, the Evangelical Church District of Essen, on the basis of a synodal decision and 
are no longer accessible to the public. 


This means that the personal data of at least two generations of Essen citizens of 
Protestant faith would not be publicly accessible. 


Thanks to a tip from a research colleague at the West German Society for Family Research, 
I was finally able to locate a copy of the missing church records of the Protestant parish of 
Essen - births/baptisms, marriages, deaths 1814-September 1874 - in the North Rhine- 
Westphalia State Archives - Rhineland Department, which is available there as a microfiche. 
However, these are only copies from the Essen district court (at the time, pastors were 
obliged to make a copy of the church records for the district court). These can only be 
viewed on site at the NRW State Archives. 


This is probably also the reason why the Bemberg family trees of the American family 
researchers so far only go back to the time of their emigration from Germany or 
immigration to the USA and the Bemberg family trees of the family researchers in Germany 
so far end abruptly at the Stumps Bemberg branch with the emigration of the family to 
Essen. 


Only by merging the existing US and German data was it possible to assign the US branch 
of the family to the Stumpf Bemberg branch as described above.

Further clarification of the unanswered questions about the Stumpf Bemberg branch will 
therefore only be possible as part of further research. 


The increasing networking of genealogical databases worldwide (Ancestry & Co.) means 
that previously only scattered information on civil status is increasingly available "quasi 
centrally". In conjunction with corresponding search algorithms, the database user is 
offered "new" data almost daily that could belong to his genealogy. 


Even if this data can only be used with extreme caution and careful checking, it can often 
supplement missing personal data. 


Due to the constantly growing amount of data in the genealogical databases, checking the 
data provided has become almost a daily routine. 


As the database of Genealogie Bemberg changes almost daily, these changes can no longer 
be incorporated into a book on a "daily basis". Version 4 of Genealogy Bemberg is therefore 
based on the data as of January 2023. 


All subsequent data changes will be published approximately monthly on the homepage 
bemberg.net under the menu item "Project Genealogy Bemberg" and on the homepage at 
Geneanet (https://gw.geneanet.org/abemberg_w). 


When I started working on the book about the genealogy of the Bemberg family, I never 
thought that this work would one day reach a length of over 1,000 pages. But this has now 
happened with the revision to version 4. 


As the technical editing of such an extensive work has proved to be very "bulky" and time- 
consuming (I prefer to invest this time in further family research), I have decided to divide 
the book into several volumes. In addition to Volume 1, which presents the background, 
history and origins of the Bemberg family, as well as general basic information, each 
branch of the family is presented in a separate volume. 


This will make it relatively easy to incorporate new information without having to create a 
new version of the entire book. This should also suit those readers who are primarily 
interested in their own branch of the family.

Why this third version of the "Genealogy of the Bemberg family from the Bemberghof farm 
Elfringhausen near Hattingen/Ruhr"? 


Now, as a project manager, I have learned that it is absolutely necessary to interrupt work in a 
project when a sub-goal is reached and to record the status of the project. 


Such a "break" provides the opportunity to document what has been achieved in the project so far 
and what has not. After taking stock in this way, it is possible to determine which tasks still need 
to be completed in order to achieve the project goal. 


After 25 years of searching and researching the ancestors of today's Bembergs and their 
history(ies), such a "break" is urgently needed! 


This third version of the "Genealogy of the Bemberg family from the Bemberghof farm 
Elfringhausen near Hattingen/Ruhr" is therefore to be understood as an interim report in the 
project "Genealogy of the Bemberg family ...". 


Although the genealogy has grown considerably, the work is far from complete. Many questions 
still need to be clarified, errors and mistakes corrected and, above all, some "missing links" still 
need to be closed. 


In addition, due to my age (as a family researcher of many years’ standing, one becomes realistic 
when it comes to the question of lifespan), I must now seriously consider that the project may not 
be completed by me, but must be continued and brought to a conclusion by a successor. I hope 
that the third version of the genealogy will provide them with a good working basis. I would be 
delighted to find someone who is interested in this "job" and has a lot of commitment, the 
necessary stamina and enthusiasm for the history of our family. 


The third version of the "Genealogy of the Bemberg family from Bemberghof Bauernschaft 
Elfringhausen near Hattingen/Ruhr" thus contains the results of almost 25 years of research into 
the Bemberg family. 


The basis of the Bemberg genealogy is, as in the previous version of 2002, the work of Mr. 
Eberhard Pflaume, which he published in 1981 under the title "Die Familie Bemberg vom 
Bemberghof Bauernschaft Elfringhausen bei Hattingen/Ruhr". 


In addition, information and data provided to me by other family members have been incorporated 
into the genealogy. My special thanks go to

who have also been active as family researchers for many years and have made their research 
results on the Bemberg family available to me, as well as Mrs. Ina Rosenthal, who gave me access 
to the archives of the former Bemberg AG in Wuppertal. 


In recent years, the new technical possibilities of computers and the Internet have encouraged 
millions of people worldwide to research their ancestors. The associated extreme growth of data 
stocks in the large genealogical databases has also led to a multiplication of personal data at 
Genealogie Bemberg, which can no longer be managed without an appropriate computer-aided 
tool (application program) simply because of the sheer volume of data. 


This necessitated extensive changes to the structure of the Bemberg genealogy. In particular, the 
descriptive part was separated from the presentation of the personal data. 


Since the evaluation and presentation of the personal data can no longer be done manually due to 
the large amount of data, the program "The Complete Genealogy Reporter" was used for this 
purpose. 
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This tool can be used to evaluate and display all the information contained in a GED file. This 
separation also offers the option of updating future changes to personal data by simply 
exchanging it. 


Although the research results of recent years have in some cases necessitated an expansion or 
correction of Mr. Eberhard Pflaume's presentation, many of his research results are still valid 
today, so that his presentation has been adopted. 


In order not to impede the flow of reading and yet to make the authorship recognizable, the text 

parts taken from the version by Mr. Eberhard Pflaume were set in the font "Bookman old style". 

Updates and additions were made in the "Tahoma" font. 

L x OpenStreetMap and associated applications were used to display the geographical 
information. 


‚ 5 For information on places, events and persons, the free encyclopedia Wikipedia 
u 3, a was used in addition to the printed sources listed. 


All the necessary translations were carried out using the AI-based 
translation tool DeepL Pro, which in my opinion is currently the 
Dee ©) L_ best automatic translation tool, outperforming the competition by 
a factor of 3.1. Nevertheless, I cannot rule out translation errors, 
as I have unfortunately only learned English as a foreign 
language and therefore cannot check the translation results from/to French and Spanish. 


In addition, important information is published on the Internet at https://bemberg.net. Current 
information is also published here at irregular intervals. 
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The misery of missing data 


Personal data that is as accurate as possible is the backbone of any genealogy. However, anyone 
researching their family will sooner or later realize that there is a major problem in obtaining this 
data, because not all of us are descended from "big names" whose data is usually well 
documented. 


The most important sources of data for us "normal mortals" are probably the church registers, the 
"civil status registers" of the first half of the 19th century and the civil status registers (registry 
office registers) since the second half of the 19th century. 


Church records 


Although church registers were already kept locally in some individual cases, church registers were 
only "officially" introduced in German-speaking countries with the issue of the Tametsi marriage 
decree of November 11, 1563 during the Council of Trent, which at least introduced marriage 
registers and subsequently baptismal registers. It was not until 1614 that forms for death registers 
and confirmation registers were drafted in the Rituale Romanum and precise forms for baptism 
and trauma registers were drawn up. 


However, it often took decades before church records were consistently kept everywhere. 
Furthermore, church records were lost to a considerable extent during the subsequent Thirty 
Years’ War (1618 - 1648) and anyone who has done family research in German-speaking countries 
up to the 1600s will be familiar with the problem of poor or missing data. 


Civil status register 


At the turn of the 18th and 19th centuries, civil status registers were introduced in Germany under 
French rule. Beginning on 1. After the foundation of the Confederation of the Rhine and the 
dissolution of Prussia, state registers were also introduced in the area on the right bank of the 
Rhine, for example in the Electorate of Hanover, the Kingdom of Westphalia, the Duchy of Berg, 
the Grand Duchy of Frankfurt and the Duchy of Warsaw, the Duchy of Nassau, the Grand Duchy of 
Baden, on the North Sea coast and in the Hanseatic cities (e.g. in the Kingdom of Westphalia on 
the Rhine).e.g. in the Kingdom of Westphalia on December 22, 1825). B. in the Kingdom of 
Westphalia on January 22, 1808 and in the Grand Duchy of Berg with effect from October 1, 
1810). With the end of Napoleonic rule and after the reorganization of Europe by the Congress of 
Vienna, the civil status registers were partially abolished again. They were mainly continued in the 
Rhine Province, Lübeck and Bremen. 


Civil status register 


In 1874 in Prussia and in 1876 in the rest of the German Reich, the civil status registers were 
replaced by the civil status books that had been introduced by then. Since then, civil status 
registers have been kept by registrars. In terms of content, these registers are very similar to the 
civil status registers. 


Unfortunately, these precise records are not "publicly" accessible. In principle, the following applies 
(in accordance with 861 PSTG) Inspection of the civil status records, their verification and the 
issuing of civil status certificates can only be requested by authorities within the scope of their 
jurisdiction and by persons to whom the entry relates, as well as their spouses, ancestors and 
descendants. The authorities must state the purpose. Other persons only have a right to inspect 
the civil status records and to obtain civil status certificates if they can credibly demonstrate a legal 
interest. 
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This applies for the duration of the maintenance of the civil status records, i.e. for 


e Marriage and civil partnership register 80 years 
e Birth register 110 years 
e Death register 30 years 


The "other persons" who are given access to the civil registers include members of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints (Mormons), as family research is an important part of their faith. 
Their genealogical work, which is compiled in extensive databases, is made available to all 
interested parties (e.g. via the Internet) and, alongside "local" data collections such as GEDBAS 
and FOKO, is one of the most important sources for many family researchers (secondary source). 


Missing data 


Despite intensive source research, personal data is often missing. In order to obtain a reasonably 
correct family tree, this data must be supplemented in a meaningful way. 


One possible (and, in my view, sensible) addition is the use of statistical values to "estimate" the 
"life dates" of our ancestors. However, statisticians face the same problem as family researchers. 
Their statistics are also based on available data. For this reason, reasonably accurate statistical 
data on life expectancy (and thus, ifthe date of birth is available, the "estimated" date of death) 
can only be found for the period from the middle of the 19th century onwards. 
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Illustration 1: Statistical life expectancy in Germany 1871 - 2017 


However, the statistical material for earlier periods is also quite sparse. So far I have only been 
able to find one project that deals (locally) with the 17th and 18th centuries (Kai Lehmann, Project 
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1719, Life Expectancy in the 17th and 18th Centuries in the Lordship of Schmalkalden). So if you 
are lucky enough to have ancestors from similar backgrounds (such as the Bemberg family), you 


can use this data to calculate the date of death.

However, this data should be treated with caution! As infant mortality was very high (which would 
significantly reduce the value if children were included in the calculation of average life 
expectancy), only the values of people who had already reached adulthood have been included in 
the above presentation. In addition, the analysis also illustrates the effects of the "Little Ice Age" 
(between 1565 and 1640) in particular, during which the climate led to shortages and even 
famines with corresponding secondary diseases, so that the life expectancy of the "common" 
population fell significantly. 


Beyond that, only general time estimates, such as those published by experts at blockHistoFakt.de, 
remain as an approach for calculating the date of death. 


Of particular interest to genealogists are, of course, statistical evaluations based on such data, 
which have been compiled by many genealogists. Wilhelm Veeh describes such an evaluation in 


his article "The GFF database and data comparison" 


"The GFF database is a project of the Gesellschaft für Familienforschung in Franken e.V. (Society 
for Family Research in Franconia), which has set itself the goal of avoiding duplicate research, 
overcoming dead ends, securing genealogical data and facilitating contact with fellow researchers. 
An extensive database with approx. 2.9 million personal data records is updated and expanded 
annually. The personal data records originate from 308 GFF members, 78 VSff members, 29 BLV 
members, from 105 genealogical estates (GFF archive folders) and from 213 other family 
researchers. ... Most of the contributors provided between two and five thousand records, two 
even more than 100,000. Due to the regional focus of the GFF, it can be seen that approx. 60% of 
the persons included lived in northern Bavaria and approx. 25% in the neighboring areas. The 
remainder, more than 400,000 data records, are spread across the "rest of the world". 


One result of this data collection is shown in the following graphic:

The charts shown here serve as a basis for supplementing missing data in the Bemberg genealogy. 
If none of the above tables can be used for the age at death, an age of 60 years is "estimated" for 
the ancestors before 1870 based on the presentation in blockHistoFakt.de. 


The data inserted in this way is typified in the personal data records in accordance with the 
GEDCOM specification Rel. 5.5 "date EST" (Def. calculated based on algorithm), or "estimated" in 
German. 


With the help of such "estimated values", discrepancies in the family tree in particular can be 
made visible, so that many a cliff can be "circumnavigated". 


Irrespective of this, the primary goal is and remains, of course, to find out the actual life data of 
the ancestors in order to make the family tree as realistic as possible. In addition to the constant 
search for missing data in the increasingly extensive databases and registers, contact with other 
family researchers and interested family members remains one of the most important sources for 
completing the data. Even those who are not actively involved in family research can help to 
ensure that "their family" and their ancestors are not forgotten by passing on the data they know. 
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Because: 


"Death only comes to those who are forgotten "!

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Research on the Bemberg family 


This genealogy of the Bemberg family attempts to summarize the already known and new 
documents as a whole in order to create a coherent overview and a source for reference. 


Numerous partial publications contained in family chronicles and books, as well as 
articles in journals of a historical and genealogical nature, have served as documents. In 
addition, there are the partial genealogies and research results stored in various archives 
that have not yet appeared in the printed documents. 


The sources are given as footnotes to save the reader the time-consuming task of leafing 
through a bibliography. 


Three Bemberg descendants have rendered outstanding services to the collection of 
documents about the Bemberg family: 


1. the bailiff Schragmüller, who died in 1934 
2. Privy Councillor Lohmeyer, who died in 1957 
3. Eberhard Pflaume, who died in 1986 


Their biographies therefore precede these family details.

One son died in the First World War, the second son Johann Conrad Schragmüller, 
latterly police chief in Magdeburg, was the last male descendant of the Schragmüller 
family to die at the end of June 1934 (6 weeks after his father). He left behind 2 
daughters. 


Schragmüller reported on the path that led him to family research? :: 


He first came into contact with genealogical questions through an old copy ofa church 
register excerpt about his grandfather Captain Carl Schragmüller (died 1854); later he 
met the well-known genealogist Carl v. Berg in Düsseldorf, and Wilhelm Grevel in 
Düsseldorf, who came from Essen, also provided him with a lot of genealogical material. 


However, he only became intensively involved with genealogical issues after his discharge 
from military service in 1922. 


Through the marriage of his great-grandfather Schragmüller to the last bearer of the 
name v. Düngelen from one of the oldest knightly families in the county of Mark, who 
also called themselves "von Essen", as they were heirs to the Essen monastery, his family 
would have come into possession of the old v. Düngelen estate of Dahlhausen in the 
district of Bochum, today in the town of Herne, with its very extensive archives. 


Schragmüller not only collected the news about his paternal family, but also about the 
maternal families, such as the v. Düngelen, Bemberg, Keuchen, Wuppermann and 
others. 


After his death, his wife wrote that he had unfortunately not been able to finish writing 
his extensive family chronicle. 


As he died without an heir, his documents were initially lost. 


In 1974, the Zentralstelle für Genealogie in Leipzig found a Bemberg genealogical table 
compiled by Schragmüller, which listed those family members - up to around 1900 - who 
had lived beyond childhood. The table gave the names, the year of birth and death, the 
year of marriage and the names of the spouses. These names were always accompanied 
by page numbers, which indicated a detailed manuscript that did not exist in Leipzig. 
After extensive correspondence with the Bemberg descendants who had contacted us 
and with various genealogists, an advertisement in the "Archiv für Sippenforschung" 
asking for this document was successful in that the head of the Essen branch of the 


3 communicated by Dr. Vogeler, Essen 
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West German Society for Genealogy, Dr. Vogeler, informed us that he had seen folders in 
the Wanne-Eickel (now Herne) city archives years ago that contained Schragmüller 
documents. 


An inquiry at the Herne city archives confirmed that the documents were available for 
inspection there. In his will, Amtmann Schragmüller had bequeathed them to the city 
archives for safekeeping. They are stored under the title 


Chronica et Genealogia 
Biographica Schragmülleriana 
summarized. 


During a visit to the town archives, 3 large folio volumes were presented, which 
contained comprehensive data on the members of the various families, as well as 
numerous family pictures, copies of documents, wedding poems and the like. 


From these documents, the sections that were of interest to the Bemberg genealogy and 
that of their related families were selected. 


These data are marked as source 1 in this summary. They were compared with data from 
other sources, where available. On several occasions, it was found that Source 1 
contradicted available documents and deeds. 


In these cases, the information that was more likely to be correct was used. 


However, this verification has not been possible for all data, so it is possible that even 
now there is still information that needs to be corrected. If this is the case, please correct 
and inform the editor of this genealogy. 


The information about Bemberg has been included in full, the information about 
Keuchen, Eichholtz, Mistmann and Schneltgen in excerpts, insofar as the named 
persons were directly related to Bemberg. The information about Wuppermann has not 
been included, as this has been dealt with in detail in the chronicle of the Wuppermann 
family. 


Since the extensive work by Winkhaus is available on the Elbers family, which is related 
to Bemberg by marriage several times, only the data of the Elbers women who were 
married to Bemberg have been added here. 


Shortly before the editorial deadline, a genealogy of the Deutgen family was discovered in 
the Aachen City Archives, which - as it was not previously known in this detail - was 
largely incorporated into the present compilation. 
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Carl Lohmeyer (1878 - 1957)? 


Karl Lohmeyer was born on January 21, 1878 in Saarbrücken, where he died shortly 
before reaching the age of 80 on November 8, 1957. 


He spent his youth in Saarbrücken, his commercial apprenticeship in Naples and his 
studies at the universities of Heidelberg and Geneva. He turned to art historical and local 
history research at an early age. He specialized in the art ofthe 18th century, his main 
work being "Die Baumeister des rheinisch-fränkischen Barock". 


For over 20 years, he was director and curator of the Electoral Palatinate Museum in 
Heidelberg, which owes him, among other things, a significant collection of Romantic 
paintings. 


He received high honors for his research and publications. He was awarded honorary 
doctorates from the universities of Heidelberg and Saarbrücken, as well as the Technical 
University of Karlsruhe, and also held the title of Grand Ducal Privy Councillor of 
Luxembourg and the Commander's Cross of the Order of King Adolf of Nassau. The cities 
of Heidelberg and Saarbrücken made him an honorary citizen. 


In addition to this scientific work, he collected documents about the families of his 
ancestors. He systematically collected pictures, documents and reports, including 
numerous original items about the Bemberg and Keuchen families, to whom he felt 
particularly attached, and kept them in his Nußberghof in Saarbrücken. The publisher of 
this genealogy was able to admire the extensive collections there, which were moved to 
Munich when Saarbrücken came close to the front in 1939. There, most of the collection 
was destroyed by bombing in 1944/45, without any duplicates being made. Only the 
numerous notes that Lohmeyer gave to other family members to supplement their 
genealogy have survived.

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Eberhard Pflaume (1904 - 1986) 


The little information currently available about Eberhard Pflaume comes from his genealogy of the 
Bemberg families and some correspondence documents generousiy made available to me by his 
grandson Dr. Ralph Pflaume. 


Dipl.-Ing. Eberhard Herman Otto Pflaume was born on 10.06.1904 in Cologne. There (in Cologne- 
Brühl) he married Ursula Heimann, born on 30.09.1908 in Berlin, on 13.03.1936. 


In the course of his life, Eberhard Pflaume moved from Cologne via Berlin and Leuna to 
Halle/Saale, where he died in 1986. 


It is no longer possible to determine exactly when Eberhard Pflaume began his genealogical 
research. However, he must have started his genealogical research at the age of around 30, as he 
wrote in a letter in 1979: "I have been collecting documents about my great-grandmother's family, 
the Bemberg family from Hattingen, for around 40 years". 


This is also the probable reason for his interest in the Bemberg family - it was probably his great- 
grandmother. She was a native Bemberg from the Cologne branch of the Bemberg family. 
Elsewhere he states that she was the "last Bemberg" of the Cologne branch. 


In addition, the copies of handwritten correspondence with family members from the years 1933 - 
1935 show that he was already intensively involved in research, particularly on the Cologne branch 
of the Bemberg family, at this time. 


Around 1980, Eberhard Pflaume summarized his research results in a 200-page typewritten book 
and distributed 100 copies of his work "Die Familie Bemberg vom Bemberghof Bauernschaft 
Elfringhausen bei Hattingen/Ruhr" to interested members of the families connected with the 
Bemberg family, genealogists and genealogical institutes as well as to several archives; among 
others, one copy each is in the Rheinisches Landesarchiv in Koblenz and in the Stadtarchiv 
Wuppertal. 


This work by Mr. Eberhardt Pflaume is the basis and most important source for this "Genealogy of

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Westphalia - a historical overview® 


The name Westfalaifirst appears in the Frankish Imperial Annals in 775 as the name for a sub- 
tribe of the Saxons. The Saxons were a West Germanic tribal confederation that probably formed 
in the 3rd century from the Chauks, Angrivarians and Cherusci and has been documented with 
certainty since the 4th century.

incorporated into the Frankish Empire. At this time, "subjugation" meant that all enemies from 
whom resistance was still to be expected were killed. All survivors of the subjugated peoples 
became "serfs", their entire land became the property and sole power of disposal of the victor - in 
this case, the property and sole power of disposal of Charlemagne. 


He enfeoffed peoples loyal to him with large parts of the conquered land. He also retained 
cultivated and uncultivated land in all parts of the country in his personal possession and use, the 
so-called imperial forests (Weusten or Königssundern), which were used for imperial hunting and 
provisioning. 


The imperial imperial courts, which were divided into palaces and villas, developed from the old 
Saxon settlements of military importance. As the emperors did not yet have a fixed residence, they 
took turns to reside in the palaces scattered throughout the empire, while the villas, later generally 
referred to as imperial courts, served to provide for the emperors and their retinue and were 
farmed by serfs. 


The palaces and villas were administered in the name of the emperor by officials who often played 
a historically significant role as judges, magistrates, meier, waiters or bailiffs. Each of them was 
assigned an official district, a ministry. Called ministerials after their activity, many of them 
achieved great prestige over the course of time and quite a few were elevated to the nobility. 


6 after We come from a family of farmers and blacksmiths, Eberhard Winkhaus, 1932 
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Wherever the emperor or his officials wanted churches to be built, church estates were 
established, the income from which ensured the maintenance of the church servants. This 
provided the basis for the Christianization ordered by the emperor. 


After Charlemagne had overthrown the native population and incorporated the conquered 
territories into his empire, he established the county principle there, adopting existing regional 
ideas. He left large parts of the conquered territory to loyal "nobles" who had proven themselves 
in his campaigns and appointed them as counts as his local representatives. The royal-imperial 
central power and central jurisdiction was indirectly in the tradition of the legal establishment of 
imperial power in the Roman Empire and, with the exception of the Franks and Lombards, whose 
king Charlemagne was, was initially based on the law of the conqueror and was enforced by 
capitulary legislation and the institution of royal messengers. In the Frankish Empire, the comitatus 
primarily referred to the official district of a count (comes, grafio), the so-called Gaugrafen. This 
count was also the supreme judge and leader of an army commissioned by the ruler. The Gau 
included centurions or hundredships, which were often administered by centurions. They acted as 
aldermen in the cent(count) court. 


If one of these nobles leased parts of his property to persons dependent on him, this was referred 
to as a count's fief. With the weakening of imperial power under Charlemagne's successors, these 
royal leaseholds were issued as property by many counts or annexed by them. 


In order to permanently secure the subjugation of the Saxons, who had become enslaved or liable 
to pay interest as a result of martial law, political subjugation was achieved alongside the 
ecclesiastical subjugation of the Saxons through Christianization by awarding the confiscated 
estates of expelled Saxons to free Frankish soldiers, who received the free estates as thanks for 
their proven military service. However, due to a lack of deeds and documents from the period 
before the Thirty Years' War (1618 - 1648), it is not possible today to prove beyond doubt that 
most of the freehold families are descended from former Frankish soldiers and military colonists. 


This also applies to the tho dem Bemberghe family. The oldest known mention of the Bemberghof 
in the farming community of Niederelfringhausen dates back to 1332, where it is mentioned as 
"mansus tho dem Bemberghe". The oldest known mention to date of the treatment, i.e. the 
transfer of a farmstead before the court to a new man of the manor in the event of inheritance or 
sale, only dates from 1554, but from the fact that Conrad aufm Bemberghe was treated with his 
daughter Hiltgen, it can be concluded that the family tho dem Bemberghe may have belonged to 
those free farmers who were originally settled as Frankish soldiers of Charlemagne in conquered 
Saxony (see the chapter on freehold owners below). 


The more the nobility, ecclesiastics, freemen and serfs developed into closed estates, the stronger 
the position of the imperial bailiffs, the counts, became in the Old Saxon region. Originally placed 
by Charlemagne as administrators at the head of the Old Germanic Hundreds (also known as 
Hundschaften - an association of several settlements), over time they attempted to expand their 
own sphere of power and possessions. After the division of the Franconian Empire by the Treaty of 
843 under Louis the German and his weak successors, the tribal duchies eliminated by 
Charlemagne were re-established, whose dukes successfully evaded the control of the royal 
messengers (missi dominici). Alongside many other German duchies, the Duchy of Westphalia 
emerged around 850, with Otto I (the Great) asserting himself as its head from 936. From 953 to 
955, Margrave Hermann Billung took over the duchy from Otto I as his deputy. In 961, Otto I 
again appointed him deputy in Saxony, making him the most powerful man in Saxony. His 
descendants, the Billung family, succeeded Lothar of Supplinburg as Duke of Saxony under Henry 
V, who ascended the imperial throne in 1106. He in turn was succeeded by Henry the Lion from 
the Guelph dynasty in 1142, until he himself fell under imperial ban in 1180. 
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As the counts and dukes repeatediy attempted to abuse their imperial representation to strengthen 
their own power, the emperors began to rely on the archbishops rather than the counts from 1180 
onwards, transferring the necessary secular powers to them. The archbishops of Cologne, to 
whom the Duchy of Westphalia had been transferred, initially carried out the administrative tasks 
themselves. Later, they appointed representatives who took over these tasks as marshals of 
Westphalia. However, due to constant attacks by Westphalian nobles and lost battles against 
them, the Westphalian sphere of power of the archbishops of Cologne shrank to the Duchy of 
Westphalia in Electoral Cologne. This became part of the newly created province of Westphalia 
during the reorganization of the states at the Congress of Vienna in 1816, which essentially 
became today's North Rhine-Westphalia.

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Administration and jurisdiction 


Westphalia was already divided into districts and sub-districts in Old Saxon times. After his victory 
over the Saxons and the reorganization of the margraviate cooperatives, Charlemagne appointed 
counts as his deputies. Under them, the free margraves' cooperatives administered themselves 
economically and legally until the counts and town lords became independent territorial rulers 
whose decrees and edicts not only affected the margraves' cooperatives but also extended into the 
lives of each individual. The more the counts and town lords fought among themselves, the more 
the population was dependent on the protection of a strong sovereign. In the Counts of Altena, 
who called themselves Counts of the Mark after the acquisition of the old Oberhof Mark near 
Hamm and saw themselves as the sole successors to the old Saxon dukes, the inhabitants of the 
area of the County of Mark, in which the Hof tho dem Bemberghe was also located, found such a 
strong sovereign. 


With the expansion of their territory and the increase in battles for the preservation of their own 
territory, the Counts of the Mark were forced to transfer the governmental tasks they had 
previously performed themselves to civil servants. 


The highest official appointed by the counts as their representative, the Droste, resided at the old 
Altena ancestral castle. He was assisted by the Rentmeister, who was responsible for the collection 
and delivery of taxes, and the game forester, whose task was to manage and protect the count's 
(formerly imperial) forests. 


This division of responsibilities remained in place under the Counts of the Mark, the later Dukes of 
Cleve-Mark and their successors, the Electors of Brandenburg, until Frederick the Great's 
reorganization brought numerous changes from 1750 onwards. The Imperial Deputation of 1803, 
which stipulated that the secular princes were to be compensated for their loss of territory on the 
left bank of the Rhine to France through secularization and, in part, mediatization in Germany on 
the right bank of the Rhine, brought further fundamental changes until the Stein-Hardenberg 
reforms (Prussian reforms) finally abolished most of the old customs and (administrative) 
institutions. 


The Prussian judicial and court reform, which began in 1716 and was completed in 1753 with the 
introduction of the new court constitution by Frederick II, brought equally far-reaching changes. 


Originally, the emperor was the sole lord of the court over all his subjects. Due to his long 
absences as a result of wars outside the empire, he was forced to delegate jurisdiction, including 
blood jurisdiction, to the counts, who administered justice as judges of the counts' courts together 
with appointed lay judges. After a short time, the bishops and abbots were granted their own 
jurisdiction over the inhabitants of church lands. After the emperor transferred his authority to the 
archbishops (for Westphalia to the Archbishop of Cologne) in 1180 in order to curb the ambitions 
of the dukes and counts, the ecclesiastical courts soon became more influential than the counts' 
courts. The counts' courts developed into the sovereign courts, which were subject to the 
sovereign, i.e. in the Margraviate the Count of the Margraviate. However, as they were no longer 
able to administer justice due to increasing governmental obligations and frequent absences due 
to feuds and military campaigns, they appointed selected subjects as lords of the courts, who were 
later given the title of Freigrafen. These judges were not only responsible for the general 
administration of justice, but also for the prosecution of all border offenses and border disputes. 
As each sovereign, as already mentioned, was jealous of the others and very keen to protect his 
rights, each had his own judge in important border towns, so that in Rönsahl, Breckerfeld and 
Velbert, for example, a Markish, an Electorate of Cologne and a Bergish judge sat side by side. 


With the granting of town rights to individual settlements, the town courts, to which the 
inhabitants of the towns and their outlying citizens, the inhabitants of the Feldmark, were subject, 
gained in importance from the 13th century onwards. While the Wibbelgerichte, as village courts, 
were responsible for land and inheritance matters in smaller villages, the existing Hofgerichte, 
which had emerged from the Saxon Markengerichte as early as the 8th century, were far superior 
to them in terms of influence. Every lord of a large estate was the lord of his court, so that in 
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Westphalia there were often noble, ecclesiastical and lordiy courts and free courts in close 
proximity to the lord's court with the free count or judge. The free courts, which were presided 
over by the free count as the lord's deputy, were used exclusively by freemen to determine the 
law. Due to the decline in jurisdiction and the rise of the law of the fist in the 13th century, the 
free courts also became active as femgerichte (criminal courts) from this time onwards. 


Over the centuries, the more freemen, townspeople and courtiers intermingled, the more the 
sharp contrast and difference between the various courts disappeared. The frequent personal 
union of judges also had a unifying effect. 


A judicial reform began in Prussia in 1716, during the course of which a large number of smaller 
courts were merged into district courts. In 1753, Frederick II (the Great) finally introduced a new 
judicial constitution, which merged the municipal, court and freemen's courts into state courts, 
which from 1794 ruled according to the General Land Law. The judicial system introduced under 


French occupation in the Kingdom of Westphalia (1807-1813) with the peace courts and the 
Assisenhof in Dortmund was converted into regional and district courts after the return to Prussia. 
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Freeholder 


The freeholds of 400 to 1000 acres originally granted by Charlemagne to proven and loyal Frankish 
soldiers were given to them as hereditary fiefs, for which they initially only had to pay free rent 
(royal money) and, until the advent of paid mercenaries, military service (compulsory military 
service). In the Saxon Mirror by Baron Eike von Repgow around 1230, the free peasants are also 
referred to as "Schöffenbarfreie". They supported the system of direct royal rule. They saw the 
Emperor and later the Counts of Altena-Mark, whom they recognized as the bearers of the old 
Carolingian count's power, not only as the supreme warlord, but also as the supreme judge and 
lord over their land. The land reverted to them both in the event of the extinction of the free count 
family and in the event of abandonment due to mismanagement. In the event of inheritance, the 
best cattle from the stables fell to him as an acknowledgment fee from the person who took over 
the estate. As unrestricted landlords on their own cultivated land, without being burdened by 
further levies, they also all had the same right to the common mark, the forest belt, from which 
they were allowed to take wood for heating and house building and in which they could hunt freely 
or fatten their cattle. Their privileges made the free peasants into self-confident men who, 
although they paid due respect to their sovereign, had their own opinions and knew how to defend 
their rights. Some of their descendants managed to maintain their privileges until the 18th century, 
before they were abolished by the Prussian reforms (Stein-Hardenberg reforms). 


The free farmers were largely self-sufficient on their free farms. This meant that all the needs of 
daily life were met on the farms themselves. 


Due to the old Saxon law of inheritance, according to which only the eldest son inherited the farm 
(see detailed description in Land und Leute am Deilbach), which had been preserved in 
Westphalia, the descendants of free farmers were forced to leave their parents’ farms in the early 
centuries. 


The heirs took over the freehold by having themselves dealt with by the court. In most cases, both 
spouses received equal shares, but occasionally, as in the case of Conrad aufm Bemberg and his 
daughter Hiltgen in 1554, both father and daughter received equal shares. 


The sons who were forced to leave the farm by the custom of inheritance therefore often took 
over leased estates or unfree estates, so that in the course of time the group of freemen on unfree 
estates emerged alongside the freemen on free estates, who were free, but had to pay a series of 
dues to the lord of the manor, such as hereditary leasehold, interest, ground rent, driving rent, 
lord's money, Beede, Mai- or Herbstbedde, Herrenhafer, Herrenhühner, Hobszins, Vogt-Beede, 
Vogt-Hafer, Vogt-Hühner, etc. (the lords of the manor were evidently the lords of the manor). (the 
landlords were apparently at least as imaginative as today's politicians when it came to increasing 
revenue), which placed a considerable burden on these free farmers. Others worked as inspectors 
in the administration of free noble or monastic estates or settled as merchants. 


The owners of the freeholds joined together to form free trade mark cooperatives and settled their 
disputes themselves under a trade mark chairman (timber judge) elected by them. They elected 
representatives to the free courts, in which they were judged according to customary law. They 
also had the right to settle disputes under civil law and to impose criminal penalties, also known as 
Brüchten, for minor offenses. The free peasants held on to these rights for a long time, knowing 
full well that their duties continued to apply. In addition to the free rent, they had to pay taxes in 
kind to the landlord even during the period of military colonization. Although these were gradually 
replaced by annual payments, other services such as wood transportation for the fortification of 
Altena Castle and mowing services on the count's meadows belonging to the royal estate 
continued for a long time. From 1450 onwards, there were increasing efforts by the free farmers 
to abolish not only these instep services through monetary payments, but also the supply of the 
imperial and later count's hunting dogs, the so-called dog camp, which had previously been 
regarded as an honor, through the dog fee, which was paid until the time of Frederick the Great as 
a property-related tax (regardless of the respective owner). 
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The more the Counts of the Mark and their successors, the Dukes of Cleve-Mark, ran into financial 
difficulties due to the high costs of their lavish court and the costs of war and pledged their land to 
cover their debts, the higher the taxes imposed on the freeholders. If part of the land was 
mortgaged, the free peasants themselves were responsible for paying the interest on the 
mortgaged land in order to prevent the property from being taken over by the creditors and losing 
their status as freemen. From 1400 onwards, due to the high level of debt, the freemen even 
initially made voluntary special payments to their landlord to reduce the debt burden, the so-called 
Beden. From then on, however, a certain proportion of taxes and levies was set once a year for 
each march cooperative by the councils of their landlord, the amount of which the freemen could 
no longer influence. They could only agree to pay the fixed amounts annually on two dates, 
namely in May for the Maybede and in the fall for the Herbstbede. However, the distribution of the 
total amount to the individual free farmers was the sole right of the marque cooperatives, and 
together the free farmers endeavored to distribute the levies in such a way that everyone could 
raise their share and the remaining amount did not have to be redistributed due to the insolvency 
of individual farmers. Self-selected honorary collectors collected the money and delivered it to the 
pension offices. 


For centuries, the tax remained at the same level regardless of possible divisions of the freeholds 
and the devaluation of money, as it was in the middle of the 15th century. It was then that the 
knight Goswin Kettler first intended to introduce compulsory taxes for all freemen in order to 
remedy the constant emptiness of the ducal treasury in Cleve. At the Diet of Wickede on 
September 4, 1471, he proposed to Duke Johann von Cleve a uniform taxation of all the 
inhabitants of his duchy, i.e. the knights, the towns, the clergy and the inhabitants of the flat land, 
the former serfs and feudal subjects. However, the knights and towns, who until then had 
remained tax-free, succeeded in numerous sub-negotiations in ensuring that they, like the freehold 
owners for years, were required to pay a tax amount, the distribution of which among the 
individual members was their own business. The inhabitants of the flat land were charged a body 
or poll tax, while the freeholders were assessed according to the size of their freeholds and lost 
the right to distribute the tax. The ducal councillors believed that the direct assessment of 
individual freemen would generate higher tax revenues, but were bitterly disappointed. Whereas 
previously the promised sums had been delivered by the freemen on the set payment dates, 
because in an emergency one freeman would be replaced by another, after the assessment at the 
Diet of Wickede on April 24 and May 4, 1486, there was a large shortfall in tax revenue. From 
1500 onwards, the right to set taxes was gradually lost, as was the free jurisdiction of the courts. 
The differences between the various population groups became increasingly blurred until Napoleon 
abolished all the old privileges of the freehold owners after the occupation of the Mark in order to 
establish equality. The new spirit of the times, which had arisen as a result of the Wars of 
Liberation, was reflected for the freehold owners in the Edict on the Regulation of Manorial and 
Peasant Conditions of 14 September 1811 and ushered in the industrialization of Westphalia, in 
which many freehold owners also played their part. 
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Reidemeister 


The progressive development and increasing population density led to a different development 
between the fertile Iowlands and the mountainous southern part of Westphalia, the Süderland 
(now Sauerland). While larger settlements and towns with lively trade and traffic developed in the 
lowlands, the mountainous region remained the land of widely scattered farms, which were barely 
able to feed their owners due to the Pr soil and the much harsher climate as the population 

ni increased. As a result, the freehold owners who had 
= emerged from Charlemagne's military colonists had to 
4 make efforts early on to find other sources of income in 
addition to the agricultural yields to support their families. 
The availability of iron ore and the knowledge of iron 
extraction and processing passed down by word of mouth 
offered the southern freehold owners a solution. Initially, 
pig iron was produced in racing furnaces (racing fires), 
clay furnaces that were built in clay pits, as they had been 
since the beginning of the Iron Age (approx. 800 BC to the 
5Sth century AD). Charcoal and iron ore were poured into 
the furnaces in layers. Temperatures of around 1,200 to 
1,300 °C were reached in the furnace, far below the 
melting temperature of iron (1,539 °C), which melted the 
ore-containing rock and allowed it to flow away as a 
doughy slag, the so-called "Luppe". This is where the 
name comes from: Luppe. During forging, the red-hot, 
viscous slag was forged on the anvil with a hammer, i.e. 
the slag and charcoal were expelled and the iron was 
sintered. Initially, the farms only produced everyday tools 
Illustration 8: Racing furnace and weapons for their own use, but the manufacture of 
tools and weapons soon developed into a general trade. 


The sons of the yeoman farmers went to the various farms in the country as iron and tool makers, 
where they dug for turf ironstone on their own land or for a fee on that of their landlord. In 
Iserschmitten, small smelting furnaces on handcarts with bellows, they produced the slag on the 
spot, forged it and made the desired tools and weapons. 


However, they soon realized that the increasing demand could be met more easily by transporting 
the pre-produced finished goods to their own farm than by transporting a smelting furnace and 
the often lengthy search for the raw materials ironstone and charcoal. So people returned from the 
mobile Iserschmitte to stationary iron processing on the farms. In the vicinity of the ironstone 
deposits, they initially built racing fires again and used the charcoal burnt in the forest and the 
natural wind as bellows for the smelting process. From around the 12th century, the racing fires 
were replaced by above-ground, shaft-shaped furnaces, known as lump or wolf furnaces. The 
smelting furnaces were fired with a mixture of iron ore and charcoal. Thanks to the design and the 
improved air supply, a much higher temperature was achieved in these furnaces so that the iron 
could be melted. The molten iron obtained in this way was decarburized in a second furnace and 
wound onto a rotating iron bar. The rapidiy growing demand for ironware was initially met by 
using ever larger furnaces until a size was reached where the air supply to the furnaces by wind or 
hand blowers was no longer sufficient. The idea of using water power to drive the bellows made it 
necessary to relocate the ironworks to the valleys along the streams and rivers. The yeoman 
farmers dammed the streams and rivers on their land in exchange for a fee to the lord of the 
manor in order to drive the bellows for the smelting furnaces, which were also built on their land, 
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with a water wheel. In a further step, the waterwheel was equipped with hammers for forging the 
iron ingots, the so-called tail hammers. The forging of the iron ingots produced an iron billet, the 

_— _ Osemund billet, which was forged and cut as a 
semi-finished product and either further processed 
in the company's own factory or sold worldwide, 
initially via local traders and later via the Hanseatic 
League. 


The yeoman farmers had become Reidemeister, 
raw material miners, iron smelters, semi-finished 
product manufacturers and finished goods 
suppliers all rolled into one, largely free from all 
constraints, who produced and supplied the highly 
sought-after iron goods as family businesses. Due 
to the high demand, they worked 7 days a week. 
Agriculture was only practiced as a sideline, if at 
all. This trade, born out of necessity, quickly 
brought the Reidemeisters prosperity. It was the 
heyday of the Reidemeister. As the yeoman 

4 farmers of the Süderland had also always been 
organized in the Markengenossenschaften, many 
yeoman farmers' sons, who had no opportunity to 
enter the iron trade, soon found a livelihood with 
) the Reidemeister through existing relationships. 


However, as is always the case when someone has 
7 built up a very lucrative business, many imitators 

| were quickly found who also wanted to profit from 
this lucrative business. The resulting large supply 
=] caused prices for semi-finished and finished 

„| products to fall considerably. However, as demand 
remained at a high level due to the strong 
population growth, the Reidemeisters were at least 
able to earn an adequate income. And of course, 
those who did not make a productive contribution themselves, such as sovereigns, towns, land 
and water owners, soon discovered iron production and processing as a welcome additional source 
of income and secured their share of the profits through appropriate taxes and customs duties.

From around the beginning of the 16th century, however, the living conditions of the Reidemeister 
changed fundamentally. Economically very difficult times, combined with wars and the increasing 
import of foreign goods, caused the demand for Märkisch ironware to fall sharply. 


In order to protect their source of income, the sovereigns often issued decrees restricting working 
hours and banning new plants (in order to reduce supply and thus artificially stabilize prices). They 
were supported in this by the towns and the local guilds, who saw the high productivity of the 
Reidemeister as a threat to their quiet life and secure income. Interestingly, even back then, 
ecological arguments were cited as a substitute for the actual self-interests in the demand to 
restrict the work of the Reidemeister, such as "damage to fish farming, damage to the forests 
through excessive charcoal burning, damming of the water in the mill ponds". 


In the main areas of iron processing, on the banks of the Volme, Ennepe, Nette, Verse, Rahmede, 
Oster and Elspe rivers, Johann III von Cleve-Mark had already issued the first restrictive 
ordinances in 1525. In 1559, a guild code was introduced under Wilhelm von Cleve-Mark, which, 
among other things, stipulated the taking of the Reidemeister and blacksmith or steel oath. The 
master smiths swore not to sell the osemund (semi-finished product) below a fixed price 
(minimum price fixing), and those employed in the hammer mills undertook neither to practice the 
osemund trade outside the country (meaning the Mark) nor to teach it to "outsiders", by which 
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was meant anyone not living in the Mark, often also anyone not living in the same place (secrecy 
of the production process). 


The resulting monopoly was protected in the following decades by keeping the production process 
strictly confidential. The production process was only passed on unchanged from father to son. 
The technical skills acquired over years of training and experience in the production and 
processing of osemunde iron were also guarded as a valuable asset, so that the iron trade 

; remained a secret until the end of 
the 16th century. 


The increasing demand during this 
time led to a division of labor in

The Thirty Years’ War (1618 - 

1648) destroyed all the

hamımers (Say SOUL CENkUN) the Mark, as it did throughout 

Germany. Large parts of the Mark were deserted, the land lay fallow and the hammer mills were 
destroyed. Many of the numerous Reidemeister families before the war had been wiped out by the 
war itself and by the consequences of the war such as plague and epidemics. The iron industry 
was revived when the government intervened at the beginning of the 19th century, forcing the 
surviving Reidemeisters to form a cartel, promoting the reconstruction of the old hammer mills 
with state subsidies and setting a minimum price for Osemunde iron.

However, as the iron deposits in the Mark were now exhausted, the raw material had to be 
brought in from the Siegerland region with its numerous iron deposits. The Siegerland became a 
supplier of raw materials. The traditional tail hammers were converted into stretching hammers, 
with which the Osemund smiths (hammer smiths) forged the Siegerland pig iron billets into slag- 
pure Osemund billets. From around 1700, the charcoal used to fire the furnaces was replaced by 
hard coal, which led to an increase in the working temperature of the furnaces and thus to an 
acceleration of the smelting process. Depending on the intended use, the osemund billet was 
further processed into plates, rods or thick wires. 


This change in production led to a profound change in the activities of the Reidemeister. They 
became entrepreneurs who bought the raw materials and sold the finished products of their 
hammers at the stacking yards in Lüdenscheid and Altena or even in the trading centers such as 
Lübeck, Braunschweig, Cologne, Frankfurt or Basel. The hammersmiths had become the real 
employers. 


The hammersmiths, whose families lived on the farms, went to their hammers on Monday morning 
with the week's provisions for themselves and their hammer boys. In the hammer mills there were 
sleeping chambers with beds, benches and tables, which served as accommodation during the 
working week. As work in the hammer mills was carried out on a piecework basis from the very 
beginning, they tried to make up for holiday shifts caused by flooding or frost in winter. The 
hammers worked from sunrise to sunset. Every Saturday, the hammersmith settled accounts with 
the Reidemeister. On May 1st of each year, an inventory was taken and a balance sheet drawn up. 
This event was usually associated with a big party at the Reidemeister's house, which was 
attended by the hammersmiths, hammer lads and carters with their children. 
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Depending on their entrepreneurial skills, many Reidemeister became wealthy again during this 
time. However, there were great differences between the Reidemeisters. There were those like the 
Harkort family, who controlled an extensive long-distance trading network, and others who were 
still involved in the manufacturing process themselves. The transitions were fluid and upward 
mobility was possible. The 
 increasing competition from 
new forms of production in 
particular intensified the 
economic differences 
between the Reid masters 
around 1800. Although it was 
possible to become a 
\ Reidemeister by acquiring 
shares in hammer mills, this 
clearly differentiated them 
economically and socially 
from the top group. As soon 
as a Reidemeister became a 
hired hand for another 
producer, he lost his 
Reiderecht. 


From around the middle of 
the 18th century, a slowly 
increasing division of labor 
set in. Osemund semi- 
finished products, which until then had mainly been sold to the stacks, were supplied to country 
people for homework. They made everyday tools and cutlery. On Saturdays, they delivered the 
finished goods to the Reidemeister, received their wages and new raw materials. On Mondays, the 
goods were taken to the Schleifkotten, a large, water-powered grindstone, where the grinder 
ground the cut surfaces, polished and varnished the goods. The goods were then marked with the 
name of the Reidemeister and sold by commission agents as the Reidemeister's own products.

From around 1780, broad hammers were also used in the hammer mills in addition to stretching 
hammers. The hammer smith produced the blanks for shovels, spades, trowels, lock parts, axes, 
hammers, pans etc. from a piece of osemouth, which were then handed over to the broadsmith 
for finishing. The boom triggered by this innovation was interrupted again by wars at the end of 
the 18th century. The county of Mark was occupied by Napoleon. By the end of the subsequent 
wars of liberation , most of the hammers had been destroyed again and had to be rebuilt. To 
make matters worse, the steam engines invented in England had found their way into production. 
The machines built by Friedrich Harkort in the machine factory in Wetter an der Ruhr, founded in 
1819 as one of the first machine factories, replaced the manual work of the blacksmiths. The 
workpieces were produced with the help of machines operated by semi-skilled factory workers 
instead of skilled workers who had been trained for many years. The industrial revolution had also 
begun in Germany - the age of coal and iron. Many of the old Reid masters were unable to adapt 
to the new production methods and disappeared from the industrial craft. Along with them, their 
employees, the hammersmiths, hammer boys and carters, lost their jobs and thus their "wages 
and bread". The Mark, especially the Süderland, became a poorhouse for decades. 


Only the advent of the railroad with its enormous demand for iron put an end to this need. The 
handicraft and agricultural implements that had previousiy been manufactured in the Mark were 
joined by a variety of railroad accessories. From 1850, the previously tranquil country town of 
Hagen developed into the center of the small iron industry. Production took place in the old 
hammers, which had since been converted to steam operation and converted into the first German 
drop forges, and in newiy built factories. 
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This industrial upturn, which was further boosted by the removal of numerous customs barriers 
following the founding of the North German Confederation, was also accompanied by a change in 
the production of raw materials. The large iron industry had migrated from the Siegerland to the 
coalfields of the Ruhr area. The small iron industry in the Mark Brandenburg was soon supplied 
with semi-finished products by the Gutehoffnungshütte, which were traded at the Iron Days, the 
iron exchange in Hagen. The Limburg 
Factory and Ironworks Association, founded 
around 1845, joined forces with Elbers'sche 
Hammerwerke, later known as Hagener 
Gußstahlwerke, which had emerged from 
the hammers of former Reid masters, the 
company Peter Harfort & Sohn from 
Schöntal near Wetter and, after 1850, Eiken 
& Co. and Friedrich Huth & Co. as suppliers 
of raw materials. Initially, puddle steel was 
used as the raw material, but this was soon 
replaced by Bessemer steel and later by 
Siemens-Martin steel due to the rapid 
technical development of steel production 
processes. The Hagen Chamber of 
Commerce was one of the first to be 
founded in Prussia in 1842. 


The industrial boom not only destroyed the 
iron trade of the Reidemeister, but also a 
large number of other previously manual 
trades. The industrial boom, which was 
further fueled by the euphoria of the victory 
over France in the Franco-Prussian War of 
1870/1871 and the expected high 
reparations payments from France to 
Germany, came to an abrupt end in 1873

Meyerheim (from the cycle Life Story of a known as the Gründerkrach, and led to a 

ERROMSEIVE. IB73SEETR period of economic stagnation lasting 
around twenty years, which became known as the Gründerkrise. 


During this crisis, the theory of economic liberalism lost ground, control mechanisms were created 
and protective tariffs were introduced. The petty-bourgeois and proletarian mass movements that 
emerged during this period of crisis were avowed opponents of economic liberalism. The most 
devastating consequence of the great crisis was a psychological one. The promise of prosperity 
and advancement for all that had been made during the Gründerzeit seemed to have failed for the 
time being; in the circles of small craftsmen and tradesmen, the fear of social decline due to 
industrial competition was now to the fore. In addition, a great deal of saved capital had been lost 
as a result of the stock market crash. 


The further industrialization progressed, the sharper the contrasts became not only between the 
entrepreneurs in the raw materials and manufacturing industries, but also between employers and 
employees. Differences in wages led to sharp contrasts, which came to a head at the turn of the 
19th and 20th centuries. In 1910, the introduction of the proof of employment led to the first 
major strike in the small iron industry in the Mark Brandenburg region, which could only be settled 
by the intervention of the Hagen magistrate and the Arnsberg district president. Nevertheless, 
industrial development continued unabated until the First World War and its consequences for 
Germany completely destroyed industry in the southern region. 


During the First World War, production in the small iron industry in the Mark Brandenburg was 
converted to war material. As most of the men were conscripted as soldiers, women and 
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adolescent children had to operate the machines. After the end of the war, war production had to 
be stopped immediately. The production facilities came to a standstill. In the post-war period, the 
production of tools and cutlery in Süderland could only be resumed very slowly due to the 
immense reparation payments that the German Reich had to make and the lack of coal and raw 
materials. The occupation of the Ruhr region on January 11, 1923 brought production to an 
immediate standstill again until coal deliveries from Upper Silesia and England as well as iron and 
steel deliveries from Lorraine, the Saar region and Austria were able to compensate for the loss of 
coal and steel deliveries from the Ruhr region. The resumption of production was made even more 
difficult by the sharp devaluation of money, which meant that the workers’ weekly wages were 
barely enough to cover one day's living expenses. Daily wage deductions and the introduction of 
emergency money could not solve the enormous problems of hyperinflation and its consequences. 
Only the introduction of the Rentenmark on 20 November 1923 stabilized the economy and made 
it possible to rebuild industry. 


As a result of the technical and economic changes, large corporations with mass production 
emerged in the Rhineland-Westphalian industrial area, which entered into direct competition with 
the southern German factories, especially as some of these large companies were not limited to 
the production of raw materials and semi-finished products, but also manufactured finished 
products, i.e. products that had previously been produced by the southern German private 
companies. As a result, most of the companies in the south of the country, which were already 
suffering heavily from the damage and burden of the war, had to cease their own production. 
They either merged with the large corporations or closed their doors for good. 


In many places, there was a profound deindustrialization and agrarianization of the economy and 
society. Significant industrial development initially took place primarily in the border region of the 
Siegerland and the Sauerland in the Mark region. These included in particular the towns of Neheim 
(lighting industry), Hüsten (heavy industry "Hüstener Gewerkschaft"), Warstein (iron processing, 
axle production), Olpe (industrial sheet metal production). Industrial development remained 
sporadic, particularly in the districts of Meschede and Brilon. Mining concentrated on iron ore (e.Q. 
Sundern, Balve, Warstein, Brilon and Marsberg) and other metal ores; Ramsbeck, Meggen and 
Marsberg are particularly worthy of mention here. Slate mining was only of minor importance 
(Antfeld, Nuttlar, Schmallenberg). Much of the rest of the area was essentially dependent on 
agriculture and forestry. Unless one could earn an extra income as a commuter or seasonal 
worker, the lower classes in particular were forced to emigrate. 


During the Second World War, the Sauerland was repeatedly attacked by two- and four-engine 
bombers from September 15, 1940 to April 1945 and from mid-1944 also by fighter bombers and 
fighter planes flying at low level. Until the fall of 1944, these were mostly just emergency or false 
bombs, for example when they were damaged by German fighters and anti-aircraft guns. 


The destruction of the dam wall of Lake Möhne by a bombing raid on 17 May 1943 led to a flood 
wave up to 12 meters high in the Möhne valley. Below the dam and in the adjoining section of the 
Ruhr Valley as far as Schwerte, there was massive destruction of buildings and 1284 victims 
among the civilian population and prisoners of war, including those from the Möhnewiesen forced 
labor camp. Until 1945, the main targets of the air raids in the Sauerland were various armaments 
factories such as Honsel (supplier of air armaments) in Meschede. The towns near the industrial 
plants were also badly hit. In Meschede, for example, almost the entire town center was 
destroyed. In 1945, the railroad lines in the Sauerland were increasingly attacked; one of the main 
targets was the Arnsberg railroad viaduct, which was attacked seven times between February 9 
and March 19, 1945. By the time the viaduct was destroyed, 1818 bombs had been dropped, 
including six Grand Slam bombs, at 10 tons the largest and heaviest type of bomb used in the war 
up to that point, and twelve Tallboy bombs weighing 5.4 tons. In other places such as Bestwig, 
Neheim and Finnentrop, railroad facilities and their surroundings were also hit hard. As the battles 
for the Ruhr basin raged in the Sauerland from March 29 to April 17, 1945, every vehicle, whether 
truck or horse-drawn carriage, even every pedestrian and farmer working in the fields was 
attacked by enemy low-flying aircraft. Many people in the Sauerland were injured or killed, and 
many homes and industrial plants were damaged or completely destroyed. 
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After the Second World War, the Westphalian region was reorganized as part of the creation of the 
present-day federal state of North Rhine-Westphalia. The administrative district of Arnsberg 
became part of the new state of North Rhine-Westphalia in 1946. In 1959, the Schmallenberg 
textile company Falke brought 20 women from South Tyrol and 70 women from southern Italy, the 
first so-called guest workers, to the Sauerland. Several thousand more guest workers from 
southern Europe, Turkey and North Africa followed in the years leading up to the recruitment stop 
in 1973. In 1975, the law on the reorganization of the municipalities and districts of the 
Sauerland/Paderborn reorganization area (Sauerland/Paderborn law) came into force. The 


Sauerland parts of the districts of Soest and Altena had already been reorganized in 1969. Partly 
against the resistance of citizens and local politicians, numerous previously independent towns 
were merged into larger municipalities. Only the largest are mentioned here: Neheim-Hüsten, 
Hohenlimburg and Letmathe. Something similar happened at district level. The district of Olpe got 
off relatively lightly. Today's Märkische Kreis essentially consists of a large part of the former 
district of Iserlohn, the formerly independent town of Iserlohn and the former district of 
Lüdenscheid, into which the district of Altena had already been absorbed in 1969. The core areas 
of the districts of Arnsberg, Meschede and Brilon became the Hochsauerlandkreis. The towns of 
Neuastenberg, Langewiese, Mollseifen and Hoheleye, which formerly belonged to the district of 
Wittgenstein, were transferred to the new Hochsauerlandkreis. 


Today, the Sauerland region has a medium-sized economic structure. As already mentioned, 
although the medium-sized companies in the 19th and early 20th centuries were clearly lagging 
behind the large companies in the Ruhr region, the medium-sized structures proved to be more 
adaptable in the long term. Around the turn of the millennium, the Arnsberg Chamber of Industry 
and Commerce reported that the proportion of industrial employees in the chamber district was 
higher than in the Ruhr region. 


The South Westphalia region is the third strongest industrial region in Germany, with over 40% of 
the workforce employed in manufacturing. The western Sauerland achieves the highest figures 
with an industrial employment share of 43 to 44%. Many hidden champions are based in the 
region. Only a few remnants of the early industry remain today. Wire production in Altena and 
chain production in the Iserlohn and Eslohe area are still important. There have been numerous 
small and medium-sized industrial companies in the Märkisches Sauerland since the early days of 
industrialization. (This is where the saying "having a factory in the cellar" originated.) Today, it is 
mainly suppliers to the automotive industry (including Kostal, Dura Automotive) that are active 
here. Toolmaking and the aluminum processing industry are also located here. After Carl Berg and 
Alfred Colsman in Werdohl made the construction of Count Zeppelin's airship possible with their 
aluminum constructions using state-of-the-art materials, today aluminum profiles (e.g. for window 
construction) and aluminum rims (ATS) are produced in particular. RH Alurad and Borbet are other 
internationally renowned wheel manufacturers from the Sauerland region. The pharmaceutical and 
chemical industries are represented in Iserlohn. The Sauerland region is also known for well- 
known lighting manufacturers in the Arnsberg, Lüdenscheid and Iserlohn areas and for sanitary 
fittings (Grohe), particularly in and around Hemer. In the Schmallenberg area there are still 
important companies in the Sauerland textile industry, such as the Falke company. Mining in the 
Sauerland still lives on today as slate mining in Bad Fredeburg (Magog slate). 


While the Märkisches Sauerland has always had several economic centers, the economic focus of 
the Hochsauerland district was for a long time in the area that is now the town of Arnsberg. The 
lighting industry was of particular importance here. Although only a few older companies (such as 
BJB or Cronenberg) have survived the economic history of the last few centuries, there are still 
numerous successor companies or newly founded businesses with a national reputation. These 
include the lighting manufacturer Trilux, the household goods manufacturers Wesco and Berndes, 
the paper manufacturer Wepa and the belt manufacturer Schroth. A second important industrial 
location in the Hochsauerland district is the district town of Meschede. Industrial development 
began here as early as the 1870s, partiy due to the construction of the railroad line. In addition to 
Honselwerke, Meschede is home to several medium-sized companies in the bodywork and vehicle 
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construction, plastics processing and screwdriving technology sectors. Other industrial focuses are 
located in Brilon (Hoppecke Batterien), Sundern (Severin Elektrogeräte) and Olsberg (F. W. 
Oventrop) as well as the chain manufacturer KettenWulf in Eslohe. After the Second World War, 
numerous, mostly smaller production companies settled in the formerly agricultural communities. 
Breweries play a special role in the popularity of Sauerland products. In addition to numerous 
smaller breweries, Warsteiner and Veltins in the Grevenstein district of Meschede are particularly 
well known beyond the region. This means that two of the largest breweries in Germany are only a 
few kilometers apart. Also worth mentioning are the private brewery Iserlohn with its beer 
specialties from the Green Valley and the Westheimer brewery in Marsberg. The RC Ritzenhoff 
Cristall company in Marsberg produces internationally renowned designer glasses. The toy 
manufacturer SIKU from Lüdenscheid is also known nationwide. 
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Land and people at the Deilbach 
Strutz? writes: 


The land between the Ruhr and Sieg rivers, separated from its neighbors by the Rhine to 
the west and the Rhenish-Westphalian border to the east, was still a contiguous wooded 
area around the year 1000, sparsely populated and so isolated from traffic that it was 
bypassed by all the major roads between Cologne and the Ruhr region. Even the 
increased immigration from the Rhine plain that began after Charlemagne's Saxon wars 
had opened up the region to the Frankish sphere of influence and the cultural influences 
of Cologne, but it remained a latecomer among the Rhenish landscapes, only slowly 
appearing on the scene in the 14th century, apart from special events. 


Aland of individual farms, not of closed villages, the gradually growing towns founded by 
the sovereign not for economic but for military reasons. 


Despite all the delays, however, an astonishing development began two centuries before 
the Thirty Years' War, which in the 17th and 18th centuries outstripped all other 
Rhineland regions, even the old imperial city of Cologne. 


They are free farmers who sit on their farms, who have joined together to form farming 
communities and who settle their legal issues among themselves at court. They are self- 
confident men who, with all due respect to their sovereign, have their own opinions, who 
know how to defend their rights and whose sovereigns are wise enough not to interfere 
with their independence. 


When the Reformation came to the country, it was well received by the inhabitants, and 

despite the Counter-Reformation that began in 1555, the County of Mark and the Duchy 
of Berg adhered to the new faith. Mark remained Lutheran, while Berg followed the faith 
of its sovereign, who was a Calvinist, and became Calvinist. 


As a result, Langenberg, for example, which politically belonged partly to Mark and 
partly to Berg, also split into two denominational parts. Bergisch-Langenberg became 
Calvinist (Reformed), Märkisch-Langenberg Lutheran. 


Schulte explains® : 


The Reformed from Märkisch-Langenberg went to church in Bergisch-Langenberg. A part 
of Bergisch-Langenberg, namely Voskuhl, located in the farming community of 
Vosnacken, belonged to Werden Abbey before 1490. Around this time, the farming 
communities of Vosnacken, Richrath and large parts of Rottberg came under the rule of 
Hardenberg. 


Ecclesiastically, these areas once belonged to the Lucaskirche in Werden. Therefore, even 
later, when most of the inhabitants were Protestants and went to church in Langenberg 
or Neviges, this area was still popularly called "Kirchspiel Werden". 


The Bembergs were Lutheran. Despite the close proximity of the Bemberghof to 
Langenberg, they belonged to the Lutheran community of Hattingen. Some of them, who 
settled in Langenberg as businessmen, became Reformed (Calvinist), probably also under 
the influence of their wives, who had been baptized Reformed and came from 
Langenberg. The Lutheran congregation in Langenberg was only founded at the 
beginning of the 15th century with the strong support of the Bembergs and several 
families related to them by marriage. 


In the 16th and early 17th centuries, the differences between Lutherans and Calvinists 
were great. "Mixed marriages" between them were only married ifthe bride and groom

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pledged to have their children baptized in the Reformed faith. Only the Age of 
Enlightenment brought about change. 


The border between the two groups was formed by the Deilbach, as the state border 
between the Duchy of Cleve (Berg) and the County of Mark. 


Typical for the whole country are the large farms, which even today, with their extensive 
barns and stables, show that "large farmers cultivated their ancestral heritage of several 
hundred acres here". (Strutz) 


In contrast to the real division of property or equal inheritance custom (Frankish law) that applied 
in the Bergisches Land, in Westphalia (according to old Saxon law)? only ever inherited to a single 
heir (right of inheritance ).'° 


This meant that every child in the Bergisches Land inherited the same amount, regardless of their 
rank in the birth order. This real division led to a marginalization of farm sizes early on, i.e. due to 
the poor soil and unfavourable topographical conditions, the narrowness and the steeply sloping 
terrain of the Wuppertal, the yields from the farms were no longer sufficient to provide for the 
families living on them. The inhabitants of the region around Wuppertal and Barmen were forced 
early on to look for other sources of income in addition to agriculture. The locals took advantage of 
the conditions offered by nature, the abundance of rainfall, the damp meadows and the low-lime 
water of the Wupper and its tributaries to bleach yarns. What was initially run as a sideline 
developed into a main line of business as early as 1400. The remaining farm was at least self- 
sufficient. The yarns bleached in Wuppertal were initially traded on the Cologne market as 
"Kölsche witte Garen". 


In 1527, the people of Elberfeld and Barmen were granted the so-called yarn-farming privilege, i.e. 
a sovereign monopoly, according to which these inhabitants were granted the sole right to bleach 
in the Duchy of Berg. This sovereign privilege was purchased for 861 gold guilders. Duke Johann 
III thus provided his own county of Ravensberg, where flax had been grown in monoculture since 
the High Middle Ages, with a permanent sales market right "on his doorstep", so to speak. 


This development in the Bergisches Land would later be of considerable importance for the 
Wuppertal branch of the Bemberg family. 


As the inheritance law applied east of the Deilbach in the county of Mark, including the 
Bemberghof,!! the first son always inherited. If he left the farm, e.g. because he married into 
another estate, the next son took over the parental estate; if there were no sons, the eldest 
daughter and her husband took over the estate. If they also left the estate, the inheritance was 
passed on to the next daughter. If there were no (more) heirs, the estate reverted to the lord of 
the manor, as described above. As it was important to the landlords, initially the emperor and later 
his deputies, that the freeholds were not divided up, this inheritance custom suited them. In many 
cases, the landlords even demanded that the heirs reacquire "Splisse" (severed pieces of the 
estate) so that the estate remained the same size’? . 


As the later-born siblings inherited nothing, they had to see where they could stay. There was not 
much choice; they either stayed on their father's farm as a farmhand or maid to their inheriting 
sibling, or looked around for other employment opportunities. This is probably one of the main 
reasons why descendants of the Bemberg family were to be found all over the German-speaking 
world at a very early stage. Even during the Thirty Years' War, Bembergs moved to Worms, 
Berncastel, Lorraine, later also to Cologne and, last but not least, to Wuppertal. While the first 
emigrants worked as merchants in the traditional wine-growing regions, the next generation 
turned to the import and export business of canvas. However, this wanderlust, combined with 
commercial skills, was not exclusive to the Bemberg family. As all members of the farming families 
east of the Deilbach faced the same problems, members of the Gaddum, Wilckhaus, von Scheven,

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Hellermann, Platzmann, Bachmann, Wüstefeld and other families also appeared as grocers, 
peddlers or itinerant merchants on the local markets in southern and western Germany. 


While the sale of canvas initially only included the canvas woven on the farms in winter, ribbon 
products from the Wuppertal were added over time. The fashion for ribbons and trimmings during 
the Baroque and Rococo periods (end of the 16th century to around 1760/70) led to a formal 
"hunger for ribbons" not only in the towns but also in the villages. The peddler trade profited from 
this great demand. Instead of heavy canvas, the panniers of the itinerant traders could now be 
filled with high-quality goods. Langenberg merchants traveled with Wuppertal ribbon and 
trimmings, often interwoven with gold and silver threads, as "Dentellen", "Languetten", or 
whatever else was in fashion, to the farms of the Westerwald, the Eifel, the Hunsrück, to the wine 
villages on the Rhine, Lahn and Moselle, where they were welcome and expected every year. They 
knew the dates of church fairs and the local fairs and therefore stocked up on goods from time to 
time, from which they could refill their panniers. 


As early as the early 18th century, haberdashers and linen merchants were given their own job 
title; they were referred to as "Langenberger", even if such a "peddler" did not come from 
Langenberg. A designation of origin thus became synonymous with an entire occupational group. 
Whenever "Langenberger" were registered in church records or market records, they were always 
referred to as "Herr". This is an indication of their social status and at the same time a reliable 
indicator of their economic circumstances. The "Langenbergers" were well-respected, wealthy 
people and therefore a "good party" for many a marriageable daughter in the villages and towns 
they visited, which often led to the peddlers settling down in these villages and towns (including 
various Bembergs). 
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Farming community°? Elfringhausen 


The Bemberghof belonged to the farming community of Elfringhausen, which was first mentioned 
by name in 1253 as Elfrinchusen. However, the village is a Saxon settlement of the so-called "- 
inghausen" type that is over 400 years older'*. 


Around 800 AD, the hilly land now known as "Elfringhausen Switzerland" was a primeval forest, 
the Wagneswald, border forest between Franconia in the west and Saxony in the east, watershed 
between the Ruhr and Wupper rivers in the south. 


The stream that runs through this area used to be called Farnthrapa (Felderbach). The first 
documented mention was on October 17, 837, when Erp, son of Aldrik, donated a clearing in the 
Waneswald forest between the Podrebeci (Porbecke) and Farnthrapa streams to the imperial 
abbey of Werden? . The clearing Varentrappe (Fahrentrappe) was already established before 800, 
when the Saxon settler Älfried and his clan built a log cabin here. The only path through the 
primeval forest into the northern Ruhr valley led via this farm, later known as the "Green Path", 
the long-distance and church path to Hattingen'® . 


In the year 1005, ten farms in Elfringhausen are named as being subject to taxation: Huxel, 
Fahrentrappe, Haselbeck, Lifterhof, Kühls and Lindenhof, extended with Kinkhausen, Niggen, 
Polzenberg and Striebeck. They belonged to the 21 lower courts of the imperial court of Hattingen, 
which Emperor Henry II gave to Deutz Abbey around the same time. In 1243, the Deutz lordship 
of Hattingen and all its farms came to the county of Mark. Only a few feudal estates remained with 
Werden Abbey, such as the Bärwinkel estate, which was first mentioned in 1220. The Bitters 
estate belonged to the knight Konrad von Didinkhoven (House of Herbede). The Count of the Mark 
was a timber judge in the Elfringhauser Mark with the right to mast. A noble family is mentioned in 
1328 with Arnoldus de Elfrinchhusen and in 1391 with Koine von Elfrinchhusen. Dietrich von der 
Brüggeney was enfeoffed with half of the estates to Boninkhusen (Böhnkes) and oppen Velde 
(Fellers-/Marienhof) by the lords of Limburg-Stirum around 1350 to 1400’? . 


According to the treasury book of the county of Mark from 1486, the "Burschafft Elffrinckhuysen" 
belonged to the Blankenstein office, parish and court district of Hattingen, and had 24 taxable 
farm owners, with levies of between half a gold guilder and five gold guilders. The following farms 
are mentioned: "four Huxel farms, Rischenhof, Obere Blume, Böhnkes Hof, Haselbeck, Niederlaak, 
Oberlaak, two Bemberg farms (see: Bemberg family - an overview), Fellershof, two Lifterhöfe, 
Auerhof, Bitters, Bärwinkel, Fahrentrappe, Abell, Kuhle, Mellbeck, Dunk and Flehinghaus"*® . 


After the dissolution of the County of Mark, Nieder- and Oberelfringhausen belonged to the 
Sprockhövel office (1815 Prussia, Province of Westphalia) from 1807 until 1824, and from 1825 to 
the Hattingen-Land office as independent municipalities of Nieder- and Oberelfringhausen. After a 
high of the

Although the number of inhabitants increased in 1858 (417/670), it steadily decreased in the 
following decades after many families left their ancestral home due to better living and working 
conditions in surrounding communities. In 1885, there were 47 houses with 64 households and 
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390 inhabitants in Niederelfringhausen (plus two residential areas) and 75 houses with 89 
households and 528 inhabitants in Oberelfringhausen (plus two residential areas)!? . 


In Elfringhausen, which was characterized by agriculture, livestock farming and forestry, there 
were also ironworks where nails and other small iron parts were forged at home. Home ribbon 
weavers were first mentioned in a document in 1822 and many residents (Kötter) made a living 
from ribbon weaving. In 1961, there were still 29 weavers with 63 ribbon looms in Elfringhausen?®- 
While the ribbon weavers in Oberelfringhausen processed cotton and linen, those from 
Niederelfringhausen mainly wove silk. 


As part of the municipal reorganization, both municipalities were incorporated into the town of 
Hattingen on January 1, 1970.

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Names in Elfringhausen Switzerland 


At some point in their research, every family researcher probably asks themselves the question 
"Where does the name of my family come from?" and "What does this name mean?" These 
questions are the subject of "onomastics" = the science of names (https://www.onomastik.com/). 


In order to clarify this question for the surname "Bemberg", I commissioned a corresponding 
expert opinion from the Center for Genealogy at the University of Leipzig (Bemberg - Origin and 
Meaning of the Surname) in May 2012 (see: Chapter Origin and Meaning of the Name Bemberg). 


Many of the names to be found in the Elfringhauser Schweiz region are described in a much less 
"scientific" (but no less correct) way in the Elfringhauser Heimatschriften?! (PDF), which can be 
traced back to the time of the settlement of this area before 800 AD. It says there: 


River names were part of the oldest German linguistic heritage known to us; they gave the names 
to the settlements that later developed along them and not the settlements to the rivers. ... 


So the first people came to our region, the Wagneswald, and gave the rivers (it would be better to 
call them streams) a name. ... 


In terms of our hilly region, we can assume the following development: 
The first people entered the Wagneswald coming from the Ruhr. 

To do this, they used the course of a river that they 

THIDELA, which later became DEILE and is now DEILBACH. 


Not far from where the DEILE flows into the RUHR, a clearing was created, the DEILE. The 
clearing became a farm. The people living there all had just one name, their first name. As the 
number of people increased, they gave themselves an additional name, also known as a house 
name, in the 14th/15th century in order to distinguish themselves more easily. They used the 
name of the estate on which they lived. In this case, the name DEILMANN was created, which still 
exists today. 


The settlers now followed the course of the Deilbach and reached what is now Nierenhof. Here 
they found two streams coming from the east ... flowing into the Deilbach. The tributaries were 
about 100 meters apart. Both streams were given a name. 


They called the stream coming from the WODANTAL, now known as the Heiersbergsbach, 
STRIETBECKE or STRIEBECKE. Of course, a clearing was also created here, which was formerly 
called STRIETBECKE and later STRIEBECKE. In the Middle Ages, the farm name was also given as 
an additional name, and from then on it was called STRIEBECK, which is still known as a farm 
name today. The family name STRIEBECK is still very common in the Hattingen area. 


The next stream flowing towards the Deilbach was given the name FARNTHRAPA. A relatively 
shallow hollow was discovered in its upper course, where a clearing was also created, which was 
given the name of the stream: VARRENTRAPPE. It is logical that the owners later adopted the 
farm name VARENTRAPPE. The name changed slightly later.

the PORBECKERTAL, which the first settlers gave the name PODREBECT. Here, too, the clearing 
was given the name of the stream, PODREBECIL, which became PORBECKE. ... the name PORBECK 
Hattinger Raum is still often used.

After another 1000 meters up the valley, another stream inlet was discovered; it was given the 
name HASELBECKE. Logically, the 


settlement was given the name HASELBECKE, which was later followed by the house name

If we return to the Deilbach, we can see that it was no different up the Deilbach with the 
tributaries: HARDENBERGER BACH (HARDENBERG), NAULBECKE (NAULBECK), LEMBECKE 
(LEMBECK) etc. they all flow into the Deilbach from the west. 


... Certainly the many small tributaries, the so-called SIEPEN, were also given a name. Of course, 
people also settied here and later adopted the farm name as a surname. Example: KALVERSIEPEN 
(KALVERSIEP). 


Around that time, ... there were still WOLVES and BEARS here, as we can see from some place 
names (Wolfskuhle, Bärensiepen). ... 


Just as the surnames listed above arose from the adoption of farm names as surnames, the 
surname Bemberg was also adopted as a so-called "dwelling place name" in the process of 
medieval surname creation from around the 12th century. The only difference is that it was not a 
river name but the name of a mountain that led to the farm name and later surname. 
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Origin and meaning of the name Bemberg 
With regard to the origin of the name for the mountain, the name report”? explains: 


Due to a lack of older evidence, the interpretation of the determiners of the name Bemberzg is only 
possible with reservations. 


While the part of the name "berg" in its various language and dialect variants (-berghe, -berch) 
can undoubtedly be traced back to the Old Saxon word "berg" or the Middle Low German form 
"bergh" "mountain, elevation", there are two possibilities for the meaning of the part of the name 
"Bem". 


It most likely goes back to a personal name, which (as was often common at the time) indicates 
ownership of the (farm) site, and which was formed by the frequentiy encountered contraction of 
the two-syllable name and adaptation of the pronunciation (Ben to Bem). As a result, the meaning 
could be: "mountain (farm) of Beb(b)o, Bedo, Beda, Bevo, Nenna or Benno" (variants of the 
Germanic personal name Ban(n)o). 


Another possible variant for the origin of the name is the linguistic development from the term 
"Benenberch". "Bener! istthe Middle Low German word for bees, so the original meaning would 
have been "Bienenberg". 


In the opinion of the Namenkundliches Zentrum, however, the literal meaning of the name no 
longer plays a role in the development of the name, as the inhabitants were no longer aware of 
this when the farm name was adopted as a family name. The name "Bemberg" is therefore 
(undoubtedly) a residential name that was adopted as a family name. 


The concluding statement of the expert opinion? is important in this context: 


"The surname Bemberg originated in the area around the town of Hattingen in North Rhine- 
Westphalia. It is a residential name, which the first bearer of the name received after the farm 
(Groß-) Bemberg near Hattingen-Niederelfringhausen, which he leased and inhabited."

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Transformations of the name Bemberg 


Like almost all modern surnames, the present-day surname Bemberg has undergone (albeit only 
minor) changes over the centuries as the language has changed. 


The oldest known spelling of the name dates back to 1332, where the Bemberghof is mentioned 


"mansus to dem Bemberghe" (to the Bemberg) 


At this time (12th century), the custom of using a second name, the family name, in addition to 
the (first) name (usually the baptismal name) to determine family affiliation also spread in 
Germany. In rural areas, the house name (farm name) fulfilled the function of the family name. It 
was usually accompanied by the place preposition, e.g. "to dem". 


Those living on the farm at this time therefore called themselves "to dem Bemberghe". The men 
who came to the farm through marriage also adopted this name” . 


The next documented version of the farm name is listed in the "Schasbock in Hark Anno 1486" 
(Treasury Book of the County of Mark from 1486)? . There the farm owners Coen and Rutger are 
named as 


"op den Beemberge" (on the Bemberg) 


Various versions of the name can be found in the church registers kept from around 1600 
onwards, such as 


"ufm Bemberg" (on the Bemberg) 
"thum Bemberch" (to the Bemberg) 
"tho dem Bemberghe" (to the Bemberg) 


In addition to the place prefixes, a distinction is also made between the two farms on the Bemberg 
from this time onwards. The farm name of the upper, larger farm is extended by the name prefix 
"Grosser", the farm name of the lower, smaller farm by the prefix "Stumps" ?”i.e. "Kleiner" 
(small). 


The farm names of the upper farm at this time are e.g. 
"ufm Groten Bemberg" (on the Great Bemberg) 
"vom Grossen Bemberg" (from the Great Bemberg) 


However, the name prefix is not used consistently by all bearers of the name of the upper farm, so 
that until the farm name was adopted as a family name, all these name variants appear 
simultaneously (in the parish registers). 


This variety of spellings of the farm name was probably also encouraged by the fact that the 
parish priests at this time wrote down the names in the parish registers as they understood them. 


Similar changes can also be found in the farm name Stumps Bemberg. Ufm Stumpen Bemberg, 
sometimes just ufm Stumpen, Stompbemberg are some of the name changes found alongside the 
farm name Stumps Bemberg. The bearers of the name used the farm name

At the end of the 17th century, when all descendants of the upper farm, including those who 
married abroad, retained the farm name as their surname, the current spelling of

name. 


Only in the church records of the Aachen area is the surname of members of the Aachen branch 
mentioned until the end of the 18th century.

However, the name prefix "von" is also a place prefix, which was probably added by a priest when 
making an entry in the church register to identify the "non-local" and which was carried along for 
several generations.

was elevated to hereditary Prussian nobility and his descendants still have the prefix "von" in their 
surname today. 


More extensive name changes took place when people emigrated to areas whose dialect differed 
significantly from Low German. 


Based on indications from personal DNA analysis, a previously unknown name change became 
known in mid-2022: Henrich vom Bembergh im Kalversiepen (H 1/5) became Henrich vom 
Bembergh im Kalversiepen after his release for marriage to Berncastel/Mosel through entries in the 
church register of St. Michael, Bernkastel30

This ancestor appears to be the "missing link" between the Aachen branch and the Bemberg 
tribe?l . Due to the strong change of the name in the Rhenish dialect, the name bearer and his 
descendants could not be found so far. 


A similar name change was found for Diderich vom Bembergh in Kalversiepen (H 1/4). He married 
the widow Barbara Reimeringer (nee Freistorff) in Walderfingen?? (Waldef, today: Wallerfangen) / 
Lorraine on June 5, 1622. He is known there as 


Dietrich Bonenberg 


Here too, the change of name is probably due to the dialect. Due to the change of name based on 
the Saarland dialect, the bearer of the name and his descendants have not yet been traced.

It must be pointed out that it is a mistake to think that the same farm name throughout 
the centuries meant an unbroken line of succession in the male line. In Westphalia, it 
was always customary to leave the farm name unchanged; the farm name was the "house 
name". Ifa man married into a farm, he took the name of the farm as his family name. 
This fact is often indicated in the church registers and records by a "sive", "nunc" or 
"ietziger". 

In the church register of the Catholic parish church in Niederwenigern there is a note in 
Latin by the pastor Peter Joseph Cramer dated 11.11.1787, which translates as follows: 


"Note: It should be noted that the husbands derive their names from the estates that they 
have been given, so that brothers who have been given different estates also have different 
names... These have discarded their inherited paternal surname and taken the name of the 
estates." 


Examples of this kind can be found frequently. It should be noted, however, that the 
name of the farm was not only adopted on marriage, but also when the estate was taken 
over, i.e. when the family sitting on the farm moved away and a new family leased the 
farm or was given it. From this point onwards, the new family took the farm name as 
their house name, without the need for any family ties to the previous family of the same 
name. This fact alone makes it clear that it is very problematic to prove the descent of 
farming families from church records alone. In order to clarify family relationships, it will 
often be necessary to consult farm records as well.

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Coat of arms of the Bemberg family 


It has not yet been possible to determine when the family or a branch of the family was first 
granted the right to bear a family coat of arms. 


However, the various branches of the Bemberg family bore different or varying coats of arms. 


Probably the best known coat of arms of the Bemberg family is the one shown on the title page of 
this genealogy, which is illustrated and described in the "Bergisches Wappenbuch bürgerlicher 
Familien" by Johannes Holtmanns, published by the Bergischer Geschichtsverein zu Elberfeld, April 
1912.

Dis areat- 
arandson Deinrich Bemberg, 1689-1747, received the Schultenhof Bonsfeld through marriage to the heir's 
dauahter, which remained in the possession of the familp until 1792. / Yarious old seal impressiong of the 
Bonsfeld and Coloane line show a bar with 3 stars in the shield of the coat of arms and a whole prancing horse 
as a crest / The oiwner of the manor Jul.

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In addition, the "Neues Bergisches Wappenbuch bürgerlicher Familien" by Dr. Eike Pies, published 
in 1989 by Edition Eike Pies, provides a descriptive description: 


"Bemberg from the Bemberghof/Farmership Elfringhausen near Hattingen/Ruhr 


In the straight shield, divided in the upper third, above in blue three six-pointed golden stars, 
below in silver a blue rock. On the crest with golden neck jewel and blue-silver blankets with the 
same bead a silver pelican with open wings and golden beak, feeding with its blood three silver 
young in a silver nest." 


In contrast to J. Holtmann, E. Pies describes the origin of the family as follows35 : 


"The family comes from the Bemberghof in the farming community of Elfringhausen near 
Hattingen/Ruhr. The family line begins with Conrad aufm (zum) Bimberg (+ before 1594). He and 
his daughter were treated by the Teutonic Knights on the Bemberg estate as early as 1554. The 
family has also been resident in Elberfeld since the middle of the 18th century. Heinrich Bemberg 
(1698-1747) received the Schultenhof Bonsfeld through marriage to the heir's daughter, which 
remained in the possession of the family until 1792. ..." 


It has not yet been possible to determine who or which branch of the family actually bore this coat 
of arms. E. Pies also makes no reference to other coats of arms that were used by the Bemberg 
family. However, E. Pies refers to a coat of arms "Bemberg" without tinging, "in which the 
mountain is depicted as a rock and stands in water", illustrated by Macco (Geschichte der Familie 
Wuppermann)®s .

This coat of arms is probably the original family coat of arms, which is included as a shield in the 
following coats of arms of the various lines, which were expanded into "magnificent" decorative 
coats of arms according to the individual wishes of the respective bearers of the coat of arms. 
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The following illustrations are sketches of various coats of arms of the Cologne branch of the 
Bemberg family, compiled by W. van Hees in 1935. More recent depictions have not yet been 
found.

In the Herzog August Library there is an exotic-looking coat of arms attributed to the Bemberg 
family. It is a copperplate engraving from the period between 1701 and 1750. 


This coat of arms also shows the mountain and the stars in the shield. However, one of the stars 
has become a palm tree. There is also the inscription "Deum colendo recteque faciendo nentinem 
timeas" (By worshipping God and doing the right thing), which could well be the family's motto! 


Here, too, it is not possible to assign them to a family branch.

Today, there are two farms bearing the name Bemberg on the eponymous Bemberg hill (around 
250 m above sea level): 


the one at the height of Niederelfringhausen (today a district of Hattingen). 
Bemberg farm?® 
which was also called "Oberer Bemberg" or "Groß Bemberg" 
and the 
Stumps Bemberg farm? 
The Bemberg farm now belongs to Hattingen, the Stumps Bemberg farm belongs to Langenberg. 


Accordingly, the road leading past both farms is called "auf dem Bemberg" on the Hattingen side 
and "Stumpsberg" from the border with Langenberg. 


The Bemberg farm is mentioned as "mansus to dem Bemberghe'"" as early as 1332. 


A manse is a medieval measure of area. The term first appeared in the 7th century as mansus 
and was used from the early 8th century as a synonym for the hoof*! , which was commonly used 
in the eastern Rhineland part of the Frankish empire. 


The name probably comes from the Latin mancipium "possession" from manus + capio, which 
means mancipo "I give to own". 


The Manse had no fixed size at the beginning of the Carolingian period; the calculated average 
values are around 11 to 16 ha. The size also fluctuated greatly, as it depended on the nature of 
the soil, the working and yield conditions on site and the agreed arrangements. 


Later, amanse had 30 to 65 acres and could be considered a day's work. This means that the area 
could be plowed with a team of oxen in one day. 


It can be assumed that it was a farm at this time. 


The earliest known people to be named as farmers on the Bemberg are Coen op den Beemberge and 
Rutger op den Beemberge, who are listed as taxable farmers in the "Schatzbuch der Grafschaft Mark 
von 1486" in the farming community*? @lffrinkhupgen. The treasury book lists the "land tax" that 
each farmer had to pay for his land. As the two are listed with different levels of tax, it can be 
assumed that both farms already existed at this time. Based on the amount of the fixed "land 
taxes", which were calculated according to the value of the land (Coen 2 Gulden, Rutger 2 Oirt := 
Ya Gulden), Coen can therefore also be assigned to the Great Bemberg and Rutger to the Stumps 
Bemberg.

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Although no family connection between Coen and Rutger can be inferred from the treasure book, 
it can be assumed that they were probably brothers (or descendants of brothers) who had built 
two farms on the original "mansus to dem Bemberghe" (e.g. to provide the younger brother - who 
had to leave the hereditary farm according to the old Saxon law of succession - with a separate 
place to live and eat for his family). 


The lord of the manor of Bemberg was the Teutonic Order, Kommende Rheinberg, Balley Koblenz. 
The Teutonic Order owned the Oberhof Püttbach near Wülfrath, which also included several 
estates from the Velbert area.*? However, it is not clear from the Püttbach estate register of 1594 
whether these were actually two independent, separate farms. 


The two farms are only listed as independent farms in the municipal map of Niederelfringhausen 
from December 1823. 


After Rutger op den Beemberge (+ about 1520), it was not until 200 years later that a 
Bemberg was clearly assigned to the Stumps Bemberg farm, namely Johann Casper Stumps 
Bemberg (* about 1720). What happened to the Stumps Bemberg farm during this period and 
how it was used is unclear (part of the Groß Bemberg farm?), as no documentary evidence has yet 
been found. 


The Groß Bemberg farm belonged to the parish of Hattingen. The Lutheran church records begin 
there in 1614, but there are gaps: marriage and death records are missing for the period 1638 - 
1675 and 1705 - 1730 (baptism entries are also missing here). Therefore, it is only from this time 
onwards that the Bembergs can be clearly assigned to the two farms. 


However, as the ownership of the Stumps Bemberg farm was already transferred from the Stumps 
Bembergs to Peter Heinrich Schmittmann in the estate register of the municipality of 
Niederelfringhausen from December 1823 (presumably as a transfer of ownership after the 
marriage to the granddaughter of Johann Casper Stumps Bemberg and daughter of the heir to the 
farm Georg Hinrich Stumps Bemberg Maria Catharina Stumps Bemberg), only the farm known 
today as Hof Bemberg is considered below.

Today, the Bemberg farm is a modern agricultural enterprise with a large organic laying hen farm 
and a biogas plant under the management of Mr. Dirk Börter-Gerwin. 
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Ironically, it was the wars and extravagance of a nobleman (Johann II, Duke of Cleves and Count 
of the Mark) that led to the discovery of what are probably the earliest traceable ancestors of the 
Bemberg family from the Bemberghof farm in Elfringhausen. 


In the "Stchasbork in Hark Anno 1486" (Treasury Book of the County of Mark from 1486), 2 
Bembergs (presumably brothers) are listed in the office of "®lankenstepne" (Blankenstein) near the 
farming community of "Eilffrinkhupsen'' (Elfringhausen), who were subject to the newly introduced

To be elected to a town council, you had to be 
respected, wealthy and have reached "maturity". According to the statements in blog.HistoFakt.de 
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from 10.06.2015: "Was one considered old at 40 in the Middle Ages?", life in the Middle Ages was 
divided into phases, which were defined differently at different times and by different authors. In 
general, however, a person was considered an adult (adultus) from around 21 to 40 years of age, 
"mature" (maturus) from 41 to 60 years of age and old (senectus) from 61 years of age. 


As Herman tho dem Bemberghe was estimated to have been born around 1486 and was between 
44 and 50 years old at the time of his membership of the council (before 1530 and after 1536), he 
had the "maturity" (maturus) required for membership of the council, so that the time estimate 
chosen is probably quite realistic. 


Further back-calculation gives Coen and Rutger a year of birth around 1460 (+/- 5 - 10 years) and 
a year of death around 1520 (+/- 5 - 10 years). 


The Bembergs on the Bemberghof farm not only farmed; they were also wine merchants 
with extensive connections to the wine-growing regions. This is also reflected in their 
marital connections abroad: 


Johann Bemberg (1593 - 1684) married a woman from the neighborhood (Anna 
Raffenberg vom Raffenberg), who was married to a citizen of Landau /Pfalz in her first 
marriage. 


Georg Bemberg (1614 - 1676), born in Hattingen, became a citizen of Worms** 


Henrich Bemberg is released on 5.8.1624 for the marriage ceremony in Berncastel a. d. 
Mosel . He is later named in the church records of St. Michael, the local church of Berncastel a. 
d. Mosel, as Heinrich Bemerich#s and is the progenitor of the Aachen branch 2 #7 


Diderich Bemberg is released on 9.5.1622 for a marriage ceremony in Wallerfangen / 
Lorraine*® He marries Barbara Freistorff, widowed Reimeringer, there on 5.6.1622. 


Since his wife Styn (and not Herman) is mentioned in Naelman's chronicle of the House of Clyff in 
the various land matters®? , it can be assumed that she was primarily responsible for the 
administration of the farm, so that Herman was probably the "wine merchant" who conducted his 
business in the town (Hattingen). 


This could also have been the reason why Conrad took over the farm while his father was still 
alive. 


Around 1520, Conrad owns the Bemberghof, which is passed on to his daughter Hiltgen 
and later to her daughter Catharina. The men from the auf der Hacht and von der 
Ovelgünnen families who married these heiresses took the name Bimberg or Bemberg 
when they took over the Bemberghof, as was the custom among farmers in Westphalia. 


Due to missing personal data of the Bembergs of the 16th and 17th century found by him in 
various documents, Mr. Eberhard Pflaume did not assign these persons correctly by mistake. Data 
records that were only found in recent years (after 2000) and included in the database of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints (www.familysearch.org) provide the following picture: 


Catharina was apparently the "first-born" and as such inherited the farm?® . She had 4 younger 
brothers, Henrichs (* ca. 1572, + ca. 1632), Bohlen (* ca. 1575, + before 1627), Erwin (* 
estimated 1578, + 13.09.1618) and Jurgens (* ca. 1585, + estimated 1645).

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While according to the family tree of the Bemberg family from Bemberghof compiled by Mr. 
Eberhard Pflaume, the descendants, in particular Johans (Johann)?! (* 1593, + 1684) 
progenitor of the Bembergs from Hattingen, are shown as descendants of Steffen (von der 
Ovelgünne) gen. Bemberg and Catharina (Thrin), the more recent records show that Bohlen is the 
father of Johans (Johann) uf dem großen Bemberg”? . 


Catharina apparently had only one son, Jürgen (Jorgen)?? , who moved to Langenberg on 
15.11.1614 (according to lot letter no. 17) to marry Margarethe Dronßberg. The marriage 
presumably remained childless. Catharina and her husband Steffen (von der Ovelgünne) gen. 
Bemberg therefore do not belong to the direct ancestral line of the Bemberg family from the 
Bemberghof. 


As the direct succession was interrupted, her nephew Johans (Johann) (H 1/2) and his son 
Henrich’* (H II/1) were given the farm around 1640. 


Johann Bemberg (1593 - 1684) marks the beginning of the period from which all 
descendants, including those who marry abroad, retainthenameBEMBERGas 
their surname. 


The last Bemberg to live on the Bemberghof was probably the son of Henrich 
JohannisS5 Bemberg (1657 - 1731) 


His son Heinrich5° (Bemberg) married Catharina Gertrud Mistmann, the heiress 
daughter of Bonsfeldhof, in 1718, but kept his name Bemberg. With this marriage, he 
also took over the office of Hobschulten, which rested on the Bonsfeldhof as an upper 
farm and was responsible for receiving the taxes to be paid to the Hardenberg estate. 


The Bembersgs lived at Bonsfeld until the end of the 18th century, unless they moved out 
of town, mostly to Langenberg. Despite the stipulation made by the last Bembersg living 
on the farm, the "Widow Bemberg", that the Bonsfeldhof was not to be sold as an entailed 
estate57 to provide for her daughters, it was sold around 1790, presumably due to 
inheritance disputes. In an old inventory from 1790, it is mentioned that all the family 
paintings date back to around 1600. It can be assumed that these pictures hung on the 
Bonsfeldhof. They were scattered to the four winds after the sale and can no longer be 
traced. 


From the middle ofthe 17th century, several Bembergs migrated from Lutheran 
Hattingen to reformed Langenberg through marriage to Langenberg women or through 
the marriage of Hattingen Bemberg daughters to Langenbergers, where Bembergs were 
resident from 1645 to 1807. They were quite wealthy and often appeared as financial 
backers of the Cologne Bembergs, with whom they got on quite well. The Langenbergers 
often acted as godparents to the children of the Cologne Bembergs and vice versa. They 
lent Friedrich Wilhelm Bemberg (1711 - 1306) 20,000 guilders to set up his wholesale 
business in Cologne. Friedrich Wilhelm Bemberg's son, Caspar Heinrich Bemberg, 
repaid the last of this money in 1790, as his father was old and wanted to retire from the 
business. He informed his "dear cousin" that he had sent 378 gold guilders in a parcel to 
the house of Stein und Sommer in Elberfeld. 


The family's self-confidence is characterized by the fact that they applied to the parish of 
Langenberg for "the hereditary presbyter's chair to be conferred on them so that the parish

power and position of the Langenberg church)58 . 


The Langenberg Bembergs died out around 1810. 


The Bembergs' long-standing wine trade had brought them into close contact with 
Elberfeld wine merchant families, including the Lausberg family. Around 1780, some of 
these Langenberg Bembergs moved to Elberfeld, where they had also married. Initially 
they also traded in wine here, but one ofthem, J. P. Bemberg, founded a Turkish red 
dye works, which later developed into the J. P. Bembersg artificial silk company. 


This Elberfeld line of Bembergs, from 1884 von Bemberg-Flamersheim (after their 
estate Flamersheim near Euskirchen), acquired the Flamersheim and Ringsheim estates 
near Euskirchen, thus returning to the old family tradition. 


The Bembergs also came to the Free Imperial City of Cologne through their long-standing 
trade relations with the city. Around 1700, Peter Bemberg (1666 - 1742) moved from 
Bemberghof to Cologne and founded a linen wholesale business. His descendants 
expanded it into an import business for English cloth. During the Continental Blockade, 
when imports became impossible, the F. W. Bemberg company operated a steam- 
powered cotton spinning and weaving mill. 


The Cologne line dies out around 1900 with Emma Katharina Fay, n&e Bemberg. 


Her brother Otto Bemberg (1827 - 1896) married the Argentinian Louisa Ocampo. From 
them descended the French-Argentinean line of Bembergs, who - building on the legacy 
of Louisa Ocampo - became active in Argentina and France as brewery owners, bankers 
and asset managers. It is still based in France, the USA and Chile today.

From around 1600, however, all family members, including those who married abroad, 
used the farmnameBEMBERCG as their surname. 


The error in "The Bemberg family - an overview" due to missing personal data about the farm 
succession led Mr. Eberhard Pflaume to wrongly conclude with regard to the Bembergs of the 16th 
and 17th centuries found by him in "various documents": "From the fact that the farm was 
passed on in 2 generations by daughters, it can be concluded that the Bembergs 
mentioned in the following were younger siblings of the heirs." 


However, the currently available personal data records show that Catharina (A3) had four 
brothers, namely Henrichs (* ca. 1572, + ca. 1632), Bohlen (* ca. 1575, + before 1627), Erwin 
(* ca. 1578, + 13.09.1618) and Jurgens (* ca. 1585, + ca. 1645). The persons listed in the 
genealogy of the Bemberg family from Bemberghof by Mr. Eberhard Pflaume can be assigned as 
follows:

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The branches of the Bemberg family - Prologue 


In my many years of searching for the bearers of the Bemberg name, I have not yet found anyone 
who could not be assigned to one of the family branches shown. With a probability bordering on 
certainty (as the famous phrase goes when one cannot provide the final proof of a "fact"), all of 
today's Bemberg name bearers have the same roots - they are descended from free Westphalian 
farmers who farmed their farm on the Bemberg in the farming community of Elfringhausen near 
Hattingen an der Ruhr in the late Middle Ages (documented since at least 1486). 


These free farmers, who sit on their farms, have joined together to form farming communities and 
settle their legal issues among themselves at court, are self-confident men who, with all due 
respect to their sovereign, have their own opinions and know how to defend their rights, and 
whose sovereigns are wise enough not to interfere with their independencess 


This basic attitude, passed down from generation to generation over many centuries, combined 
with other typical characteristics, a great "wandering instinct" resulting from the old Saxon custom 
of inheritance, which forced the younger siblings of the heirs to the farm to turn to other ways of 
earning a living outside the farm for centuries, combined with commercial skills, became typical 
traits of the Bembergs and were the main cause, that very early on, before and during the Thirty 
Years’ War, descendants of the family could be found all over the German-speaking world and in 
later centuries also drove the Bembergs to the "New World" in North (USA) and South America 
(Argentina) (a horror for today's family researchers looking for traces of this family). 


These typical traits were probably the main reasons why many Bembergs were successful 
businessmen in their new home towns and why some particularly enterprising Bembergs, such as 
Johann Peter Bemberg (1758-1838), who led Bemberg to world renown as a manufacturer of 
Turkish red yarns for a centuryss , or Otto Peter Friedrich Bemberg (1827-1895), the progenitor of 
the French-Argentine line, who founded a business empire in Argentina. 


These two major entrepreneurs and their descendants made the name Bemberg famous 
worldwide. 


But entrepreneurs such as Karl Leopold Bemberg (1815-1885), who founded an industrial 
mechanical workshop in Lauffen am Neckar and thus laid the foundations for the later "bemberg 
AG & Co. KGaA" (Bemberg Saunabau), or Julius Karl Bemberg (1859-1929), who founded Bemberg 
Iron Works, Inc. in Little Rock (Arkansas, USA) in 1886 and who, along with their descendants, 
also made the name famous. 


Although today there are less than 200 Bemberg name bearers worldwide67 - about 100 +/- in 
Germany, about 20 +/- in France, Switzerland, Spain, Italy and about 80 +/- in the USA and 
various South American countries - the name Bemberg is still known worldwide, as it has since 
become not only a family name, but also a trademark (protected brand name) for a wide variety of 
companies. Here are a few examples:

The path from the farm name to the use of the farm name as a family name to the use of the 
name as a trademark is certainly not found very often. 


The fact that the name Bemberg was able to develop in this way, despite the relatively small 
population of Bembergs, is due to the many generations of Bembergs over the last 6 centuries, 
who carried the predispositions described above to a greater or lesser extent. 


Since it is almost certain that all of today's Bemberg name bearers have the same roots and thus 
the same dispositions, I assume that this genealogy of the Bemberg family from the Bemberghof, 
Elfringhausen farming community near Hattingen / Ruhr can be continued for a long time to come 
and that some Bembergs of the younger generations and generations to come will certainly leave 
their mark - be it in business life, as artists or in the social environment. 


Perhaps this genealogy will help these young Bembergs to be a little proud of their great name 
and motivate them to keep this name and its significance alive through their own contributions, 
because 


"Death only comes to those who are forgotten"°® 


and that also applies to big names!

As a large number of new people had to be included, the count had to be carried out 
again in some cases, meaning that the Eberhard Pflaume generational count could not 
be retained in all cases. 


Following the numbering system introduced by Eberhard Pflaume for the numbering of 
the newly found ancestors (ancestors of the progenitor of the Hattingen branch - Johann 
Steffen ufm Großen Bembergh H 1/2), the earlier generations were marked with capital 
letters (A,B, C, ...) and the persons within the generations were numbered consecutively. 
Earlier generations are therefore given later letters of the alphabet.

According to the treasury book of the county of Mark from 1486, the "Burschafft Elffrinckhuysen" 
belonged to the Blankenstein office, parish and court district of Oberhof Hattingen, and had 24 
taxable farm owners, with levies of between half a gold guilder and five gold guilders. The 
following farms are mentioned: "four Huxel farms, Rischenhof, Obere Blume, Böhnkes Hof, 
Haselbeck, Niederlaak, Oberlaak, two Bemberg farms (see: Bemberg family - an overview), 
Fellershof, two Lifterhöfe, Auerhof, Bitters, Bärwinkel, Fahrentrappe, Abell, Kuhle, Mellbeck, Dunk 
and Flehinghaus"! . 


For the families living on the farms, "official" and "church" life took place in Hattingen, i.e. taxes 
were paid there, the local court had jurisdiction in disputes and church services were also attended 
there. Not much changed for the Bembergs, particularly with regard to church services, even after 
the rise of Protestantism, as a Lutheran congregation had formed in Hattingen early on, so that 
the Bembergs continued to attend church services in Hattingen even after converting to 
Protestantism. 


Accordingly, the earliest church register entries for the Bembergs can be found in the church 
registers of the Lutheran parish of Hattingen. The church records were kept by the Hattingen 
Lutheran congregation from 1614, but there are large gaps between 1704 and 1730. For later 
years, however, entries can also be found in the church registers of the Reformed parish in 
Langenberg, as some family members turned to this parish. The church records of the Reformed 
congregation in Langenberg were kept from 1775 onwards.

The name change is presumably due to the local dialect. Due to the change of name, which can be 
traced back to the Saarland dialect, the bearer of the name and his descendants have not yet 
been traced. 


After the name change was established, the two children from the marriage to Barbara Freistorff, 
widowed Reimeringer, were found.

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The fact that the family branch ends with these children is due to the fate of the village of 
Walderfingen (Wallerfangen). 


While the Thirty Years’ War came to an end in other parts of Germany with the Peace of 
Westphalia in Münster in 1648, the conflict in Lorraine continued to smoulder. As part of Lorraine, 
Wallerfangen was outside the scope of the Peace of Westphalia. Attacks by marauding Lorraine or 
French mercenary armies continued. It was not until the Peace of Vincennes in 1661 that the war 
between France and Lorraine came to an end. 


A few years after the Peace of Vincennes in 1661, the area around Wallerfangen once again 
became a theater of war during the Dutch War (1672-1678/79). The French King Louis XIV had 
occupied the whole of Lorraine in 1670. A French army under Marshal Francois de Cr&quy (1624- 
1687) drove out the Lorraine Duke Charles IV (1604-1675) and quickly conquered his fortresses. 
The war, in which Electorate of Trier and the Holy Roman Empire were also involved, led to severe 
devastation in the surrounding area. 


After the founding of the town of Saarlouis (1680), the old town of Wallerfangen, the capital of the 
German bailiwick of Lorraine, was destroyed by order of Louis XIV in 1687/88 and the inhabitants 
moved to Saarlouis or built a new life for themselves in the newliy founded village of Beaumarais. A 
few remained in the destroyed houses. Gradually, people began to settle in Wallerfangen again 
and in the 18th century, the parish was rebuilt. Unfortunately, no baptism, marriage or death 
registers of the parish from the old town have survived. There are only fragments that Theodor 
Liebertz has recorded from old documents. Hans Peter Klauck has attempted to reconstruct the 
population of the old town before 1687 by studying the sources intensively and with the help of 
Theodor Liebertz's extensive estate. There are still many gaps and unexplained family 
relationships. 


Unfortunately, the branch of the Bemberg family formerly based in Walderfingen (Wallerfangen) is 
one of these unsolved cases. 


Neither under the name Bemberg nor under the modified name Bonenberg is there any further 
information about the family group Diederich vom Bembergh in Kalversiepen oo Barbara 
Freistorffer, so that it must be assumed that this branch ends with the children found from this 
marriage.

The church register of the reformed parish of Langenberg states: 


"On July 21, 1617, Wilhelm Schneltgen and his wife Margarethe's legitimate son Johann 
Peter was baptized. The witnesses were Peter Schneltgen, Johann Bemberg and Richmud 
Schneltgen." 


Wilhelm Schneltgen's father was called Gerhard, already lived in the family home "zur 
Wasserfall" and died in Langenberg. There is no known information about his origins or 
his wife. 


The church register writes about Wilhelm Schneltgen's wife : 


"On Sept. 7, 1710, Margarethe Bemberg. Wilhelm Schneltgens to the waterfall wife by the 
temporal death, after she lived in the world 55 years, 7 weeks, 1 day. In marriage 34 
years less 1 month and in the same conceived 8 children, namely 7 sons and 1 daughter,

If you browse through the old documents and papers in the Protestant parish archive in 
Velbert, you will notice one manuscript in particular among all the documents in which 
allthe events and occurrences in the Protestant parish were once written down. Itisa 
striking manuscript with large, clear, even letters. ... 


The scribe is the Evangelical Lutheran pastor Arnold Steinbach, who wrote his name in 
Latin as "Arnoldus Steinbachius". For 55 years, from 1636 until his death in 1691, he 
pastored the Evangelical-Lutheran congregation in Velbert. He was also appointed court 
clerk at the court of the Hof zum Hofe feudal estate in Velbert. 


Arnold Steinbach was born at Whitsun 1613 in Velbert in the house "Grotenhus", which 
stood on the churchyard wall, the son of the merchant Arndt Steinbach and Jenna im 
Großenhaus. His father was the oldest merchant known to us in Velbert, who traveled a 
lot. When the great conflict between the Lutherans and the Reformed took place in 1618, 
he had just returned from a journey from the Braunschweig region.

Arnold Steinbach was baptized by Pastor Wittgen, who came from Essen. As was 
customary at the time, he will have attended the village school with his siblings and 
received his basic education from the sexton and school servant Rütger Neufiand. At the 
age of 12, he was, as he himself later wrote, a "student". As far as can be ascertained, he 
probably went to school in Dortmund. It is possible that he initially wanted to become a 


° by Eduard Schulte, Velbert (excerpt) 
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merchant and only decided to become a pastor during his studies. He was ordained by 
the Consistorio in Dortmund, as he himself reported in a letter dated 1.9.1678 to the 
advocate Dr. Hiffeld, and that he was duly appointed to Velbert in 1636. At that time, he 
had asked the now deceased inspector Justus Weyer (in Düsseldorf) for the Placitum, but 
had not yet received it. The church in Velbert had been locked when he started. - 
Whether he had already held such a position in another town before taking up his parish 
post in Velbert was not left to us. Before he finally came to Velbert in 1636, he had 
already preached here in 1630. His predecessor had been the Iserlohn-born pastor 
Bertram Dalkamp, who was killed by the plague. 


Arnold Steinbach writes about his calling and ministry in the church in 1686: 


"Item Mr. Bertramo Dallkampio, Iserlohnensis, I followed Arnoldus Steinbachius in Ao. 
1636 around St. Jacobi, from the deserted parish, since the pestilence and the bloodshed 
raged very hastily, the war heavy overdrafts and contributions frequently took over, to my 
Jfatherland to Velbert, unanimously called to the pastor, have, according to ability, from Ao. 
1636 until the year 1682 I served this church and congregation diligently (at the time I 
write this Iam 46 years old). The time of my departure and the year of my service can be 
specified and annotated below". 


The Homberg judge in Ratingen had him appointed with the permission of the sovereign. 
His pastoral work must not have been easy from the moment he took up his post. Added 
to this were the differences of opinion between the Lutherans and the Reformed in the 
parish, which had existed since 1618 and lasted until the middle ofthe 19th century, 
and which often led to serious physical disputes. In the first 10 years of his activity, 
Lutherans and Reformed seem to have ignored all disputes, at least in the village of 
Velbert. Then the differences of opinion arose again and the Reformed sued him to the 
sovereign, against which he defended himself and his Lutheran congregation. These 
disputes, which dragged on until his death, seem to have made it impossible for him to 
stay in his home town. On January 2, 1656, he was appointed pastor in Mettmann. 
However, he did not take up this pastorate. He stayed out of love for his home town and 
probably also at the request and insistence of his parishioners. 

During the years of his activity, he conscientiously administered the church records. In 
1666, he compiled several account books. In 1680, he once again organized all the files, 
which in the meantime had grown to a considerable number. He had a large box made in 
which 5 smaller boxes were inserted, in which all documents, papers, lists of poor 
people's pensions etc. were filed according to their purpose and type. In a small box, 
Steinbach placed the deed and documents of the Hildesheim donation (a donation of 
money from the Hinüber family from Hetterscheid for the poor of the Protestant parishes 
of Velbert and Werden). 

His writings show that he was a witty man who knew how to put his thoughts and 
outlook on life on paper. He took his work as a pastor very seriously, and the care of his 
congregation was particularly close to his heart; and so in 1680, when a new church 
register was created, he wrote - adapted to modern usage and excerpted here: 

"We, pastor, elders, churchwardens and provosts of the church and parish of Velbert, 
unaltered Augsburg confession, kindly declare to all our brethren, religious relatives and 
fellow believers that the highest grace which God Almighty has shown and proven to our 
dear fatherland is that He has allowed us and our dear forefathers, the light of the Holy 
Gospel, to shine so brightly and abundantly in the deep darkness in which they sat. 
Evangely in the deep darkness in which they sat, so clearly and abundantly shine and 
shine, and to whom the poor people forbade the holy word of God as a burning lantern, did 
not show them the way to heaven, but only on their good works as on their supposed 
fasting, praying the rosary, giving alms, building monasteries, churches and altars, 
listening to mass ... " 

furthermore 

"...to buy the sands with money, item through monk and nun merit to attain seafaring and 
from purgatory everyone would have to redeem himself, ..." 

furthermore 
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"... From which we are now delivered to God with eternal praise and thanksgiving, yes, to 
whom around the year of our Lord Jesus Christ 1560 the dear faithful God has let the clear 
light of the Holy Gospel shine and blanch here in this small place through Mr. Wennemar 
Schönfeld, Lutheran preacher ..." 

Pastor Steinbach was a real Niederberg boy who could sometimes fly off the handle and 
became very rude, as letters to the sovereign testify. While the Reformed in Velbert 
hardly caused him any problems with his sermons, as Velbert was predominantly 
Lutheran, Heiligenhaus belonged to the Velbert church at the time, but was 
predominantly Reformed. On August 2, 1676 in the chapel of St. Hubertus, for example, 
he was interrupted in the middle of his sermon and 

"In the middle of the sermon, the Calvinists stoned out our false brothers as dogs with 
stones from the chapel at Heiligenhaus, along with the entire assembled congregation." 

In addition to his work as a pastor, he was, as already reported, the appointed court 
clerk, and when the old 100-year-old court record book was full, he created a new book; 
the statutes of the court association were transferred to it from the full book. He also 
transferred the last handling notes on the estates belonging to the farm "zum Hofe". 
Unfortunately, the old minute book from 1560 - 1681 no longer exists, but is still 
mentioned in 1787. Up to a year before his death, he held the office of clerk and 
conscientiously entered all proceedings at the court sessions in the minute book. The 
writing in the last years of his life is no longer as firm as before; it shows us that 
although his mind was still sound, it had weakened, but that his hand was no longer 
able to wield the pen properly. He made his last entry on St. Blasii Day, February 3, 
1690. On Kuniberti Day, in November 1690, he still attended the court meeting and had 
Hindrich Ostum announce to those present that he had served the court association 
faithfully for 50 years and that his son, the young Pastor Steinbach, was to be accepted 
as court clerk, which was done. The young pastor had already been in this position since 
the last meeting. 

Arnold Steinbach lived in the former Wiedenhof of the Protestant parish, called the "für 
dem Dohr' estate, which was part of the "zum Hofe" estate in Velbert. It was only a 
manor. He, Pastor Steinbach, was given the manor on Kuniberti Day 1642 by the feudal 
lord. He held this hand until 1684. 

In the last years of his life, Steinbach was assisted in his pastoral work by a theological 
candidate. He was succeeded by his son Arnold Steinbach the Younger, who died a few 
years later in 1695. The next pastor entered a note about father and son in the church 
register: 

"8.) At his advanced age and incapacity, the appointed Domino Filius was appointed in 
1687, whose subsiliatus (substitute), during his studies, was H. Arnoldus Beurhaus, and 
Arnoldus Steinbachius senior died in 1691, having been pastor for 55 years, to this H.

Arnold Steinbach was buried in the church in front of the altar. His gravestone still 
exists. It now stands on the wall in the tower. Unfortunately, the inscriptions are no 
longer clearly legible, as they have been erased due to the location in front ofthe altar, so 
that only a few letters are still recognizable. The tomb slab can be identified by the coat 
of arms, which matches the letter seal .®

The Evangelical Lutheran congregation of Velbert was not always able to pay the salaries 
due to its former pastor Arnold Steinbach and his son Arnold, so that after their deaths 
the congregation was in debt to the heirs. Repayment of the debt was out of the question 
"because of the moneyless times". After careful consideration, "a wise means was found 
to sell a desolate and barren place, lying between Wiedumhof and the old Schmitten", as 
the pastor, churchwarden and elders put it, "a marshy piece of land", to the third son of 
the old pastor, Ludger Steinbach, who intended to build a house on it. As the value of the 
site was 30 thalers higher than the amount of the debt, the buyer was to pay this 
amount to the Lutheran pastor. A contract of sale was drawn up for the purchase on 
May 28, 1696. The buyer had to pay the ground rent of two pounds ofred copper on this 
property. The house, which was built three years later, was given the name "Steinbachs 
or Leurkens House". 


Arnold Steinbach took his wife from his hometown around 1646-1648. The available 
records show that her name was "Irmgard in der (alten) Schmitten‘, born around 
1625-1626 in the house "in der (alten) Schmitten'", which was once located in today's 
Friedrichstraße. According to the West German genealogical tables, her father was the 
Lutheran pastor Bertold Hövelmann. Pastor Johannes Vorstius, who held office in 
Velbert from 1626 to 1631, also stated in a letter addressed to Pastor Steinbach and his 
congregation on March 3, 1664, that Pastor Hövelmann was his, Steinbach's, father-in- 
law because of earlier disputes between the Lutherans and the Reformed. Pastor Vorstius 
experienced the dispute in the Velbert congregation himself and was probably unable to 
survive it. He moved to Gelsenkirchen as a Lutheran pastor in 1631, where he died in 
1673. He was married to Adelheit Offerhaus, the daughter of Johannes im Offerhaus and 
Johanna Gaddum from Velbert, a member of the Reformed congregation. 


According to various witnesses in the church dispute, Pastor Hövelmann came to Velbert 
from Ratingen as an older man in 1620. It is said that he was unengaged. In 1624 he 
married the "Greeten in der Schmitten". She was the heiress of the above-mentioned 
house. Pastor Hövelmann lived with his wife in the Wiedenhofe, the house "vorm Dohr" 
and leased his wife's house to Henrich the blacksmith. He died on December 21, 1626 
and was buried in the church on December 23. His gravestone still exists. The coat of 
arms on it shows a carpenter's square with the first letters of his name B. H. In all the 
disputes in which Steinbach refers to Hövelmann, he does not say that he was his father- 
in-law. Hövelmann's wife Greete probably remarried, as their marriage lasted only 2 
years. 
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The house "in der Schmitten" belonged to the "zum Hofe" estate in Velbert. In 1631, a 
Gerhart in der Schmitten was given the manor of this house. He could have been the 2nd 
husband of the widow Hövelmann. When he died in 1664, Pastor Steinbach had his 
eldest son Henrich, in whose hands the house was then in. Unfortunately, the handling 
note in the court record book does not indicate the relationship between the previous 
and the new owners. In the meantime, Steinbach's wife Irmgard had inherited the house. 


She was treated with a woman's hand in 1657, her mother must have died around this 
time.

The Steinbachs built the adjacent "Haus aufm Platz" next to this house, as well as the 
"Steinbachs or Leurkens House" opposite in 1699. The latter was last owned by the 
Neddermann family. 


Of the brothers of Pastor Steinbach, the following should be mentioned: 
Ludger Steinbach, married to Idgen Neufiand; he lived in the Großenhaus house. 


The marriage was childless. In their will, they bequeathed 75 
Reichstaler to the poor of the community. This amount was given to 
Hendrich Hieut as a loan in 1661, the interest from which was used 
to support the poor. 


Gerhard Steinbach, born 1609, buried 24.2.1682 in Werden. He lived at Hitzbleck 
near Öfte Castle. 


Johann Steinbach, who married Maria Rekeling in Salzwedel on 26.2.1639, daughter 
of Dietrich Rekeling, head of the church in Salzwedel. 


Like his father, Johann Steinbach was probably a merchant and trader and also 
came to Salzwedel through business connections in the 
Braunschweig area.

Lucas Bemberg was one of the co-founders of the Lutheran congregation in Langenberg. 
He used his family connections to the wealthy Lutheran congregation in Cologne, where 
his brother Peter was co-chairman of the congregation, to obtain funds to build up the 
new congregation. 


The minute book of the Cologne Lutheran congregation records? : 
1718, August 18 


The new Evangelical Lutheran congregation in Langenberg has sent us a letter explaining 
their need for a new parsonage and school, which they would not be able to build without 
the support of their kind friends. Thereupon it was decided by the temporary leaders to 
contribute Rt. 25 to this useful work. 


Bender33 reports on the history of the Lutherans in the Hardenberg region: 


There were only a few Lutherans here in the 17th century. Gradually, many immigrants 
from Märkisch settled here. They had neither freedom of worship nor schools, and no 
Lutheran clergyman was allowed to perform official acts among them. They therefore 
attended the Reformed churches, in which they were allowed to purchase seats, had 
themselves copulated by the Reformed clergy, had their children baptized by them and 
their dead buried in the Reformed churchyard; they took Holy Communion in Velbert or 
Hattingen, or, since a Lutheran congregation had been established in Elberfeld in 1691, 
also in Elberfeld. They sent their children to the Reformed schools; their poor were 
supported and fed by the Reformed provosts. In this way, they lived together in harmony 
with their Reformed co-religionists. It was not uncommon for Lutherans to convert to the 
Reformed confession. In the case of mixed marriages, the upbringing of the expected 
children in the Reformed confession was demanded and promised. 


The good relationship between the two Protestant denominations dwindled when the 
Lutherans in Langenberg started to form their own parish. The idea probably came from 
some wealthy families living on the Märkische side, especially in the farming community 
of Oberbonsfeld. These families are mentioned as Joh. Diederich Neerhoff on the former 
knight's estate Nierenhof, Johann Bemberg, landowner of Bemberg, Johann Mistmann, 
Schulte zu Bonsfeld, who was joined by Lucas Bemberg zur Misten in Langenberg. 


These can be regarded as the actual founders of the community. As the Düsseldorf 
government did not want to allow their foundation on Bergisch territory, i.e. in 
Langenberg, Neerhoff turned to the King of Prussia, Friedrich Wilhelm I, for authorization 
to build a Lutheran church and school on Markish soil for the local Lutherans, and on 8 
February 171? This was followed by the royal authorization that 


"the Lutherans of Langenberg are granted the Exercitium religionis and the building of a 
church in the Märkische, but the said Langenbergians have to build the church on the 
Märkische land so that, if necessary, enough houses can be built around it".

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In addition, a royal gift of 300 thalers was made. Joh. Mistmann and Johann Bemberg 
donated a suitably situated site for the church, pastor, school and churchyard "in der 
Wiesche" on the farm, advanced money and proved to be generous and helpful to the 
emerging community...." 


The little church was modestly built from wood and bricks. Opposite it were the rectory 
and school under one roof. Between them was the churchyard, which was very narrow, 
so that burials were also to take place in the church in accordance with the old custom. 


The first church warden was Lucas Bemberg, who rendered outstanding services to the 
young congregation. 


Since it was said that the Lutherans used all or part of their alms to support their 

pastor, their poor were removed from the Reformed poor lists. And when the Lutherans of 
Langenberg wanted to sell their hereditary tombs in the Reformed church or in the 
Reformed churchyard, the Reformed opposed this and obtained an electoral edict 
according to which they had to renounce them ifthey had their dead buried elsewhere, 

in which case they were to be forfeited to the Reformed. According to this edict (dated 
March 31 and April 6, 1717), however, the Hardenberg Lutherans were permitted to join 
this new congregation and have their children baptized by its preachers, whether in the 
church or in their homes. On the other hand, they are told 


"that the Roman Catholics in the county of Mark in Schwerte, Halver and Unna enjoy the 
right of reciprocity in the above-mentioned areas and that they should not be disturbed 
by the demand for jurium stolae, as otherwise we would find ourselves obliged to issue 
other gracious decrees". 


Meanwnhile, the position of the Reformed and Lutheran communities towards each other 
became increasingly hostile and led to many frictions and lawsuits. When, for example, 
the opening of the Lutheran school was in prospect in 1715, the Reformed in Hardenberg 
obtained a decree that no Hardenberg children were to be sent to school "abroad"... And 
when in 1720 the Lutheran "school servant" allowed himself to collect the so-called 
"Courney" (eggs, meat, etc.) in the Longberg parish, preachers and churchwardens 
turned against this "attentatum" with a complaint to the authorities. In 1721, however, 
there is an improvement in these unpleasant conditions. On January 2, 1721, the new 
pastor Kaspar Anton Cramer agreed 21 articles with the churchwardens and elders as 
well as some friends, which were to serve as much as possible to promote peace, love and 
harmony and were to be kept sacred and unbreakable by every member of the 
community. Out of gratitude, the four founders were granted a number of privileges to 
which they laid claim, as they often declared that they would promote the rise of the 
congregation in every possible way if the congregation were to show its gratitude towards 
them. They were given some excellent church seats, and as long as the present and 
future owners of the three farms Nierenhof, Bonsfeld and Bemberg were committed to the 
Evangelical-Lutheran religion, they were to have the right and power to cast their vote in 
the election of a preacher like other members of the congregation. 


However, Messrs Mistmann, Johann and Lucas Bemberg (Neerhoff had died) were not 
content with these important concessions; they requested that 


"in view of their good deeds, also so that the congregation might continue to enjoy their 
support, at least for their own person and as long as they would be alive, they were to be 
recognized as permanent members of the presbytery and, like other true members of the 
presbytery elected from the congregation, wanted to have their vote and voice and give 
their consent in all matters concerning the congregation." However, the churchwardens 
and elders replied to them "that they acknowledged with due thanks the good deeds done 
to the congregation for God's glory, and also hoped that this had been done sufficiently 
through the offers made, so that they could be completely satisfied with them; But as far 
as the proposed and requested point was concerned, they did not want to enter into 
anything prejudicial to the congregation, and since they did not understand what might 
arise from this in the future to the detriment ofthe congregation, even if such a thing was 
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not in their power to do and enter into against the church order and the rights and 
freedoms of the congregation, nor could their antecessors have done so de facto and on 
their own authority, they could not and would not enter into this point". 


Johann Bemberg now suggested that this point should be left to an impartial decision 
(nothing is known about the outcome of this matter). 


However it may have been decided, the Bemberg family continued to be charitable to the 
parish. The "honorable and respectable" Mr. Peter Bemberg of Cologne, brother of Lucas, 
gave the parish a capital of 100 rthl. Out of appreciation, the congregation gave him a 
place in the church where he was allowed to set up a barred chair at his own expense. 


In 1736, Mr. Bemberg zu Bonsfeld, Mistmann's heir, donated 1000 rthl. for the 
maintenance ofthe schoolmaster and in 1741 1000 rthl. "for the glory of the Most High 
and for the maintenance of the church service". In 1753, the merchant and trader Peter 
Bembersg also donated the following to the parish 


"a(new?) pulpit without any expense from a sincere heart". The deceased Lucas 
Bemberg?® is honored in 1750 "because of the many acts of love and kindness shown to 
the congregation from the very beginning". 


He was given a cryptin the church, but only for himself, without any consequences for 
his descendants, whereas otherwise all those who wanted to be buried in the church had 
to pay 10 rthl. for it. 


38On August 1, 1740, the congregation was very pleased when Mr. Peter Bemberg 
presented them with a gift from Mr. Röttger Platzmann, citizen and merchant of 
Frankfurt/M. and his wife Maria Gertrud n&e Andreae (?) of 2500 Speciesthaler at 2437 
rthl. 30 stbr. courant, a capital, half of whose interest was to go to the pastor (30 rthl), a 
quarter to the schoolmaster and the other quarter to the poor relief fund. This gift was all 
the more pleasing as Platzmann, a native of Langenberg, belonged to the Reformed 
denomination and it was actually intended to be a legacy, which the couple now paid out 
during their lifetime. 


In 1757, the widow of Heinrich Bemberg?” , a schoolmaster in Bonsfeld, bequeathed 300 
rthl. to the poor of the parish. The heirs paid out this capital in celvin groschen, which 
were devalued at the time and were only worth 1 ' stbr. so that the poor relief fund lost 
75 rthl. on it. The Consistory presented this to the heirs with the request that they 
should completely fulfill the last wishes of their mother and mother-in-law. But the 
gentlemen replied that these pennies were not reduced in the royal lands and that the 
community should be satisfied and grateful. 


So much for Bender. The following sections describe disputes and quarrels between 
Lutherans and Reformed, which were of no significance for the family history.

Her 
will is testimony to this. The original is in the Wuppermann family estate. 


In it, she determines the continuation of the business after leaving legacies for the 
individual family members. 5 years after the first will, she amended it to exclude one of 
her sons, who had managed the business until then, from the inheritance as he 


"not only absorbed his entire patrimony, but also left my other three children with an 
ostensible debt as a result of the inventory he had drawn up, and I therefore consider 
myself compelled in good conscience to exclude him from my remaining sole estate ... that 
the same shall have nothing to participate in this after my voluntary resignation..."

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Although the Bembergs were Lutherans, Heinrich Bemberg appears to have supported 
the Reformed congregation in Langenberg. When the reformed church in Langenberg was 
rebuilt in 1725, Heinrich Bemberg zu Bonsfeld was given seats in the 7th pew of the 
gallery. And in the nave, 4 seats in the 9th row were reserved for "Heinrich Bemberg 
aufm Hove'" as one of the co-founders. 


Through marriage, the Bembergs come into possession of the Bonsfeld manor, to which 
the Hobschultenamt is connected.

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Excursus: The Bonsfeldhof 


Even if, as can be seen on the map, the Deilbach - since the Treaty of Xanten (1614) - 
forms the border between the Duchy of Berg (sovereignty of Palatinate-Neuburg) and the 
County of Mark (sovereignty of Brandenburg), the sovereign rights of sub-sovereigns 
sometimes extend beyond this border into the neighboring territory. 


The Märkisch farming community of Bonsfeld has been subject to the Hardenberg 
Hobschultenamt Bonsfeld, which is part of the Bergisch sub-rule of Hardenberg, since 
19994#, 


Schulte15 reports on the Bonsfeldhof: 


The Oberhof Bonsfeld was a court association to which a number of estates (farms) 
belonged. It belonged to the Lords of Hardenberg. When they sold their lordship with all 
its accessories to the Counts of Berg in 1354/55, the Bonsfeldhof and its accessories 
were excluded from this sale and change of ownership. The Lords of Hardenberg built a 
new castle in Herbede, which was called Hardenstein. Bonsfeld belonged to this castle 
until the 19th century. Although the old Hardenberg family died out, the heirs from other 
families continued to own the Bonsfeldhof.

Even though the court association had long since been abolished by this time, the 
respective owners of the Bonsfeldhof demanded the old taxes from the estates, which 
often led to lawsuits. 


According to the redemption protocol of 1869, the following estates belonged to Oberhof 
Bonsfeld: Gut Howarden, Gut Häsers, Gut Schroers, Gut Oberste Howarden, Gut 
Niederste Balkaus, Gut Schulte Diefhaus, Gut Sonnenscheins, Gut Pannen, Gut 
Bruchers, Gut zum Kützen, Gut Obersols, Gut Hüsken, Gut Haus zum großen Steege, 
Dronsberger Gut im Hardenbergischen, Steinbrink, and formerly Gut im Look, Oberfeld, 
Oevelgönne 


de Weerth reports in his book "Müttergeschlechter"16 based on information from the then 
still existing Bemberg archive, which was provided by Privy Councillor Lohmeyer: 


The Bonsfelder Hof was the most important large estate in the entire region, and 
jurisdiction was associated with it 


The large courtyard house bore an old carved beam with the inscription alongside 
numerous other initials: 
Anno 1634 the 24th of September the misfortune happened

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At that time the farm must have burnt down and soon afterwards, probably by Johann 
Bonsfeld, was re-established. It passed from Peter to his son Johann, who was married 
to Catharina, a daughter of the merchant Lucas Bemberg (H II/3) in-den-Planken zu 
Langenberg and Gertrud Trappmann, and from them to her son-in-law Heinrich 
Bembereg. 


Heinrich Bemberg died in 1747, his wife, nee Mistmann, heiress to the Bonsfeldhof, in 
1762. 


An inventory from this year has been preserved!7 , which shows the estate divided into 7 
lots. According to this, the Bonsfelds' estate was extremely rich: 


Furniture and mirrors in large numbers, jewels and an extraordinary stock of silver 
utensils and crockery, which was raffled off by weight, brought each heiress many more 
pounds, in addition to ancestral portraits dating back to the 17th century, pictures of the 
King and Queen of Prussia, the Emperor and Empress, as well as old Dutchmen. Laurel 
trees in tubs and much more testify to the effort that went into maintaining this family 
center. 


In the 18th century, there was a separate chapel with an organ on the farm where 
weddings took place. Lavish celebrations were held there... 


Mrs. Bemberg left large amounts of capital to her heirs in 1762, capital that was partly 
lent to Cologne and Elberfeld; many noble families were in a bad way, such as the lords 
of Elverfeld, v. Berchem zu Stockum, v. Koenig, the lord of Hardenstein according to the 
bond of 22.2.1676 already with the Mistmanns. 


More than 40,000 Reichstaler were outstanding in claims alone. The Langenberg 
community and the poor of Oberbonsfeld were given legacies. 


The family's wealth was well known throughout the neighborhood, and so they had to 
help out in the wider area when an urgent obligation arose. For example, on May 13, 
1757, Mrs. Bemberg on the Bonsfeld lent the representatives of the Blankenstein office 
"at their imploring request" a thousand rich thalers, which they needed to pay the 
advertised French quartering fees!8®.

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The loss of the Bonsfeld farm 


After the death of Heinrich Bemberg on June 14, 1747, his widow Catharine Gertrud, 
nee Mistmann, administered the estate. According to the unverifiable assertion of her 
son-in-law, the merchant Christoph Bertram Märker, she is said to have made a willon 
October 8, 1753, 


"that her youngest living 8th child and only son Heinrich Peter. should receive the ancestral 
home Bonsfeld cum appertimentis et dependentis for Rt. 2500 for the continuation of the 
family by inheritance and after his unmarried and childless death, the ancestral home 
should pass to her youngest daughter and her future child and so on from the youngest to 
the oldest child." 


This testamentary disposition, if it existed at all, was revoked by the transfer agreement 
drawn up by the widow Bemberg on May 23, 1755 and confirmed by the court on May 
12, 1756. In it she decreed that the estate should be transferred to her son Heinrich 
Peter Bemberg for 2800 Reichstaler, and if he should die unmarried or without heirs in 
rem, then the Bonsfeld estate should be transferred to her youngest daughter Johanna 
Catharina « Christ. Be... (???) and, after her death, to her subsequent daughters from 
the youngest to the oldest for the aforementioned sum. 


Christian Bertram Märker, who was excluded from succession for his descendants by 
this disposition, 


he had fallen into financial difficulties due to a reckless lifestyle, which is why bankruptcy 
proceedings were initiated against his assets 

insisted on the alleged will of 1753 and brought several lawsuits, which he lost in all 
instances. 


Catharina Gertrud Bemberg, nee Mistmann, died in 1761. The Bonsfeldhof was leased 
out as the heir provided for in the will, Heinrich Peter Bemberg, was legally incapacitated 
due to insanity. 


The Barmen relatives took care of him. As early as 1781, the heirs had agreed that they 
wanted to relinquish the estate and that Bonsfeld should be sold to the highest bidder 
after the death of Heinrich Peter Bemberg. This death occurred in 1802 and was not 
witnessed by any of the daughters appointed as heirs. 


Bonsfeld was sold for 12,500 guilders. 
The proceeds were divided among the 6 tribes: 


1 Peter Gottfried Keuchen 

2. Johannes Wuppermann 

3. Johann Peter Schragmüller 
4. Franz Heinrich Lohmeyer 
Sth John, panting 

6 Christoph Bertram Märker 


or their heirs. 


Wilhelm Conrad Lohmeyer and Friedrich Schragmüller had had the Märker children's 
share seized on account of bills of exchange and other claims. Although as a result they 
could not make any claims to the Bemberg inheritance, Lohmeyer and Schragmüller "of 
their own free will" gave each of the four children up to 250 thalers in consideration of 
the miserable situation in which they had found themselves as a result of their father's 
carelessness and dishonesty. But this concession was poorly received, for now the 
Märker children believed all the more that they were at a disadvantage and had not been 
compensated to the same extent as the other heirs. Their constant complaints to the 
other co-heirs resulted in the Barmen relatives Keuchen and Wuppermann assigning 
their share of the inheritance to Lohmeyer and Schragmüller by notarial negotiation, 
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which took place on May 1, 1806 at the Schwelmer Brunnen, in return for a one-off 
payment of 300 thalers each and the assumption of all and any liabilities that were still 
attached to the inheritance. They wanted to free themselves from the troublesome 
pressure of the Märker children.

Based on the data available to him, Eduard Pflaume stated: "From the middle of the 17th 
century, several Bembergs migrated from Lutheran Hattingen to reformed Langenberg 
through marriage to Langenberg women or through the marriage of Hattingen Bemberg 
daughters to Langenbergers"! and, due to the lack of further data, comes to the conclusion that 
"around 1810 the Langenberg Bembergs died out? ". 


However, current research has found other Bemberg name bearers in Langenberg, so that the 
Branch Langenberg could be continued until the middle of the 20th century. 


As two of the Bemberg descendants of generation II settled in Langenberg, no single progenitor of 
the Branch Langenberg can be identified. 


Lucas (Lacasen) Bemberg (H II/6 := L II/1) and Christoph auf dem Bemberg (H II/7 := LII2) are 
the brothers from the Hattingen branch who emigrated to Langenberg and are therefore both 
possible progenitors of the Branch Langenberg.

Bemberg family — Family branch Elberfeld 


Illustration 1: Elberfeld around 1702 


Until the middle of the 20th century, the name "Bemberg" was associated with "silk" for many 
Germans. "Bemberg Seide" was an established term, and no wonder, as even the Hollywood and 
style icon Marlene Dietrich is said to have advertised Bemberg silk stockings and lingerie in her 
younger years. 


And the term "Bemberg Seide" was inextricably linked to today's city of Wuppertal, which was 
created on August 1, 1929 as a result of the /aw on the municipal reorganization of the Rhenish- 
Westphalian industrial area by merging the cities of Barmen and Elberfeld and several other 
municipalities as the independent city of Barmen-Elberfeld and was renamed Wuppertal on 
January 25, 1930. 


However, you will look in vain for a "Bemberg plant" in Wuppertal today, as J.P. Bemberg AG, 
founded in 1903, was initially absorbed into the Enka Glanzstoff Group after the Second World 
War, only to be continued a few years later as AKZO Faser AG. 


Nevertheless, Johann Peter Bemberg is still regarded today as the founder of the company, 
although he was not aware of the copper art silk that made Bemberg Seide world-famous at the 
beginning of the 20th century. But it is a long way from J.P. Bemberg, who founded the company 
in 1792 as a red dye works, to today's Akzo Fibers - Business Unit Membrana plant, which is still 
based in Wuppertal. 
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This long journey was beautifully described in a commemorative publication celebrating the 200th 
anniversary of the Akzo Faser AG plant, now Akzo 
Fibers Membrana! .

"The Bemberg family comes from a farm of the 
same name in the farming community of 
Eifringhausen near Hattingen an der Ruhr. 


Although the reformed church in Langenberg was 
located much closer to the "Großer Bemberg" 
farm, its occupants held on tenaciously to the 
Lutheran congregation in Hattingen. ... 


Very early on, we find descendants ... spread 
across the entire German-speaking area. During 
the Thirty Years’ War, Bembergs moved to 
Worms, Berncastel, Lorraine, later also to Cologne 
and, last but not least, to Wuppertal. While the 
first emigrants worked as merchants in the 
traditional wine-growing regions, the next 
generation turned to the import and export 
business of canvas. Such a wandering instinct, 
combined with commercial skills, is not exclusive 
to this family. If we include other farming families 
north of the Deilbach in our investigation, we find 
Illustration 2: Offprint from issue 21 oftre the same phenomenon: members of the Gaddum, 
a oc Konfektion Wilckhaus, von Scheven, Hellermann, Platzmann, 
i Wüstefeld and other families appeared as grocers, 
peddlers or itinerant merchants on the local markets in southern and western Germany. 


In the Bergisches Land, there was the so-called real division or equal inheritance custom. 
According to this custom, every child inherited the same amount, regardless of their rank in 
the birth order. This real division led to a marginalization of farm sizes early on. Due to the 
very poor soil and the unfavorable topographical conditions, the narrowness and the steeply 
sloping terrain of the Wuppertal, the inhabitants of Barmen and Elberfeld were forced early 
on to look for other sources of income in addition to farming. 


The start of commercial bleaching can be dated back to around 1400. The locals recognized 
the conditions offered by nature - abundant rainfall, damp meadows and the low-lime water 
of the Wupper and its tributaries. What was initially run as a sideline soon developed into a 
main line of business. The remaining farm was at least self-sufficient. The yarns bleached in 
Wuppertal were initially traded on the Cologne market as "Kölsche witte Garen”. 


In 1527, the people of Elberfeld and Barmen were granted the so-called yarn-farming 
privilege, i,e. a4 sovereign monopoly, according to which these inhabitants were granted the 
sole right to bleach in the Duchy of Berg. This sovereign privilege was purchased for 861 
gold guilders. Duke Johann III thus provided his own county of Ravensberg, in which flax 
had been cultivated in an almost monoculture since the High Middle Ages, with a permanent 
sales market right "on his doorstep", so to speak. 


The situation was different to the east of the Deilbach, in the county of Mark. Here, only the 
right of inheritance was known. The eldest son inherited everything, the later-born siblings

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nothing, they had to see where they stayed. There was not much choice: they either 
remained on their father's farm as a farmhand or maid to their brother or looked around for 
other employment opportunities. Certainly one of the main reasons for the undivided passing 
on of the farms was that the younger sons of the established farming families left home as 
traveling merchants to try their luck abroad. As a result, some farms were spared division 
and the daughters usually married into the farms in the neighborhood, so that the farmer 
sitting on the farm was able to prevent the division of the estate and thus the division of the 
farm by paying the dowry. 


As early as the early 17th century, the sons of farmers in Langenberg successfully tried their 
hand at peddling. While the sale of canvas woven on the farms in winter may have played a 
role in the beginning, ribbon products from the Wuppertal were added over time. The 
fashion for ribbons and trimmings in the Baroque and Rococo periods led to a formal 
"hunger for ribbons" not only in the towns but also in the villages. The peddler trade profited 
from these market needs. Instead of heavy canvas, the panniers of the itinerant traders 
could now be filled with high-quality goods. Langenberg merchants traveled with Wuppertal 
ribbon and trimmings, often interwoven with gold and silver threads, as "Dentellen", 
"Languetten', or whatever was in vogue, to the farms of the Westerwald, the Hunsrück, to 
the wine villages on the Rhine, Lahn and Moselle, where they were welcome and expected 
every year. They knew the dates of church fairs and local fairs and occasionally stocked up 
on goods from which they could refill their panniers. 


Another peculiarity should be noted here: The term "Langenberger" became an occupational 
designation as early as the early 18th century, meaning a haberdasher or linen merchant, 
even if such a "peddler" did not come from Langenberg at all, A designation of origin thus 
became synonymous with an entire occupational group. Whenever "Langenberger" were 
registered in church records or market records, they were always referred to as "Herr", an 
indication of their social status and at the same time an accurate indicator of their economic 
circumstances. The "Langenbergers” were no longer small people. 


In 1782, Johann Peter Bemberg acquired Elberfeld citizenship at the age of 24 and paid the 
then rather high rate of 8 Reichstalers. His profession was listed as "merchant". He may 
have inherited well, but it can hardly be assumed that he had been idle until then. At the age 
of 24, he had just come of age according to the legal concepts of the time, and it is quite 
possible that he had worked in his brother Johann Heinrich's wine trading company up to this 
point. But under no circumstances does it seem plausible that he took over his brother's wine 
business in 1792. Brother Johann Heinrich, who had his own large family to support, did not 
die in Elberfeld in 1792, as the literature would have us believe, but on September 30, 1794. 
According to the "Kaufmännisches Adress- und Wechselbuch für das Bergische Land auf das 
Jahr 1803", the wine shop "Johann Heinrich Bemberg" is still mentioned. It is possible that 
Johann Peter Bemberg merely took over his sister-in-law's business as a trustee. 


The oldest known "economic evidence" of the existence of the company "Johann Peter 
Bemberg" can also be found in an early commercial address book from 1794: "Johann Peter 
Bemberg, Farbstoffe." 


Here, too, we have to say goodbye to another "legend". Bemberg was by no means the first 
or even the only dye merchant in the valley. The same address calendar also mentions him 
for Elberfeld: 


1) Carnap, von, Johann Abraham, Yarns and dyes 
2) Lausberg, Johann Engelbert, Dyes 

3) Lindwurm, Johann Emanuel & Leipold, Dyes .._ 
4) Sommer & Beyn, dyes and for Barmen: 

5) Jaeger, Arnold, Dyes 

6) Rittershaus & Co, colorants. 
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After all, Johann Peter Bemberg was already up against six competitors in the valley in 1794. 
One of the dye merchants mentioned here, Johann Engelbert Lausberg, was a cousin of 
Johann Peter Bemberg. To better understand the context, let's take another brief look at the 
family history: Johann Peter's father, who was also called Peter Bemberg (1697 - 1757), had 
married Anna Maria Lausberg in Elberfeld in 1735. She came from a family of wine 
merchants, which probably explains why Peter ran the same business in Langenberg and 
Elberfeld. One of the sons from this marriage, the aforementioned Johann Heinrich, born in 
1750, came to Elberfeld in 1772, while his mothher's brother, Karl Lausberg, had long since 
established himself here as a wine merchant. Another brother of the mother was the 
aforementioned banker and dye merchant Johann Engelbert Lausberg (1734 - 1813). 


Johann Peter Bemberg grew up as a fatherless posthumus, presumably alternating between 
Langenberg and Elberfeld with relatives, and probably opened his dye shop after obtaining 
his citizenship in 1782. There is another important reason in favor of this thesis: 


Johann Peter Bemberg had another brother named Friedrich Wilhelm (1752 -1828), who has 
been completely overlooked by researchers to date. He had also learned the merchant trade 
and was admitted as a brother to the Frankfurt Masonic Lodge "Union" on November 10, 
1779. His death entry in the Neuwied church register dated January 25, 1828 states: 


".. settled in Neuwied in 1776, made a speculative trip to Surinam, lived off his brother's 
money in Elberfeld, unmarried. He died of pneumonia. " 


Friedrich Wilhelm Bemberg must have been in Surinam between 1780 and 1782. He had 
purchased the coveted and expensive colored woods there for his brother and probably also 
for his wealthy cousin Lausberg. He arranged for them to be shipped there and then, thus 
laying the foundations for the flourishing Elberfeld trade. It was not uncommon for young 
merchants from Elberfeld to spend some time in South or Central America during these 
decades. For example, a relative of his competitor von Carnap lived for a long time on the 
then Danish island of St. Thomas in the West Indies. Friedrich Wilhelm Bemberg's 
"speculation', or today we would say commercial ventures, appear to have been successful, 
so that he was able to retire in Neuwied with the support of his brother. As is so often the 
case with legends, there is a kernel of truth here too: a brother had indeed helped Johann 
Peter Bemberg into the saddle in business, but not with wine, but with the precious 
brazilwood. 


While the Brazilian dyewoods could be used to produce beautiful and sometimes lightfast, 
strong colors, it was not possible to apply a bright and stable red to cotton. During the 
critical period, madder or dyer's red was still obtained exclusively from the Levant. Here, in 
what was then still Turkish Greece, a highly peculiar system of organizing work and political 
self-representation had developed. In the small town of Ambelakia, situated between Larissa 
and the sea, all the inhabitants lived in and from the dye works. The Ambelakians did not 
tolerate any Turks among them and governed themselves through self-elected bodies. They 
confidently and successfully defended their city against repeated attacks by the Turks. So it is 
almost natural that the Greeks' victorious fight for freedom a few decades later started from 
here, at least in spirit. Every man and woman, even the children, were involved in dyeing. 
The whole place was like a huge factory. Every year, 2,500 bales of dyed cotton were 
produced from here for the German market alone. 


The merchants from Ambelakia maintained their own offices in Pest, Vienna, Leipzig, 
Dresden, Ansbach and Bayreuth, from where they traded the Turkish red yarns directiy to 
German wholesalers. 
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Many attempts had been made in the rest of Europe to dye cotton yarn red. In the last third 
of the 18th century, Greek dyers even settied in Montpellier. The French copied the process 
and a dyeing center emerged, particularly in Rouen, where dyeing was done in the Levantine 
style. However, the bright red that was so characteristic of Turkish cotton yarn could not be 
imitated for a long time. It is said that the Greeks used fifteen other ingredients in addition 
to madder, with the entire dyeing process taking around a month. 


In our context, the important question now arises as to when Johann Peter Bemberg added 
the first production facility to 
his initially pure trading 
business. To say it in 
advance, this cannot (yet) be 
clarified exactly 


Johann Georg von Viebahn 
wrote about the Turkish red 
dye works in 1836 in his 
"Statistik und Topographie 
des Regierungsbezirks 
Düsseldorf", p. 173: 


"Among the dye works, those 
of cotton yarn on Turkish red 
are the most important. This 
dark red color is so strong 
and durable that it is neither 
stripped by the sun nor faded 
by washing and bleaching. 
This yarn used to come to 
European trade from Turkey 
and the Orient via Vienna, 
Venice and Marseille. The 
secret dyeing method was 
brought to France about 55

Von Viebahn's details are quite accurate. But how did the secret of turquoise dyeing get to 
Wuppertal? There are three differing accounts of the technology transfer: 


Once there was an itinerant Saxon Journeyman who had worked (as a Christian?) in Turkey 
and had set sail for home on a Dutch sailing ship. On his way back home, he is said to have 
run out of travel money in the Wupper valley. Without further ado, he told the Barmen 
bleacher owner Braselmann the secret of how to dye madder bright red for just a few gold 
Coins. 


The next legend is even more beautiful because it is literary: 


"A family tradition tells how Adolf Wilhelm Schüren (1774 - 1856) is said to have discovered 
the last secrets of turquoise dyeing. On a rainy late autumn evening, he had just locked the 
house to go to bed. Then someone knocked timidly on the door. Schüren openedit and saw 
a man in rags standing outside, pleading with him to give him shelter for the night. The great- 
grandfather, moved by pity, let the stranger in, served him a hearty plate of pea soup and 
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struck up a conversation with him, during which the quest told him that 17 years ago, on a 
Journey from Spain to Eivorno, he had fallen into the hands of Tunisian corsairs and had 
been sold by them to Constantinople, where he had worked in the Sultan's madder dye 
works. One day he managed to escape and reach Marseille on a French ship. Now, stripped 
of all means, he was traveling to his hometown of Lüneburg, where, he hoped, a brother of 
his was still alive, with whom he intended to end his days. 


The mention of madder dyeing had caught Schüren's attention, and when he soon realized 
that he was indeed dealing with an expert, he suggested that the stranger stay with him for a 
few weeks and familiarize him with the dyeing process commonly used in Constantinople. He 
himself understood the Turkish red dyeing process, but there must be some trick to it. If he 
told him, he would receive eighty thalers. He agreed, and from then on the two of them 
worked together behind closed doors until the great-grandfather had the trick away" 


Unfortunately, an inquiry at the Lüneburg city archives yielded no reference to a merchant 
who had spent 17 years in Turkish slavery. 


Ultimately, however, it is said to have been Johann Peter Bemberg himself who learned the 
necessary techniques for dyeing Turkish red during his trade trips to France. This is not very 
credible insofar a5 von Viebahn states that the first Turkish red dye works were established 
simultaneously in Elberfeld and Rouen in 1784. 


We know the Elberfeld turguoise dye works from a tax survey from the end of 1807 and can 
draw certain conclusions about the size of the business and turnover from the tax rates:

Johann Peter Bemberg is in second place here, with close relatives of his in first and third 
place. 


The dye works in Wuppertal were initially very small, artisan workshops. They were operated 
in backyards, and it was only important that the properties bordered the Wupper or at least 
had access to the artificially created drainage canals. In 1807 there were a total of 14 
Turkish red dye works in Elberfeld alone, but by 1819 there were considerably more. 


It can be seen that the small businesses were soon abandoned and the small dye works were 
merged, certainly not voluntarily. This concentration process took place far more quickly in 
Elberfeld than in Barmen. 


As there is no company archive for 'J. P, Bemberg", other sources must be used. It is now 
clear from the notarial records that most of Johann Peter Bemberg's suppliers and customers 
lived in southern Germany and Saxony during his lifetime. Bills of exchange were protested 
from Bayreuth, Hof and Chemnitz, and J,P. Bemberg had to try to realize at least some of the 
claims by means of notarially issued powers of attorney. It is known from the same group of 
Sources that Johann Peter Bemberg owned at least three Turkish red dye works: one on the 
Hofaue, one at Thomashof and, from 1828, another on the Hofaue through the purchase of 
the "Schmerenbeck & Fischer" dye works. Apparently, when the order situation was good, 
entire facilities from other neighboring dye works were also rented on a temporary basis: 
copper kettles, vats and basins, washing and drying houses. 


Johann Peter Wilhelm Bemberg was an entrepreneur who does not seem to fit the 
stereotype of his Elberfeld peers at all, He did not take part in the political decision-making 
process in his home town of Elberfeld, did not seek a seat on the presbytery of the Lutheran 
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congregation and did not belong to any of the civic societies with literary or social aims and 
ambitions. Johann Peter Bemberg would have been entitied to all these offices, committees, 
deputations and memberships on the basis of his economic circumstances alone and would 
naturally have been admitted. What he did not succeed in doing outwardly, or what he did 
not even try to do, he was also not prepared to do in his own company. Wherever he should 
have acted in public himself, if only for reasons of business prudence, he had one of his 
frequentiy changing partners represent him; he delegated and deflected. His family meant 
everything to him and he must have retreated into the shell of his inner self early on. It 
seems that he was always a little shy of people. 


Due to the very large inheritances he made while still a man, he could easily have retired 
from everything in order to lead the life of a bon vivant in Biedermeier comfort. From 1793, 
he was married to a very beautiful woman from the wealthy Scheibler family from Monschau. 
This marriage produced four children. 


His personal interest was the theater. Under the direction of the Lüders couple, the "German 
Actors' Society" performed in the Bemberg Garden on the Hofaue for a whole year from 
spring 1804 to spring 1805. Here, however, Johann Peter Bemberg will have made more 
enemies than friends. After all, in pietistic Elberfeld, drama was generally regarded as 
corrupting to the mind and soul. 


Johann Peter Bemberg remained a border crosser between the Ancien Regime and 
modernity: he was not the type of restiess entrepreneur, certainly not the man who wanted 
to push the boundaries of what was personally feasible on a daily basis. Bemberg was 
doubly fortunate to have a daring, intellectually curious and at the same time honest partner 
at his side in his brother Friedrich Wilhelm and to have found a partner in his son-in-Iaw 
Friedrich Platzhoff (1791 - 1859) from 1817, who soon became the soul of the business and 
proved to be an extremely capable entrepreneur of the modern type." 


Michael Knieriem's informal account not only traces the life of J.P. Bemberg in an entertaining way, 
but also sheds light on the economic and business environment in which the foundations were laid 
for subsequent generations of this branch of the family. 


The following is therefore only a brief genealogical overview of the Elberfeld branch of the 
Bemberg family: 


Johann Peter Bemberg (1758 - 1838) married Maria Theresia Scheibler from Montjoie 
(now Monschau) (1774 - 1843) and had one son from this marriage, Julius August 
Bemberg, who married Lina Wülfing, and two daughters: Julie, the later wife of the 
manor owner Hermann vom Rath from Lauersfort near Krefeld, who died childless at a 
young age, and Therese, the eldest of the three (1794 - 1859). She married Friedrich 
Platzhoff and had 13 children from this marriage.

As Johann Peter Bemberg's business was flourishing extremely well, he was able to 
bequeath his Ottenbruch estate to his daughter Therese Platzhoff in March 1830 


"with the heartfelt wish that it will always give you and all of you much 
pleasure. ..." 


When Johann Peter Bemberg died in 1838, his son Julius August took over the business 
together with his brother-in-law Platzhoff. But Julius August did not work there for long. 


He died in 1847, leaving his wife Karoline a young widow with two children, eleven-year- 
old Julius and one-year-old Lina. Karoline Bemberg, n&e Wülfing, lived in the vicarage 
at the corner of the road leading to the Wupper, which is now called Bembergstraße. 


Friedrich Platzhoff, who now continued the business alone but on joint account, was 
the children's guardian. The relationship between the families of Lina Bemberg and 
Friedrich Platzhoff was therefore particularly close at the time, and communication 
between the two was made even easier by the fact that their homes were only a few 
hundred paces apart. 


After the early death of her husband, Lina Bemberg, nee Wülfing, owned half of the 
prosperous Bemberg company. 


Her father Johann Friedrich Wülfing had died in 1842 and left her a considerable 
fortune. When her son had grown up and she herself had already reached the age of 47, 
she invested her fortune in land with astonishing initiative in 1861. 


She bought the Flamersheim and Ringsheim estates in the Euskirchen area. 


With this purchase, Lina Bemberg set the course of her descendants' lives for 
generations. They became farmers in Flamersheim and Ringsheim. The present 
appearance of Flamersheim Castle goes back to Lina Bemberg. When she bought it, it 
was a pretty, stylish baroque castle with two cavalier wings. 


In keeping with the taste of the time, the high, simple hipped roof was changed, the 
baroque hoods were removed and replaced by battlements. Ringsheim Castle was 
preserved in its original style, as it was only rebuilt by the next generation of 
grandchildren. The castle dates back to the 13th century. 
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Excursus: J. P. Bemberg AG 


After the takeover of J. P. Bemberg AG by AKZO in 1972, the archive of the former Bemberg AG 
was not continued by the new owner. As a result, only a few rudimentary documents of J. P. 
Bemberg AG are still available today. 


A brief description of J. P. Bemberg AG can therefore be found here: J. P. Bemberg AG.

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In the founding era, many families had acquired considerable wealth through technical knowledge, 
commercial skill, entrepreneurial risk-taking and diligence, but often did not have the social 
standing and political influence to match their particular achievements. 


Anyone who wanted to "have a say" in imperial Prussia needed a letter of nobility and an officer's 
commission. Many of the - today we say "nouveau riche" - entrepreneurial families were faced 

with the problem that although they wanted to appear at the court of His capricious Majesty, every 
little lieutenant with a "von" in front of his name was preferred to them, even if he only came from 
an impoverished landed noble family. 


The above-average wealth of the "nouveau riche" alone was not enough to pave the way for 
political influence at court and marriages to counts and countesses in the Pickelhauben empire. 


However, with a few years of patience, this group of people was able to obtain the title in a 
roundabout way. 


They had to buy one or more manors that were as large as possible, represent them "in keeping 
with their rank" and then, as large landowners, receive the patent of nobility that went with the 
property and, at best, a seat and vote in the Prussian manor house. 


This was also the case for the Branch Elberfeld of the Bemberg family. 


Johann Peter Wilhelm Bemberg had founded the Turkish red dyeing company "J. P. Bemberg" in 
Elberfeld and thus laid the foundations for the family's wealth, which increased even more under 
his son Julius August. They were therefore successful entrepreneurs, but remained "nouveau 
riche" with less "social" standing than the nobility and without political influence. 


It was Caroline (Lina) Bemberg, the widow of Julius August Bemberg, who died at the age of 43, 
who paved the way for her son Julius Peter to achieve the high reputation he desired by acquiring 
Flamersheim Castle near Euskirchen in the Voreifel region - a stately castle and the center of the 
estate of the same name, which dates back to a 14th century castle. 


The Lords of Quadt converted the medieval castle into a baroque palace with two towers in 1776. 


The widow Bemberg transferred the handsome property, including the park and estate business, 
to her son Julius Peter, who was already master of the Ringsheim estate. 


Two family estates and constant involvement in the committees of the conservative estate owners 
were to pay off: in 1884, the then 48-year-old was ceremoniously elevated to hereditary nobility 
"by the highest cabinet order" at Brühl Castle. From then on, he called himself von Bemberg- 
Flamersheim. In 1891, a seat in the Prussian dominion dominated by Junkers awaited him. 


Due to his elevation to hereditary nobility, his descendants are still allowed to bear the prefix "von" 
in their surname. 


The castle is still owned by the von Bemberg-Flamersheim family today. The complex now serves 
as a hotel "Nachtquartier" (with five rooms in the former manor house). 


It is home to the Eiflers Zeiten inn, the Bembergs Häuschen restaurant, which has been awarded a 
Guide Michelin star, and a cookery school that is also suitable for high-class amateur chefs. 


Wedding parties are catered for in the former cattle shed. Access for non-hotel guests is only 
permitted up to the barriers.

Since 1952, the Chamber of Agriculture has been awarding the Hans von Bemberg Prize to 
farmers who have made outstanding achievements in the field of animal breeding through their 
work. The tradition was established by the then Rhineland Chamber of Agriculture, which first 
awarded the unendowed prize in 1952 on the occasion of the 60th birthday and in honor of Hans 
von Bemberg, who gave the prize its name. Since then, the prize has been awarded annually for 
one animal species. 


Hans von Bemberg was born on April 1, 1892 in Flamersheim near Euskirchen. As a farmer and 
forester, he managed the Burg Ringsheim and Burg Flamersheim estates in the district of 
Euskirchen, which had been in the family since 1861. The farm covered an area of almost 200 
hectares with 124 hectares of agricultural land, 75 percent of which was arable land and 25 
percent grassland. 


Hans von Bemberg had gained a special reputation in the province as a good manager and 
breeder of black and white cattle. He managed the entire farm in an exemplary manner. In the 
laudatory speech at the award ceremony, it was said that the type and performance of the cattle 
herd ranked first among the breeding farms in the province. 


Hans von Bemberg had been chairman of the Rhineland Association for Lowland Cattle Breeding 
(RVT) since 1945. It is thanks to his initiative that the association set an example in German black- 
and-white cattle breeding with the new breeding goal of breeding medium-weight, economical 
cattle with good milk fat production. This goal is now also being pursued in other German black- 
and-white breeding areas. 


Hans von Bemberg's achievements were recognized by the entire German Simmental cattle 
breeding community. He was elected chairman of the Schwarzbuntzucht department within the 
Arbeitsgemeinschaft Deutscher Rinderzüchter. He was also highly regarded as a judge for black- 
and-white cattle at the German Agricultural Society (DLG) shows. He was also a member of the 
DLG's main committee for animal breeding.

The religious disputes of the 16th and 17th centuries led to the principle of "Cuius regio, eius 
religio". The sovereign decided which denomination should apply to the inhabitants of his territory. 
Thus, by the end of the 18th century, clear confessional boundaries had also developed between 
the various territories in Westphalia, which in principle still characterize the confessional 
orientation of the sub-regions and communities today: - The Catholic religion applied above all in 
the prince-bishoprics that belonged to the bishoprics of Cologne, Münster or Paderborn, whereby 
the Duchy of Westphalia, i.e. large parts of the Sauerland, and the Vest Recklinghausen belonged 
to Electoral Cologne. - In most of the other Westphalian territories, the Protestant or Reformed 
denomination prevailed. In 1789, this included in particular the principalities of Minden and Lippe 
as well as the counties of Mark and Ravensberg, which belonged to Brandenburg-Prussia. 


About the 


Excursus: economic and religious development of Protestantism in Cologne in the 17th and 
18th centuries 


Schwering reports! : 


Protestant ideas emerged from time to time in the second half ofthe 16th century, 
and their supporters had to reckon with unconditional expulsion from the Free 
Imperial City of Cologne. 


From 1580, a certain degree of tolerance can be observed; followers of the new 
doctrine were tolerated as long as they fulfilled their civic duties. However,- anyone 
who could be proven to have participated in Protestant sermons or acts of worship 
had to reckon with heavy fines and, if they were unable to do so, expulsion. 


At the instigation of the Elector of Brandenburg, the Council adopted a moderate 
stance after the Peace of Westphalia and permitted attendance at church services in 
Mülheim/Rhine and also tolerated Protestant services being held in the home of the 
Brandenburg envoy. 


From the second half ofthe 17th century, Protestants were no longer disliked 
guests at all, as the council had wisely ensured that only very wealthy Protestants

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came to Cologne. However, from 1674 onwards, these established religious relatives 
had to pay a protection and umbrella fee. 


However, they were still excluded from participating in municipal affairs, although 
they had to pay taxes like any other full citizen. 


They were not allowed to engage in retail trade, but wholesale trade was open to 
them. This benefited the Protestant communities, as only rich people were allowed 
to set up shop. 


However, there could be no question of free congregational life, which is why the 
secret church service continued. From 1689 to 1697 and from 1700 to 1715, the 
strict regulations were temporarily relaxed when the Council, at the request of the 
Elector of Brandenburg, allowed Protestants to take part in the church services held 
for Protestant soldiers. 


The council respected the congregation as rightly existing and was aware of the 
existence of the secret church services. As long as they remained secret, he did not 
touch them so as not to arouse the distrust of the citizens. In 1665, Protestants 
were put under particular economic pressure; additional taxes and duties were 
imposed on them, especially in the wine trade, and they were also prohibited from 
selling to -non-Catholics. The reason for these measures was envy, as the 
Protestants' business was much larger than that of the Catholics. 


The Protestant and wealthy merchants were welcome as good taxpayers, 
commuting was made easy for them, so that they were able to take advantage of the 
city's favorable location on the Rhine despite the rejection by the Catholics, which 
even prompted some to move to Cologne from Protestant countries. 


However, the mood among large sections of the Catholic citizenry became critical 
when their business declined as a result ofthe War ofthe Spanish Succession. 
They looked askance at the wealth of the Protestant merchants and pushed for 
drastic measures. In 1711, the time had come. The council issued an edict which, if 
strictly enforced, would have made it almost impossible for Protestants to trade. The 
council was reluctant to issue these regulations and repeatedly delayed their 
implementation. The Catholic merchants, who were keen to eliminate the 
dangerous competition, pressed the Council until it submitted the edict for approval 
in 1714. This deprived the Protestants of the basis for most of their business, for 
example they had to "refrain from all commissions and shipments of foreign goods" - 
a large field of work .- 


The reaction of the Protestants: some decided to emigrate, others urged 
perseverance in order to regain the old customary law by legal means. They also 
appealed to the Imperial Chamber Court in Wetzlar; before it came to a hearing 
there, the city council relented, as Cologne's trade had suffered a loss of revenue of 
50,000 fl/year due to the departure of the Protestants and the damage to the 
remaining merchants. 


However, he had to take into account the mood of the townspeople, who had not 
shied away from the destruction of a Protestant vicarage and a church belonging to 
it (in Frechen near Cologne). 


As a result, the Council's attitude in the following decades fluctuated between 
toleration and harsh measures, a situation that could only be mastered through 
constant vigilance on the part of the Protestant merchants and by adapting to the 
current situation. 


The excerpts from the minute book of the Lutheran congregation in Cologne printed 
on the following pages also bear witness to this. 
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Despite all these confessional problems and obstacles, Peter Bemberg ventured the leap from 
Protestant-Lutheran Hattingen to Catholic Cologne around 1700 and thus became the progenitor 
of the Cologne branch of the Bemberg family. 


Presumably, old business connections persuaded him to move his linen trade to Cologne, 
although Protestants were not allowed to become members of a guild. As a result, the 
Protestant merchants who settled in Cologne could only operate in the wholesale trade, 
as this was not subject to the guild requirement. As a result, the Protestants were few in 
number, but in terms of their financial power they represented an important factor in the 
city's economic life. 


Peter Bemberg did not come empty-handed. Supported by his wealthy relatives in 
Hattingen and Langenberg, he founded a linen wholesale business in which he sold 
products from his native Bergisch region. 


Although there is hardly any direct information about him, the minutes of the Lutheran 
congregation in Cologne provide some information about him.

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Despite all these confessional problems and obstacles, Peter Bemberg ventured the leap from 
Protestant-Lutheran Hattingen to Catholic Cologne around 1700 and thus became the progenitor 
of the Cologne branch of the Bemberg family.

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Excerpts from the minutes of the Lutheran congregation of Cologne 


Life in the Lutheran congregation of Cologne and the Bembergs' position in it are 
vividly illustrated in the minutes kept by this congregation: 


1709 


Peter Bemberg is elected to the parish council, first as Diacon (1709) and on July 
20, 1713 as one of the parish councillors. 


"In 1709, Mr. Peter Bemberg was appointed Diacon by the present lords, which 
position he administered until July 25, 1712." 


20.7.1713 


"After the death of... an elder position became vacant, it has been resolved after 
the approval of the other three rectors to replace this position ... Mr. (Peter) 
Bemberg has been appointed and elected as head with the consent and 
unanimous vote of all present." 


The heads of the congregation were not only responsible for regulating the affairs 
of the congregation, such as appointing the pastor, diaconate, etc., but also for 
administering the funds accruing to the congregation. In doing so, they adhered to 
strict commercial practices. As there were still no banks with steel compartments, 
the securities (bonds and bills of exchange) were kept in the "iron parish box-", to 
which there were 2 keys, which were kept separately by 2 overseers. 


In 1714, the parish chest contains bills of exchange from Peter Bemberg, Johann 
Bemberg from Langenberg (brother of Peter Bemberg) and Johann Peter 
Schneltgen from Langenberg, among others. 


June 13, 1716 


The Cologne and Mülheim communities agree to build a joint school in Mülheim, 
to which the Cologne community undertakes to provide a subsidy. 


The Cologne community lived under difficult conditions, as its members were 
prohibited from acquiring land in Cologne. 


In Mülheim/Rhine, which belonged to the Protestant Duchy of Barg, church life 
was able to develop freely. For this reason, the school was to be built there, which 
had been planned since 1684 but had not yet been realized due to a lack of funds. 


Therefore 


"the Cologne elders promise to help the much-needed school ... to pay from the 
funds remaining under their administration a temporary Protestant school 
preceptor and organist in Mülheim at an annual salary of 100 Rt, but with the 
express reservation that ... if, due to unavoidable misfortunes, Cologne principals 
... would no longer be in a position to pay the aforementioned 100 Rttoa 
temporary schoolmaster in such a case that the Cologne principals would not only 
be burdened with the deduction of the school salary, but that Mülheim principals 
as well as Cologne principals as a whole should take care of such a departure ... 


At the same time, because it is also to be hoped that with time the Evangelical- 
Lutheran parishioners in Mülheim will increase and thus the church funds will be 
improved, so that the Mülheimers will be able to contribute to the salary ofa 
schoolmaster ..." 


it continues: 


"Finally ... to faithfully comply with all and every part of this contract, and thus 
Cologne's rulers and elders also expressly reserve the right that if, contrary to 
expectations, one or more points are violated by Mülheim, and the Mülheimers are 
found guilty of some transgression and do not address this in good faith, Cologne's 
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rulers will and shall be entitled by virtue of this to reclaim the ... to reclaim the 
capital for their own administration ..." 


This is what happened in Cöllen on the Rhine on June 18, 1716, 

the signatures follow, in 2nd place Peter Bemberg 

February 6, 1717 

The mixing of church and business matters led to differences in the congregation. 


Dr. Seuter is to be elected as an elder, but is initially reluctant to accept the office, 
as the previous elders had been too autocratic with the funds of the secret 
congregation in Cöllen. He finally agrees 


"because of the present helpless need of the congregation", but with the 
"reservation that in future the order should be better observed and no main matter 
... should be undertaken and carried out without the consent of the noblest and 
most intelligent members of the community ... whereupon, in accordance with the 
order of 1680-1689, the keys to the cassa and church archives were actually 
handed over to him." 


Due to the small number of parishioners in Cologne - in 1716 some had emigrated 
to Mülheim because of the oppression by the Catholic Cologne Council - it was 
decided to reduce the number of elders from 4 to 2 for the time being. 


June 1, 1718 
Dr. Seuter and Peter Bemberg, the temporary heads of the company, are 


"it was found to be good to make a rentable chapter from the interests (interest) 
saved together, as then actually 200 Rt corant was paid out to Mr. Peter Bemberg 
and company against a Wexelbrief, for one year against 3% and such was kept in 
the parish iron box." 


August 18, 1718 
Although the Cologne community is small, it agrees to support the 


"to give a contribution of 25 Rt to the newly planting Evangelical Lutheran 
congregation in Langenberg at their request for the construction of a parsonage 
and school." 


October 1, 1719 


Again in Mr. Bemberg's house (where the meetings almost always take place), the 
heads Dr. Seuter, Peter Bemberg and Johan Friedrich Viebahn as a third party 
meet to discuss a mortgagee's application to reduce the interest on a mortgage of 
Rt 3,000 from 4% to 3%%. 


The answer 
"was resolved and sent to the officials that the bond would have to remain at 4%." 


Provided this interest is received, the Cologne congregation agrees to contribute 
150 Rt annually to the new Lutheran congregation in Langenberg to pay its pastor 
for at least 3 to 4 years "or as long as it pleases us". 


Furthermore, Mr. Bemberg has been given 150 Rt on 4- for 5 months against his 
own handwriting for a safe affair to serve a parishioner ... 


July 5, 1721 


the Evangelical-Lutheran congregation in Cölln decided to "appoint a secret 
preacher, ..." whereupon it was decided to also appoint 


"to write to Professor Franke in Halle, to inform him of our condition, however, in 
all confidentiality and secrecy with the request ... to choose a genuinely pious 
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subject ... Whereupon ... Mr. Professor Franke recommended Mr. Mathias Lyssow 
from Salzwedel, who had studied for three years with the same professor ... 
(recommended)... 


Thus the conclusion is reached that such ... cum salario Rt 180 here ... In 
addition, it has been decided to place him in quarters with Mr. Fischer offm Pfuhl, 
because there was no opportunity to do so with the other gentlemen." 


Between 1721 and 1729, financial issues played a dominant role in the meetings 
of the elders, as the community was interested in the profitable investment of its 
capital due to its prosperity. The meetings almost always took place in "Mr. 
Bemberg's house". However, the problems of congregational life were not forgotten. 


The drafting of the letter of appointment to the future Praeceptor Lyssow is 
discussed in detail. However, the elders cannot count on sufficient support from 
the other members of the congregation. In contrast to Bemberg, who repeatedly 
invites people to the meetings, other (named) members of the congregation do not 
consider it necessary to attend. 


There is also trouble with the Mülheim pastor, who is accused of slacking off and 
refuses, among other things, to baptize the children of the Cologne congregation 
(reasons are not given). Statement from the Cologne congregation: 


"if the pastor did not fulfill his duty, the congregation would be forced not 
to pay the pastor's share of the salary in the amount of 75 Rt." 


Whereupon the priest gives in. 


In November 1721, the parish chest contains cash of around 1,022 Rt. The chest 
remains in the custody of one of the elders and the key to the chest is given to 
Bemberg. 


1724 


the Elberfeld community receives 25 Rt, for which Mr. Wuppermann gives a 
receipt. 


May 18, 1729 


Peter Bemberg's sons Caspar Heinrich Bemberg (KIV/]) and Friedrich Wilhelm 
Bemberg (KIV/S5) are mentioned as parishioners for the first time. 


On June 17, 1729 


The parish box is passed on to Mr. No&l. On this occasion, all incoming payments 
are receipted (around 2,000 Rt), the general ledger is checked and an overview of 
the commune!'s assets is drawn up. The keys are given to Hofrat Dolldus and Peter 
Bemberg 


"the latter, however, was sealed with Mr. Hofrat No&l Cachet at the express request 
of Messrs. Bemberg and Noel." 


The municipal assets are stated at 22,247 Rt, 34 Alb, invested in bonds and bills 
of exchange. 


The debtors include, among others:

Mr. Peter Bemberg was frequently indisposed, as a result of which various matters 
could not be completed on time. 


February 21, 1732 


The death of the school preceptor Ritter makes it necessary to fill the teaching 
position. 


A contract is concluded with Mr. Johann Wilhelm Ising (see below). Ising settled in 
well; when an offer was made to him to come to Gummersbach, he was given 20 
Rt. 


Ising is before the employment 


"not only examined and put to the test by Mülheim pastors and elders, as well as 
by Cologne elders, but also specially heard, questioned and found to be sufficiently 
qualified by Cologne religious relatives in organ playing and otherwise"® 


The tasks of the teacher include (excerpt): 


1. the children should be diligently instructed in reading, praying, 
writing and singing, as well as in catechism, while he, on the other 
hand, should receive 5 stüb. or Rt per year from each child. 


2. he shall instruct those children who require it in arithmetic and 
Latin and then enjoy double school fees for such information. 


3. every child should give the usual wood money in the coming winter, 
but the consistory in Mülheim will also have several wagons of coal 
delivered to the above-mentioned school praeceptor from their 
church- and community funds, as has already been done. 


4. he is to play the organ in the church, conduct the singing and 
keep it in order, also annotate the hymns or numbers named by the 
mülheim temporary pastor on the Leyen (Ley = slate) before the 
sermon, also take the boys under his care to the organ in order to 
keep them in better order and take good care of them. 


6. the school preceptor should also go to Cöllen at least once a 
week and instruct any Protestant-Lutheran children there in the 
catechism.

Friedrich Wilhelm Bemberg obtains an "Attestatum statt eines Losbriefs" (a 
declaration of consent from the municipality, as the marriage will take place 
outside Cologne) from the municipality for his intended marriage to Maria Anne 
Eichholtz, "daughter of Johann Wilhelm Eichholtz in Aachen."

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Johann Daniel Bemberg (K IV/4), Mr. Peter Bemberg's second son, has a certificate 
issued for his "intended marriage" to Anne Margaretha Bemberg (H IV/8) Mr. Lucas 
Bemberg's (H III/3) daughter in Langenberg. 


August 30, 1737 


As the previous pastor has died, a new one has to be appointed. The people of 
Mülheim make difficulties ... do not want to be talked into the appointment of the 
new pastor by the people of Cologne. The people of Cologne insist on their rights, 
but advise against escalating the dispute. 


"One should refrain from unnecessary lawsuits. Not only would we not take any 
part in this, but we would even be forced to reclaim the capital of Rt 55 entrusted 
to them by us for the administration of a preacher's salary." 


Tempers run high in both Mülheim and Cologne. Finally, the church elders- send 
a deputation to the government in Düsseldorf- to confirm that the Cologne 
congregation has a say in the choice of preacher. 


A small group of Mülheim residents who do not agree with this are outvoted, once 
again invoking the agreements of 1716. 


"But because those who preach the gospel are also to live on it, Your Reverence 
shall receive it before their faithful service: 


260,000 per annum. At the same time they have to live in the rectory and the 
garden ...

The Protestant established merchants in Cologne are once again restricted in their 
trade- and commerce by the Cologne magistrate, which now prompts Daniel Noel 
and Christoph Andreae to emigrate to Mülheim as well. The Bembergs remain in 
Cologne after they and the Schneltgens have redeemed their bills of exchange with 
the municipality. The community's capital amounting to over Rt 20,000 is brought 
to Mülheim/Rhine in the community box.

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Caspar Heinrich Bemberg worked in his father's linen wholesale business in Cologne. 
Around 1730, he also lived in Aachen, his wife's home town. Here he ran a linen trade on 
his own account. For this reason, he acquired the so-called "Beiwohnrecht" in Aachen , 
which was granted to him on the grounds that his wife was from Aachen. Around 1738, 
he gave up the business in Aachen and moved to Cologne completely, as his father 
became ill and needed help in the linen wholesale trade. 


From the inheritance of his wife, nee Eichholtz, he inherited two of the three "mills" 
(presumably copper mills, which are understood to be workshops for processing brass) 
that Johann Wilhelm Eichholtz had owned "am Pompenhäuschen!?" around 1750. He 
probably leased out the two mills. 


His brother-in-law Peter Wuppermann, copper master in Stolberg, was co-heir. Bemberg 
sold his mills in 1778, while the third mill was still owned by the widow Wuppermann 
and her children around 1800. 


In 1762, together with his brother Friedrich Wilhelm Bemberg (K IV/5), he succeeded his 
father in the leadership of the Lutheran congregation in Cologne. 


The following entry, among others, can be found in the council minutes of the city of 
Cologne: 


September 4, 1743 


Upon the unsubstantiated complaint of Caspar Heinrich Bemberg that his linen 
cloths standing in the Leinen Kauffhauß were damaged due to their poor state of 
repair!! and that this damage should be assessed at fifteen Reichs Thaler, the 
temporary /tit/ Herren Praesidenten are ordered to issue a commisio at their 
discretion. 


8 The right of cohabitation in Aachen 


As Protestants had been excluded from acquiring citizenship since the restoration of the Catholic city regiment, they were only eligible 
for the so-called "Beiwohnung". This was not associated with any political rights. These could not be exercised in Aachen because the 
guilds only accepted Catholics. If numerous Lutherans and reformed people nevertheless acquired the right of residency in the 18th 
century, this was mainly to be safe from possible expulsion. The council could impose such measures on disliked residents at any time. 
However, as these were mostly large merchants (30 out of a total of 40 residents alone), the council favored settlement for economic 
reasons alone. The procedure for the admission of residents was the same as for other citizens: the small council decided on the 
supplication submitted, the approval of which required the same amounts to be paid as for other grants of citizenship.

The 18th century was the heyday of the Aachen and Stolberg brass industry, whose 
products dominated the entire world market known at the time. At least 40,000 
hundredweight of brass products were produced in 130 to 140 furnaces and over 100 
hammer mills and wire drawing works. The number of copper mills (copper mill = copper 
(brass) smelter; when people talk about copper in Aachen, they mean brass) increased, 
especially in the Stolberg area, where some of the "copper masters" (= entrepreneurs) had 
emigrated in order to escape the Aachen guild restrictions, which limited the number of 
furnaces, prohibited technical innovations such as mechanically operated stretching 
hammers in the production of finished goods, and prevented Protestants from becoming 
members of the guild. Money is earned, lots of money. The "copper lords" built stately 
mansions with gardens, orchards and fish ponds. It was not until the French Revolution 
that this supremacy came to an end.

Rhait, this form has been 
adopted, that it should be obligatory there, the wealthy to wait for a fair 
reimbursement, but the poor or the poor for God's sake ... ... and to give 
preference to all sick citizens over all those who are not, ... on the other hand, to 
grant him the freedom of personal tax assessment, quartering, servitude and 
guardianship equal to his vergem. Praedecessorem should remain ..." 


In 1675 he left Düren and became Doctor and Practicus of the Imperial Free Imperial 
City of Aachen. He appears to have been a well-known doctor here!5. 


On November 13, 1684, he bought the Pottenmühle in Aachen, an oil mill located on the 
Johannisbach. He probably also had larger estates in Düren, as he is named as one of 
the largest taxpayers in Düren in 1683, when he was already living in Aachen. 


He died on November 26, 1740, at the age of 97, in Aachen, Rhineland, Germany.

Wilhelm died on December 23, 1628, atthe age of about 81, in Düren, Rhineland, Germany. 
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Wilhelm Deutgen was wealthy. He lived in the house - the green forest - by the old pond. 


He and his wife acquired various estates in and near Düren, as well as those in 
Freiwillersdorf and Giebelrath. 


In 1603, the couple made their will, from which the extent of the property can be seen. 


With the second marriage, discord entered the family. Between the son from the first 
marriage, the lawyer Dr. Eberhard Deutgen, on the one hand, and his father and the son 
from the second marriage, the lawyer Wilhelm Deutgen, on the other, an inheritance 
dispute arose that lasted four decades in court, from which it is known that the family 
owned around 100 acres of land and garden, as well as several houses. 


Even after the death of Wilhelm Deutgen Sen. in 1629, the disputes continued. 


In 1628, accompanied by a notary and several witnesses, Eberhard Deutgen takes 
possession of his father's estates in accordance with the custom of the time: 


"they go to the dwelling called the "Green Forest" at 7 o'clock in the morning .... 
Eberhard Deutgen knocked on the door and, after opening it, opened and closed 
it several times. In the kitchen, he let the kettle hook slide up and down. Then 
they went to the house in the small Steinweg. As the house was unoccupied and 
locked, Eberhard Deutgen grabbed the bolt and knocked on the door several 
times to take possession of the house. Then to the dwelling on the Altenteich and 
took possession of it with all its accessories by opening- and locking the "helsz". 
Then to the Vollergroben. There he took the two cottages with the garden in front 
of- and behind it by "digging up the earth and plucking out the grass and oil". 
This is followed by the timber mill, 6% acres of land at the Paradies, garden in 
front of the wooden gate, one in front of the upper gate on the Gotteshausgraben, 
another on the Gotteshausgraben, 2 acres of land on the Bedburweg, 5 quarters 
of arable land behind "klein Cöllen", 21 acres there, 1 acre in the "armpot" and 1 
acre in the same field." 


The disputants do not live to see the final judgment. It is not announced until 1668 and 
ends with a settlement, which the children and grandchildren initially refuse to 
recognize. The Imperial Court of Appeal in Speyer declares the settlement binding. (The 
very extensive files still kept in the Düsseldorf city archives shed a clear light on the time 
and the people involved)

Anton Noel acquired the right to purchase a second home in Aachen on May 14, 1756. 
The entry in the Aachen register of citizens: 


"Resident in Cologne, but has also worked in Aachen for 30 years; rented 
apartment at van Meeren (on the market), Lutheran denomination" 


Daniel Noel moved to Mülheim/Rhine in 1714 to escape the oppression of the Catholic 
Cologne council, which made his business almost impossible. 


A No&l was already a member of the "secret Lutheran church of Cologne" in 1700, and for 
a long time also a church elder. 


A son of Anton No&l: Christoph Daniel No&l, who like his father had remained in Cologne, 
was secretary of the minute book of the Lutheran congregation in Cologne from 1739 to 
1764. He was a merchant en gros like his father and acquired a second residence in 
Aachen in 1768: 


"Merchant en gros, by residence!”, October 21, 1768, Lutheran, often stayed in 
Aachen after his father had acquired the right of residence there." 


Y The right of cohabitation in Aachen 


As Protestants had been excluded from acquiring citizenship since the restoration of the Catholic city regiment, they were only eligible 
for the so-called "Beiwohnung". This was not associated with any political rights. These could not be exercised in Aachen because the 
guilds only accepted Catholics. If numerous Lutherans and reformed people nevertheless acquired the right of residency in the 18th 
century, this was mainly to be safe from possible expulsion. The council could impose such measures on disliked residents at any time. 
However, as these were mostly large merchants (30 out of a total of 40 residents alone), the council favored settlement for economic 
reasons alone. The procedure for the admission of residents was the same as for other citizens: the small council decided on the 
supplication submitted, the approval of which required the same amounts to be paid as for other grants of citizenship.

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Friedrich Wilhelm Bembersg initially worked in his father's linen wholesale business, 
which was taken over by his older brother Caspar Heinrich Bemberg (K IV/1) after the 
death of Peter Bemberg (KIII/1). 


As Protestants in Cologne were not allowed to practise guild-based professions, which 
included small trade, they had to rely on wholesale trade, forwarding and exchange 
business, which yielded good profits but required large amounts of capital. 


Friedrich Wilhelm Bemberg therefore founded a wholesale business in Cologne "in all 
types of manufactured goods, mouselines etc." (according to the Cologne address book of 
1797). His relatives in Langenberg lent him 20,000 gold guilders for this purpose. 


His son Caspar Heinrich Bemberg Junior (K V/6) repaid the last of this debt in 1790, "as 
his father was old and wanted to retire from the business". He informed his "dear cousins" 
that he had sent 378 gold guilders in a parcel to the house of Stein und Sommer in 
Elberfeld!s. 


The following entry in the Cologne Council minutes of March 4, 1788 gives a brief insight 
into the scope of Bemberg's business: !? 


Friedrich Wilhelm Bemberg 
regarding water ingress in his house: 


in the store, which had been partly placed and partly hung up around the stove 
in the daily parlor and the commode for drying.

The store was located (even in the 19th century) in a plot of land "on the bridges" that 
Friedrich Wilhelm Bemberg acquired. However, as Protestants in Cologne were prohibited 
from acquiring land, they acquired the properties they wanted with the help of Catholic 
intermediaries, who were entered as owners in the Schreinsbuch (land register). With the 
tacit consent of the council, the rights of the true owner were secured by additional 
contracts- in the form of mortgages on the land, special agreements, inheritance 
contracts, etc.- . Sometimes the value of the registered mortgage even exceeded the true 
value of the property. However, this made it impossible for the (fictitious-) owner to sell 
the property without the consent of the real owner. When the restrictions were lifted in 
1798 and the true owners could be registered, Friedrich Wilhelm Bemberg owned the 
following properties:

But it wasn't that far yet. The Protestants, both the Lutherans and the various Reformed 
Churches, many of whom had immigrated from the Netherlands, had to come to terms 
with the given circumstances. They often tried to change the Council's attitude, 
especially towards the end of the 18th century, but even before the French Revolution. In 
vain, the Council had to take into account the mood of the population and the attitude of 
the Catholic clergy. 


In 1785, the Lutheran congregation under the leadership of K.F. Peletier and the 
brothers Friedrich Wilhelm and Caspar Heinrich Bemberg as well as the various 
Reformed congregations under the leadership of J.D. Herstatt again petitioned the 
council to improve the situation of the Protestants. 


At the meeting of the bourgeois deputation, "Mr. Hardy and Mr. Huthmann reported that 
the Protestant gentlemen had offered to give 20,000 guilders at 40 stubers each to the 
citizenship if the citizenship granted them the following freedoms, namely 


1. free exercise of religion, to build a house of prayer, to have preachers and school 
teachers, to administer sacra and the like. 


>: complete freedom in trade and commerce such as Catholics currently enjoy, 
including the transportation of their own goods and trade on a large scale in everything 
that every Catholic is permitted to sell publicly in the city, 


3. unrestricted freedom to establish factories and manufactories in wool, linen and 
cotton; silk, floret, gold and silver, real and imitation, etc., but only in those articles 
which are permitted to be brought into the city from outside and sold publicly in the city, 


4. the right of ownership for the purchase and construction of wolf factories, 
pack- and other houses, gardens, land and the like. 


The motion was postponed, it was debated without an agreement and without a 
commitment being reached. 


On August 15, 1785, Friedrich Wilhelm Bemberg, who belonged to the Lutheran 
congregation, asked the council to lift the ban on Protestant houses being attached to 
Protestants. The council did not respond at first; in response to a repeated request on 
March 29, 1786, it replied that the matter "was not yet on track to be approved, and that 
the request had no prospect of success at the moment due to the obstacles that were still 
present"? 


The school issue and the establishment of a house of prayer were taken up again in 1787 
by the "Lutheran and Reformed religious congregations". In a detailed petition, 70 
members of these congregations- almost all families were represented- under the 
leadership of Casper Heinrich Bemberg, Friedrich Carl Peletier and Johann David 
Herstatt "add the remark, which is certainly not indifferent to the local Aerarium,

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especially with regard to the school system, that in our current situation we have to pay a 
small annual sum of 5,000 RThlr. to foreigners for the religious instruction of our youth. 
This sum, which has thus far come from the circulation, would in future be consumed here 
in the city, our youth would remain here, would attract foreigners and thus become a very 
significant success for the Aererio en Accis and other cases and bring advantages to the 
local craftsmen." 
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Excursus: The Cologne tolerance conflict 


The Protestants' request triggered a dispute that dragged on for years and was carried as 
far as Vienna to Emperor Joseph II as the so-called "Cologne Tolerance Dispute". 


In order to implement the desired reforms, the 90 or so Protestant families living in 
Cologne at the time as "Beisassen"?° formed a working committee of 12 members under 
the leadership of the Lutheran merchant Friedrich Karl Peletier. A group of this 
committee, led by the Bemberg family, was doubtful from the outset as to whether the 
plan was feasible, but joined the general efforts. 


At first, the Protestants seemed to be successful. The city council responded to the 
applicants: 


"the Protestant Supplicants are graciously permitted to establish a quiet house 
of prayer, school and preaching in this imperial city." 


This event and the authorization also made a strong impression outside the city; the 
envoys of various courts reported from Cologne to their governments; reports also 
appeared in the newspapers. 


However, the initial jubilation was soon followed by opposition from the Catholics. The 
protocols of the city council and the deputation as well as the letters of legation show 
what the Protestants had to fight through in this regard?7 


At the end of 1787, immediately after the Council's approval became known, the 
Deputatschaft- ‚a citizens' representation, lodged an objection with the Council. 


However, the mayor and council stuck to their decision and at the end of 1787 applied to 
the Emperor as the sovereign of the Free Imperial City for approval of the council's 
decision: 


"The Protestant wholesale families, who were so respectable as numerous in 
Köllen, were forced to travel one or two hours to the neighboring Jülich and 
Bergisch Protestant churches on their holidays for the sake of their church 
service, both in winter and summer, due to the lack of a Bet- and 
schoolhouse, and to send their youth from the parental eye to foreign places 
for external education and care with even heavier costs, through which the 
town lost a lot of money elsewhere apart from the circulation in Köllen, which 
was as useless as it was intolerant and arduous, and at the same time many 
potent Protestant wholesalers, merchants and manufacturers were deterred 
from settling in Köllen, thus causing them to settle in Jülich- and Bergisch, 
e.g. in Mülheim, Zünd and the city of Köllen.e.g. in Mülheim, Zündorf, 
Solingen, Elberfeld, Monschau or also under another less favorable sky line, 
where they then still really flaunt and offer defiance to the demolition of the 
city-Cologne trading public and bourgeois food also of municipal income in the 
face of Cologne ..." 


The Cologne Protestants agree with the Council's letter and even ask the Cologne Elector 
Max Franz, who resides in Bonn and is the archbishop responsible for Cologne, to exert 
his influence on the Cologne clergy in a positive way so that no resistance is to be feared 
from this side either. The Elector, however, was not prepared to support the cause of the 
Protestants, despite his generally liberal attitude, as he was currently in disagreement 
with the Cologne City Council, which he wanted to settle in order to secure income from 
various feuds; he even lodged an objection to the Council's decision in Vienna.

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Nevertheless, at the end of 1787, the Imperial Court of Justice decided that the approval 
of the Protestants' application was justified. 


However,- 1788 a new council takes office (half of the council is replaced every six 
months). The council members who were sympathetic to the Protestant cause were in the 
minority. And at the beginning of 1788 


"Some of the citizens claimed that their (so-called) bannermen (guild leaders) 
had not been consulted for the time being about a matter that was to affect the 
entire citizenry and that their consent had been awaited. The magistrate, on the 
other hand, claimed that these matters were a matter for him alone and that 
such matters were not in the least within the cognizance of either the banner 
council or the guilds. On the other hand, the clergy also sought to assert their 
rights.... A high cathedral chapter is also holding an extraordinary chapter today 
to discuss ... a presentation to be submitted to the Council... "28 


Despite all objections, Emperor Joseph II confirmed the decision of the Cologne Council 
of 28 November 1787 in favor of the Protestants in January 1788. 


"The Protestants had entrusted their affairs in Vienna to the Imperial Court 
Council agent Lebonte there. At the beginning of January 1788, he informed 
them that 4,500 florins were required for the Imperial Chancellery's taxes. An 
amount of up to 5,000 guilders was then made available .... The execution of 
Joseph II's deed of January 17, 1788 (for the tax, subscription and clerk's fee, 
the remunerated capsule, the libell, the golden cord and the seal money) actually 
cost 4,035 gulden, 36 kreuzer ..." 


Due to the apparently favorable legal situation for the Protestants, they took steps with 
the council in February 1788 to begin construction of the prayer house and other 
buildings. This was based on the plans of the artillery lieutenant Otto. 


But the college of priests and the bourgeois deputation again raised objections with the 
council. And in February 1788, the Clerus primarius and the Clerus secundarius also 
protested to the Elector in Bonn as the archbishop responsible for the city of Cologne: 


"Since the same (the Protestants) now, regardless of all this, did not refrain from 
their request, since they desired the permission of a house of prayer without 
being authorized to demand it by virtue ofthe Peace of Westphalia, since they 
requested it from a sitting council, which ... partly according to the local 
constitution and partly according to other Catholic principles, did not allow them 
to do so, under the pretense of a gleissner: 


"to have only a quiet prayer-, sermon- and schoolhouse", and to have been 
granted permission by the few majora of the said council, does this not in fact 
mean that permission has been obtained? Especially as it is easy for everyone to 
understand that this Protestant service would certainly not be held in silence, 
but according to the vastness of this town, according to the wealth and facilities 
of the local Protestants with the splendor and under the noise of numerous 
carriages ... 


... It is true that the present city council wants to promise itself golden times 
from this innovation, but for what reason? To convince oneself of the contrary in 
advance, one need only look back at the trade as it is practiced here and at the 
situation of the city. The strongest trade here is in forwarding goods; this is 
carried on almost exclusively with Holland and Frankfurt. In these two places, 
the Protestants far outnumber the Catholics. As much as the Protestants now

shout about toleration, the local Catholic merchants know best that they show 
nothing less than toleration in the trade article ... 


With the establishment of the house of prayer, they will not change this, but will 
play all trade into the hands of their co-religionists. If, for example, 10 or 20 
Protestant families were to move into the town, it is certain that 30 Catholic 
merchant families would have to emigrate or perish. Is that a benefit for the 
public? ... 


... The Protestants seek and have the most beautiful houses here; if they were 
now allowed to have a house of prayer built here, there would not be a moment's 
doubt that they would strive to be equal to their fellow believers elsewhere, if not 
better. Klerus therefore always believes not to have said too much by the word 
"temple", nevertheless still hopes to be overlooked with the misfortune to be able 
to prove this by actual appearance ... 


... As far as the word "temple" is concerned, the Protestants only demand to have 
a quiet prayer-, sermon- and school house. But if this house of prayer is not to 
be a mere oratory, which every Protestant can have in his house, but one in 
which their whole congregation gathers to pray and listen to the preacher's word, 
then the clergy should know how such a house could be called anything other 
than a church or temple ... could be called. Otherwise this house of prayer may 
be small or large, splendid or not splendid, for the -Roman Catholic religion it is 
always just dangerous ... " 


The imperial envoy Count Metternich reported on these conflicts in Cologne to 
Vienna in March 1788: 


... "The magistrate there is changed every half year; what some of the council 
members have decided for this matter before, the new ones are trying to destroy 
again, and the kind of fermentation has already come so far that, despite the 
Imperial Court's confirmation, most of the citizens and the current council want 
to have the granted permission to build a house of prayer withdrawn ..." 


In April 1788, the now sitting council revoked the approval ofthe old council 
from November 1787 and the mayor and council immediately applied to Emperor 
Joseph II for confirmation of this revocation, raising legal, denominational and 
massive economic objections. 


The imperial envoy Count Metternich reported on this to Vienna in May 1788: 


"The cause of the Protestants in Cologne is becoming more and more entangled, 
to which the fanatical spirit of the inhabitants, which is maintained by the clergy 
there in a conspicuous manner, contributes a great deal ..." 


In March 1789, the emperor issued an order: 


"Respectfully dear faithful ! What We have been most justly induced to decree 
today in the matter of the Augsburg Confessors and Reformed in Cologne in 
puncto confirmationis super exercitio religionis, such We leave you ... with the 
most gracious command to allow the Augsburg Confessors and Reformed to 
establish a quiet prayer-, school- and preacher's house without a longer stay 
and, as has happened, to report it to us within two months. And We remain 
weighted to you with imperial graces. 


Joseph." 


But when the revolution broke out in Paris in July 1789, the differences between the 
council and the citizenry also came to a head in Cologne. A contemporary writes: 
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"However, this was not just a matter of the Protestant house of prayer, but of the 
tensions between the council and the citizens in general. The citizens, who had 
repeatedly gathered en masse on the Neumarkt since the beginning of August, 
met in the guild houses and made stormy representations to the deputation, ... 
were ... of the opinion that the process with the magistrate had lasted long 
enough ..." 


The Protestants drew the appropriate conclusions from the new situation: 
the -12-member Protestant committee set up in 1787 (see p. 531) renounced the 
establishment of the Bet-, school- and preacher's house in August 1789. 


He writes, among other things: 


"... But since we are now unfortunately witnesses of the displeasure that this 
matter unfortunately causes here, we take the liberty ... to declare that we are 
not willing to sacrifice the love of our most venerable authorities and our most 
honorable citizenship for the enjoyment of a quiet prayer-, school and preacher's 
house, that we therefore already sent this ... ( Imperial Majesty ) and have 
repeatedly instructed our agents in Vienna not to undertake anything further in 
our name, neither in nor out of court, in which we hereby renounce and refrain 
from the construction of a prayer-, school- and preacher's house that was once 
graciously permitted to us ..." 


At the same time, and in support of the decision of the -Protestant Committee, 22 
Cologne Protestants, headed by four members of the Bemberg family, wrote to the 
Council that they would follow the decision of the Protestant Committee on the 


"... August 3 by the deputies tacitly accede to the declaration .... Since we have 
now heard, to our no small sorrow, that the concession of a Protestant quiet 
prayer-, preacher- and schoolhouse is causing much displeasure, we do not 
hesitate for a moment to renounce it solemnly, of our own free will and in the 
best form, as ifit had never been granted. ...."29 


The conflict only ended with the cession of the left bank of the Rhine to France in the 
Peace of Basel in 1795. The French declared universal human rights. Protestants were 
granted full civil rights, denominations were theoretically abolished "in the age of reason" 
and all restrictions previously imposed on Protestants were removed. The Free Imperial 
City of Cologne loses its status as an imperial city and is subordinated to the French 
Departement de 18 Roer.

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Excursus: Cologne at the end of the 18th century and the transition to the 19th century3° 


Cologne, the largest German metropolis during the Middle Ages, was finally recognized as 
a free imperial city at the beginning of the 16th century. The Verbundbrief proclaimed in 
1396, confirmed and supplemented by the Transfixbrief of 1513, were the documents on 
which Cologne built its imperial immediacy. A bourgeois council with 49 members 
governed the city's domestic and foreign policy. It was also responsible for all economic 
policy matters, which played a considerable role in such an important economic- and 
commercial center. The city's sovereignty in these matters was reaffirmed by the Imperial 
Trade Regulations of 1731. 


The city's constitution was democratic; every year, the mayor and council were elected by 
the population represented in 22 guilds. The guilds still exerted a decisive influence on 
economic life in the 18th century. 


At the end of the 18th century, the city of Cologne had around 40,000 inhabitants, of 
whom only around 6,000 were engaged in crafts, trade or commerce. The number of 
clergymen was probably around 3,000. The beggars made up the largest group of the 
"uncitizens" at around one third ... 


At the end of the old empire, Cologne's economy was no longer as strong as it had been 
in the 16th and 17th centuries. However, the decline in economic potential cannot be 
explained solely by a certain weakness of the city's administration or by the difficulties 
faced by the Protestants as the most financially powerful part of the merchant class. 
There were also economic shifts in international trade, the strengthening of the colonial 
powers and the growing importance of German trading cities, especially those on the 
North Sea. Cologne, a center of domestic trade, no longer had a significant share of this 
domestic trade in the 18th century. It had long since been overtaken by the more 
conveniently located seaports of Amsterdam, Bremen and Hamburg. This process was 
further encouraged by the fact that the territories on the right- and left bank of the Rhine 
in Cologne's neighborhood no longer used the imperial city as an intermediary to the 
outside world, as had been the case in earlier centuries. The flourishing Bergisch cities in 
particular were able to establish direct relations with foreign countries themselves. In the 
south, Cologne had a powerful competitor in Frankfurt/Main, the important trade fair 
city. From here, broad flows of goods went northwards to the Weser and Elbe, and 
westwards via the roads of the Hunsrück and the Eifel to the French, Belgian and Dutch 
ports, as this made it possible for the city on the Main to avoid the high Rhine customs 
duties. 


In addition, the mercantilist economic policy of the territorial states of the Rhineland 
impaired Cologne's economic opportunities. High import duties, if not bans, were 
intended to help promote production in the state and eliminate the intermediate trade of 
Cologne's merchants. A particular weakness lay in the fact that the city did not have its 
own imperial territory outside its walls, but that the territory of the Elector of Cologne 
(residence in Bonn) began on the left bank ofthe Rhine, and that the Duchy of Berg set 
the boundaries on the right bank. The numerous larger and smaller territories on the 
Rhine, which demanded import, transit and export duties, road, bridge and shipping 
tolls, and defeat, exhibition and sales fees, must have placed an extraordinary burden on 
Cologne's trade, especially as this was largely based on forwarding and commission 
business.

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Its mainstay was the stack, which owed its existence to the fact that Cologne ... was 
located at a natural cut in the Rhine. Here, the imperfect hydraulic engineering and 
shipping technology forced the ships to be changed and the cargo reloaded. 


Cologne's Stapelrecht had two aspects: there was the Stapelrecht "in the narrower 
sense", also known as Niederlage- or Einlagerecht, and the "Umschlagsrecht". The former 
consisted of the fact that no merchant's goods were allowed to pass by or through the 
city without having been stored for a certain period of time, usually several days, in the 
department store, in the storerooms or in the public squares of the city before being 
offered for sale. This obligation was usually limited to a number of important goods, so- 
called "staple goods". And according to the second of the transshipment laws, goods that 
were to be transported past the city on the Rhine had to be transshipped in Cologne. 
This meant that hundreds of brokers, weighers, measurers, packers, porters and crane 
men were employed. 


When French troops occupied the left bank ofthe Rhine in 1794, the loss ofthe old 
privileges was feared, as France demanded free navigation of the Rhine at the Rastatt 
Congress. However, the French Commissioner Rudler confirmed the old privileges for 
Cologne and Mainz for the time being. 


In the meantime, Zündorf, located in the Bergisch region, had become the unloading port 
for ships coming from the Upper Rhine. The goods went from there to Mülheim. 
Conversely, many goods were unloaded in Mülheim and transported to Zündorf by land. 
Some ships even sailed past Cologne loaded and thus openly broke the stack. The 
Düsseldorfers went one step further and tried to set up a direct route to Mainz; they 
declared that they were now the first overloading point for goods coming from England, 
the Hanseatic cities, Holland and France. The Cologne Board of Trade issued warnings, 
but ultimately had to accept that Düsseldorf would establish this direct route and thus 
gain an important position. The overland route from Mülheim to Zündorf could not be 
used either. 


With the occupation of the left bank of the Rhine by the French, the French customs 
border was pushed forward to the Rhine. This had a severe impact on trade based in 
Cologne, as its traditional connections to the industrial areas of Bergisch, Mark, 
Westphalia, central and northern Germany were interrupted. Cologne was cut off from its 
entire hinterland on the right bank of the Rhine, and traffic on the Rhine was also 
affected. 


The town council decided to adapt to the given circumstances and do everything possible 
to save the economy from collapse. The old constitution of the imperial city initially 
remained in place until May 26, 1796, when a municipal constitution based on the 
French model was established, headed by a national commissioner of French origin, who 
was subordinate to the president, who in turn was assisted by five members. 


There was no lack of warning voices. In January 1798, Peter Johann Wilhelm Bemberg 
was the first to point out the negative consequences that the dismantling of the customs 
line would have for Cologne. 


Bemberg argued that the customs clearance of all foreign goods would increase the costs 
and thus the prices of goods for merchants. As he would no longer be competitive, he 
would lose the right bank of the Rhine as a sales area. In future, goods produced in 
Cologne could be freely imported into the French Republic, and perhaps new businesses 
would be set up by foreigners and some Cologne residents, but it remained to be seen 
whether merchants on the right bank of the Rhine would be able to offer their goods 
more cheaply, as they would receive their raw materials duty unpaid. 


In 1797, a Board of Trade was founded to represent the interests of commerce, from 
which the Chamber of Commerce later emerged. Its members were initially appointed. 
The statutes did not yet specify how members of this board who left prematurely were to 
be replaced. After consultation with the municipal administration, Kaspar Heinrich 
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Bembers, from Friedr. Wilh. Bemberg & Co; Georg Bletscher; Kern, associate of the Kern 
and Brüninghausen trading company; Johann Jakob Strömer, a paint and drug dealer 
from Gemünd, were appointed to the first board. 


It was planned that after a one-year term of office, some board members would be newly 
elected. These new elections were to take place on Nov. 8, 1798. Fuchs and Schüll were 
sent as delegates by the municipal administration. Together with the merchants Johann 
Jakob Herstatt, Max Cassinone®! , Wilhelm Boisser&ee and Abraham Eickel, they first 
examined the accounts of the board and discharged it.

duty of self-preservation. New members were elected to replace the retiring members: 
Max Cassinone, L.J. Mehlem, Nikolaus Heinrich Visser and Theodor Moll. 
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The "regulatory supervision of commercial administrations" also fell within the remit of 
the Board of Trade. It was intended to reduce the number of lawsuits by setting upa 
mediation office, which was to be staffed by merchants. At the instigation of the 
municipal administration, five merchants were appointed to this office on December 21, 
1798: Abraham Schaeffhausen, Peter Bemberg the Elder (K V/5), Peter Jos. Cassinone, 
Joh. David Herstatt and Konrad Moll. They acted as commercial judges. 
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The development of the company Friedrich Wilhelm Bemberg & Co. 


The development of manufactories in the 18th century was hampered by the restrictive 
regulations of the guilds, which feared for jobs, as they believed that it was possible to 
secure jobs and sales at the same time by insisting on the level of technology achieved. 
As a result, there was a lack of inner willingness to progress and a keen interest in 
technical development. When, at the beginning of the French period, the external 
inhibitions and at the same time the guild barriers fell away, a large proportion of 
tradesmen were not prepared for this new development. There was also a lack of financial 
resources to rebuild large businesses that could become profitable with the relocation of 
the customs border. Only a few families, including the Bemberg family, seized the 
opportunity. 


Friedr. Wilh. Bemberg & Co. specialized in the wholesale of muslin, cotton goods of all 
kinds, linen, woollen fabrics and manufactured goods of all kinds. The import of English 
goods and linen from the Bergisch region played a decisive role in this. 


The continental blockade imposed by the French in their fight against England cut the 
company off from most of its sources of supply. The French administration went so far in 
its fight against English goods that it had them confiscated and publicly burned ifthey 
were found. These goods, some of which reached Cologne through extensive smuggling 
via the right bank of the Rhine, also made up the main stock of goods at Bemberg u. Co., 
which suffered considerable losses as a result. 


As compensation, there was the opportunity to enter into the production of the newly 
fashionable cotton fabrics, the sale of which offered favorable earnings opportunities 
within the French customs territory. The prerequisite for this was favorable pricing. The 
price that had to be paid for the land on which new factories were to be built was - due to 
the lack of expansion possibilities of the walled city - a significant part of the production 
costs. The secularized church estates, which could be acquired cheaply, presented 
themselves as a favourable opportunity. The company Fr. W. Bemberg & Co. acquired 
the site of the former Capuchin monastery at Macchabäerstrasse 28 in order to rebuild a 
cotton spinning and weaving mill there. 
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The owners of Bemberg & Co. are named in the trade register of 1810:

In contrast to most other textile processing companies, which stuck to the old production 
methods despite expanding their production, Bemberg & Co. was the first to set upa 
mechanically operated factory on this site. 


On July 10, 1810, they asked the maire (mayor) for permission to set up a "Filature et 
Tissage de Coton" (cotton spinning and weaving mill), which was to be powered by 
machines. In 1811, they received permission from the prefect in Aachen, who was 
superior to the city of Cologne, to set up a "pompe ä feu pour activer la filature de coton”, 
with the justification (translated from French, which was the official language at the 
time): 

"From the inquiries it is evident that the erection of a steam engine in the factory 
of Messrs. Bemberg & Co. and that it can cause no harm to any owner and as far 
as health is concerned, does not constitute an obstacle. It is therefore fair to 
favor the development of industry ifit cannot harm anyone." 


The trade register provides information on the technical equipment of the business: 


Of the 21 "mul- jennys" (spinning machines) counted in the city of Cologne, 20 
were at Bemberg & Co.

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Excursus: Memorandum by Johann Peter Wilhelm Bemberg 
"On the state of the economy in Cologne, 1798" (handwritten by himself) 
"The plot of the city of Cölln can easily be divided into clauses. 


1) The first category undoubtedly includes the wine trade, which 
transports domestic wines to neighboring and distant countries to the 
east, west and north. 


2) The second category could include the important trade in other 
domestic products, such as fruit, brandy, oil, copper, lead and iron, 
flax and wool, etc. 


3) This is followed by the extensive transit trade in foreign products 
from East and West, India, France, Brabant, Holland and the North, 
which are supplied by the Rhine, Moselle and Meuse, and with which 
we supply the neighboring countries, consisting mainly of salt, 0ox 
hides, specie, dyes, minerals, salted fish, cotton, cottana, silk, taffeta, 
etc. 


4) The subsequent transit trade with foreign manufactories is less 
significant. Then because they can bear the land freight, and the 
merchants living on the other side of the Rhine in large numbers have 
no duties at all, they are still able to give more favorable prices than 
we do. 


5) The trade in urban manufactories and products is probably the 
least significant, as there are still so few of them. 


6) In addition, there is the expedition business of foreign goods in 
transit; and 


7) The bill of exchange, which for the most part forms the commission 
here, but is very attractive because of its secondary branches: and 
finally 


The urban activity, namely consumption, is by far not commensurate with the 
size of the city, which is due to the fact that although the city contains 8,000 
houses, half of them, 4,000 houses, are inhabited by poor people, gens sens 
fortune. 


-If the trade with foreign manufactories mentioned in paragraph 4 is already 
severely restricted by the competition of merchants living on the other side of the 
Rhine, no new obstacles may be imposed on it by restricting imports and exports; 
on the contrary, any further restrictions would completely destroy it and the 
trade with foreign products in general. 


The fact that under the previous government all goods were subject to a 1.7% 
duty on arrival, even though most of them left the city, was probably only for the 
purpose of facilitating consumption in the city. Although this purpose has been 
achieved, it has also had the disadvantage that the transit goods trade has never 
been able to achieve the same momentum as the wine trade, which is free of all 
taxes.

It is nearly a year since I was given the honorable appointment of becoming a member 
of the Board of Trade; it is worthwhile and exhilarating to be able to spend part of 
one's time in the service of one's fellow men; the ten months that I have had the 
pleasure of spending in the benevolent circle of insightful men working tirelessly for 
the good of trade will remain unforgettable. 


But as all earthly fortune is fickle, I too will have to do without it. The great 
destructive catastrophe (the relocation of the customs border to the Rhine) which has 
affected Cologne's trade has weighed heavily on my business to date; other branches 
of trade still have some means of recourse left, but mine has none at all. Iam 
forbidden to trade with manufactories which are of English origin, as well as with 
those which are not. 


I even had to send the former out of the territory of the Republic (France) at great loss; 
so Ihave no choice but to start a new business, and Ineed not remind you as an 
expert that this requires a merchant's full attention, effort and use of even the 
smallest part of his time. 


Add to this the extraordinary circumstance that I am five and sixty years old. You will 
scarcely believe that I have not yet been able to come to terms with my brother on 
account of our former sicety, and then Iam convinced you will judge for yourselves 
that, considering my years, I have the greatest reason to sit up with every hour. 


Our circle has already had to part with two worthy members; one was separated from 
us by the sad necessity of nursing a sick body, and the other member was called from 
our midst by a higher calling. From this day forward, a closer but more urgent calling 
commands me to devote myself entirely to my business and family affairs, and the 
duty of serving my neighbor must this time give way to the greater duty of self- 
preservation. 


My dearest collages and friends, please accept my warmest and most sincere thanks 
for the esteemed friendship you have granted me during our association - accept my 
thanks for the forbearance you have had with me when an inflammation of the eye, 
which increased more than it decreased, hindered me from sharing my work with you 
in the light - and if you wish to fill the measure of my obligations, please also 
undertake to justify my resignation (if necessary) to the Municipality.

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The Kalckberner family3® had been living in and around Aachen for centuries. In 1611, 
Johann Kalckberner made a name for himself as mayor of Aachen. As a staunch 
Lutheran, he had to flee to Jülich. His son Adam also had to leave in 1615 and setupa 
copper mill near Eschweiler. 


Adam Kalckberner, presumably his son, dies in 1685 as a brass manufacturer in 
Norrköping/Sweden, where brass manufacturers from the Stolberg and Aachen area had 
emigrated to escape pressure from the guilds. 


In 1585 "Kalckberners Mühle" is mentioned in Stolberg. 
In 1616 Jacob Kalckberner is enfeoffed with the Wolfsburg mill in Stolberg.

Peter Bemberg's residential building in Cologne housed a tax office in 1925. It was 
destroyed during the destruction of Cologne in the war. The house had the number 4720, 
near the headquarters of the Cologne water company "4711", whose company name is 
derived from the house number. 


Peter Bemberg took over the textile wholesale business from his father. As he mainly 
imported English goods and cloth, his business was hit particularly hard by the 
Continental Blockade imposed by Napoleon I. The stocks of these imported goods were 
confiscated and burned on Neumarkt. The stocks of these imported goods were 
confiscated and burned on the Neumarkt. As a result, he was forced to switch to new 
production methods and types of goods . 


In line with the times, he reoriented his business towards cotton goods, which had 
become fashionable around 1800. Together with several family members, he founded the 
cotton spinning and -weaving mill Friedr. Wilh. Bemberg & Co. which had already 
existed as a company but did not yet have its own production facilities. 


He was elected to the newly founded Board of Trade (later the Chamber of Commerce) as 
a commercial judge, whose task it was to settle disputes among merchants through 
arbitration. He had to relinquish this office when the business transition became 
necessary. 


In 1808, 6 years before his death, he became increasingly paralyzed, which rendered him 
completely immobile in the last years of his life. When the illness broke out, he wrote a 
farewell letter to his wife in 1808- he died in 1814- , which was only to be opened after 
his death: 
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"..aslcan still wield the pen, which may no longer be possible later ... Our children are 
allgrown up and provided for. If they want to work and be thrifty, they will get by. 
Unfortunately, it is not my fault, as I can testify, if I cannot leave them more wealth. The 
unheard-of, cruel war has destroyed the trading business and deprived every noble- 
minded merchant of the courage to undertake ventures, due to the so often renewed 
burdens and obstacles. This was also my case, and the main source of my weak health 


You have no reason to worry. Your ample livelihood is taken care ofin the expectation 
that you will make the best use of it ..." 


The expectation that his wife would survive him was not fulfilled; she died 11 weeks 
before him. 


In the notice of his death, which his children had printed, it says, among other things 


"... For five years and eight months our dear father had been completely paralyzed and 
unable to give his body the slightest movement, confined to the bed of pain. An 
unparalleled patience, a complete devotion to the will of the Eternal, with unimpaired 
mental strength, characterized him in these last years as much as in his earlier ones the 
tireless activity in his profession ..." 


In a family register of the Boull& family there is a handwritten entry by Susanne 
Elisabeth Bemberg, n&e Boulle, from 1793:

Johann Bulle was apparently not born in Mengeringhausen. He married into the 
Mengeringhausen council family Flasche and worked as a grocer, apparently doing such 
good business that his son Johann Philipp was able to lease two iron hammers. In order 
to supply these hammers with iron, he added an ironworks. He is described in the 
church register as a "factor", which suggests that he did not own the hammers but ran 
them as a manager. He must have been wealthy, as evidenced by the gravestones that 


still exist today. 


The son of this factor Philipp Johann is Johann Arnd Boulle, councillor, town treasurer 
(Pfennigsmeister) and mayor of Mengeringhausen. His sons seem to have been very 
enterprising: one went to Berlin as an apprentice and only later returned home, another 
studied in Göttingen; one family member became a merchant and wine merchant in 
Berlin. And finally, Johann Matheus Bullau no longer seems to have been able to hold 
outin Mengeringhausen after his brother had already moved to Bayreuth as a merchant. 
He moves to Zündorf/Rhine to set up a stacking and forwarding business there.35 


Around this time, around 1730, the free imperial city of Cologne exploited its stacking 
rights so ruthlessly that trade on the Rhine was severely curtailed. All ships traveling up 
and down the Rhine had to unload their goods in Cologne and offer them for sale there; 
in addition, a high duty was levied. In 1736, the city even decreed that all goods destined 
for the surrounding area, including those for Mülheim/Rhine and Zündorf, had to be 
transported to the city of Cologne first. 36

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This one-sided Cologne power policy prompted merchants in the surrounding area to 
bypass the Cologne customs by land. The Duke of Berg, the sovereign of the area on the 
right bank of the Rhine opposite Cologne, facilitated the circumvention of Cologne's 
stacking rights by building roads on his territory on the right bank of the Rhine, so that 
Zündorf above Cologne and Mülheim below Cologne flourished as transhipment points. 


Around 1732, Johann Mathäus Boulle arrived (he had already called himself this before 
the French period) and, apparently together with Philipp Friedrich Huth, succeeded the 
merchant Bruno Martens, who held the concessions for a forwarding and trading 
company. 


Although Boull& was Protestant, he and his family were held in high esteem by the 
predominantly Catholic inhabitants of the village. The lively intellectual life in the Boulle& 
house also contributed to this. Even after the family had left Zündorf at the beginning of 
the 19th century, it was said that Goethe's friends, the Zurich preacher and 
physiognomist Lavater (1747 - 1801) and the pedagogue Johann Bernhard Basedow 
(1723 - 1790) had been guests of the Boulle family. 


In 1739, Johann Matthäus Boull& leased the timber growth on Zündorf Island for six 
years and paid 15 Reichstaler a year for it. The trading license issued by Karl Philipp von 
Berg on 28 Jan. 1739 stated that Boull& and Huth had asked to lease the wood 
belonging to Bruno Martens and others in Zündorf in the district of Porz. 


"to graciously extend the privilege granted to merchants setting up in business to the 
young merchants joining the Mertens’ trade". 


The sovereign granted the request and determined that the 


Boull& and Huth and other merchants soon to be established, when those coming in 
from abroad will produce a credible appearance of their origin, also of honest trade and 
commerce, shall be permitted to trade freely and without hindrance there and in these 
lands of ours in all honest trade in all kinds of goods, both large and small, with ell, 
measure and weight". 


Boulle, Huth and the other merchants are not to be subject to the jurisdiction of the Porz 
office, but directly to the Jülich-berg court council in Düsseldorf and instead of the 
departed council of commerce to the special commissioners now appointed. 


The merchants' apartments should be free 


"of bailments, guards, breaking, manual and tension services, and all other war and 
personal burdens, whatever they may be or be called." 


Because of their trade and their food, they are not to be assessed for profit and trade tax 
or otherwise, only for the real burdens resting on the land or general debts still attached 
to it. The merchants shall come to an amicable settlement with the aldermen and 
stewards of Zündorf 


"for driving profit and trade." 
If necessary, the appointed commissioners have to decide. 


The privilege is granted for twelve years. The merchants are to be protected and accepted 
as loyal subjects after taking the customary oath of homage. 


All goods that the merchants will buy elsewhere and pass through the duke's lands or 
others shall be safe everywhere and not be hindered, otherwise the sovereign promises 
his help. 


In order to promote the welfare of the subjects, as well as to buy and sell all kinds of 
goods under the above conditions, Boull& and Huth, as well as other merchants following 
them, are permitted to settle in Zündorf and trade in all kinds of goods. 
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Boull& took up residence in the former house "Am Markt 2" and later owned another 
house, as well as a packing house to the north-west of it, with a bleaching area to the 
north. The trading privilege for Boull€ and Huth was extended to twelve years in 1750. 
Boull& had to pay the real tax burden on his dwelling and his goods. For the exemption 
from quartering and for trade and profit, 20 Reichstaler were to be paid annually. 


The fact that the activities of these enterprising merchants also caused offense is evident 
from several lawsuits against them. 


In 1751, for example, the tenant of the Zündorf Landzolls filed a complaint against them 
for customs evasion and obtained that the mayor of Porz collect the amount of 154 
Reichstaler 66 Albus from the merchants and hand it over to the customs tenant. In 
1755, the Catholic priest of Niederzündorf complains during a visitation to the council in 
Düsseldorf that a Lutheran merchant (apparently Boulle) is allowed to unload carts on 
Sundays and public holidays with impunity. The permission was surely only intended for 
emergencies. 


In 1756, shortly before the outbreak of the Seven Years' War, the Porz office reported to 
Düsseldorf regarding the sovereign's circular decree concerning the export of fruit (grain). 
Fruits that were not delivered as rent by those who lived in the office had to be consumed 
by them. The fruit merchants Boull& and Ewald lived in Zündorf, who, as in the previous 
year, bought fruit and 


"sold to the arriving carriages to both local residents and those from the Black Forest 
and Homburg, without a corresponding warehouse being set up" 


was. In November 1756, Boull& was reported to the mayor of Porz for the illegal export of 
fruit and provisions. The merchant replied that the "Niederlage zu Weiß im Kölnischen" 
of which he was accused had not yet been established. Perhaps a Hessian carter had 
taken the fruit in question out of the country, but the first seller could not be responsible 
for this. 


Boull& supplied the Catholic parish of Niederzündorf with cloth, yarn, oil, candles, soap, 
"Steif", 3 lots of "bleu" and 2 lots of ""Wasserbleu" in 1756, in 1759 he sold them only oil, 
and in 1759 also "Lemetzegarn". 


In 1763, Boull& applied to extend his trading license for himself and his heirs to 24 years 
and spoke with pride of the "trade mainly introduced by him". The trading license was 
extended by 12 years in return for an annual profit tax of 25 Reichstaler. The privileges 
granted were extended with the proviso that they could not extend to anything that 
would be enforced by force majeure. 


Johann Mathäus Boull& died between 1765 and 1769. The business was passed on to 
his sons Daniel, Andreas and Philipp. 


A terrible accident happened in May 1778: Daniel Andreas Boull& and his wife wanted to 
cross the Rhine in his carriage on the "Ponte" (ferry) near Deutz. The horse in Boull&'s 
carriage bolted and the vehicle and its occupants sank into the water. 


The widow of Johann Matheus Boull& then sells the business. Peter Bemberg takes over 
the business as his sister-in-law's authorized representative. 


Philipp Boulle initially set up an ironmongery in Zündorf, but soon began - perhaps 
inspired by the example of his ancestors - to build a stretching hammer to process 
Siegerland iron and two associated bar hammers in the municipality of Volberg in the 
Bergisches Land. 


Susanne Elisabeth Bemberg, n&e Boull&, moved to Cologne to live with her son Peter, 
who reported his mother's death on April 11, 1814.

With the 
dissolution of this property too, the last trace of the old splendor of the Jabach house is 
lost" 


Caspar Heinrich's Aachen "liaison" must have been "persona non grata" in his wealthy, "bourgeois" 
and strictiy Lutheran Cologne family! Not only was she "not from a good family", she was also - 
and this was probably the main reason why Caspar Heinrich never married Gertrudis Trömpeler - 
Catholic. This fact made her simply impossible as the wife of a Bemberg for a family that had 
always striven for influence in their Lutheran parish. 


Accordingly, there is no information about Gertrudis Trömpeler and her son Casparus, who was 
born out of wedlock, in the documents of the Cologne branch of the family that can be found. 


The fact that no other information can be found on Gertrudis Trömpeler suggests that she was a 
woman from a very humble background. 


Where and when Caspar Heinrich and Gertrudis met, whether and for how long they lived together 
in his Aachen house Neumanns Marneff am Büchel, where he lived during his many and long stays 
in Aachen, and how their lives were otherwise organized, will therefore probably remain in the 
dark. 


The only documentary evidence of Caspar Heinrich's paternity is the entry dated September 22, 
1790 in the baptismal register of the Catholic parish of St. Follian in Aachen, in which he is 
referred to as the father, but his son Casparus as "Illegetemius". 


For Caspar Heinrich's Lutheran family in Cologne, this Catholic baptism of Casparus must have 
been an "affront".

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It is therefore not surprising that Caspar Heinrich was listed as "single" until his death. 


Nevertheless, Casparus did not take his mother's name, as was customary for illegitimate children 
at the time, but instead bore the surname Bemberg until the end of his life, which could be an 
indication that Caspar Heinrich took care of his "Aachen family" during his stays in Aachen.

Gentlemen, 


In reply to your letter of June 29 of this year, I have the honor to inform you 
that Mr. Peter Bemberg, cotton manufacturer in this city, partner of Friedrich 
Wilh. Bemberg & Co, is currently in Aachen and, according to the information 
I have received, will be staying there until the first of August, when the prize 
donated by His Majesty the Emperor for the promotion of crafts and industry 
in the department of Roer will be distributed. 


Since this factory owner has the skills to perform the duties of a judge, it 
seems appropriate to us to propose him for this position and to make use of 
his residence there, especially since no further costs are involved.

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Friedrich Wilh. Bemberg & Co. was severely affected by the turmoil of the French period 
and the Continental Blockade, as a result of which it lost its strong economic position. 
Although its current owner, Peter Bemberg, endeavored to rebuild it, his short life (+ 
January 11, 1827) suggests that he was not endowed with the iron health that otherwise 
distinguished the Bembergs . Moreover, like his ancestors, he took on additional tasks 
within the newly founded Chamber of Commerce, which also took up his energies. As 
early as 1813, he was called upon to perform these tasks, as can be seen from the letter 
from the President of the Trade Court to the members of the Chamber of Commerce. 


As all trade barriers had fallen and there were no funds 
available for an en gros business, the business was 
mainly run as a retail business, the management of 
which he mainly left to Maria Theresia Drügg, 
daughter of a wine merchant from Gemünd/Eifel, who 
worked for him. 


He married her in 1823. 


It is thanks to her that the business 
regained its reputation and that the 
losses from the war years could be 
recouped. It is therefore justified to make 
special mention of her. 


Family members who still knew her as an 
old representative woman report that the 
strikingly beautiful and agile, amiable girl 
soon won the sympathy of customers, 
that they attached importance to being 
served only by her and that they gladly 
sought her advice on matters of taste. 


After only a short marriage - her 3rd 
child, her son Otto, was only born after 
his father's death - she continued to run 
the business with unbroken energy. She

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Those who knew her personally described her as witty, lively and amiable, even in her old 
age. However, when it seemed necessary to her, she could also become very outspoken 
and act energetically, hardly allowing herself to be influenced by the opinions of those 
around her. When the dogma of papal infallibility was proclaimed at the Vatican Council 
in 1870, she converted to Old Catholicism in protest, despite her Catholic upbringing.

The business she ran flourished thanks to her energy and also thanks to its favorable 
location in the Hohestraße, which developed into Cologne's main shopping street, to such 
an extent that she was able to have a Swiss-style vacation home called "der Vendel" built 
for herself and her family in Brühl near Cologne, where she gathered painters, writers 
and composers around her, to whom she also made the house available as a retreat and 
place to work. The composer Marschner composed his opera "Hans Heiling" there; the 
painter Aschenbach, who was often a guest there, created watercolors (lost since 1945) of 
the house and the surrounding area.

In 1853, she acquired the Niederfalkenhayn manor in Silesia, where she kept house on a 
grand scale. Family members were always her guests. She was also the center ofa circle 
of estate owners who liked to gather at her home. Her lively spirit and interest in all 
matters of the day were the bond that drew visitors to Falkenhayn time and again. But 
her sympathy also extended to the inhabitants of the village. When she died, the local 
priest expressed this in his memorial speech: 


"She wasn't just the mother of her children and grandchildren, she was the mother ofthe 
whole village." 


In her memory, her children founded a retirement home in Falkenhayn, an extraordinary 
event at the time. 


The store at Brückenstraße 1-3 existed under the name Bemberg until around 1914. It 
was continued by the Wendelstadt descendants from the 2nd marriage.

Documentary evidence of Caspar Heinrich's paternity is the entry dated September 22, 1790 in the 
baptismal register of the Catholic parish of St. Follian, in which he is referred to as the father, but 
his son Casparus as "Illegetemius". 


Since, as an illegitimate son, he had no (inheritance) rights against his father and his family, he 
did what was often the only way for illegitimate sons to earn a living at the time - he joined 
Napoleon's Grande Armee as a soldier in 1809 at the age of 19 and served in it until May 7, 1813. 


Nothing is known about his life after his discharge from the army until his marriage to Theresia 
Lennartz on 23. 11. 1822. This marriage produced 10 children. 


Nothing is known about his life after his marriage until his death in 1841, apart from the birth 
records of his children.

In the 1950s, he brought the idea of saunas from 
Finland, where he was stationed on a submarine during the war, to "Swabia" and thus founded the 
commercial sauna market in Germany. He began designing heating systems for saunas in his 
parents’ mechanical workshop. He thought about how the sauna cabin could be heated more 
evenly and efficiently compared to a classic sauna heater and developed the famous rear wall 
heating system, which is used by all sauna builders today. The first patent from Bemberg has been 
continuousliy developed to this day. 


The family business was founded around 118 years ago (1898) by Paul Bemberg's grandfather 
with an industrial workshop in Lauffen am Neckar in Baden-Württemberg. This was the time of the 
manufacture of steam generators, especially for steam locomotives fired by coke ovens. While 
most workshops in this pre-war period were dedicated to the production of metal coke ovens, 
some developed into railroad and later automobile manufacturers in the 19th and 20th centuries. 
Paul Bemberg, on the other hand, developed the family business into a renowned sauna 
manufacturer. We designed and produced pioneering sauna heaters and sauna cabins over 70 
years ago.

Otto Peter Friedrich Bemberg was a German businessman, financier and industrialist, founder of 
the business empire and dynasty of the Argentinian "Casa Bemberg". 


The son of Peter Bemberg Boull& and Maria Teresa Drügg settled temporarily in Argentina in 1852 
and founded a company for the import of fabrics and the export of grain. He later expanded into 
other areas with the support of the Ocampo family, who worked as colonizers, road and bridge 
builders, among other things. 


He was a consul in Paris and founded the Franco Argentina distillery in 1860 and the Brasserie 
Argentine Societ€ Anonyme in Paris in 1888, later Cerveza Quilmes, together with his son Otto 
Sebastian Bemberg, who had specialized in beer brewing at the Technical University of Munich and 
founded the Argentina House (Fundaciön Argentina) in the university city of Paris in 1928. 


On October 31, 1890, production and sales began at the modern distillery, whose brand name 
takes up the old indigenous name of the place: Quilmes, an indigenous tribe from Tucumän who 
had to emigrate to the province of Buenos Aires. 


During the governments of Mitre and Avellaneda, he promoted the colonization of the province of 


Santa Fe.

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The story of the French-Argentine branch of the Bemberg family is actually the story of aman who 

was born just 150 years too early, otherwise he would have been honored as "Manager of the 

Year" and become celebrated and well-known in the press. In the second half of the 19th century, 

Otto Peter Friedrich Bemberg was already what is now known in the relevant trade press as a 

"Habital Entrepreneur" - a founder and entrepreneur who was always on the lookout for the next 
business idea and founded several companies at the 
same time. 


He was a visionary! He was a driving force, took risks 
and was an "entrepreneur" in the classic sense. >> 
His enthusiasm and excitement were infectious. He 
made decisions when others were still waiting and 
created facts. This is exactly the right thing to do in a 
time of rapid change (as in Argentina in the last few 
years before the turn of the century). He is not afraid 
of technology, he is not afraid to take risks, he is 
impatient and he is the least sparing of all. He is a 
"doer" who has no problem constantly making 
decisions that can mean life or death. << This 
description of the "typical characteristics" of an 
entrepreneur of our time describes his behavior quite 
accurately. His basic attitude of creating and 
launching only high-quality products, long before the 
term "Made in Germany" existed as a mark of quality, 
and which he passed on to his son Otto Sebastiän, 
was the decisive factor in the enormous economic 
success that the Bemberg family enjoyed with the Quilmes brewery that was later founded. He 
had set his sights on nothing less than founding an ultra-modern brewery that would produce a 
quality beer for the mass market, create a brand name that was unavoidable in the industry and 
finally gain a direct foothold in the domestic market - and realized this vision in 1888/1889 with 
the construction of what was then the largest brewery near Buenos Aires, equipped with all the 
technical achievements of the time.

He had also taken up an idea from German Chancellor Otto von Bismarck and made it his own, 
which was by no means a matter of course for entrepreneurs of his time: a growing industrial 
society needs healthy and happy workers. This is why the workers and their families were provided 
with a house and a small piece of land to grow fruit and vegetables when the brewery was built. 
They also received social assistance to cover their health costs and guarantee them a minimum 
income in old age. 


Unfortunately, due to Juan Perön's later military dictatorships and the Peronists still active in 
Argentina today, his achievements and those of his successors for Argentina were never 
recognized, so that he is still not to be found in the ranks of the "pioneers of the 19th century", 
such as the well-known American "movers and shakers" the brothers John D. and William 
Rockefeller, Thomas A. Edison, William Randolph Hearst and others, where he would certainly 
have deserved a place.

When Otto Peter Friedrich Bemberg was born on May 1, 1827, his father Peter had died only a few 
months earlier, on January 17, 1827. 


His mother Maria Theresia, who was known to be very energetic, continued to run the company 
with unbroken energy after the death of her father following the turmoil of the "French period" 
and the associated continental blockade, which severely affected the business of Friedrich Wilh. 
Bemberg & Co. and weakened the company economically. The following year, Maria Theresia, who 
was only 29 years old, married the wealthy merchant Hans Wendelstadt (also a cloth wholesaler 
and retailer) and took him into the company, which now traded under the name "Bemberg- 
Wendelstadt". 


Otto Peter Friedrich Bemberg grew up in a very wealthy family, but, like his father, was obviously 
not blessed with the iron health that otherwise characterized the Bembercgs. 


Otto Eduardo Bemberg, the grandson of Otto Bembersg, writes in 1977: 


"Otto Bemberg, my grandfather, was supposed to take a boat trip to Rio de 
Janeiro and back to cure a tuberculosis he was suffering from. 


As the sailors were often stuck at the equator in the Kalmen zone for many 
weeks, the warm, humid and clean air there had a beneficial effect on his 
recovery, so that he felt much better. He therefore regretted having to leave the 
ship in Rio and, after his arrival there, turned to his consul to obtain letters of 
recommendation from him to the Prussian consul in Buenos Aires, where the 
sailor was to continue his journey in order to take on new cargo there. 


So, instead of returning to Germany, my grandfather continued his journey to 
Buenos Aires, where he met a young girl whom he married in Buenos Aires - to 
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the later great displeasure! of his mother (Maria Theresia Bemberg n&e Drügg). 
This girl, my grandmother Louisa Ocampo, came from a wealthy Argentinian 
family. Nevertheless, my great-grandmother received the young woman rather 
coldly when the couple returned to Brückenstraße in Cologne. 


They had traveled to Cologne via le Havre - Paris. They stopped off in Paris. It 
was the era of the beginning of the Second Empire, and they were dazzled by the 
luxury that prevailed there and also by the reception the wealthy young couple 
were given. 


As my grandfather intended to establish trade relations between Argentina and 
Europe, my grandmother suggested that he set up his office in Paris and take up 
residence there. 


This was the reason why the Bemberg family settled in Paris. 


They finally settled in Paris in 1867. In 1860 my grandfather was already 
Argentine consul in Paris (he was the first Argentine consul there) and was 
presented to Napoleon III in the same year." 


His sister Emma Catharina? Fay, n&e Bemberg, reports on her elegant Parisian brother: 


"The "Vendel", Maria Theresia Bemberg's summer house in Brühl, became our 
property when my mother moved to Nieder-Falkenhayn. We hosted many of our 
artist friends there. But it was a special thing when my elegant brother Otto from 
Paris visited us in Brühl, which he did often and with pleasure." 


And a Dutch niece wrote in her diary in 1895: 


"Tve also stayed with Aunt Louisa Bemberg several times. She has a magnificent 
apartment with a large marble vestibule and a large servant staff. She was a 
constant refuge for me when I felt abandoned, invited me to the theater and often 
took me to the Bois de Boulogne in her equiage." 


In 1853, the young man returned to Buenos Aires with a large capital and his mother's blessing. 


There he married the twenty-year-old Louisa Ocampo on December 12, 1853. His mother Maria 
Theresa was of course not present. Louisa's "introduction" to her mother-in-law was to take place 
at the beginning of 1854 during the couple's honeymoon. 


"Where is Argentina?" the mother-in-law seems to have asked her daughter-in-law at this first 
meeting, as if she didn't know where to find the country on the map. 


Louisa was not offended. Especially as she and her husband had made a long stopover in Paris on 
their way to Germany. There, the couple were received with all the attentions befitting their social 
status. They attended numerous receptions and parties for days on end. Since Napoleon IIT's 
marriage to Eugenie de Montijo, the daughter of the Count of Teba, in 1853, anything that looked 
Spanish was fashionable in Paris. Louisa and Otto Peter, who came from faraway Argentina and 
belonged to high society, were immediately accepted by the important Parisian circles. Louise 
immediately fell in love with this radiant city, which was in a constant state of excitement and 
began to revitalize the imperial party. So much so that she wanted to settle there forever and as 
soon as possible. 


1 According to the explanations in " LOS Bemberg DE 1827 A 2013" , this account was very understated. According to the family 
history, his mother Maria Theresa, who had been waiting two years for her son's return, was extremely displeased. She initially refused 
to accept that her son was marrying "an Indian woman". She had obviousiy wanted her son to marry a daughter from a solid, middle- 
class Cologne family. Nevertheless, as a loving mother, she ultimately gave in to her son's wishes and accepted her son's marriage to 
Louisa Ocampo. She even provided him with 200,000 gold marks so that he had an easier "entry" into business in Argentina and did not 
have to live at the expense of the Ocampo family. This "dowry" shows the enormous wealth of the Bemberg family in Cologne. 


? Emma Catharina was married to the Cologne councillor Fey. 
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Europe, the Europe that the Ocampos have always loved so much, and Paris, its true capital, have 
so much to offer! Even back then, Otto Peter, spurred on by his wife, was already thinking about 
how to set up and run companies on both sides of the Atlantic. 


But for now, the honeymoon is over and he has to return to Argentina. That's where his projects 
are, where happiness awaits him. However, he never severed his ties with Germany. At the 
beginning of 1854, thanks to his father-in-law, Otto Peter succeeded in being appointed 
Argentinean Consul General in Berlin. A means of maintaining the connection to his family, but 
certainly also of establishing business relations with his anti-egalitarian compatriots. 


Argentina, to which the couple probably returned in early 1854, had little to do with what Otto 
Peter had experienced in 1850. While Juan Manuel de Rosas was in prison and in exile in London, 
Justo Jose de Urquiza organized a congress in 1853 that adopted a republican and representative 
constitution based on a weakened federalism. But the country was seething. The province of Aires, 
which supported the unification efforts, refused to accept the constitution and officially broke away 
from the "Argentine Confederation" under Urquiza's presidency. 


The conflict was finally decided in 1886 at the Battle of Pavön, in which the confederation was 
defeated. From then on, the idea of unity dominated the country. But by the mid-1850s, despite 
the difficult times the country was experiencing, a new wind was blowing in Argentina. The 
stagnation that had prevailed during Rosaism was replaced by an undeniable economic dynamism, 
characterized above all by a greater openness to the outside world. 


Against this background, Otto Peter decided to set up his own business. 


In the early 1850s, even before his marriage to Louisa Ocampo, he had already founded a 
company as a young man together with one of his famous German brothers-in-Ilaw, Rudolf 
Heimendhal, which specialized in the import of fabrics and the export of grain to Europe: OB & Co. 


His Cologne family and their historical connections to England were very helpful in this first 
experience. The company developed rapidiy and enabled the founder to build up a considerable 
fortune. 


When he returned from his honeymoon, the situation was even more favorable. 


Urquiza's victory, to whose circles his father-in-law Sebastian Ocampo had always belonged, put 
him at the center of all the country's political and economic maneuvers. As a large landowner, 
entrepreneur and businessman, Sebastian Ocampo is not only well-known in government circles, 
but is also indispensable in all major economic projects that are important for the future of 
Argentina. 


Thanks to the support of his father-in-law and his relatives, especially Thomas Armstrong, and 
above all thanks to the money his mother had lent him, Otto Peter decided to start a new chapter 
in his life in 1854. 


In the same year, he founded a distillery called Hudson in Conchitas, a suburb of Buenos Aires, 
which was to become the cornerstone of the family fortune. We know almost nothing about this 
company, except that it was one of the only two alcohol factories in Argentina, along with the 
Bieckert brewery, which was controlled by English captains. The choice of this activity is well- 
considered. Apart from the fact that Argentina had been experiencing rapid population growth of 
around 5% per year since the 18505, which opened up a huge market for Otto Peter, the country 
was already a major grain producer, which gave the young entrepreneur privileged access to this 
raw material. 


In the 1850s, Argentina's economic development was still in its infancy. With the exception of a 
few German colonies, which were founded in the greater Buenos Aires area from 1827, the 
country's population development was still largely due to natural growth and not to the influx of 
foreign immigrants. The country had also not yet benefited from the untouched soils of the 
Pampas, the exploitation of which would have made it one of the world's leading grain producers. 
However, the dynamism of the Argentinian market provided Otto Peter with sufficient work and 
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the Conchitas distillery and the import-export business got off to a promising start. The great 
ambitions would only come to fruition later, in the 1870s and 1880s. 


In the early 18605, ten years after his arrival in Argentina, Otto Peter already enjoyed the 
reputation of a successful industrialist. He was open-minded towards Europe, with which he traded 
grain and clothing, he owned a large distillery on the outskirts of Buenos Aires, and he enjoyed 
valuable support at the highest level of government and in the "clubs and societies" that were 
emerging in the country at the time, such as the Masonic-inspired "Club de extranjeros" of Buenos 
Aires, which had been founded by Thomas Armstrong, the later father-in-law of his son Otto 
Sebastiän. At the time, these societies were mainly made up of members of high society and 
expanded their networks worldwide. 


Although Sebastian Ocampo died early in the fall of 1854, it cannot be ruled out that Otto Peter 
was still involved in the business of his father-in-law shortly before his death, who had increasingly 
invested in promising projects alongside his political career. A short time later, atthe end of the 
"Chaco War" - also known as the Tricont War - Otto Peter was to prove his expertise once again. 


Business, but also family... 


In Berlin, where her husband was consul, the young Louise gave birth to her first child, Rosa, on 
November 7, 1854. This was one month after the death of her father Sebastian, whom she had no 
longer been able to see. Three more children were born in Buenos Aires in the following years: 
Otto Sebastian on April 17, 1857 - the two names together sealed the alliance between the two 
families - Louisa in 1860 and Herman on March 29, 1861. 


His mother had only one wish: to return to Paris and settle there permanently. Otto Peter also 
thought seriousiy about it. It should be noted that Paris, imperial Paris in all its splendor, was 
considered the capital of the world at the time. Was this a consequence of the extraordinary 
economic boom that France had experienced since Napoleon III came to power? Let us not forget 
that Paris at that time was a veritable 
whirlwind of pleasures that were very 
tempting for a woman of barely thirty. As 
early as 1853, after his marriage to Eugenie 
de Montijo, the Emperor had inaugurated 
Dorte's life with opening evenings at the 
Opera and the Comedie Francaise, as well 
as the famous Compiegne series - six weeks 
of hunting in October and November, during 
which the Emperor and his wife received 
around a hundred guests each week. 
Encouraged by this example, Parisians soon 
embarked on a life of pleasure and light- 
heartedness. Every part of the day has its 
place. During the day, a mixed crowd 
flocked to the new green spaces created or 
completely redesigned during the Empire: 
the Parc Monceau, the Parc Catelan and 
especially the Bois de Boulogne. 


But the heart of the city, the center of 
everything, are the large boulevards, the 
boulevards Beaumarchais, Filles-Iu-Calvaire, 
Temple, Bonne-Nouvelle, Montmartre,

The aristocracy and the wealthy European and international bourgeoisie flock to the capital to buy 
clothes, jewelry and perfume in the tailor stores and jewelry stores on Rue de la Paix and Place 
Vendöme. 


The pleasures, the cosmopolitanism, the 
fashion, not to mention Eugenie de 
Montijo, who gives France a Spanish 
touch? No wonder Louise took it upon 
herself to convince her husband to settle 
in Paris and, why not, open his office 
there. As early as 1860, thanks to the 
strong political support of her family, the 
young woman succeeded in appointing 
Otto Peter as Consul of Argentina in 
France. That year marked the beginning 
of the couple's long stay in France, 
during which Otto Peter and his wife 
were introduced to Napoleon III and 
Eug&nie de Montijo - a memorable 
event. Three years later, in 1863, Otto 
Peter was officially appointed Consul 
General of Argentina in France, the first 
step towards obtaining French 
citizenship, which he received in June 
1863. 


After several trips between France and 
Argentina and the painful death of their 
little daughter Louise at the age of six in 
Buenos Aires, the couple officially settled 
at 15 Rue Richer in the 9th 
arrondissement, the most elegant 
district of Paris at the time, in 1867. 
They later moved to 30 Avenue Messine near Saint-Augustin."

But the German by birth and Argentinian by choice, who now lives in Paris, has not forgotten 
Argentina, where his brother-in-law Rodolfo Heimendhal is running the business in his absence. 


Nor did he forget the rapid development and constant diversification of the company. As a 
businessman and industrialist, Otto Peter played an important role in the development of the 
agricultural country from the 18605 onwards. Under the presidency of Bartolome Mitre (1862- 
1868) and later under Nicoläs Avellaneda (1874-1880), he was granted concessions to establish 
agricultural colonies in the province of Santa Fe, one of the most fertile areas of Argentina. This 
was an opportunity for the entrepreneur to acquire a large amount of land, especially for 
agriculture and forestry, which would later play a decisive role in the founding of the ©. Bemberg 
company. Trade, industry and land ownership were soon joined by the financial business. Since his 
appointment as Argentinian Consul General in France, Otto Peter established very useful 
relationships with French financial circles. For example, Bank Generale, founded in 1854, 
appointed him as its representative in Argentina at an unknown time in the 18605 in order to place 
its debts with the Argentine government. 
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It is therefore not surprising that Otto Peter Bemberg played a role in the 1865 conflict between 
Argentina - a temporary ally of Brazil and Uruguay - and Paraguay. This type of war was 
widespread in this part of the world at the time and was due to both regional political balances 
and the will of the warring parties 
to resolve sometimes very old 
territorial disputes by force of 
arms. This event was of decisive 
importance in Otto Peter's history 
and in the family history in 
general. The businessman and 
avowed patriot supported his 
adopted country with food, 
weapons, ammunition and 
clothing. According to some 
sources, Otto Peter, together with 
the businessmen Ambrosio 
Pläcido Lezica and Ana-Csis 
Eanüs, supplied the Argentine 
government with 14,000 rifles, 
—— 7,000 carbines, 11,000 sabres

Otto Bemberg and uniforms. 


These documents speak volumes about Otto Peter's financial power fifteen years after his arrival in 
Argentina. It was also during this war, which ended with the defeat of Paraguay in 1870, that Otto 
Peter founded the Societe industrielle et financiere pour l'’Amerique du Sud (Sifas), a purchasing 
center for equipment for the Argentine army, which later became the Banque Sifas de Paris, 
today's Banque private Quilvest. 


Although not without risk - states are notoriously bad payers - Otto Peter's role as a supplier to the 
army in the years 1865-1870 brought him additional wealth and influence. 


Otto Peter's participation in this conflict and the relationships he was able to establish with the 
government and the business world on this occasion made him a sought-after figure in the 
Argentine industrial and financial world. Another decisive event in this context was the "Conquest 
of the Desert", which the Argentine government carried out between 1879 and 1881 to establish 
its rule in the southern regions of the Pampas and eastern Patagonia, which were then in the 
hands of the Mapuche Indians. The violent military campaigns that followed in these regions 
provided the country with vast untouched territories that were quickly developed, opening the 
door to European immigration and making Argentina a major economic power. 


The "Conquest of the Desert" not only completed the unification of the country, but also enabled 
Otto Peter to increase his land holdings by acquiring huge tracts of land at low prices in the newly 
conquered areas. 


Even then, the Bemberg family owned several estates in Argentina. Together with his parents-in- 
law, Otto Peter was also involved in the development of the country's public infrastructure as well 
as important issues relating to the state and national debt. In the 18705, together with his brother- 
in-law Rodolfo Heimendhal, he participated in the founding of the companies Ferrocarril Central 
Norte and Ferrocarril Nordeste Argentina, whose aim was to supply the entire country. 


By the mid-1860s, the two main pillars of Bemberg's fortune - industry and trade - were already 
firmly established. Otto Peter Bemberg, who was well established in Argentinean political circles 
and had good contacts in Europe, became an important man. His rise paralleled the development 
of Argentina, whose enormous potential he recognized as early as 1850. This deeply cosmopolitan 
man, who moved between Paris and Buenos Aires in this environment and at this time, knew how 
to demonstrate his attachment to his adopted country without denying his European roots. 
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1885 was a decisive year in the history of Argentina. In this year, Julio Roca's government was 
able to complete the conquest of the territories up to the Andes with a military expedition of no 
less than 6,000 men. It was the end of the "conquest of the desert", at the expense of the 
Indians, but also the last act of unification of Argentina, which from then on would have secure 
borders. As if they had only been waiting for the signal to flock to the new Eldorado, the number 
of immigrants in Argentina that year reached a record 175,000, more than the total number of 
immigrants who had entered the country since 1857, which was unprecedented in a country that 
had received 60,000 immigrants between 1860 and 1869 and just over 90,000 in the following 
decade. Between 1885 and 1889, a total of 620,000 immigrants came to Argentina, i.e. just over 
120,000 per year. Only in the years 1900-1910 and 1920-1930 were these figures exceeded. 


Most, if not all, of these new immigrants came from Europe: Italians, Spaniards, Luxembourgers, 
Poles, French, Russians, but also Germans, who were not the largest, but the best organized 
group with their schools, hospitals, stores, theaters and banks. They all left the old continent 
fleeing political or religious persecution or poverty, in search of work, hoping to find a better life 
for themselves and their families on the other side of the Atlantic. The Argentinian government has 
done everything it can to attract them. The conquest of the desert brought the country huge areas 
of fertile land, which Argentina was unable to use due to a lack of labor. With around 2.5 million 
inhabitants in 1880, Argentina was not only underpopulated in relation to its surface area, but also 
in comparison to its neighbors and rivals Chile and Bolivia. How can you claim to be a great power 
and break into the global economic mainstream if you have vast tracts of land but not enough 
labor? This is the difficult equation that the various Argentine presidents tried to solve until they 
found immigration to be the best answer to this challenge for an entire nation. From 1876, the 
"Immigration and Colonization Law" guaranteed immigrants the protection of the state. They 
received temporary free accommodation, assistance in finding work and the payment of travel 
costs within the country. In the following years, immigration from Europe was further encouraged 
by numerous laws. The effects of these laws were fully felt after the end of the conquest of the 
desert in 1885 and were the real beginning of the "Argentine fever", the uninterrupted influx of 
European immigrants. Between 1880 and 1895, the country's population rose from 2.5 to 4.5 
million, a spectacular growth that was mainly due to immigration and fundamentally changed the 
fate of Argentina.

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If there was one man who understood the true extent of the changes in Argentina in the second 
half of the 18805, it was Otto Peter Bemberg. In Paris, where he now spends most of his time, the 
businessman has no doubt that something big is happening on the other side of the Atlantic. For 
him, Argentina's demographic upswing, the unification of the country within clearly defined 
borders and the political stability in Buenos Aires are the harbingers of a new era of prosperity. In 
fact, the information that reached him from his adopted country or that he gathered on his travels 
there confirmed what he already knew: the Argentine economy was developing rapidly, which was 
most evident in the multiplication of foreign investment. The British were the most active at the 
time. They sensed good business and actively participated in the expansion of the infrastructure 
(roads, railroads, ports) in order to bring the timber and agricultural products that the country was 
already exporting to Europe to the coast. 


Even then, many observers were certain that Argentina would be one of the ten largest economic 
powers in the world at the beginning of the 20th century. 


An assessment that Otto Peter Bemberg shares wholeheartediy. What's more! As a good 
businessman, he can be proud of the fact that he did not wait for the "Argentina fever" to invest in 
this country. As a landowner, industrialist and high-ranking financier - via Sifas (Societe industrielle 
et financiere pour l'Amerique du Sud), the representative office of Societe Gen6rale in Argentina - 
he was involved in the Argentine economy from an early stage; the former German immigrant, 
who had come to the tropics to cure his bronchial disease, bet on Argentina's future in the early 
18605. He was involved early on in the founding of numerous companies in the province and in 
building the first public infrastructure, was a member of Argentina's ruling elite and had numerous 
networks in Europe. And he won the bet with flying colors! Thirty-five years after his arrival in the 
country, he still plays a key role in all major projects relating to the country's economic 
development. A great advantage at a time when Argentina is experiencing an economic boom. 


In his apartment in Rue Richer in Paris, in the heart of the Plaine-Monceau, Otto Peter is thinking. 
The idea of opening a "large" brewery in Argentina that could supply the entire national market 
had been maturing in his mind for some time. The demographic development of the country and 
the decline of the Hudson distillery, which he himself had opened in Conchitas in 1854 after many 
years of prosperity, prompted him to tackle the project. This decline, which was due to the 
emergence of new competitors, particularly molasses alcohol producers, but also to the increase in 
the alcohol tax, made it necessary to find new sources of growth. Beer is better than schnapps... 
The idea is all the more tempting as Argentinians - like all Latin Americans - are traditionally big 
wine and beer drinkers, a trend that can only be reinforced by the new immigrants from Europe. 
However, the market is anything but untapped. It is true that wine and beer production in 
Argentina was very good in the second half of the 1880s. As far as the beer market was 
concerned, the breweries that existed at the time - around one hundred in number - were of 
limited size, which prevented them from distributing their products throughout the country. They 
produced for the local or at most regional market and had neither the ability nor the desire to 
develop a branding policy that would give them a truly national audience. After all, their beers are 
often of mediocre quality. The only exception is the Bieckert brewery, which was founded in the 
early 18605 by the German-born industrialist Emilio Bieckert. Located on the outskirts of Buenos 
Aires, the brewery produces a high-quality beer that is sold in almost all parts of the country. But 
the market is big enough for a new supplier. 


To establish a state-of-the-art brewery that would produce a quality beer for the mass market, to 
create a brand name that would become an integral part of the industry, and finally to gain a 
direct foothold in the domestic market: This was the ambitious and visionary project that Otto 
Peter wanted to tackle with the considerable resources at his disposal. Events came thick and fast: 
on September 27, 1888, the Brasserie Argentine was founded in Paris, a public limited company 
with a capital of three million francs. 


Otto Peter teamed up with Richard Wendelstadt, the son of Hans, Maria Theresa's second husband 
- a curious turn of events. Like Otto Peter, Richard Wendelstadt and his brother Karl had also set 
off for South America in the 1850s to make their fortune there. But unlike Otto Peter, they settled 
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in Uruguay, Argentina's neighboring country. Between 1857 and 1859, they acquired more than 
27,000 hectares of land on the banks of the Uruguay River on very favorable terms, where they 
built settlements that they gave to German families. Later, in 1875, the two brothers received 
permission from the Uruguayan authorities to found a completely new town on their land: Nuevo 
Berlin. Like Otto Peter in Argentina, Richard and Karl Wendelstadt became successful and 
respected businessmen in their adopted country in the early 18805, looking for new investments to 
take advantage of the economic boom that Uruguay, like Argentina, had been experiencing for 
some time. So it made sense for Richard Wendelstadt to invest in the Argentinian brewery, 
perhaps with the help of his brother-in-law Victor, the main shareholder of a large Cologne bank. 
Now all that was missing was the most important step: the realization of the project by building a 
brewery near Buenos Aires equipped with all the technical achievements of the time. 


His eldest son Otto Sebastiän was to play a key role in the realization of this project.

Otto Sebastiän had already worked with his father for some time as a young man. Born in Buenos 
Aires in 1857, Otto Sebastian was educated in France at the renowned College Stanislas before 
continuing his studies at the University of Leuven in Belgium and then at the Technical University 
of Munich, where he specialized in brewing technology! This specialization could indicate that Otto 
Peter's plan to found a large brewery in Argentina began to mature very early on, probably at the 
end of the 1870s. In Leuven and Munich, however, the young man stood out as a brilliant student. 
At the top of his class, he immediately joined his father to help him manage his company and 
prepare his projects. Alongside Otto Peter and Richard Wendelstadt, he became one of the 
partners of Cerveceria Argentina. 


After completing his studies, he married Josefina Elortondo in 1884, a young woman born in 1861 
who, like Louisa Ocampo, belonged to the best Argentine society. However, her roots were not in 
South America, but in Ireland. Her grandfather Thomas Armstrong, born in 1797 as the son of a 
military man, came to Buenos Aires in 1817 and became one of the most powerful businessmen in 
Argentina. He founded the Buenos Aires Stock Exchange in 1854 and the insurance company Star 
four years later, was director of the Banco Nacional de Argentina and advisor to presidents Martin 
Rodriguez and Nicolas Avellaneda. He also invested heavily in the railroads and was responsible for 
the construction and management of Ferrocarriles del Sur before being appointed director of 
Compama Central Aigentma. 


Armstrong was a member of the Reformed Church of England, but also a benefactor of the Roman 
Catholic Church. All his children were brought up in the Catholic faith. As protector of the small 
Irish colony in Argentina, he invested heavily in land, acquiring more than 400,000 hectares in the 
area of Elortondo, Venado Tuerto, Chabas and Milincue. The Elortondo family, into which Otto 
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Sebastian married Josephine, thus had considerable financial resources, which they had inherited 
from Thomas Armstrong, who died in 1875. 


Otto Sebastiän, thirty-one years old and well versed in brewing technology, is entrusted by Otto 
Peter with the difficult task of setting up a modern brewery. In this task, which is carried out in 
close cooperation with his father, he is able to put all his talent and skills to the test. 


Otto Sebastiän's first and most urgent task was to find a location for the future factory. In the end, 
the young man chose the town of Quilmes, less than 20 kilometers from Buenos Aires. 


A wise decision, because apart from the fact that the mayor of Quilmes, Eduardo

Casares, wants to attract foreign investors to its community and clearly supports the project, the 
location offers many advantages. Firstly, its proximity to the capital, which offers the company a 
market of several hundred thousand consumers; secondly, the existence of a good rail and road 
infrastructure, thanks to which the factory can deliver its products to Buenos Aires and throughout 
the country; thirdly, a large population that provides the company with the necessary workforce. 
In addition, and perhaps above all, a series of natural advantages of the first order. Quilmes is 
famous for the purity of its water, which flows naturally from numerous artesian wells, a great 
advantage for the production of a quality beer. The town is characterized by a mild and humid 
climate and benefits from favorable wind conditions that prevent the exhaust fumes from the 
brewery from polluting the inhabitants. 
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At this favorable location, Otto Sebastiän, together with Richard Wendelstadt, also an engineer,

built the large brewery planned by his father, which formed the basis of the family fortune. The 
building was completed in record time. They begin in the spring of 1889 and end on October 30, 
1890, when the first pint of beer is officially served. From the very first moment, the Cerveceria 
Argentina impresses with its size and the modernity of its facilities. The brewery covers an area of 
13 hectares and is connected to the electricity grid, which enables an optimal yield and a fast 
production rhythm. The materials have been selected with the utmost care. Most, if not all, were 
purchased in Europe, more precisely in Germany. Hellmuth Roempler, Franco-Argentine's first 
master brewer, was entrusted with overseeing the technical aspects. This highly talented 
technician, who held his position until 1905, was recruited from Germany by Otto Sebastian and 
was given free rein to equip the brewery with the latest technical achievements. One of Hellmuth 
Roempler's first tasks, besides purchasing materials from the best German suppliers, was to recruit 
a large number of qualified workers from the German community in Buenos Aires. They were to be 
the first employees of the factory and were to instruct and train the Argentinian workers. 


Even more than the technical decisions or the size of the plant, the constant concern for hygiene 
and quality was one of the company's main concerns. 


Hygiene and quality are among the strengths of the Quilmes brewery. Otto Peter and Otto 
Sebastian were aware from the outset that they had to pay particular attention to the quality of 
their beer if they wanted to make a name for themselves. The country's economic growth had 
raised new expectations among the population, especially the up-and-coming middle class. 


The increasingly affluent Argentines wanted to consume better products, especially if they could 
somehow carry a European label. Quality, and above all German quality, was the goal that Otto 
Peter and Otto Sebastian pursued in the early 1890s, at a time when most, if not all, of their 
competitors were content to bring mediocre quality beers onto the market. And once again, it was 
Hellmuth Roempler who put this claim to quality into practice. 


Under his leadership, Cerveceria Argentina was the first brewery in Argentina to systematically 
produce sterilized and pasteurized beer in metal kegs and bottles. It was also the first brewery to 
equip its barrels with a pressure seal system with safety pre-sealing to avoid external 
contamination during transportation of the beer, but also, and perhaps above all, to prevent any 
kind of counterfeiting. 
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When it opened in 1890, the Quilmes brewery was undoubtedly the first of its kind in Argentina 
and even in South America. But it is not only the size of the brewery, the technical equipment and 
the quality of the products that set it apart from the local competition. The company has another 
major advantage: control over the production of malt, the basic ingredient for every beer, which is 
obtained by roasting and boiling barley. For malt production, the Quilmes brewery can use the 
former Hudson de Conchitas distillery, which was converted into a malting plant by Otto Peter and 
Otto Sebastiän. The brewery's connection via its own railroad line is a major advantage over its 
competitors, who have to import their malt from Europe. And that's not all! By integrating malt 
production, the company is able to control both the cost and quality of its products from the 
outset. Since its foundation, Quilmes Brewery has been the first and only malt producer in 
Argentina, a monopoly that contributes significantly to the success of its beers. 


The Quilmes brewery is not only exemplary in technical terms, but also in social terms. This is 
what the Bembergs want, and they are fully behind the German social model introduced by 
Chancellor Bismarck in Berlin, which offers workers on the other side of the Rhine a level of social 
security that does not exist anywhere else in the world. Otto Peter and Otto Sebastian were fully in 
line with this tradition. From the very beginning, the factory workers and their families were given 
a house and a small piece of land to grow fruit and vegetables. They also received social 
assistance to cover their medical expenses and guarantee them a minimum income in old age, as 
was customary in Argentina at the time. 


At the beginning of the 1920s, when the workforce had grown to over 2,500 people, a real town is 
said to have sprung up around the Quilmes brewery. A town with gardens and green spaces, 
street lighting, houses of various sizes, a hospital and outpatient clinics, transport systems, sports 
facilities and schools. A true "monument to work", as the 1895 edition of Guia Industriell 
admiringly noted. 


Otto Peter, his son Otto Sebastian and his partner Richard Wendelstadt decided to make this 
factory, which had no equal anywhere in the country, the centerpiece of their strategy to conquer 
the Argentinian market. To this end, the Quilmes brand was introduced in three versions in 1890: 
Quilmes, Quilmes Cristal and Quilmes Bock, each with its own special features - Quilmes Bock 
offers excellent nutritional properties that the company claims are particularly suitable "for weak 
people and pregnant women" - but with the same manufacturing and packaging requirements. 
Different products, but one brand and one quality: an equation that demonstrates Bemberg's early 
intuition for the needs of the mass market and is at the heart of its strategy. 


Another important element is, of course, the marketing of the product. To ensure that the beers 
from Quilmes reached the whole of Argentina, the company built up an extensive distribution 
network. The barrels and bottles left the brewery on horse-drawn carts, which were later replaced 
by trucks, and were taken to the nearest railroad line, which soon led directly to the brewery. 
There they were loaded into refrigerated wagons (an invention from the second half of the 18705). 
From there, the products were distributed to retailers in the country's main cities, with whom the 
Bembergs maintained close personal relationships. To make the brand known to consumers, the 
Quilmes brewery relied on advertising and marketing from the very beginning. Each delivery of 
kegs and bottles was accompanied by a series of advice to maintain the quality of the beer. "To 
prevent the corks from drying out and the beer from spoiling, the bottles must be stored 
horizontally. The barrels should be stored in a cool place with the cork facing down as soon as 
they arrive at the warehouse. To preserve the full flavor of the beer, pumps and other equipment 
should be cleaned regularly. Beer should only flow through pipes containing tin, never through 
rubber or lead pipes. These instructions can be found in a document for traders. At the beginning 
of the 20th century, the brewery stepped up its advertising campaigns: posters on Cobra, 
distribution of almanacs, glasses, sets of cards, vases and even ashtrays with the logo.

The Quilmes logo is used for the opening of the famous "Münich" - German-style pubs that only 
serve beer - and catchy slogans such as "Pida Quilmes", "La mejor cerveza" or "Es La mejor" are 
invented. 


Thanks to its technical expertise and the diversification of its production, the neighboring brewery 
was able to steadily increase its turnover. Between 1889 and 1896, sales rose from 30,000 to 
70,000 hectoliters. In order to achieve production of 250,000 hectolitres, the company's capital 
was increased by 9 million gold francs in 1904, a considerable sum for the time. Even before 1910, 
Quilmes was the leading beer brand in Argentina and the largest in the world, with an annual 
output of 800,000 hectolitres. and the best-known beer brand in Argentina. It retained this 
position for decades and owed this not least to the early decisions of Otto Peter and Otto 
Sebastiän.

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On April 2, 1895, an era came to an end - Otto Peter Friedrich Bemberg died in Paris at the age of 
68. 


On this day in 1895, a new chapter began for the entire Bemberg family. That year, Otto Peter 
died in Paris at the age of 69. An early death, even by the standards of the time, which can 
perhaps be explained by Parkinson's disease, from which the founder of the dynasty had been 
suffering for some time and which his grandson Ottito had already noticed: "In Meudon, I see him 
lying in bed, his hands tied with two handles to cords hanging from the ceiling to alleviate the 
trembling of the hands caused by the disease". The physical decline was probably also due to the 
industrialist's constant travels from one side of the Atlantic to the other. 


Since his arrival in Argentina in 1850, Otto Peter commuted back and forth between Paris and 
Buenos Aires, devoting most of his time to his company before deciding in old age to hand over 
the reins to his son Otto Sebastian, a decision he never regretted. 


From the late 1890s, when the Cerveceria Argentina was built, the patriarch appreciated the 
technical and entrepreneurial skills of his eldest son, whose "launch into orbit" he had carefully 
prepared. A little later, around 1890, during the brief but severe economic crisis that hit Argentina, 
he was also able to appreciate the true value of the marital strategies he had devised for Otto 
Sebastian as a good head of the family and the responsiveness his son had shown at the time. In 
fact, it was Josefina Elortondo Armstrong who, with the help of her maternal grandfather's 
inheritance, underwrote the capital increase of Cerveceria Argentina, helping to save the company 
and highlighting the crucial role that women would continue to play in the family history. A few 
years before his death, there was no longer any doubt in Otto Peter's mind: the Bemberg 
businesses, which ranged from industry to finance, including the management of extensive land 
holdings and the most valuable asset of all, the power of influence, were in good hands. 


At the age of thirty-nine, Otto Sebastian became the head of the family, confirmed by the rest of 
the family. 


His older sister Rosa had died at the age of 36 in 1890 and his younger brother Herman had 
turned to a career as a musician. 


After Louise had settled permanently in Paris, she played a respected role as guardian of the 
whole family until her death in 1903. In 1895, Otto Sebastian had his hands free to lead the 
company he had inherited from his father, with which he had long been associated, to success for 
the benefit of all.

A graduate of the Paris Conservatoire, Hermän left the business world and Argentina to pursue a 
career as a musician. A pupil of Massenet, he was already a well-known composer by the mid- 
1890s, winning the Rossini Prize in 1885 and writing comic operas and successful cantatas such as 
La Mort de Feanne d'Arc, which was performed in Paris in 1886. In 1892, he triumphed at Covent 
Garden with his opera Elaine, which he cast the great Australian soprano Nellie Melba in. Among 
his songs, the dramatic recitative Ballade du Desespere is well known, and Chant Hindou was very 
popular and frequently included in anthologies. 


Otto Sebastiän's mother, Louisa Ocampo, supported her son with all her moral strength and 
authority. "My grandmother, a very good musician, organized musical events in her house in which 
Rossini, a personal friend of hers, also took part. She and my uncle Hermän perfected their music 
with Georges Bizet," writes her grandson Ottito. 


Younger people love the humor of this born artist, whose jokes, as Andre de Ganay still 
remembers today, "made everyone laugh". But his universe was music. In his magnificent villas in 
Seville - Villa Louise - and Tunis - Villa Persane - he received composers, artists and writers, 
including his great friend Marcel Proust, and led the life of an educated aesthete until his death in 
1931.

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Finance, industry and agriculture: these three pillars, on which the family's fortune had rested 
since the 1870s, experienced a brilliant boom under Otto Sebastian and made the Bembergs one 
of the most respected families not only in Argentina, but also in France. The conditions for this 
were extremely favorable. From the mid-1880s, the end of the "conquest of the desert", the 
country's economic growth accelerated in the new century. It lasted until 1929 and contributed to 
Argentina becoming one of the ten largest powers in the world in terms of gross domestic product. 
The Bemberg family, deeply rooted in Argentina, played a key role in this dynamic, through the 
Bank O. Bemberg y Co. founded in 1892. The bank, founded in 1892, contributed to the country's 
prosperity at the time, in particular by guaranteeing the issuance of bonds by the central 
government and the provinces. In 1917, during the First World War, Otto Sebastian founded a 
second commercial bank in Paris under the name O. Bemberg & Co. to "manage" the family's 
investments in Europe and the world and to act as an intermediary for European investors who 
wanted to invest in Argentina. 


Although Argentina's development shortiy before and at the beginning of the 20th century was 
largely due to the expansion of public infrastructure and the active presence of foreign investors, it 
was also based to a large extent on the export of raw materials and agricultural products, which 
clearly favored the landed oligarchy. The huge agricultural holdings, some of which extend over 
tens of thousands of hectares, remain one of the main sources of wealth for the Argentine elite 
and the most visible sign of their prosperity and influence. 


Speaking of land... 


Otto Peter had already taken an interest in this in the 18605 and obtained concessions to establish 
agricultural settlements in the fertile province of Santa Fe. When Otto Sebastian took over the 
management of the family business, he followed his father's example. Not only to further increase 
the family's land holdings, but also to rationalize its cultivation and use. The key element of this 
Strategy was again the banking house O. Bemberg & Co. From the turn of the century, it 
developed into a large financial company that focused on industrial investments and the import of 
industrial goods as well as the acquisition of land and the production and export of agricultural raw 
materials. In 1917, he financed the founding of the Santa Rosa company, which over the years 
became an important agro-industrial center and a major player in the Argentine cheese market 
through the acquisition of land throughout the country. Later, Otto Sebastiän's sons were to take 
over the family's real estate assets with the jewel Puerto Bemberg. 


The country and the industry are closely linked, as the Bembergs have a monopoly on malt 
production in Argentina. An advantage that Emilio Bieckert did not have. Even before 1914, his 
technical and commercial decisions gave him a very dominant position on the Argentinian beer 
market. 


Now Otto Sebastian wanted to realize his full potential. His goal was clear: he wanted to take over 
his main competitors in order to reshape the sector surrounding the Quilmes brewery. The first act 
of this consolidation strategy began in 1907, when the industrialist acquired the Schlau brewery in 
Rosario in the province of Santa Fe. The brewery was completely rebuilt and a malting plant was 
added, the second after Hudson. This plant made it possible to supply the newiy settled areas. 
Five years later, Otto Sebastian acquired another rival company, the Palermo brewery in the center 
of Buenos Aires. 


The brewery was also completely rebuilt and adapted to the standards of the Quilmes brewery. In 
the meantime, Otto Sebastian founded two more breweries: the Cerveceria del Norte in Tucumäan 
and the Cerveceria de los Andes in Mendoza. This industrial vision, based on the systematic 
conquest of the market, was accompanied by a strategy aimed at lowering production costs by 
reducing the proportion of imported raw materials. In 1911, for example, Otto Sebastian made the 
first attempts to grow Argentinian barley on the family's land, a grain that the group had 
previously had to import. The industrial production of malt from Argentinian barley began in 1917 
at the Hudson malting plant7 , a novelty in the country that allowed the Quilmes factory to control 
its costs and ensure the quality of its products. 
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Against this backdrop, Otto Sebastian and his son Ottito founded a factory in Quilmes in 1912 to 
produce crown caps - which had also been imported until then - and to seal bottles. It was the 
first company of its kind in Argentina. 


To this diptych, which underpins Otto Sebastiän's strategy, a third element must be added: 
transportation. The key moment is 1900, the year in which the banking house O. Bemberg y 
Compafia was awarded the concession for the tramway that connected Buenos Aires with the city 
of Quilmes.

Initially, the project was inextricably linked to Otto Sebastiän's desire to connect the federal capital 
with his factory, and over the years a real "city within a city" with more than 2,500 inhabitants was 
created. 


The Buenos Aires-Quilmes branch, inaugurated in 1905, quickly developed into an important public 
infrastructure linking the capital with its main industrial suburb. In 1908, the family bank 
participated in the construction of the railroad line from Rosario to Puerto Belgrano for similar 
reasons - to connect its industrial plants with the nearest urban centers. In the same year, the 
Bemberg family financed the construction of a railroad line for passenger and freight traffic 
between the towns of Quilines and Barracas, some 20 kilometers apart. This branch enabled 
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thousands of workers to travel daily to Quilmes, which had become one of the most important 
industrial centers in the region. 


This development, which took place at a rapid pace in the early years of the 20th century at the 
height of Argentina's prosperity, culminated in December 1913, when Cerveceria Argentina 
Quilmes, the jewel of the family business, was listed on the Paris Stock Exchange. At this point, 
Otto Sebastiän was at the head of a sprawling industrial and financial empire, which included tens 
of thousands of hectares of rationally cultivated land, several breweries, three banks, cheese 
factories and a bottling plant, not to mention a large real estate portfolio in Buenos Aires itself, 
managed by the company Quilmes Inmobiliaria. At the height of his power, Otto Sebastian was at 
the center of the Argentine economy. He was a board member of Credito Hipotecario, a subsidiary 
of the group founded in 1910, and of Sociedad General Argentina, a subsidiary of Quilmes 
Inmobiliaria. He was president and main shareholder of the Credito Industrial y Comercial de 
Argentina (CICA), a genuine financial instrument of the Bemberg family in Argentina, which 
contributed to the financing of the country's economic development alongside the family's 
investments. 


The war that broke out in Europe in 1914 did not destabilize the family's position at all, but 
actually strengthened it. In 1919, after the defeat of Germany and the confiscation of German 
assets in France, Otto Sebastian was able to buy up his Wendelstadt partners’ shares in the 
Quilmes brewery at a favorable price and thus take full control of the company. 


This process undoubtedly led to tensions with Bemberg's former partners. These tensions were 
later defused by the transfer of assets in Venezuela to the Wendelstadts on favorable terms. 


In any case, Otto Sebastian and his sons became the sole masters of an industrial empire that 
spanned two continents.

Ottito's marriage to Sofia Bengolea on November 10, 1913 in Buenos Aires was the reason for his

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Was it the satisfaction of a job well done or the need to relax a little after the cascade of 
operations that had been carried out since the beginning of the century? 


The fact is that Otto Sebastian, now well over sixty years old, withdrew somewhat from the early 
1920s. Since 1895, the industrialist, who had spent many years in Argentina, had only rarely left 
France to give instructions from his villa in Rue Emile-Menier or from his office in Rue Laffite in 
Paris. From then on, his two sons Frederic and Ottito took over the management of the family 
business. 


His marriage to Josephine Elortondo produced five children. Following the tradition of Otto Peters, 
they all linked their family names with the best of Argentina and France, confirming the eminently 
international character of the family. Fred and Ottito strengthened the family's Argentine roots and 
ties by marrying Jovita Garcia Mansilla and Sofia Bengolea. 


Luis and Rosita married two great names of the French aristocracy, Luis Suzanne Hely d'Oissel and 
Rosita Hubert de Ganay. 


The only exception was George, who married a young woman of Russian descent whom his 
parents refused to accept because she belonged to a scientific sect. Although he was married for 
the second time to "Tante Marie", the widow of Alexandre Wirouboff, George never recovered 
from the early death of his first wife in Vevey when she gave birth to a stillborn child. Depression 
drove him into loneliness. 


At the beginning of the 1920s, Federico and Ottito clearly dominated the Bemberg family, at least 
as far as the management of the family business was concerned. Luis was not interested in 
industry and finance. A bibliophile scholar, he was appointed embassy secretary to the Argentine 
legation in France in 1920, beginning a diplomatic career that was interrupted by his refusal to be 
transferred to Argentina during the Second World War. Jorge was a passionate collector of 
paintings, which he collected with the sure taste of a true amateur. He was also an excellent 
draughtsman who was later even praised by Pablo Picasso, with whom he was friends. 
Unfortunately, he burned most of his works in a fit of madness. 


Rosita, the most reserved of the siblings, was effectively excluded from the family business as a 
woman, despite her encyclopedic education and the fact that she was one of the first women to 
graduate from high school. 


Otto Sebastian appointed Frederico and Ottito as his successors in full knowledge of the situation. 
The two brothers who now head the family are very different. Frederico, his father's favorite, has 
retained a keen sense of aesthetics since his youth as a dandy. A Parisian through and through, he 
is a refined bon vivant, decidedly dilettantish in his attitude, behavior and taste. He married at the 
age of 38 and transformed his residences in France and Argentina into veritable treasure troves of 
good taste, with the effective help of his wife Jovita, who since their marriage has become more 
Parisian than the most famous Parisian women. A lawyer by training, he was a very thoughtful 
man, but in many ways also a visionary. The future was soon to prove it. 


Otto Edward, on the other hand, was far less interested in aesthetics and interior design than his 
brother. His wife Sofia was his wife. As a graduate of the Weihenstephan brewery school in 
Freising near Munich, the second son of Otto Sebastian and Josephine was above all a convinced 
industrialist. The pragmatic, energetic and somewhat authoritarian boss was used to being in 
charge and had business acumen in his blood. He will also be one of the keys to the development 
of the Bemberg Group. 


Even before the First World War, his father had sent him to the USA to study the American bottling 
plants, which were state of the art at the time. On his return to Quilines, Ottito quickly put his 
knowledge into practice to improve the brewery's brewing processes, which he felt were still very 
inadequate. 


When I arrived in Quilines, I found a brewery producing a passable, but bitter and heavy, dark, 
pure malt beer," he later wrote in his memoirs. The bottling plant was manned by a considerable 
number of people and there was a lot of breakage [...]. 
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At that time, one of our competitors, Santa Fe, started to produce a very good beer [...]. 


I did a few experiments. I bought a barrel of Santa Fe and let it sit in my office for eight days. 
Then I decanted the liquid and used a sterile syringe to extract the yeast to grow it in the wort. I 
then bought a milk cooler and used it to cool the wort I had made. The result was spectacular: I 
had a first-class beer. 


Ottito was already very fond of detail and obsessed with quality and know-how, which would play 
an important role in increasing the family fortune. So the two brothers, who complemented each 
other well despite their different personalities, took over the family business. The two brothers got 
on well - fortunately - and even shared an office, first in Rue Laffite, then in Rue Saint-Florentin 
and finally, from 1936, on Boulevard Saint-Germain. They commuted between Argentina and 
France, where their father had provided them with an apartment in the family villa in Rue Emile- 
Menier so that they could alternate between Paris, and soon followed in their father's footsteps. It 
was at this time that the family's economic and financial power reached its peak. Consolidating an 
empire that had long been based on industry, property and finance, with the valuable support of 
the family's financial companies - O. Bemberg & Co. Bemberg & Co. and Credito Industrial y 
Comercial de Argentina, but also by investing in other South American financial institutions such as 
Banco de Montevideo, Arfinsa and Fabril Financiera, Federico and Ottito multiplied their 
investments, diversifying their fortune and giving it what it did not have before: a truly global 
dimension. 


The list of takeovers, start-ups and operations by the two brothers is impressive. Between 1920 
and the early 1940s, they founded or acquired more than twenty companies, i.e. at least one a 
year. In the brewery sector, for example, they founded the Cordoba brewery in 1923, the Bella 
Vista malting and brewery ten years later and acquired the San Martin brewery. Secondly, in the 
agricultural and food sector, which became one of the family's most important investments. In 
1920, the Bembergs founded the Compafiia Argentina de Levaduras (CALSA), the first company in 
the country to produce baker's yeast. This was followed by two more industrial yeast factories and 
several malting plants, so that the Bembergs had an almost absolute monopoly on the production 
of these two raw materials, which are used in many industrial preparations. The family also invests 
in the production of fruit, olive oil, ice cream, carbon dioxide, soft drinks and soft drinks - such as 
the very popular Bilz Orange - and is active in real estate management and financing, construction 
and public works - mainly through the Compafila Argentina de Construcciones Acevedo y Shaw - 
and in the textile sector. This diversification of its activities has been carried out by the family 
alone or in collaboration with other South American groups such as Bunge & Born and the Bracht 
Group. 


Fred and Ottito broadened their horizons and also invested in the United States, where they 
acquired the Rheingold breweries, and in Europe, where they acquired Brasseries de la Meuse. 


And then, of course, there is land, the Bembergs' favorite investment, the most important basis of 
their power. Because land ownership is not just a question of accumulating hectares, but also, and 
above all in Argentina, whose economic growth is largely based on the export of raw materials, the 
possibility of establishing a monopoly on strategic resources, developing large-scale crops, 
converting the products of the land into industrial products, or converting the products of the land 
into industrial products, or building settlements. 


As early as 1917, Otto Sebastian took a decisive step by founding the Santa Rosa company on the 
land acquired for this purpose, which was to develop into an important agro-industrial center. In 
the 1920s and 1930s. Fred and Ottito continued the family tradition by buying land and farms 
throughout Argentina and founding specialized companies to develop them, such as Fruticultura 
Idahome, Colonias & Estancias El Rodeo and the Santa Margarita company... 


The two brothers had a project at the time: Puerto Bemberg. 


It all began in 1923, when they acquired several thousand hectares of land in the province of 
Misiones in the far north of Argentina. On this virtually untouched land, the Bembergs built a 
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completely new town - today's Puerto Libertad - surrounded by huge tea, mate and orange 
plantations, which were cultivated by the newly founded Safac company. 


Otto's eldest son Sebastian, a passionate builder, is fully committed to the project: he draws up 
the plans for the plantations and houses, supervises the cultivation and management of the land 
and builds a health center for the local population. Puerto Bemberg, an economic and social 
project that was strongly influenced by Samism, was to become deeply engraved in the family's 
memory... Land, industry, finances? In the 1920s and 1930s, Fred and Ottito remained faithful to 
the investment strategy started by Otto Peter and continued by Otto Sebastiän. 


The two brothers pursued the same objectives: to establish themselves as leading players in their 
historical sectors, to fully exploit the synergies between the various activities, to integrate 
operations as much as possible, from financing to product distribution, and to reduce dependence 
on imports as much as possible, all within the framework of a dual logic: consolidation of the 
Group's commercial and industrial positions and economic development of an entire country. 


This equation is so narrow that it hardly reflects the sum of the effort and work the two brothers 
had to put in over these two decades, or the leading position they occupied on both sides of the 
Atlantic, or the risks involved in their strategy. 


These investments, made during Argentina's heyday, helped to make the Bemberg Group more 
than an empire. A veritable web of holdings and interests stretching from Europe to the USA and 
South America. In short, a truly global group at a time when this description applied to very few 
companies. In the 19305, the family alone controlled around 85 percent of the Argentinian beer 
market and was one of the country's largest landowners. The products from their estancias not 
only supplied the Argentinian market, but were also exported to neighboring Latin American 
countries and in some cases to Europe and the USA. 


Oligopoly, monopoly? The Peronists will not hesitate to say so, and they will use this pretext to 
break the family's dominance and seize what it has built up over three generations. But thanks to 
their financial and industrial power, their alliances with other major economic players, the diversity 
of their activities and the reach of their relationships, the Bembergs are now part of the closest 
circle of major international investors who are not afraid to take risks and bet heavily on a country, 
a market or even an industry. Their dominant position in Argentina, one of the world's most 
important markets since the 1880s, has made them de facto members of the global economic 
elite. 


For the better, at least back then... 


The Bembergs' good fortune, which brought them business success and introduced them to the 
big world, is revealed in all its glory in the places, social customs, behavior and even, if you like, in 
the attitudes of their time and milieu, in which the various figures of the new family are 
intertwined as if in a big ball of twine. 


The Parisian villa in Rue Emile-Menier is the dynasty's main point of reference. Since he no longer 
traveled to Argentina, Otto Sebastian lived there with his wife Josephine. In the 1920s, the house 
became a family patriarchy: "There was room for each of the five children," remembers Nato 
(Jorge Bemberg), the grandson of Otto Sebastian and Josephine. Federico and Ottito, who lived 
alternately two years in France and two years in Argentina, brought all their children with them, 
who had a very difficult school career. Maria Louisa, Ottito's daughter, used to say that she had 
crossed the equator no fewer than 32 times before she married at the age of 22. 


On the first floor there was a large dining room, a library, a large living room, a drawing room and 
a garden. There were five bedrooms and a drawing room on the second floor and two more 
bedrooms on the second floor. "It was a huge house that even had a ballroom," recalls Andre de 
Ganay, son of Rosita and Hubert de Ganay. At least fifty people - servants, chambermaids, 
chauffeurs, a laundress, a maitre d'hötel and a porter who received and announced visitors - took 
care of the day-to-day running of the residence. This is the realm of Otto Sebastian and Josephine. 
The now elderly couple - Josephine died in 1931 at the age of seventy-one, her husband a year 
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later at the age of seventy-five - were hardly compensated for not being part of the family, 
perhaps due to the Bembergs' internationality and the ambiguity of their dual French and 
Argentinian origins: "By considering themselves foreigners, they became "aubains", as foreigners 
who lived in a country without having its citizenship used to be called," says Nato. In addition, 
both Otto Sebastian and Josephine are shy and have little interest in worldiy life. They hold back 
their feelings for their grandchildren, Josephine more so than Otto Sebastiän, who is still very 
absorbed in the family business and seems rather taciturn in everyday life. Josephine, on the other 
hand, is completely absorbed in her family. "My grandmother was a lovely, very fine woman who 
looked after us," recalls Charles de Ganay. "She was charming and took an interest in each and 
every one of us," says her brother Michel de Ganay. 


Over time, through luck and alliances, the family memory crystallized in other places in France, 
Spain and, of course, Argentina, which are clear points of reference for all family members. For 
example, the forest of Guerche in the heart of Brittany, which Frederic and Ottito bought for 
hunting and forestry. And above all the Chäteau de Breuil in Seine-et-Marne, which Otto Sebastian 
bought, where the whole family met regularly and which they left in 1990: Otto Sebastian received 
guests there in the evenings in a tuxedo and stiff dungarees and magnificent pheasant and 
partridge hunts were organized for the family and close friends. Or Villa Berthe in Biarritz, also 
bought by Ottito, close to where his yacht FairLady was moored in La Coruna. 


Sailing, hunting...

Two of the Bemberg's passions. Ottito has inherited the first. Despite his hectic life, which he leads 
between Argentina and France, doesn't he also have all those sailing boats or yachts to which he 
devotes his rare moments of tranquillity? "In my life I have had the Vivina Aax, 10 T, the Norian, 
64 T, the Fleurs des Mers, 51 T, the Nykr, 31 T, the Sorna, 30 T, the Dalgo, 115 T, my favorite 
yacht, and finally the FairLady, 225 T, which I have kept since 1938," he wrote in 1971. His 
granddaughter Luisita remembers the summers of 1964 and 1965, when she sailed on the 
FairLady with her grandparents and her cousins from Montalembert: "We dined in evening dress. 
The men in tuxedos and the women in evening dresses. Papatito was never on board without a 
linen jacket, tie and panama. All twelve members of staff came for the occasion; they were 
Basques, came from Bilbao and were part of the crew of the family's merchant fleet. 
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The passion for hunting was shared by everyone, the men, the women and even the children. 


"I have had a passion for hunting since my earliest childhood. When I was eleven years old, I went 
rabbit hunting with my grandfather Ganay," recalls Michel de Ganay. It was mainly for hunting that 
Otto Sebastian bought the Guadalquivir marshes in Spain, the huge coastal marshes at the former 
mouth of the Guadalquivir between Cädiz, Huelva and Seville. The family organizes truly 
spectacular duck hunts there, to which some close friends are also invited. In 1920, the Bembergs 
also hunted grouse in Scotland, near Aberdeen, where Otto Sebastian leased a hunting ground at 
Clove House for the whole year. 


However, the family houses with which the Bembergs are identified are also the "other" properties, 
those of the various branches of the "clan" brought into the family after the breakaways of one or 
the other, as well as the alliances. Thus Rosette and Hubert de Ganay are linked to Courances, a 
jewel of French architecture. Shortiy before the war, after the death of Otto Sebastian, Rosette 
sold her brothers their share of the domain of Breuil in order to fully restore the Chäteau de 
Fleury, which Martine de B&hague, an aunt of Hubert de Ganay, had bequeathed to her. They only 
lived there for a year before finally deciding on Courances. 


During his stay in France, Frederic also visited Baillon in the department of Oise, an estate that he 
had purchased in 1937, shortiy before his leukemia, and whose restoration and planting he 
personally supervised. "My father had two goals: He wanted to give up his job at the Argentine 
embassy in France to take some time off, mainly to fish, but also to be closer to his wife's parents, 
who owned a property nearby," says his son "Kiko" Bemberg. "He had the idea of buying a house 
big enough to accommodate his family. He told Jean de Chimay, who he was very close to and 
who told him about this property". It stretched for three kilometers along a river and was in a 
pitiful state. "It was so dilapidated that my parents were shocked on their first visit," says Kiko 
Bemberg. "My mother initially said that she couldn't imagine being involved in such extensive 
building work at her age. But she agreed to visit the house. When they entered, they saw the first 
room bathed in sunlight. Then the miracle happened and my mother told my father that we had to 
buy it. This property, purchased in 1931, was restored by Louis and Suzanne over many years of 
work, and they created beautiful gardens that are still famous today thanks to Kiko and Patricia 
Bemberg. The very pious couple hosted Father Garre, a Dominican friar, member of the Academie 
Frangaise and editor-in-chief of La Revue des Jeunes, there for several days every summer. 


His nephew Georg leased "Les Charmilles", a magnificent estate in Yerres in the Essonne 
department. There, the talented draughtsman and lover of painting took in the Picasso family 
together with his second wife Marie. "He and Marie were the couple who visited Pablo most often," 
Olga Picasso later said. 


And then, of course, there was Argentina, a source of wealth for the family. At the beginning of 
the century, Otto Sebastian founded a large estate, El Palomar, which is managed by the Santa 
Rosa company and where - in keeping with the family's passion - great hunts are organized. 


When his mother-in-law, Isabel Armstrong de Elortondo, died, he also bought her magnificent 
palace in San Eliseo, which he later donated to the nunciature in order to convert it into a 
seminary. 


Ottito, who spends half his time in Argentina, bought a beautiful house on Talcahuano Street in 
Buenos Aires in 1945, not to mention two magnificent residences on the estancias of Cerrillos and 
La Serrana. But there is no doubt that Federico went the furthest in his love of luxury. In fact, in 
1941, although he knew he was very ill, he bought a seven-hectare plot of land near Buenos Aires, 
where he had a villa built, an exact copy of the La Lanterne de Versailles residence.... A means to 
rededicate himself to his passion as a master builder. 


The Bembersggs, this family that spans two continents and whose vision is international, share all 
the signs and codes of the high society to which they belong body and soul: Education, 
sophistication, the diversity of their centers of interest, the importance attached to ties and family 
networks, and an undeniable business sense that does not prevent them from having a real taste 
for culture and beautiful things. They also have a sense of duty - especially a social sense of duty 
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towards those who work for them, as demonstrated by the social policy of the Quilmes brewery - 
and a lifestyle that is close to that of the aristocracy, the aristocracy that was still admired by the 
bourgeoisie of the 19305. And needless to say, they have considerable means at their disposal, 
acquired through the hard work of three generations. 


The one explains the other ... 


However, the family has nothing in common with the "nouveaux riches" that have echoed through 
Parisian society since the 1930s, nor with the famous "200 families" that are gradually becoming 
the target of left-wing parties that stigmatize their real or perceived power. For at least in France, 
which has been their main anchor point for years, the Bembergs lead a discreet life, focusing more 
on the family than on appearances, on what unites than on what exposes, reserving their 
generosity for a few discreet causes, such as the Cit& Universitaire Internationale, which Otto 
Sebastiän helped to found financially in 1928. The Bembergs are rarely seen, in the image of Otto 
Sebastian, of Rosita, whose son Charles de Ganay recalls that her whole behavior was marked by 
"austerity and Jansenism" and that "she refused to live like a rich woman", or even of Jovita 
Bemberg - Federico's wife - who was undoubtedly more brilliant. "She was witty and elegant. At 
the same time very cheerful, intelligent, pleasant, energetic and with a somewhat melancholy 
temperament, as she says. 


Family comes first: that is what connected the Bembergs back then and will continue to do so in 
the future. 


In Paris, in Breuil, in Courances, in Pontrancart, in Spain or in Argentina, the strength of family ties 
was just as important as, if not more important than, economic power. The Bembergs soon 
realized how important this sense of belonging to a community of destiny and the solidarity 
associated with it were.

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Today, Maria Louisa Bemberg is considered Argentina's most 
important female director. She was one of the first Argentinian 
fiimmakers to have a strong presence in the Argentinian 
intellectual world between 1970 and 1990. In her work, she 
specialized in portraits of famous Argentine women and the 
Argentine upper class. Maria Louisa also focused on feminism in 
relation to the gender debate and the cinematic gaze. 


Scholar Bruce Williams has noted that all of Maria Louisa's films 
feature female protagonists who transcend the boundaries and 
limitations of their society. Her feminist films show women 
fighting for their place in a patriarchal environment. As for the 
formal aspects of her films, Bemberg defined her own aesthetic, 
such as the "feminine look", which she felt was lacking in films, 
especially Latin American films. 


Illustration 33: Maria Louisa In several interviews, Maria Louisa stated that she was inspired 
Bemberg by the New Zealand producer and director Jane Campion and in 
particular by her film The Piano. Eroticism, female sexuality and 
women were some of Campion's themes that particularly interested her. In an interview, Maria 
Louisa described why Campion's films were so inspiring for her: "In most films, eroticism is usually 
portrayed from a male perspective. They talk about their sexual prowess, their conquests, but - 
excuse me, I'm going to be very harsh - they rarely mention their shortcomings, their erection 
problems, their impotence. They don't talk about that. 


On the other hand, I get the impression that if awoman doesn't go into marriage as a virgin, 
well.... 


But I have the impression that women are now starting to say more than just talk to each other. 
It's very refreshing to see things from a different perspective. 3

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Film scholars have established that Bemberg's entire oeuvre contains autobiographical elements. 


Not all of Bemberg's films are about historical events, and when they are, Bemberg said in an 
interview, she wants to "put the viewer in that time. I am interested in the people, not the 
meticulous and obsessive reconstruction of facsimiles of their environment. 


In Bemberg's last film De eso no se habla (1994), which also bears her signature, the tone of this 
story about the love between a stranger and a dwarf woman changes significantly. In this film, she 
dispenses with literal representation and opts for metaphor and satire within a familiar narrative, 
which she renders masterfully. 


Artistic career 


In 1949, Maria Louisa Bemberg became a member of the Smart Theater, which was later renamed 
the Astral Theater. In 1959, together with her partner Catalina Wolff, she founded and directed 
the Teatro Del Globo in Buenos Aires. She co-founded the Mar del Plata Film Festival and the 
Feminist Union in Argentina. Her initial efforts to found feminist groups were thwarted by the 
military regime that replaced Perön in the mid-1950s. Bemberg was inspired by the French writer 
and art theorist Andr& Malraux, who visited her aunt's Villa Ocampo in 1959, and in particular by 
his conviction that "one must live what one believes"* . 


In 1970, she wrote the screenplay for Raül de la Torres' Crönica de una sefiora, a successful film 
about the Argentine upper class starring Graciela Borges and Lautaro Murua, and in 1975 the 
screenplay for Fernando Ayala's Triangle of Four. After her film Sefiora de nadie was censored by 
the military regime, she went to New York to study acting with Lee Strasberg. Bemberg used this 
time to understand how to approach a film from an actor's perspective. 


She decided to become a director because she was disappointed with the way her semi- 
autobiographical scripts were interpreted by male directors. She felt that Argentine men suffered 
from great insecurity and that Latin American films portrayed women poorly and wanted to change 
what she saw as the uninteresting image of women in Latin American cinema. Together with Lita 
Stantic, she founded her own production company, GEA, and made her first film, Momentos, in 
1981, which she financed with her own money. 


Her other films include Sefora de nadie (1982), Camila (1984) (about the persecution and 
execution of a priest and his mistress on the orders of the Argentine military and politician Juan 
Manuel de Rosas, which was nominated for an Oscar for Best Foreign Language Film), Miss Mary 
in 1986 (with British actress Julie Christie) and Yo, la peor de todas in 1990 (about the life of 
Juana Ines de la Cruz, with French actress Dominique Sanda, Argentine actor Hector Alterio and 
Spanish actress Assumpta Serna). Her films were very popular and commercially successful due to 
their melodramatic elements (e.g. Camila). Throughout her career, Maria Louisa Bemberg worked 
with longtime producer Lita Stantic, costume designer Graciela Galan and the London set design 
company Voytec. 


Camila 


Camila was Bemberg's third film and her first to receive international recognition. Her longtime 
producer Lita Stantic brought her a copy of a novel by Enrique Molina based on the life of 
Argentinian celebrity Camila O'Gorman. Stantic wanted Bemberg to prove that she could tell a love 
story. Bemberg was interested in showing Camila as an active pursuer in her relationship, scorning 
the pillars of family, church and state and freeing herself from the role she felt she had been 
pushed into by historians. Bemberg was only able to shoot the film after President Raul Alfonsin 
lifted film censorship in 1983, which makes the film as much a political statement as a romantic 
fiction. Despite the love story between Camila and the Jesuit priest Ladislao Gutierrez, the film is 
characterized by its unromantic ending in the midst of the dictatorship of Juan Manuel de Rosas. 
The film cost 370,000 US dollars. 


Final years and death

At the end of her life, Maria Louisa Bemberg worked on a screenplay based on the story EI 
impostor by Silvina Ocampo, a distant relative of hers, which was filmed in 1997 under the 
direction of her longtime collaborator Alejandro Maci. 


Before her death, she bequeathed her personal art collection to the National Museum of Fine Arts. 
She died of cancer in Buenos Aires on May 7, 1995 at the age of 73.

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In the early 1940s, the young members of the two families, both on the side of the Ganays and 
the Bembergs, decided to fight against the German occupiers. The first was probably Bernard, 
Louis’ son. "At the age of twenty (1942), he joined the Resistance, determined to drive the 
Germans out of the country. "He was active near the Breuil estate. He stockpiled explosives and 
hand grenades. Almost everyone in the family knew about it, from his young wife Aliette, whom he 
married in the middle of the war, to his younger brother Kiko, who as a sixteen-year-old was 
tasked by his brother with transporting ammunition and also joined the resistance network before 
the end of the war. 


An admirable effort that was to cost Bernard his life. He waited impatiently to be sent to England, 
but was arrested in July 1944 while he was organizing the dropping of British material in Le Breuil. 
Sentenced by a military court, he was deported to Germany, from where he never returned. Until 
the last moment, his parents and his young wife tried to save him by passing him off as an 
Argentinian citizen.

Throughout the Seine et Marne department, you can find small, inconspicuous monuments 
on the edge of paths, wood's or road's: a cross, a stele, sometimes Just a moss-covered 
plaque with an inscription. In almost all cases, it is a memorial to a man or woman who 
sacrificed their life for the liberation of the country at a certain point in time. 


There is a small white cross in the shade of a large oak tree that hardly anyone knows 
about, not far from Breuil Castle, on the edge of the Blandureau forest, near the Tessonnerie 
farm. It is dedicated to Bernard Bemberg, a young resistance fighter aged 23 who died 
during the deportation. 


To explain why the cross stands where it has been lost in nature, it is necessary to recall the

history of a small group of local resistance fighters, some of whom, such as Henri and Paul 
Beaugrand or their brother Andre, can still bear witness and who lived at the Ferme du 
Breuil. They were part of a much larger network, the "Guerin-Minister" network, which 
covered a large part of the Seine-et-Marne region. Contrary to what you often hear, your 
resistance in Seine-et-Marne began very early on. At first, it was a matter of individual 
actions, such as departures to London and "Free France", which sometimes ended tragically 
with arrest and deportation. From 1942 onwards, there were more and more organized 
movements. By 1943, there were already a considerable number of networks throughout the 
department - "Hector", "Vengeance". "Those of the Resistance" "Zöllner" "Annand- 
Spiritualist". "Valmy', "OS. (Special Organization), then F.T.P (Francs-tireurs et partisans), 
etc., we cant list them all 
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Let's note that there were cells or antennas a little everywhere at Coulomrniers, at Rozay 
(Pierra Comby, Lucien Regnault...), at Fontenay-Tresigny, at Houssaye in Brie, at Guerard, at 
Moncerf near Jouy-Ic-Chätel, at Pravins... The coordination of all these movements posed 
enormous problems. Most of these networks had specific tasks: Reconnaissance on the 
movements of German units, organization of airlines (there were Allied airmen in many 
farms in the region), paper production, printing of documents and tmcis (a print shop in La 
Houssayc). Radio communications with London, reception of dropped weapons, reception of 
Lysander planes that landed and took off secretiy at night, escorts for free French agents, 
sabotage missions, etc, The weapons were stored in parties, in chicken coops, sometimes in 
churches with the assistance of the priest or even in the vaults of cemeteries. 


Today, it is hard to imagine the risks taken by the mostiy anonymous men and women who 
took part in these actions. In most cases, arrest meant torture, deportation and death. As 
early as 1942, the Germans had set up a particularly brutal and efficient Gestapo department 
in Melun, which hunted down resistance fighters in the Seine-et-Marne department with the 
help of the militia. 1943 was a black year for the local Resistance: several networks were 
dismantled (Hector, Publican, etc.), and at the same time, the establishment of the STO 
(Forced Labor Service in Germany) by the Vichy government multiplied the number of illegal 
immigrants. Many farms housed STO refuseniks, Jews and escaped prisoners. This was the 
case on the Breuil farm. 


The "Guerin" net on the Breuil farm 


Guerin is the code name of a resistance fighter from the Nangis region, Pierrre Louis 
Mulsant, who was sent to England on a sabotage course in 1943. On March 4, 1944, he was 
parachuted (near Nangis?) to carry out a major operation in preparation for the Normandy 
landings. He had to activate all available resistance fighters, organize parachute drop sites, 
receive, hide and distribute weapons and at the same time carry out acts of sabotage (trains, 
power lines, locks, telephone cables, etc.) in the enemy's rear before, during and after the 
landing. It seems that at a certain point, before the landing, the Allies were planning an 
airborne operation to take place south-east of Paris in the region of Jouy, Nangis, Rozay. 


On May 10, 1944, "Guerin" (Pierre Mulsant, also known as "Paul") received reinforcements 
from another young resistance fighter who had just completed a sabotage course in 
England. He was 22-year-old Jean-Louis de Ganay, who knew the area he came from well, 
He was parachuted in near Echoubou-Eains and immediately carried out several sabotage 
operations (Chalifert locks, Paris-Sezanne railroad line, etc.) Jean-Louis de Ganay recruited 
his cousin Bernard Bemberg, also 22 years old, whose family owned the Chäteau du Breuil, 
into the network. Bernard, a young married man, was very close to the young Beaugrand 
brothers and spent a lot of time with them at the estate. Paul Beaugrand, 18 years old at the 
time, remembers him as an enthusiastic, warm-hearted friend who radiated joie de vivre. He 
was a good pianist and also enjoyed playing the organ in the church of Rozay together with 
the former organist, Mrs. Darras. 


The Mare a la Grue arsenal 


In May and June 1944, on the eve of the Allied landings in Normandy, more and more 
weapons were dropped by parachute. They had to be collected and stored. The roads were 
dangerous because they were full of German troops. Nevertheless, some resistance fighters 
used them with trucks loaded with weapons. Many were arrested. The Gestapo in Melun 
worked at full speed. In Fontainebleau and Melun, prisoners were cruelly tortured and often 
shot on the spot (Arbonne massacre on July 21 and August 17). 


At the beginning of June, the Le Breuil group receives a shipment of weapons from a truck 
that breaks down on National Road 4 in Bernay and has to be repaired on site before 
continuing on to Rozay, 


The weapons are first deposited near Le Breuil in the Blandureau forest, on the right-hand 
side of the road leading from Rozay to Pecy. The Le Breuil team then transported them to 
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the Fayet forester's lodge at the edge of the forest on the Tessonnerie side, where the 
weapons were degreased, cleaned and reassembled. Present were Jean-Louis de Ganay, 
who was very close to the group's heart, Bernard Bemberg, the three Beaugrand brothers 
Andre, Henri and Paul, Etienne Desvignes and the forester of Blandureau, Mr. Chastang. The 
cargo consisted of machine guns, Sien machine guns, bazookas, ammunition and explosives 
* (The house where the weapons were stored was uninhabited, It was located about three 
kilometers from the Pecy water tower, where there was a military observation post that was 
constantiy manned by Germans. For a while, there were plans to destroy this post. However, 
this plan was abandoned, probably to prevent the Germans from checking on the 
surrounding forests). The compartmentalization between the resistance groups was so 
strong that the fighters at the base did not even know which network they belonged to. On 
June 21, Robert Vitasse, the leader of an important resistance group in Creteil and Paris, 
came to Breuil to receive some of the weapons stored in Mare a ta Grue, probably on 
instructions from London. He himself did not know that the network he belonged to at the 
time, which called itself "Spiritualist", was a sister organization of the "Guerin-Minister" 
network, which managed the depot in Breuil, 


The catastrophe of July 23, 1944 


The fateful day - July 13, 1944 - Bernard Bemberg was in a car with Pierre Mulsant, the head 
of the "Guerin" network, and his radio operator, an English officer named John Barrett, alias 
"Charles". They were supposed to pick up two British agents who had parachuted in the 
Fontainebleau area. They were arrested at a German checkpoint in Barbizon. Other members 
of the network were arrested in Paris and in the following days in the Nangis area. The 
Gestapo in Melun had been on the trail of the Guerin network for some time. What followed 
was a great tragedy. Mulsant 


and Barrett are in the hands of the Gestapo in Fontainebleau before being transferred to 
Fresnes, like Bernard Bemberg. The technique in these cases is to reveal a small part of the 
truth in order to save feelings! To spare his family and friends from the Breuil farm, Bemberg 
"confesses" to the Mare a la Grue arms cache and takes responsibility for it. 11 returned 
there, surrounded by militiamen. The weapons were taken away. Pierre Mulsant and John 
Barrett were deported in a convoy with numerous other resistance fighters on August 8, 
1944; Barrett was hanged in Buchenwald on October 5. Mulsant was shot with a machine 
gun by an SS officer on the same day. 


Bernard Bemberg was to be taken to Buchenwald on another transport.

The drama of the "Last Convoy 


When she no longer saw her young husband in Le Breuil on the evening of July 13, Mrs. 
Bemberg became worried and immediately drove to Paris. The Bemberg family originally 
came from Argentina, and Bernard's father had been ambassador in Paris. The family's 
efforts to rescue him via the Swedish consul were unsuccessful. Mrs. Bemberg was able to 
meet him once, at the beginning of August, in Fresnes prison. Then she learned that on 
August 15, a large deportation convoy was forming on a track at the Pantin freight depot. 
She went there and saw her husband on the platform - the Allies were approaching Paris, 
cannons could be heard thundering in the distance, the French railroad' workers had finally 
gone on strike and the Germans were in command of the train. This train, which was called 
the "last convoy" and in which the prisoners were housed, was called "the last train". This 
train, which was to be called the "last convoy" and in which the prisoners were crammed 
together, sometimes more than 100 per wagon, left Pantin on August 16 under appalling 
conditions. It was scorching hot, the prisoners were thirsty and had no air, apart from small 
skylights made of barbed wire. 


Before leaving, Mrs. Bemberg made enquiries on the platform and phoned Le Breuil to 
inform the Beaugrand brothers and ask if anything could be done to save Bernard. She told 
them that the train would pass through "Mareuil" or "Narrteuil". Paul Beaugrand went with 
his friend Claude Jaudel, another regular visitor to the Breuil farm, on his motorcycle first to 
Nanteuil-les-Meaux and then to Mareuil-les-Meaux, but they could not find the train they 
were looking for as it was going to Nanteuil-sur-Maroe. Shortiy before the station, the train 
stopped in a tunnel. It could not continue because the bridge over the Marne had just been 
destroyed by a bombing raid. The SS forced the 2,400 prisoners to get off the train and take 
a long detour via Luzancy, Mery and Saäcy to reach the station. Another convoy was to 
depart from Nanteuil-Saäcyi station, from where they embarked on a terrible five-day 
Journey during which dozens of resistance fighters died of exhaustion or were shot on the 
tracks as they tried to escape. The resistance did not have time to organize an action to stop 
the train. 16 prisoners managed to escape during the transfer to Nanteuil-Saäcy station. 


For the men, the journey ended in the Buchenwald, Dora or Ellrich camps, for the women in 
the Ravensbrück camp. Most of them never saw France again. 
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Bernard Bemberg will never return to Le Breuil. On site, Henri and Paul Beaugrand, his 
former friends from the happy days and agonizing hours of the Secret Faction, keep his 
memory alive. And the small memorial erected in the middle of nature not far from the 
Tessonnerie keeps his memory alive. 


Bernard's young wife still hoped to find her husband in one of the concentration camps in

Germany in June 1945. In a letter dated June 12, 1945, she asked Colonel Buckmaster, the 
British officer who had supported the resistance group to which Bernard belonged, to search 
for her husband in Germany. Colonel Buckmaster immediately put Bernard Bemberg on the 
wanted list. 


On August 4, 1948, Colonel Buckmaster Aliette informed Bemberg.: 


'T have the honor to present you herewith with a certificate and a silver laurel leaf of the 
Royal Decoration for Valour in recognition of your husband's services to the Allies during the 
war. 


I have been instructed by His Majesty's Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs to express to 
you, on behalf of His Majesty's Government, the highest commendation for his conduct". 
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Colonel Buckmaster remained on friendly terms with Aliette Bemberg. 


Bernard Bemberg was declared dead by judgment of the Seine Civil Court on March 19, 1948 and 
transcribed on June 25, 1948 in Paris 16. 


The sub-lieutenant of the fighting French forces was a Knight of the Legion of Honor and was 
awarded the Cross of War.

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The war and its consequences for the family 


1939: The war, which everyone had seen coming since 1933, took the Bembergs by surprise at 
the height of their economic and social power. It is likely that the economic crisis that had shaken 
the world since 1929 affected the family's interests. In Argentina, where General Jose Felix Uriburu 
violently overthrew the constitutional government in September 1930, ushering in a long series of 
military governments that lasted until 1983, the "Great Depression" ended the extraordinary period 
of growth that had begun in 1880. Decline in trade, bankruptcies, unemployment, social unrest ... 


Argentina paid a high price for the crisis. The Bembergs got off relatively lightly thanks to the 
diversity of their companies, which spanned two continents, but also to the foresight of Ottito, who 
ensured that a large part of the family's assets were invested in gold, the safe haven par 
excellence. 


This story - the story of the partial conversion of the family fortune into precious metals - is worth 
telling. It seems to have begun in the late 1920s at the Hotel Gariton in Biarritz, where Ottito was 
on vacation for a few days. The businessman, who had recently arrived by ship from Argentina, 
was suffering from severe pneumonia. 


"For fifteen days I had a fever of over 40 degrees," he reports in his diary. "On the fifteenth day of 
my illness, I experienced a most curious phenomenon that was to change my life and bring me 
closer to religion. On that day my heart beat very fast and I had the feeling that my head was 
being compressed. And then I saw everything: the Spanish Civil War, the flight of the king, the 
Second World War, the occupation of France. I saw the future... " 


Was it a feverish delusion or a genuine vision that could no longer be explained rationally? 


It's hard to say. In any case, in the following weeks Ottito sold several apartments he had bought 
in the center of Madrid, no doubt with wise foresight, as well as a large number of shares in 
German companies. End of the first act. 


The second act of this strange story takes place a little later, in 1931, when the Great Depression 
was raging. Let's let Ottito have his say once again, 


"That year, I spent the winter with my family in Gstaad and asked my late mother to give me a 
sign of what I should do during this particularly difficult time. My wife showed me a coin, the 
pound of gold that her grandfather gave her every month. Back in Paris, I persuaded Fred to 
exchange all our valuables for gold, which we kept in vaults in London." 


What amazing foresight! But also astonishing was the attitude of Ottito, the planetary 
businessman, whom we had assumed to be guided only by reason, and from whom we had 
learned that he was enthusiastic about the occult sciences. This conversion of the family fortune, 
which was carried out on the advice of his mother, who had died a few weeks earlier, saved the 
Bemberg family from ruin... 


But the war turned everything upside down. The first consequence was the isolation of the 
members of a family that until then had maintained a real unity in places full of memories, despite 
the constant commuting between Argentina and France. Even before the catastrophe of 1940, 
most of the Argentine members of the Bemberg family - especially Federico, Ottito and their 
relatives - were forced to stay in Buenos Aires and could not return to France. Others, like Ottito's 
son Georges, went to study in the USA. Perhaps as a precautionary measure in view of an 
uncertain future in France? Undoubtedly. But also out of unease and mistrust in the face of a 
constantly worsening climate. For several years, the far-right press has been stirring up rumors 
about the Bembergs' "Jewish ancestry"! (Note: smear campaign initiated by Nazi propaganda 
following the Bemberg family's clear refusal to support the "Führer") 


These rumors were unfounded - the Bembergs were Lutherans and converted to Catholicism with 
Maria Theresa - but the family's wealth and certain connections, such as Rosa Bemberg's second 
marriage to Jacques Stern, fed such rumors, and a defeat could give them new fuel.

After the defeat, only Louis and Suzanne Bemberg, Hubert and Rosette de Ganay and their 
children remained in France. Louis and his family sought refuge in Biarritz, where they had fled 
from the advancing Germans, and lived for some time in Villa Berthe, Ottito's house, before 
returning to Paris in September. The Ganays were defeated in Nantes, in the house of an aunt, 
where they had taken refuge after a stay of several months in Courances. 


A new life began for all of them, a life that seemed to have come to a strange standstill and, at 
least for a while, resembled life before the war... 


"The paradox is that until December 1940, apart from the terrible German banners that hung on 
all the official monuments in Paris and were a constant humiliation for us all, life was organized 
more or less as before," recalls Kiko Bemberg, son of Louis and Suzanne. Even the family picnic 
that Suzanne organized in Paris between Christmas and New Year this year was similar to that of 
previous years. Even Kiko has no trouble getting the fruit cake from the bakery... 


But the time of restrictions comes soon, at the beginning of 1941, and for the first time in his life, 
young Kiko, like many other French people, experiences what it means to be hungry... A feeling 
that you don't forget because it hurts your body and soul, and that remains until the government 
allows all garden owners to convert their gardens into vegetable gardens. 


Finally, life was organized. Louis, who was a diplomat, decided to resign from his post, definitively 
abandoning a career that might have taken a different course had he left France for Argentina. 
Out of loyalty to France, he will always have firmly resisted pressure from his Argentine cousins to 
join them on the other side of the Atlantic. Although he had every conceivable leisure time at his 
disposal, he hardly ever left Paris, as his estate in Pontrancart had been confiscated by the 
Germans before it was converted into a military hospital for convalescing soldiers. As an educated 
intellectual who loved painting and good books, he devoted himself to his new passion, the study 
of classical Greek. With the help of some professors at the College de France, he immersed himself 
in the Greek language," recalls Kiko Bemberg. He was soon able to read Greek texts and was even 
thinking about a new translation of Aristotle. His early death in 1951 prevented the realization of 
this project. But the war had another advantage at the time: it brought Louis and Kiko closer 
together; father and son studied Greek together, which created a new bond between the two... 


The Ganays also tried to adapt to the constraints of the war as best they could. When Hubert and 
Rosita were away, they stayed in Courances, a property which, as expected, the Germans had 
partly confiscated to house officers. "My paternal grandfather had been able to set up a corner of 
the house for himself and his family," recalls Michel de Ganay, son of Hubert and Rosita. The 
occupiers' relationship with the family - especially with Rosita, who had a strong character - was 
tense, if not frightening. "I was told that during the occupation, my grandmother Rosita never 
greeted the German officers she met on the streets of the village of Courances, which earned her 
some nasty remarks," says Alix de Ganay. There is an anecdote that confirms Rosita's hostility 
towards Germany. Michel de Ganay remembers: 


To make French friends, the Germans organized a soccer match on the church square one Sunday. 
My mother, who had just come from mass, confidently declared that the French should not play 
with the German soldiers and simply took the ball away from them. She was immediately taken to 
the commandant's office, from where she was soon released after proving that she was 
Argentinian. 


But then it was time to make a decision. It is difficult to take sides in a conflict as inhuman as the 
one that bloodied Europe in the early 19405s, especially when you have a long family tradition of 
loyalty to France. And so the young members of the two families, both on the side of the Ganays 
and the Bembergs, choose sides, driven by the persuasiveness and drive of their age. The first 
was perhaps Bernard, Louis’ son. "He joined the Resistance at the age of twenty, determined to 
drive the Germans out of the country," says his brother Kiko today. "He was active near Breuil. He 
stockpiled explosives and hand grenades. Almost everyone in the family knew about it, from his 
young wife Aliette, whom he married in the middle of the war, to Kiko himself, who at the age of 
sixteen was tasked by his brother with transporting ammunition and also joined a resistance 
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network before the end of the war. An admirable commitment that was to cost Bernard his life. He 
waited impatiently to be sent to England, but was arrested in July 1944 while organizing the 
dropping of British material in Le Breuil. Sentenced by a military court, he was deported to 
Germany, from where he never returned. Until the last moment, his parents tried to save him by 
passing him off as an Argentinian citizen. 


The Ganay brothers also opted for De Gaulle at an early age. In 1942, at the age of eighteen, 
Andr& de Ganay decided to go to London, which was a real journey at the time. "Together with 
Michel d'Arcangues, a school friend, we decided to follow De Gaulle, whose call for June 18 we 
had heard on the radio," he recalls today. 


We decided to cross the Pyrenees. As I had no money, I had to steal two large solid gold rings 
from my father. We took the train to Bayonne. From there we went on to Spain. In Pamplona, 
thanks to the American consul, an acquaintance of Michel's, we were able to travel to Madrid, 
where we happened to meet Juan Sugrafites, who ran the family business in Spain. A true miracle! 
I didn't even know at the time that we were interested in Spain. Thanks to his help, we got a 
passport that allowed us to enter Argentina officially. But in reality, we came to England via 
Portugal. 


After the young man had to endure a rigorous interrogation to ensure that he was not a spy, he 
entered the cadet school of the Free French Army, from which he graduated as a lieutenant. Some 
time later, on August 25, 1944, he was parachuted near Chäteauroux with material for the Maquis. 
This was the beginning of a military career that would take him with the 2-DB4 to Paris, Alsace 
and finally to Berchtesgaden and Hitler's Eagle's Nest. Jean-Louis, who had also joined the 
Resistance, ended up in London. Via the SOE5 network, he joined the Free French Forces on 
August 19, 1943 under the code name Rigobert. Michel de Ganay, who was too young to join the 
Maquis, waited until September 1944 to join the mountain troops. 


Even the "little" Charles de Ganay did not miss the opportunity to take part in the fight against the 
occupying forces. At the age of seventeen, he did not hesitate to take a great risk to save an 
American airman. He still remembers this today: 


It was 1944 when a friend called me and told me that an American airman had crashed in Nandy 
Park near Melun in the Seine-et-Marne department and had been picked up by the Resistance. He 
had been hiding on a barge moored in the Seine. But the captain of the ship had to move on and 
didn't know what to do with the plane. My grandfather had a house on Rue de Varenne in Paris 
and I knew he was hiding Americans there. I decided to go to Melun to find the plane and hide it 
there. It wasn't easy to get it to the mainland by boat and then to Paris. But it all turned out well 
in the end. First I took him home, where he stayed for three days. The American ate with us, of 
course, and when guests were there, they saw a plate being taken away. The guests must have 
thought that a family member didn't want to be seen. 


When she learned of the role her son Charles had played in the "rescue", his mother could not 
hide her pride. As a reward for the risk he had taken, he received an award from the American 
vice consul in France in 1947. 


Fight against the Nazis 


While France was occupied and their cousins waged one armed struggle after another against the 
occupiers, the Bembergs in Argentina did not remain inactive. Decisions were also made in Buenos 
Aires. Courageous decisions, considering the context, and not entirely unrelated to the fate of the 
family at the end of the Second World War... 


It all began with a simple conversation. At the beginning of the war, when he was alone with his 
parents in Buenos Aires, Georges Bemberg - Nato - was interviewed by the German Honorary 
Consul in Argentina, Ricardo Staudt. Since the outbreak of the conflict, he has approached all the 
major German families in Argentina and asked them to put their influence and, above all, their 
economic power at the service of the "Reich". This is exactly what he asked of Georges Bemberg. 
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He received me very kindly and told me that he would visit all Argentinian families of German 
descent to ask them to support the "Führer" in his mission. I was confused as my parents were 
out of town and I could hardliy support them. Above all, I knew that the family was clearly on the 
side of the Allies and strictly refused to support the Nazis. 


The Bembergs are indeed anti-Nazis, without a doubt, especially Jovita Garcia Mansilla. 


Federico's wife made no secret of her deep dislike of the Nazis. Throughout the war, she financed 
the Allied cause on a large scale, for which she was awarded the Order of the Legion of Honor, 
among other honors. When Federico Bemberg went to see Ricardo Staudt, he informed him of the 
family's - the whole family's - refusal to side with the Nazis. Later, the German embassy in 
Argentina contacted Ottito again and asked him to contribute to the cost of the war. "The German 
embassy wanted the Quilmes shareholders in Paris to receive francs for the pesos that Quilmes 
would deliver to the German embassy in Buenos Aires. We refused," Ottito later wrote in his 
memoirs. The family did not want to get involved with the Nazis under any circumstances. 


It was a decision that was not without risk. .... 


With their hearts and minds clearly on the side of the Allies and without hiding their admiration for 
England, the Bembergs made many enemies. With Ricardo Staudt, of course, which was the lesser 
of two evils. But also - and this was to have an even worse effect - with almost the entire German 
community in Argentina, which sided with Germany. And what was even more serious: by refusing 
to serve the Nazis, the Bembergs placed themselves in direct opposition to the government of 
Manuel Fresco - and later Juan Perön - which, although officially neutral in the war that tore 
Europe apart, did not hide its sympathy for the Axis powers. One of the keys to the 1948 
expropriation was undoubtedly the attitude of a family that stood firmly by its convictions. Juan 
Perön, who ruled the country from 1943, wanted to make the Bembergs pay dearly for their 
commitment and at the same time settle other personal scores... 


However, the family's anti-Nazi stance initially earned them an incredibly fierce press campaign. 
Throughout the war, the openly pro-German newspapers El Cabildo, El Pampero and El Federal 
piled up attacks not only on the Bembergs themselves, smugly denouncing their alleged Jewish 
origins and "stateless" nature, but also on the companies in the Bemberg Group, accusing them of 
all kinds of abuses, fraud and misdeeds. Although the family weathered the storm, the great 
catastrophe of 1948 gradually loomed. 


The deceptive calm before the storm 


May 1945, the war is finally over. In Buenos Aires and especially in Paris, life gradually returns to 
normal. Relations between the Bemberg family in Argentina and France, which had been severed 
in 1939, were also resumed. Federico, who was already very ill, divided his time between France 
and New York, where he was treated for the leukemia he had been suffering from for six months. 
In the meantime, Ottito crossed the Atlantic several times to regain control of the family's French 
business. Louis, hit hard by the death of his son Bernard, who is also ill, relies more and more on 
his son Kiko to run the business, forcing him to spend a lot of time in Switzerland, where he 
eventually takes over the group's financial department... 


While the Argentinian Bembergs returned to Paris, the French Bembergs set off to discover the 
country where the family's fortune had once been founded. As Ottito grew older and Federico and 
Luis were weakened by illness, it was time to pass the baton to the next generation and gradually 
introduce them to the business. A welcome change, considering how much there was still to do in 
Argentina. So in 1947, Michel and Andr& de Ganay crossed the Atlantic for the first time and 
started a new life. 


After the war, the Bemberg family in Argentina told us that they needed reinforcements, as there 
were almost only women left in the family," says Michel de Ganay. Andre and I decided to leave, 
which was a drama for our mother. I came to Buenos Aires in 1947 and hardly spoke any Spanish. 
At first I lived with Jovita and Fred in a nice apartment on the corner of Posadas and Montevideo. 
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Soon it was decided that I should go to the family's estancia, where there was a French-speaking 
person who turned out to be the butler's wife. That's how I got to Los Cerrillos. 


At this time, Michel de Ganay was amazed to see the size of the family estate in Argentina and the 
work that Federico and Ottito had been doing since the 1920s. The Santa Rosa company with its 
"tambos" - dairies - of around 100 hectares each, where the Bembergs produced cheese for the 
entire Argentinian market, made a great impression on the young man. The 10,000-hectare Media 
Luna ranch, where the family breeds thousands of Shorthorns, a breed of cattle known primarily 
for its meat, also made a big impression on the young man. One of Michel de Ganay's first 
decisions was to replace this breed with a dairy breed, the famous "Dutch", which was to establish 
the Bemberg Group's position in the dairy industry. 


Michel de Ganay was enthusiastic about his new profession and soon set about improving the 
breeding and cultivation systems before continuing his career on the family farms. In El Palomar, 
where milk production proved to be unprofitable, he converted part of the land to arable farming; 
in Mendoza, he decided to grow vines on land that was less suitable for livestock and arable 
farming. 


Over the years, Michel de Ganay developed into a specialist in agricultural matters, which always 
fascinated him. His brother Andre, who has remained in Buenos Aires, spends a lot of time with his 
uncle Ottito, who gradually introduces him to the family business... 


For Michel and Andre de Ganay, for the younger family members, for the women too, for all those 
who do not have the opportunity to devote themselves to the family business in all its breadth and 
complexity, the situation in the years immediately after the end of the war appears normal. In 
their eyes, everything, almost everything, is "as it used to be" and the Bemberggs, this large family 
spanning two continents, have regained all their power. 


Deceptive calm... 


While Michel de Ganay traveled the estancias and his brother Andre learned the brewing trade 
from his uncle, a dark horizon was brewing for the two of them in the offices of Buenos Aires. 


Only a few people noticed that Ottito had been more restless and tense for some time, as if he 
was afflicted by a dull restlessness. On October 17, 1945, his daughter Maria Louisa had married 
Carlos Miguens. It was the fateful day of the revolution, when Perön's supporters burned down the 
churches. The ceremony was to take place in the house in Talcahuano that the young Nato had 
bought two years earlier on his way to Buenos Aires. Who would have thought that everything 
would change on that day! 


Three years later, in 1948, disaster struck. 
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The seed of evil is sown 


For centuries, totalitarian rulers and, since the 20th century, also female rulers (equal rights send 
their regards) have used the justification "everything for the common people" to putsch 
themselves into power. And unfortunately, they have always found and continue to find enough 
simple-minded supporters to back and support them, although history clearly shows that such 
"revolutions", regardless of whether they were carried out by right-wing or left-wing forces, have 
always led to the totalitarian rulers being and remaining economically prosperous, while the 
"common people" have remained and continue to remain in poverty. On the contrary, the situation 
worsened for the "common people" because the formerly functioning economies of the countries 
were largely destroyed with the overthrows and the profits of the few remaining productive 
economic enterprises flowed and continue to flow almost exclusively into the pockets of the 
totalitarian rulers and their henchmen. Of course, corruption and arbitrariness have not 
disappeared. The corrupt individuals who existed before the "revolution" have been and are being 
replaced at best and the opportunities for corrupt "public servants" have been and are being 
significantly improved by arbitrary rule. 


With his account of the "Bemberg case"? from 1951, Otto E. Bemberg used the example of his 
family to create an excellent documentary about the actions of totalitarian regimes, which makes it 
clear that even wealthy and influential families have no chance against such destructive forces, 
especially when this family of the "third-rate actress" Maria Eva Duarte (later "Evita" Perön), 
whose "career" as an actress began in the bed of the editor of one of Argentina's most important 
magazines and who later deliberately exploited male acquaintances, denied the woman who stood 
behind the "revolutionary" Juan Perön the recognition she felt she deserved as Argentina's "First 
Lady" and who therefore persecuted this family with her vendetta from then on. The smear 
campaigns that Hitler's fascist system in Germany, which the family had also refused to cooperate 
with or support, had already waged against the family in previous years were the seeds of evil that 
now sprouted in Evita's vendetta against the family. 


Thus, in April 1948, the event that would forever remain etched in the memory of the Bemberg 
family took place. Argentine President Juan Domingo Perön signed Decree 9947, which ordered 
the judicial liquidation of 33 companies belonging to the Bemberg Group in Argentina. This was 
the penultimate act in the planned dismantling of a world-class industrial and commercial empire, 
which ended in 1954 with the passing of Law 14.122, which simply nationalized the assets of the 
Bemberg Group in Argentina. It was a catastrophe for the whole family, but it did not actually 
come as a surprise. After all, the Bembergs had known what the Argentinian government was 
planning since 1943... 


It all began with a succession problem that might have been trivial had it not been for politics and 
personal resentment. On February 28, 1932, two months after the death of his wife Josefina 
Elortondo, Otto Sebastian died. His estate was not opened until March 1933, when the deadline for 
the imposition of late payment penalties expired. Was this an oversight on the part of the family 
or, more likely, a legal quibble? In any case, this delay was the subject of an official complaint in 
1935 to the National Education Council, the authority responsible for collecting inheritance tax at 
the time. The Bembergs were accused of having declared a loan of 600,000 pesos to Otto 
Sebastiän as their parents’ only assets. The Argentinian political media reported extensively on the 
case. "Why don't the Bembergs pay inheritance tax like everyone else?" asked Manuel Ortiz 
Basualdo, conservative member of parliament for the province of Buenos Aires. The Bembergs 
believe they are in the right and argue that the family's Argentine assets, with the exception of the 
claim of 600,000 pesos, cannot be counted as part of Otto Sebastiän's estate, as he had 
bequeathed all shares in the group's various companies to his heirs before his death. This 
transaction was carried out in Switzerland and at no cost, meaning that these assets are de facto 
exempt from inheritance tax.

However, this legally well-founded position led to a fierce press campaign against the Bembergs, 
who were accused of trying to evade paying taxes through a "tax maneuver". Even then, the 
family faced attacks from the conservative media, which had been in power in Argentina since 
Jose Felix Uriburu's coup in 1930. A power that the Argentine rulers openly attacked - too liberal 
for their taste - and for which the Bembergs felt no attraction because they considered it not only 
politically illegitimate but also economically inefficient. 


The issue was not pursued any further for the time being; everyone stuck to their own point of 
view. But in June 1943, when the conservative government of Ramön Castillo was overthrown in a 
coup d'etat by a fascist military junta, it flared up again with renewed vigor. The strong man of 
Argentina was Juan Domingo Perön, who became Minister of Labor and Health in 1943 and rose to 
Vice President in 1944. A few months after the coup d'etat in June 1943, the National Education 
Council asked the family to pay nine million pesos for the inheritance in order to end the 
differences between the heirs of Orto Sebastian and the state. The Bembergs agreed to pay the 
sum, but initially described this as blackmail. Immediately afterwards, the family sued the council 
and declared war on the Argentinian state. 


Apart from the very complicated legal issues, there were two opposing logics at the time: on the 
one hand, that of the Bemberg family, who were absolutely sure of their rights, but in this case 
were guilty of an obvious lack of diplomacy. In the absence of the ailing Federico - he died in New 
York in 1949 - Ottito ran the business in Buenos Aires. He did not hesitate to antagonize an 
Argentine government that was already hostile to him, which contributed to his radicalization. My 
father was authoritarian," says his son Georges. Basically, he was very Germanic and wasn't afraid 
to bang his fist on the table. Instead of appeasing, he took a brutal approach, thereby stirring up 
resentment among the family's enemies. "Let them confiscate and confiscate everything, I don't 
care," Ottito exclaimed angrily time and again. This attitude is characteristic of the determination 
of the man who became the de facto head of the family with the gradual withdrawal of his 
brother. 


The other logic is that of Argentina's rulers, first and foremost Juan Domingo Perön, who was 
elected President of the Argentine Republic in February 1946 after a brief period of obscurity. 
Perön, authoritarian and populist, had no qualms about personality cults and harnessed the 
support of the masses. He drafted a program, later called Peronism, based on a few simple ideas: 
Nationalism with consideration of social and workers’ demands, rejection of American and British 
influence and liberalism, opposition to the Argentine extended families and nationalization of the 
property of "foreigners". 


It was a kind of third way between communism and capitalism that showed a certain admiration 
for Italian fascism of the 19308. 


In such an environment, did the Bembergs have any chance of preventing the worst? We doubt it, 
and Otto's attitude could have made an already tense situation even worse. 


In fact, Juan Domingo Perön made no secret of his desire to break the power of the Bembergs. 
Out of loyalty to his programme, of course: as foreigners, the Bembergs were a direct target of his 
nationalization policy. But also because this family represented everything that Perön rejected. 
Perön embodied the reactionary right, which was appalled by the liberal right that the Bembergs 
represented," emphasizes Francois de Ganay, who has studied this era in depth. 


The family, strongly inspired by Sansimonism, was always socially progressive and the driving 
force behind English and liberalism, the resistance against the large Argentine families and the 
nationalization of the property of the "bourgeoisie". 


Nationalization of the property of "foreigners", e.g. paid leave in their companies. 


In a country where the Indians working in the sugar factories were treated rather badly, most 
reactionaries saw this as pure provocation. The Bembergs were cosmopolitan and had little in 
common with the part of the old Argentinian right-wing aristocracy around Perön. 
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Bemberg's pro-Allied stance during the war, which stood in stark contrast to the declared 
sympathies of the official Argentine media for the Axis powers, naturally did nothing to reassure... 


In addition to these ideological differences, there were also personal considerations. The 
Bembergs made no secret of the fact that they had little sympathy, not to say contempt, for Juan 
Perön's wife, Maria Eva Duarte, known as "Evita", a former B-movie actress who had married the 
general in 1945. An anecdote told by Georges says a lot about how the family thought of her: 


When Evita visited France in 1947, the Argentinian ambassador to France asked the Bembergs to 
introduce her to the Argentinian community in Paris. They refused to organize anything for her 
visit. This refusal triggered the conflict with the Peröns; a simple cocktail could have smoothed the 
waters. 


The humiliated Evita will never forget it... 


A populist politician who placed the nationalization of the country's industries at the heart of his 
programme, missteps, personal humiliations, a family constantly accused by the press of enjoying 
a monopoly position... 


That was enough to seal the fate of the Bemberg family. From then on, events came thick and 
fast. In July 1944, the family's offices in Buenos Aires were literally ransacked and boxes of 
documents and valuables were confiscated; less than three years later, in April 1947, Judge 
Segovia ordered the confiscation of all the assets of the Orto Sebastian heirs; a year later, 
President Perön signed Decree 9,947, which ordered the liquidation of 33 companies in the group 
that had been entrusted to the administrators. The family, through Edouard Bemberg (Teddy), 
made a last attempt and proposed to the government that the shares of the companies in 
liquidation be pledged for a total of 97 million pesos. But it was too late! In the course of 1950, 
the provinces of Cördoba and Buenos Aires demanded several million pesos in outstanding 
inheritance taxes and in August 1954, the Peronist-controlled Chamber of Deputies finally passed 
Law 14.122, which provided for the liquidation of all the Bemberg family's assets in Argentina and 
their nationalization. 


The end of an empire... 


At this point, it had already been a year since the last member of the Bemberg family had left 
Argentina. When Federico died in 1949 and Luis in 1956, Ottito left for France that same year, 
bitter and deeply hurt. He only returned to Argentina a few years later, in 1965. For the whole 
family, the catastrophe of 1954 - because it was a catastrophe - was a real tragedy. Not only 
because they lost most of their possessions, but also, and perhaps above all, because they were 
forced to leave a country to which they had given so much since Otto Peters’ time and to which 
they were so attached. The Bembergs could probably still count on their American and European 
possessions. But by turning against them, Perön broke the heart of his empire and shook the 
relationships between the family and the country that had grown over a hundred years. But not 
everything was over by the mid-1950s. In Paris, New York, Madrid, Uruguay and California, where 
the family had retreated after spreading their possessions among various homes, preparations 
were already underway for the next battle. Deeply convinced that relations with Argentina were 
too strong not to be revived one day... 


1948-1959... It took just over ten years for the Bemberg family to recover their stolen assets. Ten 
years in which Miguel Ängel Carcano, Rosine Bemberg's father-in-law, supported by two brilliant 
lawyers - Cosme Beccar Värela and Juan Saravia - and Louis Lariviere, the son of a close cousin of 
the family who ran the business in South America from Paris, took all possible legal action. This 
endless legal battle would probably have lasted even longer if an unexpected event had not 
completely changed the situation in Argentina in 1955: the fall of Perön. In that year, a coup d'etat 
led by General Eduardo Leonardi and instigated by Pedro Eugenio Aramburu - the so-called 
"liberating revolution" - put an end to the "national-populist" experiment of the "conductor" that 
had begun in 1946. Luckily for the Bemberg family: a year earlier, in 1954, a law had made it 
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possible to transfer the Quilmes brewery and malt house to the brewery workers’ union. However, 
the fall of Perön prevented this from happening... 


The coup d'&tat of 1955 and the seizure of power by Pedro Eugenio Aramburu, whose declared 
aim was to "de-Peronize" the country as quickly as possible, meant the big return to Argentina for 
the Bemberg family. In 1955, a large part of the family - Maria Louisa and Carlos Miguens, Malena 
and Maxi Gainza, Fina and Miguel Quirno L., Andr& and Michel de Ganay - returned to Buenos 
Aires. Ottito did not return until 1963. It seems that the whole family was able to accompany the 
patriarch and his wife Sofia to Paris for their golden wedding anniversary. This was to be 
celebrated with a big party in Paris in July 1963. "First there was a mass, then a big family dinner 
at which the whole family was affected by Philippe Bemberg's death. The party was canceled," 
recalls Louisa Miguens. Three months later, Ottito finally decided to cross the Atlantic: The news 
caused a sensation.

When my grandparents announced their arrival in Argentina, my mother took it upon herself to 
tidy up the house that had been confiscated by Perön, which was in a catastrophic state," says 
Louisa Miguens. She had it painted and new curtains put up. On the day Ottito arrived, all the 
family members came to welcome him. It was a big event for everyone. 


Ottito's return symbolically marked the end of a long separation. It was also the end of a long 
nightmare... 


The coup d'&tat of 1955 provided an unexpected opportunity to resume the process. It took three 
more years until the negotiations came to a successful conclusion in August 1958, when the 
Bembergs finally reached an agreement with the government of elected President Arturo Frondizi. 
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This agreement, signed in January 1959, put an end to the confiscation of the company and family 
assets. This was a great victory for the lawyers, who had spared neither time nor effort in those 
years to restore the Bembergs' rights. The 1959 settlement restored the family's honor and 
allowed them to look to the future with optimism... 


But at what cost! Ten years of Peronism had scattered the family's fortune to the four winds. 
Although the Bembergs managed to bring most of their former industrial empire, the Cervecerias 
Quilmes breweries, back under their control in a pitiful state, they had to give up numerous assets, 
above all the companies Cica and Algodonera, which together had a capital of 80 million pesos. 
The Peronists had been outraged by the Bembergs, even dragging them into the mud, and the 
family had lost much of its influence. The family would never again play the role it had played for 
decades: the role of banker to the provinces and the state, the role of financier of major 
infrastructure projects. This marked the end of a long tradition in which business management and 
the good of the country went hand in hand. 


In social terms, the situation was even worse. Puerto Bemberg, a prime example of a subtropical 
plantation society, shrank from 9,000 to less than 2,000 inhabitants in just over ten years, a 
consequence of the expropriations and the system of "national and cooperative" exploitation 
introduced by the Peronists. The industrial enterprises were also at an end. By the end ofthe 
1950s, only 3,000 of the 10,000 people employed ten years earlier were left... 


But that was not all! When the Bembergs returned to Quilmes for the first time, they found that 
the "jewel of Imperius", the brewery, had also suffered greatly from the consequences of 
Peronism. "The facilities were in a catastrophic state," summarizes Kiko Bemberg. Abandoned 
buildings, damaged equipment due to lack of maintenance, a distribution network left to its own 
devices, a drop in quality, production in free fall... 


The balance sheet is not exactly rosy. It will be years before the factory is operational again and 
Quilmes products regain the reputation they had in the 19308... 


The reconstruction is a joint effort of the Bemberg family, orchestrated by a handful of external 
managers, talented and trustworthy men who put all their commitment at the service of the 
family. Thanks to their determination, commitment and skill, the Bembergs quickly regained 
prominence in the business world, not only in Argentina, but almost everywhere in the world 
thanks to a skillful investment and diversification policy. 


The first "craftsman" to initiate the rebirth of the Bemberg empire was Lou Lariviere, who was 
president of Empresas Quilmes until his death in 1979. It was also he who, with the family's 
approval, decided to give the family business a clear legal framework. This was done in 1952 with 
the foundation and registration of a public limited company in Luxembourg, Empresas Quilmes 
S.A., a holding company (in Luxembourg francs) whose task was to continue the family business 
and manage an international share portfolio. This unit was to drive the Group's development. In 
1959, Cervecerias Quilmes was added, the restoration of which was one of Lou Lariviere's 
priorities. For years, the profits made were systematically reinvested in the company... 


This long-term work was not always easy for Lou Lariviere. On the Argentinian side, he was 
supported by Fierre Cuvry, Pau de Maistre and Armand Kreiss. Politics at the time was rather 
conservative. Ottito remained very active until his death in 1985 and kept himself informed about 
the economy, especially in Argentina. Lou Lariviere was very cautious and did not renew the 
existing facilities in the breweries, even though they needed renewing. 
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Lou Lariviere also had to deal with the unforeseen events of political life in Argentina. Starting with 
the return to power of Perön, who was elected President of the Republic in 1973 at the age of 80 
after a long exile. The return of this man, who had been somewhat forgotten since 1955, caused 
some concern in the family. "Those were difficult times, marked by assassinations and terrorist 
attacks by right-wing and left-wing groups," recalls Jacques-Louis de Montalembert, who came to 
Argentina in 1968.

As a precaution, some family members preferred to seek refuge for a while in neighboring 
countries or even in France. The death of the old "conductor" in 1974 and his replacement by 
Isabel, his third wife, as well as her departure after the coup d'etat in 1976, visibly disrupted the 
economic and financial climate. Unlike in the 1940s, however, the large industrialist families hardly 
suffered from Perön's brief return to power or the chronic instability in the upper echelons of the 
state. Moreover, the group was sufficiently diversified to survive Argentina's economic difficulties 
during this period.

After the death of Lou Lariviere in 1979, Empresas Quilines was once again not only a major player 
in the Latin American brewing sector, but also an industrial and financial group with a diversified 
portfolio of assets 


Thanks to everyone!'s efforts, the Bembergs' lands and estates have also returned to prosperity. 
"The family's lands, which had not been fully returned, were divided up among the various 
branches of the family so that they could flourish," explains Jacques-Louis de Montalembert. In 
Port Bemberg, the family gave half of the arable land to the farm workers and thus carried out a 
genuine agricultural reform. On the other hand, they planted pine trees whose wood was used to 
produce pulp, which in turn led to the creation of several specialized factories. 


Everything is new everywhere... 


Otto's son Eduardo "Teddy" Bemberg is working hard to build on this legacy. He is the fourth 
generation of the Bemberg family to head the family business. Teddy has many years of 
experience and successfully managed the Rheingold Brewery in the USA. Under his leadership, the 
organization and management of the group will be fundamentally changed: Activities will be 
structured according to major business areas, less profitable breweries will be closed and teams at 
all levels will be professionalized. Under Teddy's presidency, 15% of the capital of the Quilmes 
breweries was sold to the Heineken N.V. Group in 1984. This transaction allowed the group to 
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renovate its oldest facilities and also to invest heavily in the construction of a new brewery in 
Corrientes. 


The professionalization of the teams is perhaps one of Teddy Bemberg's most important 
contributions to the development of the Group. In the 1980s, the Bemberg family decided, 
particularly in view of the increasing complexity of management, to rely on top managers to whom 
it entrusted the operational management of the Group, while remaining represented on the boards

of directors of the companies that make up the Group and on the two strategic committees in 
charge of supervising the family business. The first committee in Paris consists of Teddy Bemberg, 
Fean-Louis de Ganay, Charles de Montalembert, Eduardo Sainz de Vicuna and Jimmy de Viel 
Castel. The Buenos Aires Committee was chaired by Teddy Bemberg, Andre de Ganay and 
Jacques-Louis de Montalembert; the first two were later replaced by Carlos Miguens and Jean de 
Ganay and Kiko Sainz de Vicuna. The presidency of the most important subsidiaries was taken 
over by various family members, including Carlos Miguens, President of Cerveceria Malteria 
Quilmes, whose talent enabled him to establish contacts with the Argentine business world. 


The family is still closely involved in the life of the group, but no longer plays an operational role. 
Management is now in the hands of external managers... 


Julio Nünez was the first to join this group, followed by Willem de Vogel and Christian Baillet. From 
1985 to 1997, Norberto Morita was one of the most important directors. At the end of the 19705, 
Julio Nüfez transformed Empresa Quilmes' equity portfolio into a portfolio of investments in 
private companies, first in the United States and then in Europe. Empresa Quilmes was a pioneer 
in LBO investments and also participated in venture capital funds. At the same time, Julio Nühez 
and Christian Baillet reorganized and revitalized the group's two financial institutions: La Societe& 
Internationale de Finance in Zurich and Sifas in Paris. Finally, Julio Nünez's most important 
contribution was the splitting of Empresa Quilmes into two separate companies: 


The first was a holding company that combined all the brewery plants in Latin America, Quilmes 
Industrial S.A. (Quinsa). (Quinsa), which was listed on the New York Stock Exchange in 1996, and 
a finance company, Empresas Quilmes, which was renamed Quilvest in 1997. This name, made up 
of the words "Quilmes" and "investissements" (investments), was found by Kiko Bemberg after the 
family contacted a specialized agency. 
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The splitting of the "Bemberg Nebula", as it was called at the time, into two separate entities also 
forced the family to review its management, which led to the establishment of the IAS. This 
extended council is reserved for family members. It is a form of association between successive 
generations. This confirms the family's "hands-off" policy, which enables it to recruit highly 
qualified professionals. 


In the following years, when Quilvest invested worldwide, Norberto Morita decided to give Quinsa 
a new dimension. The activities of Calsa and Santa Rosa were divested in the 80s and 90s. The 
group was restructured and focused on the beer sector, not only in Argentina, but also in Bolivia, 
Chile, Paraguay and Uruguay. Quinsa, which already distributed Coca-Cola in Paraguay, also 
successfully entered the production and distribution of mineral water, soft drinks and juices - Eco 
de los Andes, Pepsi-Cola, Tropicana, etc. - in Argentina. - etc. The figures speak for themselves: 
between 1986 and 2006, the group's beer sales rose from 3 to 18 million hectoliters and sales of 
mineral water, juices and soft drinks from 500,000 to over 10 million hectoliters. Towards the end 
of the century, Quinsa had become the undisputed market leader in its field of activity in the 
southern part of Latin America, mainly thanks to Norberto Morita and later Agustin Garcia Mansilla. 
With the clear aim of moving the group forward, the manager proposed the conquest of new 
markets to the Board of Directors, which was reluctant to do so. With the help of the Canadian 
financial group Onex, a hostile takeover bid was made for the Canadian brewery group Labatt's, 
but this failed. In the end, the Canadian company was taken over by the Interbrew Group. Quinsa 
then considered approaching Interbrew, but the Board of Directors did not agree. 


Quinsa was at a crossroads at the time... 


At the beginning of the 20005, the Bembergs considered whether they should continue to run the 
group. In recent years, the company has continued to grow under the management of Agustin 
Garcia Mansilla, mainly thanks to the launch of the Pepsi brand. However, it is struggling to 
expand in Brazil, which is actually Ambev's domain. Quinsa is also facing tough competition in its 
traditional markets, particularly in Argentina, where its Brazilian competitor is very active. To 
counter this offensive, Quinsa attempted to form a "grand alliance" with Heineken and the 
American group Anheuser-Busch in 2000. However, the major crisis in Argentina in 2001 put paid 
to this idea and caused Anheuser-Busch to withdraw. This failure and the increasing concentration 
in the industry convinced the Bembergs to withdraw from the investment-intensive sector for 
good. After some back and forth between the Heineken Group and Ambev, the family finally 
decided to sell their brewery assets to Ambev. The transaction took place in two stages: in 2002, 
the Ambev Group acquired 50% of the assets controlled by Quinsa and the remainder was sold to 
Ambev four years later, in 2006. 


2006: the decisive year in which the Bemberg family, after a surprising adventure that had begun 
almost 150 years earlier, unfortunately withdrew from the industry for good to devote itself 
entirely to private equity and private banking with Quilvest. A new beginning? Only partially. The 
family has always based its development on two pillars: industry and finance, granting loans to the 
state and the Argentine provinces and contributing to the economic growth of an entire country 
through the banks and financial institutions under its control. In addition, the family has multiplied 
its investments throughout the world, acquiring real expertise in the financial sector over the 
years. With four hundred employees, a global presence and two main activities, private equity and 
private banking, Quilvest continues the family story. The very name of the bank is a strong symbol 
of this continuity. To date, Quilvest has succeeded in continuing the activities of the Bemberg 
family beyond the sixth generation, continuously adapting the direction of the company without 
changing its principles or culture. 
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The bond with Argentina 


It is astonishing and testifies to a great bond and love for Argentina that the Bembergs of the 
Argentine-French branch have remained loyal to this country, where it all began and where they 
found a home, despite all the adversities, such as agitation and slander by the Argentine press, the 
bending of the law by the Argentine judiciary to their detriment, expropriations by Perön's 
totalitarian system, hostility from many members of the German community in Argentina during 
the Nazi era in Germany, etc. No one would have been surprised if they had stayed in their second 
home, France. But as if it still had to rely on its two historical pillars - industry and finance - the 
vast majority of the family returned to invest there. In the mid-2000s, shortly after the sale of 
Quinsa to Ambev, the company commissioned two former executives of the brewery group - 
Agustin Garcia Mansilla and N&stor del Campo - to look for new investments in the southern part 
of Latin America. After two years of searching, the two men suggested that the family buy the 
Pefaflor winery through their holding company Terold. The Bembergs were ambitious: Penaflor is 
the leading wine producer in Argentina and the seventh largest in the world. .... Anew adventure 
begins for the Bemberg family, which - it seems - will end successfully. 


The industry, but also the country... 


Since the mid-1950s, the Bembergs have been able to recover a large part of the real estate 
assets confiscated by Perön. Some estancias were never recovered; others were eventually sold. 
However, as the family bought other estates, they still own a large number of properties today. 
This is perhaps the best expression of the Bemberg family's Argentine roots, particularly in Puerto 
Bemberg.

Thanks to Alix and Francois de Ganay, this mythical place has been revived for the whole family. 
On the 300 hectares they acquired, the cousins have created a tree nursery for the reintroduction 
of natural species and built a hotel with 14 rooms. 


The family has remained true to its roots, but also to its commitment and values, and what better 
way to demonstrate this than through the Bemberg Foundation for Health and Education in 
Argentina? Each family member is responsible for a specific region in which they are socially 
involved. For example, a children's hospital and an oncology center were built in the province of

Corrientes. Thanks to the family's efforts, the foundation also runs a school for disabled children, a 
jungle school and a children's hospital. 


The Bembergs, people with business acumen and values, did not break with the artistic sensibility 
that in the first half of the 20th century led one of them, Hermän Bemberg, to inscribe his name in 
music history with golden letters. Later, in the 1970s and 1980s, another star appeared in the 
firmament of the arts: Maria Louisa Bemberg. The daughter of Ottito Bemberg studied this art in 
the United States and enjoyed several successes as a director, most notably with Camila, which 
was nominated for an Oscar for Best Foreign Film in Hollywood in 1984... 


And how could we fail to mention Nato - Georges Bemberg - the founder of the foundation that 
bears his name?

Georges Bemberg, Harvard graduate in comparative literature, pianist emeritus and great art 
lover, had amassed an astonishing collection of paintings, bronzes and objets d'art over the years. 
He wanted to share the emotions and joy he felt when looking at these works with as many people 
as possible: That was the patron's aim for his foundation, which is based in the specially restored 
Palais d'Assezat in Toulouse. The museum was opened in 1995, sixteen years before Georges 
Bemberg's death. 
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The strength of unity 


What is remarkable about this long history from 1850 to 2014, if not above all the astonishing 
unity of this branch of the Bemberg family! Its great strength lies in the fact that it has always 
managed to stick together. And one of the reasons for this unity is that the members not only 
have common interests, but also common tastes," emphasizes Jacques-Louis de Montalembert. 
This unity is embodied above all by the deeply international character of a family whose history 
has been and continues to be written on both sides of the Atlantic. With the Bembergs, you are 
not French, Spanish or Argentinian, but a citizen of the world. This can also be seen in the 
symbolic and memorable places such as the Pontrancart and Courances estates or the estates in 
Argentina such as Palomar, La Serrana, Los Cerrillos or Chacabuco; it can be seen in the shared 
passion for hunting and fishing, which regularly brings all family members together all over the 
world: "We just have to be together," they say. 


This unit is also very present at Quilvest or Pefaflor and at the various participation meetings 
attended by many members of the family: 


This tradition goes back to the time when the Bemberg family was similarly active in Cologne. 
Finally, it finds its expression in the IAS holding company founded in the 1980s, in which all family 
members are represented. The entrepreneurial spirit of the Bemberg family, the will to act and 
make a difference, which has driven them since 1850, permeates the company. Alongside the 
family business and Quilvest, IAS is one of Bemberg's mainstays. One hundred and sixty-four 
years ago, Otto Peter Bemberg, a young man in search of a climate favorable to his bronchial 
tubes, set off for Brazil, unaware that his steps would lead him to Argentina and soon to fortune. 
An exceptional businessman and born conqueror, he succeeded in laying the foundations for an 
industrial, financial and commercial empire that his descendants, first his son Otto Sebastiän and 
then his grandsons Federico and Ottito, were able to expand and lead into a promising future. 
Newiy arrived in a foreign country, with whose destiny they immediately identified, they knew how 
to remain true to their European origins without ever ceasing to be Argentinean and to put down 
roots on both sides of the ocean. The women contributed significantly to this development of the 
entire family, bringing not only their own family networks, their special sensitivity and love to the 
Bembergs, but also - and perhaps above all - their unconditional support for the common work 
and ensuring its continuity across generations. In this gallery of wives and mothers, Maria Theresia 
Drügg, Otto Peters’ mother, undoubtedly plays the first role - or one of the first: wasn't she the 
widow of a wealthy Cologne merchant who lent her son the money he needed to set up his own 
business in Argentina? 


Twice, indeed three times, the storms of history almost swept the family away. Three times the 
joint work was on the brink of collapse: in the early 1930s, when the global economic crisis shook 
the Bemberg empire, during the Second World War, when the family was torn apart, and a little 
later, in 1948, when Argentine President Perön expropriated the family fortune out of pure 
demagoguery. Each time, despite all the difficulties, the Bembergs managed to weather the storm 
by fighting tirelessiy to preserve their heritage, protect it from the ravages of time and assert their 
rights. 


The inscription "Deum colendo recteque faciendo nentinem timeas" (by worshipping God and 
doing the right thing) on the coat of arms from the period between 1701 and 1750 shown in the 
chapter "Coat of arms of the Bemberg family", which was found in the Herzog August Library, 
could therefore well be the motto of the French-Argentine branch of the family.

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Excursus - the Bemberg case 


It is difficult to understand why a successful businessman like Otto E. Bemberg (Ottito), who had 
been running a multinational business empire for many years, reacted so undiplomatically to the 
attacks by the Argentine authorities and "declared war" on the Argentine government by suing the 
authorities involved, thus escalating the situation instead of calming it down. 


Perhaps it was the legacy of the "stubborn Westphalian free farmer" (his son Georg described him 
as authoritarian and a man who was not afraid to bang his fist on the table) or the deep 
disappointment at how the country he loved so much betrayed him in such a way, despite 
everything he had done for it, by wanting to destroy his life's work and that of his ancestors. 


Ultimately, this led him to meticulousiy create an excellent documentation of the actions of 
totalitarian regimes in his memorandum "EL PROCESO CONTRA MI FAMILIA", published in New 
York in 1951, using the example of the Bemberg family, which makes it clear that even wealthy 
and influential families have no chance against such destructive forces, especially when, as in this 
case, a personal vendetta is involved. 


In addition, the arbitrariness of the "revolutionaries" becomes clear and it is shown how corrupt 
"civil servants" line their pockets. 


Unfortunately, even today, more than 70 years later, the political successors of the Peröns still 
have a "firm grip" on the country and it is still evident today, more than 70 years after the 
"revolution" in Argentina, that a country that is actually rich in arable land and natural resources 
with great economic potential remains in poverty if an egotistical, totalitarian regime remains in 
power (even if the "power games" are carried out much more subtly today). 


This document was given to me for publication by my cousin and friend Juan Etchebarne. Juan 
admires and reveres his great-grandfather Otto E. Bemberg, whom he met as a child, and has 
therefore spent many years compiling documents for publication that prove the arbitrariness with 
which the Argentine regime acted against his great-grandfather and his family, because this state 
arbitrariness and abuse of power is still "hushed up" in Argentina today.

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Introduction 


I feel obliged by my country, by the work of my predecessors, my colleagues and 
my friends to publicly present the truth about the facts in the so-called BEMBERG 
case. 


We have always had confidence in the Argentine judiciary, and it is only after all 
appeals to the representatives of the current judiciary have been exhausted and 
they have stubbornly tried to give the outrageous outrage a semblance of legality 
that I impose this painful duty on myself. 


At a time when private property is under threat in so many countries, it is no easy 
task to take on the defense of a family that is considered wealthy. It means 
drawing the public's attention in a direction that seems forbidden. But it should be 
a warning to all who strive, great or small, and to all who must thrive in an 
environment of freedom and justice, if there are any left who have not yet realized 
the moral, political and economic decline into which the Republic has fallen. It 
must be made clear to those who are indifferent to the fate of the BEMBERGS that 
a government that acts as it did towards us will act in the same way in the future 
towards other forces that are hostile to it. The Massone case and ultimately the La 
Prensa case and many others confirm our argument. 


Thus, not only the BEMBERG family was prosecuted and the BEMBERG 
organization was attacked in this unjust process, because the main objective of the 
current system has always been to destroy the political, economic and social order 
of the whole country. In order to make us a symbol of the attack, they poisoned 
public opinion with a criminal and false propaganda, unprecedented in its intensity 
and ferocity in the history of free countries, in the course of which we were spared 
no insult and no disgrace. Almost every legitimate guarantee has been denied us, 
and every attempt has been made to intimidate us. 


I will never forget the false images that were put up to illustrate the alleged greed 
of our house. I will come back to them later and explain their significance, because 
they served to create and entrench the BEMBERG myth in the minds of many 
Argentines who knew little about us, while at the same time creating fertile ground 
for totalitarianism. 
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Demagogy, in which slander and falsehoods invented to our detriment could take 
root and take root. This was the principle of the BEMBERG affair, in which the 
word BEMBERG represented for many Argentines an impersonal and mythical 
entity of which they believed themselves to be victims. 


This brochure was conceived and written in the voluntary exile I have been in for 
more than three years. I left my country in 1948, after five years of unprecedented 
persecution, when I found, to my great regret, that in the country where I was 
born, where I raised my family, where I worked and contributed to building an 
organization that is still a credit to my country, not only the most elementary 
justice no longer existed, but that, following the usual fanatical systems, they 
wanted to extend the persecution of my family to the most degrading personal 
humiliations. 


I will not undertake a detailed examination of this process in this essay, because it 
will inevitably be very brief, since the political regime prevailing in our country 
forces me to resort to methods that have only been used in an occupied country to 
describe it. When this situation changes - hopefully in the not too distant future - 
we will be able to present the truth about the so-called BEMBERG case to the 
Argentine public to the extent that it deserves.

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CHAPTER I

Origins and motives 


DESCENDANTS AND ACTIVITIES OF THE BEMBERG FAMILY 


My family settled in Argentina before independence and has a German branch that 
came to the country shortiy before CASEROS. My grandfather, Otto Pedro 
BEMBERG, who came from Cologne in Germany, came to Buenos Aires for the first 
time around 1852, when he was 23 years old according to his baptismal certificate. 
He liked the country and returned to Argentina the following year to marry Dona 
Luisa OCAMPO. My grandfather was a man of vision and entrepreneurial spirit. He 
recognized the enormous possibilities of the country and, with the financial support 
of his wealthy parents, founded a trading company that became the BEMBERG 
organization. He was the founder of this organization, which has since been closely 
linked to the economy of the Republic of Argentina, contributing to its 
development and growth. He can therefore rightly be regarded as one of the most 
important players in the country's recovery. 


Thanks to the connections my grandfather's family had in Europe, the company he 
founded in Buenos Aires was dedicated to exports from the outset, particularly of 
hides, wool and furs. They were also the first grain exporters and imported fabrics 
at the same time. 


SUMMARY OF THE MAIN ACTIVITIES OF THE 


BEMBERG HOUSE IN THE LAST CENTURY 


The following is a brief overview of our company's most important activities in 
chronological order: 


«e In 1860, my grandfather raised capital from French companies and used it 
to found the French-Argentine distillery; 
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Between 1862 and 1870, the House of BEMBERG participated in the efforts 
of the MITRE and AVELLANEDA governments to promote colonization, 
especially in the province of Santa Fe; 
In 1880, at the request of General ROCA, the House of BEMBERG acquired 
large parts of the conquered desert, which it later had to sell again, as the 
House's treasury demanded this at the time; 
In 1888, he founded Cerveceria Argentina with his son, the former partners 
of Destileria Franco Argentina and other French capitalists, which is still 
active in Quilmes today; 
After the crisis of the 1990s, the company obtained several loans in Europe 
for some Argentinian provinces, which helped it to overcome the bottlenecks 
of those years; 
In 1905, it built the Ferrocarril de la Plata al Meridiano V on behalf of the 
provincial government; 
In 1907, my father bought the old Schlau brewery in the town of Rosario, 
which was later completely rebuilt; 
In 1908 he organized the reunification of the capitals in Paris and 
participated with the company Hersent (founder of the port of Rosario) in the 
founding of the Sociedad Ferrocarril de Rosario a Puerto Belgrano; 
In the same year, he decided to build the electric tramway branch that 
connected the federal capital with Quilmes, and later the construction of the 
waterway that connected the city of Rosario with the port of Belgrano, 
He later installed the running water system that is still in operation in this 
town today; 
In 1911, the first attempts were made to grow malting barley with imported 
seed in order to avoid importing foreign malt; 
In 1912, the Cerveceria Quilmes merged with the Cerveceria Palermo in 
Buenos Aires; 
In 1916-17, the national government commissioned the House of BEMBERG 
with the delicate transfer of the gold stored in the London branch to the Caja 
de Conversion in Buenos Aires; 
In 1917, the first malting trials began in the factory in Hudson, which is still 
in operation today, and the first Argentine malt was produced from Argentine 
barley; 
In the same year, 1917, the company decided to dedicate itself to cattle 
breeding, a typically Argentinean industry, and founded Santa Rosa Estancias 
Ltd. for this purpose; 
In 1920, our group, together with Mr. Perez, took control of the Algodonera 
Argentina factory and invested considerable sums in this company, 
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to build the industrial plant, which was in operation for 25 years until it was 
destroyed by arson on June 4, 1948; 

e The first bakery factory was founded in 1920 and is now represented in all 
bakeries in the capital and in many bakeries in the interior of the country; 

e Inthe same year, Safac built a cork factory in Quilmes with a capacity of 800 
million bottles per year in order to reduce imports from abroad; 

e Inthe same year, the company expanded its activities to the provinces, 
where it pushed ahead with progress and built modern ice and carbon 
dioxide factories in Rosario, Cordoba, Parana, San Francisco, Rafaela, Bahia 
Blanca, Vicente Lopez, Lanus, San Fernando and La Plata; 

e Inthe estancias of Santa Rosa, 250 houses for the dairy farmers, schools, 
houses for workers and administration as well as cheese factories, which are 
among the most modern in the country, have been built; 

e Between 1915 and 1920, the Cervecerfas del Norte in Tucumän, the 
Cerveceria de los Andes in Mendoza and the Cerveceria Schlau in Rosario 
were built and the old Cerveceria Palermo in Buenos Aires was modernized 
and expanded in order to better serve consumers in the interior of the 
country and reduce transport costs. In line with our policy of keeping as 
much capital as possible in our own country, these breweries became 
independent Argentinian companies. 

«e In 1923, we invested capital in Buenos Aires, bought properties, built new 
ones and founded the Compania Argentina de Inmuebles. 

e Inthe same year, the first workers’ houses were built near the Cerveceria 
Argentina, where 400 houses were built along shady avenues, which today 
are the pride of our company; 

e Inthe same year, 1923, one of our subsidiaries acquired a majority stake in 
the La Bilz soft drinks factory and built the modern factory that is still in 
operation today on Calle Bulnes in Buenos Aires. 

e After twelve years of hard work and an enormous investment of capital, a 
new factory was built in 1923 on Calle Bulnes in Buenos Aires. 

«e In 1923, after twelve years of hard work and an enormous investment of 
capital, the settlers in the various regions of the country had succeeded in 
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to acquire enough malting barley seed to sow 500,000 hectares, creating a 
new source of wealth for the country. Thanks to our efforts, the Argentine 
Republic went from being an importer of malting barley to one of the most 
important exporting nations; 

In 1924, the first Argentinian malting plant was considerably expanded and 
is still in operation today in Hudson. It had silos, workers’ accommodation 
and offices and was one of the largest in the world with a production 
capacity of 50,000 tons of malt per year; 

In 1925, it expanded its activities into the jungles of the mission, where it 
established a plantation of one and a half million mate bushes, which 
became known as Puerto Bemberg (a name that was changed by the new 
rulers), with hundreds of houses, a school for a thousand children, a 
hospital, outbuildings, etc. In 1923, it became one of the largest malt houses 
in the world; 

In 1923, during one of the worst crises of all time, when the national 
government was unable to cover an issue of the Emprestito Patriotico, the 
House of Bemberg gave its personal guarantee for the issue of another 
government bond in the amount of $100,000,000 (equivalent to 
$500,000,000 today), and with this issue, which was a great success, the 
country's finances received the long-awaited relief; 

In 1934/35, when the country was hit hard by the Great Depression, my 
brother and I, firmly convinced that it was our duty to get the paralyzed 
market moving, brought money from abroad and founded two companies: 
Saw Sebastian and El Rodeo, which invested these funds in the purchase of 
fields. These fields were later confiscated; 

In 1935, as already mentioned, we negotiated in New York to reduce the 
interest rate and repay the debt of the province of Buenos Aires, with good 
results for this province; 

In 1937, always with the aim of making the country as independent as 
possible from foreign suppliers, we imported by air the first plants of Mpulo, 
an indispensable raw material for beer production; 

In 1939, we took over the conversion of the Mihanovich Company's pound 
debt (10% and 6%) into 4% peso bonds, a transaction that relieved the 
shipping company and was the first step towards the formation of today's C. 
N. Dodero Maritime Company; 
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«e In 1942, we explored the Zapala coal fields to alleviate the fuel shortage in 
the country during the Second World War; 

«e In 1943, we built another malting plant on the banks of the Parana, near 
Rosiario, with a capacity of another 24,000 tons of malt per year. Our efforts 
turned our country from a malt importing country into a malt exporting 
country. 

«e From this point onwards, BEMBERG's activities came to a standstill. 


The dates mentioned here are approximate. To be brief, I have not mentioned the 
many different activities related to public works, roads, dikes, paving, etc. The 
reader will notice that in this review the activities of the Quilmes Brewery are 
mixed up with those of the BEMBERG House, but in the end it was the latter that 
managed the former for 60 years and created the 80% of the brewing industry of 
the Argentine Republic. 


With this brief summary of our activities, the reader will realize that the BEMBERG 
family has been striving for a whole century to give people work and to contribute 
to the development and progress of the country. 


ORIGIN OF THE SO-CALLED BEMBERG CASE 


One of the tactics of the HITLER regime in the preparation and later in the 
prosecution of the Second World War was to secure the cooperation of the banks, 
commercial and industrial enterprises of our country, among which the BEMBERG 
company occupied a prominent position, which, as a company of German origin, 
was expected to cooperate particularly well. Another tactic was to damage Allied 
interests in Argentina by any means necessary, 


So it was that those responsible for implementing this Nazi tactic on the eve of the 
war - in 1938 - tried to get us to support the Nazi cause and insisted on it for two 
years despite our repeated refusal. 


When I learned in 1940, after the outbreak of the war, that the German embassy 
had asked German employees who worked in the companies in our group for a 
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high percentage of wages and salaries, I advised them to refuse to pay this tax, 
and when I learned that a high Nazi leader had deposited a large sum of money in 
one of these companies, I immediately forced him to withdraw it. 


When the Nazis came to the conclusion that they could not achieve our 
cooperation, they completely changed their policy and used all the means at their 
disposal to destroy the BEMBERG organization, which they had condemned. 


The Nazi leaders living in Argentina, according to the above-mentioned plan of 
attack, used the well-known pretext of false nationalism to turn the country's 
public opinion against everything they considered to be against the Nazi cause. 
Therefore, for years they had been conducting a strong propaganda campaign 
against British, French and American interests, as well as against companies they 
considered to have Allied tendencies. Annoyed by our determination, they included 
our family, the companies we ran and everything that was more or less closely 
associated with the BEMBERGsS in their propaganda. 


This was the starting point for the attacks against us, which were carried out with 
a ferocity never before seen in the country by pro-National Socialist newspapers 
such as El Pampero, EI Cabildo, El Federal, Ahora, etc.. Among other things, they 
used the services and slanderous material collected by a blackmailer known to the 
police who had been attacking us for some time, accusing us of any crime he could 
think of. 


THE REVOLUTIONARY GOVERNMENT OF JUNE 4, 1943 AS AN IMPULSE FOR THE 
NAZI ATTACK 


It is well known that the leaders of the revolutionary movement of June 4, 1943, 
with whom the above-mentioned blackmailer and denouncer was closely 
associated, had strong sympathies for the Nazi cause. It was therefore easy for 
him and his accomplices to persuade the new regime to adopt a policy that suited 
their interests. 


On August 26 of the same year, a decree was issued especially for us, which came 
into force ten years retroactively and replaced the then applicable law on the 
transfer of 
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property through inheritance. On the basis of this decree, the above-mentioned 
complainant hoped to make a personal profit in the millions. 


WE PAID 9,600,000 DOLLARS TO THE NATIONAL 
EDUCATION AUTHORITY, DESPITE THE OBVIOUS 
UNCONSTITUTIONALITY 


Since we have always respected the law, even if it is sometimes unjust, we 
complied with the decree on December 20, 1943, within the deadline set therein, 
and transferred the considerable sum of 9,600,000 dollars to the National Board of 
Education (Fiscal Agent). 


But that did not reassure our persecutors, who forced us to pay a tax that we did 
not actually have to pay. As I said before, they wanted to bankrupt the family and 
the B'EM'B'ERG organization, some for their personal gain, others to make an 
organization they considered dangerous to their interests disappear, and still 
others for revenge. Using means that had previously only been used in Soviet 
Russia and Nazi Germany, they began to systematically take the steps that would 
lead to the end they desired. 


After the end of the Second World War, the interests of the Nazis themselves 
disappeared and the attacks on the interests of the Allies and their friendly groups 
ceased. But there were still the elements that had taken over the country and 
would not tolerate anyone who opposed their plans. And since my brother and I, 
as Argentine citizens, were always staunch opponents of the tyranny and 
incompetence of the regime that had seized power, the irresponsible political 
elements that made it up continued the attack on our interests that the Nazis had 
begun. 


I would like to emphasize that when we opposed the current government, we did 
so as citizens, convinced that it was our duty to fight the forces that threatened 
the country. But this personal stance - how could it be otherwise - had nothing to 
do with the societies we administered. Nevertheless, in order to achieve the 
destruction of a society whose influence they saw as an obstacle to the realization 
of their plans, these irresponsible elements tried to turn it into a hated symbol in 
the eyes of the public, following the example of the Nazis and the Soviets, and 
thus engage in partisan political propaganda. 
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THEY INVENTED THE BEMBERG AFFAIR AND PERSECUTED US 


Having branded us as enemies of the regime, many of its officials and 
collaborators, as we shall see in the following pages, sought to line their own 
pockets, outdoing themselves in their attacks in a servile desire to prove 
themselves worthy of their tyrannical leaders. 


These people have of course tried by all means to invent pretexts to seize as much 
property as possible, and their modus operandi manifests itself in two main ways: 


Firstly, they took advantage of the forced liquidation of the companies in the 
BEMBERG Group. To this end, they forced the companies into liquidation and 
hastily sold their assets. In order to force them to sell at prices that were only a 
fraction of their actual value, they interfered in the normal course of business in 
every conceivable way. The range of means used was broad: direct measures 
against the companies, strikes, extremely low prices, difficulties in obtaining raw 
materials, etc. Direct measures against the liquidation commissions and 
administrative staff: legal proceedings, threats, etc. .... 


In this way, the government has not only appropriated many millions of pesos, but 
has also achieved another goal: it has prevented the BEMBERG family from paying 
the taxes and fines that it has arbitrarily imposed. Here the two main motives 
behind this action become clear: to destroy the BEMBERG organization 
economically and to profit personally from this destruction. 


Another way to enrich themselves is to appoint themselves as prosecutors, 
auditors, consultants, lawyers, etc. .... . As can be seen from the following partial 
list, the sums that these people have received for such positions are enormous:

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RESULTS OF THE BEMBERG AFFAIR FOR TODAY'S GOVERNMENT 


To summarize, the current irresponsible regime has achieved the following goals 
by exploiting the smear campaign started by the Nazis and by inventing the 
Bemberg affair:

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CHAPTER II 


The facts 
A POLICY OF PRESSURE, INTIMIDATION AND DESTRUCTION 


As I said before, the government wanted to completely dismantle the BEMBERG 
organization under any pretext. Thus, the outrageous condemnation that was 
eventually imposed on us for alleged violations of the Transfer of Property Act was 
just one of the many means used to confiscate our funds and bring about the 
destruction of the rationed organization. In parallel with this process, and 
sometimes within it, the government has developed and applied a comprehensive 
program of pressure, intimidation and extortion against us. 


The propaganda against us through the press, radio, printing and distribution of 
leaflets and official statements, in short, using all the powerful means that a 
totalitarian government can muster, reached an extraordinary intensity, and the 
relentless persecution to which we were subjected bordered on madness. 


During this sustained attack, the representatives of the National Education Council 
knew very well that our claims were true and that we had evidence in our files to 
support our claims. Given this fact, they decided to overcome this obstacle in 
typical totalitarian fashion. 


THEY SEARCHED OUR DESKS AND FORCIBLY TOOK AWAY OUR BOOKS AND 
DOCUMENTS. 


On June 23, 1944. On June 23, 1944, a commission that had been set up for a 
completely different purpose than this investigation and that had no legal authority 
for this case, led by a certain Alfredo VILLEGAS OROMI and accompanied by a 
large group of officials from the National Education Council, journalists, 
photographers and friends of the commission, stormed our desks and took away 
our books and documents, photographers and friends of the Commission, took our 
desks and took away our books and documents, photographers and friends of the 
Commission entered the building at 667 Cangallo, where our offices and those of 
some of the Group's companies were located, with a large police force in armored 
vehicles, and 
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searched our private offices and the offices of all the companies in the same 
building. The uniformed police officers searched everyone entering or leaving the 
building for weapons, and the investigators insulted and threatened those who 
protested with arrest. 


They confiscated all our and third parties’ business books, records, documents and 
papers, regardless of whether they were involved in the proceedings or not. They 
confiscated our tax returns, the accounts of our companies and even the most 
intimate letters of our relatives. They took our tax returns, destroyed files and 
folders, wrapped them in newspaper, loaded them onto trucks and took them to 
an unknown location. 


They did not adhere to any legal form. We tried to examine the documents they 
had stolen from us to get an idea of their contents, but they would not allow us or 
the company officials to do so. They took all our documents without leaving us an 
inventory list, a receipt or any record of what they had taken. The people who 
formed this commission loudly declared that they did not follow any rules and were 
not prepared to waste their time on trifles. 


They even tried to truck away all the money and securities they found in the 
offices of CIA. Credito Industrial y Comercial Argentino S.A.'s offices, but refrained 
from doing so when both the Banco Hipotecario Nacional and the Banco Central 
refused to accept them in this form in the face of this monstrosity. (I would just 
like to mention here that they were not allowed to take all the money and 
securities they had deposited in the CIA offices. 


I cannot refrain from mentioning at this point that the President of the said 
Commission, when he later resigned from office, generousiy enumerated all his 
collaborators in this raid and particularly praised them "or the gratitude of the 
Republic for having been able to serve it with great passion for the good of the 
public...". A passion that became very palpable when, shortly thereafter, the 
members of the Commission filed a lawsuit against the Council itself, claiming the 
sum of $3,500,000 in fees for their great work! 
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AN INTENSIVE "DILUTION CAMPAIGN "PUBLIC OPINION BEFORE THE TAX 
ASSESSMENT BEFORE THE TAX ASSESSMENT 


After the National Education Council representatives persuaded the government to 
radically change the existing tax rules for the transfer of property by inheritance 
and to seize the most important evidence in our favor, they paralyzed the 
inheritance procedure for my parents’ estate for three years. The council 
representatives used this time to soften public opinion before presenting the 
abolition of the tax. To this end, they intensified their smear campaign to stir up 
public opinion in the country, and the commission of inquiry issued one 
communique after another accusing us no longer of evading inheritance tax, but of 
secret manipulations of all kinds in the country's economy and other petty 
offenses, and many of the documents that the commission had taken away from 
us suddenly appeared in the hands of third parties and blackmailers and were 
duplicated in such a way that their true meaning was distorted and twisted. 


Outstanding examples of this propaganda are the pamphlets published by the 
representatives of the National Board of Education in their own names or in the 
names of their members, monuments of malice and sad examples of the decline of 
our public institutions, on the covers of which the national coat of arms is 
emblazoned at the expense of our patriotic emblems. They were printed in luxury 
editions and in black and white and distributed throughout the country and 
abroad. Aware of the monstrosity of their actions, it was no longer enough for 
them to justify themselves at home, they had to justify themselves abroad. 


IN 1947, THE TAX RETURN WE HAD REQUESTED WAS SUBMITTED. 


In April 1947, the representatives of the Council finally presented their liquidation. 
For an inheritance they estimated at $91,000,000,000, we in the capital and the 
provinces were to pay a total of $280,000,000,000! And these calculations do not 
yet take into account the other pretexts with which the provinces are trying to 
appropriate an even larger share of our assets. 
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The plan was to confiscate property - up to and including outright confiscation - 
such as alleged violations of land laws and expropriation of fields for a fraction of 
their value. The plan was clear. They wanted to confiscate not only what we had 
inherited from our parents, but also what we had personally earned over many 
years of work and what we had brought into the country from abroad many years 
before our parents’ deaths. 


I will not go into the details of the proceedings here, in which every conceivable 
irregularity in the legal procedures was exploited to our disadvantage, but will only 
mention the most extreme irregularities. 


THE CONFISCATIONS BEGIN AND THE UPRISING CONTINUES 


In May 1947, a series of seizures and confiscations began, starting with the 
confiscation of all the assets of the BEMBERG family and ending with the 
confiscation of the assets of the Group's companies, in violation of the most 
important legal principle of the joint stock company, namely the absolute 
separation of the assets of the joint stock company from those of its shareholders. 


The offices of the companies and our private residences were searched again, and 
on April 17, 1948, the Executive took another unprecedented measure in our 
country, which in this case proved to be the most serious: By Decree No. 9997 of 
the Ministry of Justice, it revoked the legal personality of 33 companies that it 
considered to be part of the BEMBERG Group. 


The fact that thousands of people at home and abroad had bought the shares of 
these companies on the Buenos Aires or Paris stock exchange, or that - as was 
actually the case - some of these companies had nothing to do with my family, did 
not matter to them. Nor did they care about the worrying situation of insecurity in 
which they left thousands of workers. 


The financial situation of these companies deteriorated as a result of the above- 
mentioned decree, confiscations and restrictions, and their activities came to an 
almost complete standstill. Some of these companies did not even have the funds 
to cover the most urgent administrative costs. The banks refused to grant them 
loans and loans that had already been granted or were being processed were 
canceled. Under these unfavorable conditions, all of these companies were forced 
into liquidation. 


Criminal proceedings were then initiated to put further pressure on them. 
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On May 8, 1948, the court appointed auditors with wide-ranging powers for each 
company until 34 auditors were ready. 


These auditors were on the job for 28 days and their job was limited to 
determining the veracity of all our statements about our holdings in the various 
companies. In some cases, it only took them two days to track down the company 
they were investigating, but they still received the sum of $4,000,000. 


The pressure that all these measures exerted on us was immense, as they actually 
affected thousands of people outside the family and the process. 


We were then told that if we complied with the unfair demands of the National 
Board of Education, the legal status of these companies would be restored. Faced 
with this blackmail, we had no choice but to give in and pay the outrageous taxes 
and interest we were being asked to pay. 


We wanted to do everything humanly possible to avert the terrible damage caused 
by these measures, which in some cases meant the complete ruin of so many 
people who had accompanied us in some way in our businesses. 


WE HAVE UNNECESSARILY PAID ANOTHER 210,834,495 DOLLARS 


Accordingly, on June 15, 1948, we agreed to pay the taxes and interest demanded 
by the National Board of Education, with the caveat, of course, that this did not 
mean that we accepted the legality of the taxes or fines. 


In fact, we paid to the nation and the provinces the sum of $73,620,595.03 in cash 
and $137,213,900.54 in shares, in addition to the $9,600,000 already mentioned, 
which we had paid on December 20, 1943. So out of an alleged inheritance of 
$91,000,000, we have already paid the government the sum of $220,434,495.57! 
And they are asking us for many millions more! 
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NEW PROCEDURES 


But all these sacrifices were in vain, because the government never kept its 
promise to give the companies back their legal personality. 


On the contrary, it initiated another judicial proceeding against the directors of 
these companies for not liquidating them as quickly as the desire to confiscate 
their assets required, and in this proceeding the judge declared in his judgment 
(Judgment of the Magistrate Eduardo Malbran, Secretary Quiroga, June 1950), 
who wanted to outdo himself to facilitate the implementation of the government's 
plans: "All acts carried out in the context of the commercial activity of these 
companies are prohibited: 


"All acts carried out in the course of the business of these companies are, without 
exception, null and void and, consequently, the capital increase of all goods that 
appear to constitute the assets of these companies, from their creation to their 
dissolution, have no owner, they are empty goods and as such are the property of 
the State ...". and any disposition that could affect them during the activity of 
these companies constitutes, in principle, a disposal of alien property within the 
meaning of Article 133 of the Criminal Code". 


In other words: "Let's lose no more time, the assets of BEMBERG and all the 
companies in the group must go to the state in full, and all those who were 
directly or indirectiy involved must go to prison! 


On November 29, 1949, the Minister of Justice opened further proceedings against 
seven brewery groups for violating the Cartel Act. It was surprising to learn that 
similar proceedings had been initiated against these companies only four years 
previously and had been concluded with legal effect. 


That November, Judge Ismael SEGOVIA received the file to deliver the judgment, 
but he did not even have the modesty to hide the fact that his judgment had 
already been delivered in advance, because he delivered it only ten days after 
receiving the file, which was 48,000 pages long and would have taken him at least 
seven months to read, not to mention study! 


Just as obsequiously, the appeals chamber followed the government's wishes and 
confirmed the outrageous verdict of the first instance on October 23, 1950. And 
the next day, a deputy of the regime hastily introduced a bill that provided for the 
entire proceeds of this sad trial 
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to the FOUNDATION EVA DUARTE DE PERON! 


On December 20, 1950, the Supreme Court denied us the right to appeal. It 
refused to take a serious look at our case, thus ending the legal remedies granted 
to us by the laws of the federal capital. From January 1951, all associations that 
had not yet been dissolved were placed in the hands of liquidation commissions, 
composed mainly of members of the National Education Council and the Ministry of 
Justice, with the dual aim of hastening their destruction and enriching themselves 
personally. The current government, following well-known foreign examples, has 
always tried to give its arbitrary acts a semblance of legality, albeit a thin one. 
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CHAPTER III 


The Bemberg case from a legal perspective 
ALLEGED TAX EVASION AND FRAUDULENT CONCEALMENT OF ASSETS 


My parents had been based in Europe since the end of the last century and owned 
most of their assets where they lived. Their assets consisted mainly of securities, 
including shares in European, American, South American and, of course, 
Argentinian companies. 


They decided to bequeath their assets to their children and did so in the form of 
partial gifts between 1925 and 1930, paying, as they should, the taxes for the gift 
of the real estate they owned in Argentina to the Argentine treasury and 
transferring ownership of their movable assets (shares in joint stock companies) in 
the same way as before and after the dates on which they made these gifts. 


Before 1943, our tax office never charged taxes on the transfer of shares of 
foreign companies abroad, such as Brasserie Argentine Quilmes, La Chade, Italo, 
Swift, Anglo, Railways, Puerto del Rosario, Tramways, Gas Company, Aguas 
Corrientes, etc. 


My parents, of course, had the right to make such gifts, and later, after their 
death, their children also had the right to refuse to declare the amount of such 
gifts, as there was no legal provision at the time that obliged us to either pay taxes 
to the Argentine tax office or to declare the amount of such gifts of foreign shares 
transferred abroad to the tax office. The Constitution of our country is clear: 
NOBODY is obliged to do anything that the law does not prescribe. 
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WE ARE FALSELY ACCUSED OF HAVING FOUNDED THE COMPANY "BRASSERIE 
ARGENTINE QUILMES" IN EUROPE IN ORDER TO AVOID INHERITANCE TAX. 


According to representatives of the National Education Council, Brasserie Argentine 
Quilmes was founded by my grandfather and my father in Europe to avoid 
inheritance tax. They claimed that Brasserie Argentine Quilmes was the head of a 
huge group of companies set up for this purpose, and ridiculously, these 
individuals stated that Brasserie Argentine Quilmes never brewed or sold a single 
liter of beer. These claims are so absurd that they are not even worth refuting, but 
obviously we live in a time when the simplest things need to be explained. 


The Argentine Quilmes brewery, which has been producing beer for so many 
years, was founded in Europe for the same reason that the railroads and most of 
the industries that were founded in our country in the last century had to be 
founded in England or France, namely for the simple reason that there was neither 
the necessary capital to found such companies nor the interest in such investments 
in Argentina. 


The aforementioned company was founded in Paris in 1888 because only there 
was it possible to raise the 3,000,000 gold francs required to build the first plant, 
which is still in operation today in Quilmes. 


Is it reasonable to assume that we founded Brasserie Argentine Quilmes in Europe 
in 1888 - when there was no inheritance tax in Argentina - in order to avoid a 
possible tax? On the following two pages you will find photocopies of the list of 
shareholders who founded the company Brasserie Argentine Quilmes in Paris on 
October 1, 1888. 
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List of the founding shareholders of Brasserie Argentine Quilmes.

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This list of the founding shareholders of Brasserie Argentine Quilmes shows that 


our group held only 160 shares out of a total of 600, 


i.e. just under a quarter of 


the share capital. In addition to these 160 shares, there were also the shares of 


the companies 0. Bemberg & Cie. from Paris and O. Bemberg & CIA. from Buenos 


Aires, both of which had non-family shareholders. 
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The above list proves that the Brasserie Argentine Quilmes was not a BEMBERG 
holding company to avoid taxes, as the representatives of the Conseil National de 
l'Education claimed. For the sake of clarity, I add that, as CENTRAL BANK is aware, 
the aforementioned company had to pay 545 million francs to the French treasury 
as a French company when the solidarity tax was introduced in France in 1946. 


The representatives of the Conseil National de l'Education also stated, with the 
same falsehood, that Brasserie Argentine Quilmes had few shareholders and that 
its shares were only listed on the Paris Stock Exchange from time to time. 
However, as the reader will see, the duly authenticated statement of the Syndic of 
the Brokers' Association of the Paris Stock Exchange, reproduced on the following 
page, could not more clearly refute the assertion of the Conseil national de 
l'Education. The company has more than 20,000 shareholders and its shares have 
historically been among the most traded on the Paris Stock Exchange. 
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Declaration by the Syndic de la Bourse des Corridors de Paris 


Translation from the French: 

The undersigned, Syndic of the Union des Syndicats de la Bourse de Paris, hereby 

certifies for all legal purposes that 

1. that the shares of the French public limited company BRASSERIE AR-GENTINE 
QUILMES were launched on the official market in Paris on March 4, 1913; 

2. that they were listed on the Paris Futures Exchange on January 27, 1936 and 
that trading on this exchange, which had been interrupted by the war, was 
resumed on January 27, 1936; 

3. that this is an important security on the Paris market, which is traded in large 
quantities on a daily basis, and that these securities are known to be very 
popular with the public. 
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We are also accused of having created around Brasserie Argentine Quilmes and its 
premises a series of companies whose sole purpose was to constantly evade taxes, 
such as the companies Credito Industrial y Comercial Argentina (CICA), CIA 
Argentina de Inmuebles, Primer a Malteria, Palermo, Schlau, etc. It is also not true 
that these companies were created to avoid taxes. These companies were created 
with capital that belonged to Brasserie Argentine Quilmes, so their shares 
necessarily belonged to Brasserie Argentine Quilmes. 


As I said before, Brasserie Argentine Quilmes is a French company and our 
intention as administrators of the company was to keep the capital that would 
otherwise have left the country in Argentina. We were in no way trying to avoid 
taxes, but just because we were encouraged to create this group of companies, 
the Argentine treasury has received many millions of pesos in taxes from them 
over the years that would otherwise have been paid to foreign taxpayers if we had 
not fulfilled our obligation to Argentinize this capital. 


The principal business of the Brasserie Argentine Quilmes has always been beer, 
and the other enterprises established around it in the manner described were 
either necessary appendages to its business or enterprises to invest its profits. If it 
is true that the Argentine Quilmes brewery never brewed a liter of beer, as the 
gentlemen of the town council claim with the most obvious malice, then who 
brews and sells the beer with which they must have quenched their thirst on a hot 
summer afternoon? 
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WE HAVE CORRECTLY DECLARED THE AMOUNT OF OUR INHERITANCE IN 
ARGENTINA 


My mother died in December 1931 and my father in February 1932. Both deaths 
occurred in Europe, and at the time of the probate proceedings, the only assets 
my parents had left in Argentina were a deposit in CICA, which belonged 
anonymously to my father, amounting to 658,313 dollars. That's what we 
declared, and since it was the truth, we couldn't have declared anything else. We 
never claimed that this deposit was the only asset we received from our parents, 
and therefore the representatives of the National Echification Council are 
knowingly untruthful if they claim otherwise. 


Many fantasies have been woven around the fact that when our parents died we 
declared a relatively small deposit as their only inherited assets, compared to the 
fame they enjoyed as owners of one of the largest fortunes in the country. Despite 
such fantasies, our declaration was entirely correct for the simple reason that our 
parents - in full possession of their legal rights - bequeathed the remainder of their 
estate to us during their lifetime. 


And it is so true that we were operating within the law that the government that 
emerged from the Revolution had to issue Decree No. 6755 on August 26, 1943, in 
order to have a pretext to deprive us of our assets. This decree, which was later 
transformed into Law No. 12992, introduced a principle into our tax legislation that 
was completely different from that which had been advocated until then by case 
law, legislation and even by the National Education Council itself. According to 
these provisions, the transfer of shares in domestic or foreign companies abroad is 
taxed if they have assets in the Argentine Republic. These provisions applied 
retroactively for ten years and a deadline of 120 days was set for taxpayers to 
comply with this obligation. The Council was authorized to impose a fine of one to 
five times the amount of tax on those who did not comply with the waiver after 
the 120 days had elapsed, althougnh this fine could be waived if there were 
mitigating circumstances. 


It should be noted that although this decree was issued specifically for us, as the 
National Board of Education itself later explicitiy stated (DJA No. 4037, 5-11-49, 
page 4), it did not reach us because the donations that our parents sent us were 
made before the ten years of the retroactive provisions of the decree. 
Notwithstanding 
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of this fact and in the naive belief that the payment of this tax would end the 
matter, we decided to pay it, and as I said before, on December 20, 1943, that is, 
within the 120 days provided by law, we paid the amount of $9,600,000 and at the 
same time made a general declaration of the assets mentioned in the above- 
mentioned decree. With this payment, we believed that our matter was settled. 


But it was all in vain, because the government was not satisfied with imposing a 
tax on us. To our astonishment, the representatives of the National Board of 
Education not only accused us of fraudulent evasion of assets, but also demanded 
that we pay a sum equal to FIVE TIMES the amount of the tax as a penalty plus 
TWO PERCENT interest per year for fifteen years. (With a tax levied retroactively 
for ten years and with one percent penalty interest per month, if, as in our case, 
the government did not know that such a tax was being imposed, it can confiscate 
and seize all personal property.) To double the gigantic sum they demanded and 
to ensure that the penalty was not five times the tax, but ten times, the council's 
lawyers also did not hesitate to consider my brother Frederick and me absent from 
the country after the death of our parents. It didn't matter to them that our Civil 
Code states that residence is only maintained with the intention of not acquiring 
another, and the clear proof of our intention to remain in our country was 
worthless. Buenos Aires is where we were both born, where we founded our 
homes, where our children were born and where we lived ("accidentally born on 
fleeting trips to the Republic", as Judge Ismael SEGOVIA dared to say in his 
judgment), where we married our daughters and where all our grandchildren were 
born, where we always had our main residence and where we had the 
headquarters of our company. 


In their unrestrained and unrestrained manner, they did not hesitate to tax us and 
levy fines etc. on shares that I had acquired with the proceeds of my work many 
years before the above-mentioned gifts from our parents. An example of this are 
the photocopies of the share certificates issued in my name on the following pages 
(32 and 33), for which I also had to pay inheritance tax. 
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Allthe claims made by the representatives of the National Education Council were 
accepted as absolute truth during the trial, even if they could not be proven. 
Things became so absurd that it was assumed that we owned everything: we were 
attributed ownership of expropriated titles whose owners could no longer be 
traced for political reasons or because of the world wars. In the eyes of the 
representatives of the National Board of Education and therefore also the judge, 
these titles were hidden by us and we had to pay taxes, interest and fines for 
them. 


What is certain is that we were ordered to pay fines and penalty interest 
three times over because we had not been informed in 1925, 1927, 1928 
and 1931 that a decree introducing a new tax would come into force in 
1943 and - what is even more outrageous - although we had complied 
with this decree. 


THE PROVINCES ALSO JOINED THE ATTACK 


It was not long before the lucrative attack of the national government whetted the 
appetite of the tax authorities in the provinces, who quickly became involved in the 
distribution of our goods. Thus it came about that in rapid succession and under 
pretexts relating to the laws on the free movement of goods or to the laws on the 
free transfer of property or to the laws on latifundia - for any pretext was good - 
the provinces of Buenos Aires, Mendoza, Cordoba, Santa Fe and Tucuman filed 
claims amounting to some 115,000,000 dollars. a value of some 115,000,000 
dollars more. ' 


The demands of the representatives of the National Board of Education were 
extraordinarily arbitrary, but those of the provinces were even more incredible. 
Some provincial governments cared little about the fact that my parents did not 
own land in their provinces, nor did they care about the fact that in some cases 
local laws considered the land tax-free and imposed taxes, fines, penalty interest, 
etc. on us.... ... on land that my parents never owned and that we already had to 
pay for in the federal capital under the same concept, and also on land that we 
had purchased in 1946. 


In addition to the inheritance lawsuit, the Province of Buenos Aires filed another 
lawsuit against us concerning land ownership, in which it took the view that all the 
land of all the companies in the Group, whether Argentinean or 
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foreign, belongs exclusively to the heirs of BEMBERG! And with this judgment they 
tried to take another $30,000,000.00 from us. And, as if all this legal bending were 
not enough, as I said before, they paid the sum of $500,000.00 to the person who 
appeared as plaintiff, based on a decree issued for that purpose, before there was 
a judgment in the first instance. 


I must also mention the case of the province of Mendoza. According to an 
accounting report from the National Education Council, which no one can say is 
biased in our favor, we inherited $350,683 in this province. Now, despite the fact 
that the laws of Mendoza did not tax the transfer of the assets in question, the 
provincial government decided that these assets were worth 8,944,487 dollars and 
demanded that we pay them 9,016,042.96 dollars! 


One of the objectives of the Peron regime, as it repeatediy stated, was to destroy 
the BEMBERGS in one way or another. The pretext of succession - I repeat - was 
only one of the means to achieve this goal. 
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CHAPTER IV 


Other false claims 
ALLEGED MORTGAGES AND ALLEGED DIVISION AND ABANDONMENT OF FIELDS 


The representatives of the National Board of Education had the audacity to claim - 
of course without providing any evidence for their claims - that the BEMBERGs lent 
money against mortgages at very high interest rates and then, when the crisis 
came, blackmailed the debtors and seized real estate and land. This is completely 
false. I would love to see proof that not a single owner of the fields or homes we 
bought was ever defrauded with such an unjust lie. It would have been easy for 
our accusers to produce a copy of a relevant land registry entry as proof of their 
allegations. The truth is that we bought land because we believed in the Argentine 
soil, and these purchases were made by bringing large sums of money in dollars or 
Swiss francs into the country from abroad. 


With the same shamelessness, the representatives of the National Education 
Council accused us of buying famous farms, tearing them to pieces at the land 
registry and never settling an estancia. As the reader will see, the brazenness of 
these indigenous people knows no bounds. 


Take, for example, the first of the estancias they mention, namely the one called 
LOS CERRILLOS in Monte, which they accuse us of having divided up between the 
Palermo, Schlau and Cerveceria Argentina Quilmes breweries on the one hand, and 
claim that it belongs to the BEMBERGS on the other. <;In what haze? The truth is 
that the Estancia LOS CERRILLOS belonged neither to the aforementioned 
breweries nor to the BEMBERGs, but entirely to the Compania Argentina de 
Inmuebles, and when it was acquired it had only 8,000 head of cattle, 40 
paddocks and 13 workers. Many years ago it was leased to Santa Rosa Estancias, 
Ltda, whose uneconomical management, as the council said, turned it into a farm 
that today has 20,000 head of cattle, 350 paddocks, 80 large houses where 900 
people live, a cheese factory that produces 700,000 
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kilos of cheese and which can be proudly displayed anywhere in the world. In 
addition, of course, there is a modern school, a sports field and all the necessary 
facilities for such a group of people, and the highest wages have always been paid 
for such work. The same applies to all the estancias mentioned by the Cousejo 
lawyers that are managed by Santa Rosa Estancias, Ltda, i.e. those of 
MANANTIALES, EL PALOMAR, MEDIA LUNA, etc.; 2,000 people live on these three 
ranches alone, and 12,000 to 15,000 cows are kept on each estancia every day. 
Each estancia has its own cheese dairy, school, etc. This is what the current 
government calls a retrograde administration that has never populated a farm! j 
The MANANTIALES farm in Chascomus is currently being expropriated to serve as 
a model for dairy farming! 
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THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE NATIONAL EDUCATION COUNCIL HAVE LITTLE 
RESPECT FOR THE INTELLIGENCE OF THE ARGENTINIAN PUBLIC 


The disdain that the representatives of the National Education Council have for the 
intelligence of the readers of their pamphlets is truly extraordinary. To understand 
how little they think of the public, one need only look at the little comments they 
dare to make to support their absurd claims. It is the height of cynicism to present 
notes like the one below and the ones on pages 39 and 40 as evidence in court. 


Contrary to what the Conseil d'Etat suggests, this photocopy refers to a simple 
land registry entry and a tax assessment for a property that was never subdivided 
and never had anything to do with my parents, my siblings or me. 
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The National Board of Education relies on "documents" like this one, which may 
have come from a wastebasket in our office, and presents it as proof of its absurd 
allegations. 
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This is another example of the shaky foundations on which the ill-considered and 
false accusations of the National Education Council's wooden representatives 
stand. 
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To give the impression that our daily business is conducted in an atmosphere of 
secrecy and mystery, they even go so far as to accuse us of "using foreign 
languages and telegram codes". What a terrible crime to write to a French 
company in French, using such well-known commercial codes as A.B.C., BENTLE 
and PETERSON! 


They present photocopies of letters or documents that have been expressiy made 
illegible, in which they underline words or sentences as they see fit and whose 
explanations consist only of maliciousiy abbreviated transcriptions intended to 
create a completely different impression than would result from simply reading the 
letter, as the photocopies on the following two pages show. 
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This photocopy was also published and presented in abridged form and with 
obviously malicious intent by the representatives of the NAC. ...... This letter, as 
well as the following one, was written during the war in Europe in 1940, when the 
German victory seemed imminent, and its purpose is quite different from what the 
mentioned representatives assume. 


The letter states: "But it is clear that if they occupy the administration (after the 
German occupation of France), they will have to confiscate the shares in Europe 
and thus destroy the whole edifice that we have built to avoid tax complications. 
.... (Emphasis added by NAC, which is careful to emphasize the following) .... we 
have never done anything to harm the interests of our shareholders, not even a 
penny, on the contrary, we have been very conscientious .... . We must therefore 
behave in an absolutely lawful manner .... We must not lose the trust of the 
French authorities and our shareholders. 
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Another example of the malice of the representatives of the National Education 
Council. This letter was written in the middle of the European war and, as it says, 
was only intended to defend the interests entrusted to us. The letter reads 


"New York, 6/13/40 
"Messrs. 0. E. BEMBERG, R. HOFER and ALLEMAND 
BUENOS AIRES 
"I confirm my letter of January 20 of this year. 


In view of the dangers and complications posed by the war in Europe, it is 
necessary for us to adopt a protection plan that is as simple and effective as 
possible in order to maintain the protection of the interests entrusted to us 
through the strength of our group of the absolute majority, while remaining within 
the law". 
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LEGATION GOLD 


Another pretext that the representatives of the National Education Council used to 
attack us was a deal that happened 30 years ago called the Legation Gold. We had 
the honor of doing this deal with the government of President H.I. RIGOYEN and I 
am proud that our company was able to conceive and execute it. Our detractors 
have always been careful not to explain what this deal was about, nor to mention 
that the Argentine State, which was willing to pay large sums to transfer this gold, 
instead made a considerable profit thanks to our efforts. 


That was in 1917, at the height of the First World War. Our government had 
deposited 8,500,000 pounds of gold in its London branch, equivalent to about 
1,700,000,000.00 dollars in today's currency. The danger of a German invasion of 
the English capital seemed possible and probable, and our government, rightly 
alarmed, thought it essential to transfer the gold to our country. But who could do 
that? England was blockaded by German submarines, France and Belgium were 
battlefields. The Argentine government could not remove the gold through official 
channels without risking major international difficulties. 


In view of these difficulties, they offered a high percentage of the gold to anyone 
who dared to undertake the dangerous transportation. BEMBERG and Co. made 
the following proposal to the Argentine Government: they would not only see to it 
that the 8,500,000 pounds of gold which were in the London legation reached 
Buenos Aires, and guarantee its delivery, but they also offered to bear all the 
expenses of the operation on their own account, and they estimated that they 
could make a large profit for the Government by the transfer. Now it is easy to say 
how the transfer could be carried out and a profit made; it was a little more 
difficult to realize it. During the First World War, France and England bought much 
more from Spain than Spain bought from them. To offset this unfavorable balance 
of payments and maintain the gold point of their respective currencies, they had to 
pay the difference in gold. For this reason, gold shipments were so large that 
France and England soon found themselves without gold and the United States, 
once it entered the war, was forced to bail out the franc and the pound sterling 
and send the needed gold from the United States to Spain. 
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But then came the blockade of the Atlantic by the imperial submarines, and in 
these circumstances the United States thought it prudent to suspend gold 
shipments across the Atlantic as long as the danger remained. As a result, the 
peseta began to rise rapidiy against the respective currencies in the London, Paris 
and New York markets (which can easily be confirmed by looking at the peseta's 
appreciation against the dollar in 1916 and 1917). 


We were forced to set up a complicated and costly organization and began to 
withdraw the gold from London in tranches of 200,000 pounds each. We took the 
gold across the English Channel, crossed partially occupied France and brought it 
from there to Spain. Once in Spain, we sold the pounds at face value for pesetas, 
which, as already mentioned, had risen sharply against the dollar, and used the 
pesetas to buy dollars by giro on the New York market. We used these dollars to 
buy gold again in New York, but in much larger quantities than we had sold in 
Spain. This gold was delivered to the Argentine delegation in Washington, from 
where it was safely transported to Buenos Aires. At the end of these operations, 
the ARGENTINA GOVERNMENT received a quantity of gold equivalent to the 
8,500,000 pounds it held in London, plus a profit equivalent in gold to ELEVEN 
MILLION DOLLARS. (With the commission we collected, we bought a field in the 
Argentine Republic - a field that has now been confiscated). 


CONVERSION OF THE EXTERNAL PUBLIC DEBT OF THE PROVINCE OF BUENOS 
AIRES 


The representatives of the National Education Council also referred to this 
conversion, accusing the BEMBERG house of having earned unjustified sums of 
money from it and describing the process as ruinous for the province of Buenos 
Aires. As a basis for their allegations, they cite a study by the Institute of Finance 
of the Faculty of Economics of the National University of Buenos Aires (1939), but 
as usual, these quotations are abbreviated, false and maliciousiy reproduced. The 
cited study says: "As for the commissions collected (page 18 of the study), it 
refrained from comparing them with commission expenses because it had 
introduced an inappropriate sophistry into the calculations. The aforementioned 
representatives also fail to mention that the above-mentioned study at 
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in the division of the conversion of these debts into English, American, Swiss and 
French promissory bills, states that it considers the first three to be convenient and 
advantageous for the provinces (paras. 19, 20 and 22). 


In the case of the French promissory bills, it should be noted that this was a dual 
currency issue, i.e. they were payable in 500 francs or 6ro sellado 100, and the 
holders presented the coupons in Buenos Aires, where it was more advantageous 
for them than in Paris. In addition, it should be borne in mind that when 
comparing the actual cost of the old and new debt, the benefits must be 
discounted by deducting the interest on the annuities to be paid. To this end, the 
author of the study applies interest rates of 4%, 5% and 6%, and it can be seen 
that the conversion of the entire foreign debt, including all costs and commissions, 
results in a significant reduction in the capital payable, namely by $64,794,925.00, 
$66,682,430.00 and $99,674,932.00 respectively. 


Nor do these representatives of the Council say anything about the difficult 
situation in which the Province of Buenos Aires found itself in 1935, when it was 
no longer able to service its debt, or about the reduction in interest and 
amortization payments that we achieved during this period, from $51,650,000.00 
per year for the years 1936, 37 and 38 to $42,378,000.00 per year for the years 
1939, 40 and 41, and thereafter to $12,048,000.00 per year. To summarize, 
contrary to the assertions of the representatives of the Council, and not out of 
ignorance, the rescheduling of the foreign debt of the Province of Buenos Aires 
was extremely beneficial to the Province and the commissions charged for it were 
negligible according to the study they cite. 
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FINAL WORDS 


The persecution and plundering we were subjected to caused a lot of damage to 
the companies we ran, my family, our employees and myself. But much, much 
more damage has been done to the country. Do those who seek to destroy the 
companies associated with the BEMBERG family really believe that justice can be 
trampled on with impunity, that a great organization like ours can be overthrown, 
that trust in Argentine institutions at home and abroad can be lost without the 
country suffering the terrible consequences of such acts? It is not only our 
organization and our assets that are at stake. What is at stake is the legal, social 
and economic organization of the country. 


A regime like Perön's cannot coexist with important works with which it cannot 
identify; it cannot allow even the memory of the progress made, let alone the laws 
of the past, to survive. Work such as that carried out by the BEMBERG House over 
the years had to be attacked by the current regime, which felt small and defeated 
in the face of persistent and disciplined efforts. It is not only a strange coincidence 
that all the members of the current regime have no previous experience, but in 
most cases it is simply their incompetence, amply demonstrated by the collapse of 
every order to which they have led the Republic. 


Our organization is authentically Argentine, even if a large part of its capital comes 
from abroad. With tireless efforts, we have founded Argentine companies with 
foreign capital, a large part of which has become foreign again due to the 
arbitrariness of the current regime. 


It is sad to see how our stubborn faith in the country is being punished, because if 
we had not shown this Argentine determination and invested all this capital in 
other countries, none of what has happened would have happened. It is 
unfortunate that the very thing that was destroyed in Argentina was saved abroad. 
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But none of what is happening today is Argentine. The so-called new Argentine 
consciousness has nothing of what San Martin, Moreno, Sarmiento, Alberdi, 
Avellaheda, Mitre and so many others understood as historical consciousness; on 
the contrary, it bears striking similarities to foreign totalitarian formulas. 


It is not easy to predict how long it will take for the facts of this unjust trial in our 
country to come to light, but until then I wait quietly, knowing that the truth will 
make its way. The outrageous slanders that have been read to us have the 
obvious aim of confusing biblical opinion and then - in the shadow of the farce of a 
trial - robbing us of our property and lining their pockets with it. 


When our country once again has courts worthy of such a high office for the good 
of all, those responsible for this and so many other outrages will have to answer to 
real Argentine judges.

As the branches of the family presented so far mostly lived in close family ties and close proximity, 
their dates were usually relatively easy to determine. 


The situation is different for family members who were forced to leave the farm to earn a living, 
for example due to Westphalian inheritance law. 


In this context, the search for family members who sought their livelihood "far away" proves to be 
particularly difficult. 


Up until the beginning of the 18th century, some of these "emigrations! " were still accompanied 
by missions so that the family member's path could be traced. However, with the transfer of civil 
registration duties to the registry offices at the beginning of the 19th century, these ecclesiastical 
missions were replaced by the obligation to register with the civil authorities. However, as these 
registration books at the registry offices usually only contained a chronological and not an 
alphabetical register, it is almost impossible today to find the registrations and deregistrations of a 
particular person. This problem arises in this genealogy particularly for the Stumps Bemberg 
branch. Many family members of this branch moved to the then flourishing Ruhr area in order to 
make a living there. However, as the Ruhr area encompasses many towns and communities, these 
circumstances mean that more than 20 nuclear families have been found in this area which cannot 
yet be traced, but which are very likely to be members of the Stumpf Bemberg branch of the 
family. 


! Even moving to another principality at this time meant "emigrating" 
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These "emigrants", who settled in areas with a different dialect (e.g. Eifel, Mosel valley, Baden, 
...), often changed their name to? , so that they are often difficult to find. 


One such case is the progenitor of the Aachen branch, Henrich vom Bembergh in 
Kalversiepen’ . 


Henrich vom Bembergh im Kalversiepen was released on 5.8.1624 for the marriage* with 
Anna Bungartz, daughter of Hermann Bungartz, citizen of Berncastel/Mosel. 


In "Die Einwohner der Stadt Bernkastel von 1500 bis 1900" by Jörg Matthias Braun, WGfF Volume 
352, 2021, Henrich vom Bemberg is listed in Kalversiepen as "Heinrich Bemerich". This spelling of 
the name was adopted for the children from this marriage, which explains why no Bemberg name 
bearers can be found in the Moselle valley. 


As an Öcher (Aachener) I am well aware that the name Bemberg was/is often pronounced as 
"Bemberch" or similar in the Rhenish dialect and I am also aware that the local priests of the time 
wrote the names as they understood them, so this "transformation" of the name is not surprising. 
However, as the wife's details in particular are consistent, it can be assumed that Heinrich 
Bemerich is Henrich vom Bembergh and is therefore also listed as such here. 


For a long time, the above details were the only ones available about Henrich vom Bembergh in 
Kalversiepen. Accordingly, I did not initially attach any particular importance to them. 


For a long time, the top tooth of the Aachen branch was Winandus Bemberg (A V/1), born on 
August 3, 1729 in Aachen and died in Aachen in 1789. Information on his ancestors could not be 
found in Aachen. 


However, the big surprise came at the end of 2021 when Ancestry told me that they had further 
analyzed and clustered the existing DNA data. This means that the people with matches in the 
DNA data were grouped and assigned to a local area, i.e. they were grouped into groups of people 
whose ancestors probably came from the same place or cultural group. I was astonished to learn 
from my DNA analysis that the analysis of my own DNA (as a member of the Aachen branch) 
revealed the following ancestry mix: 57% England and Northwest Europe, 16% German-speaking 
regions of Europe, 5% other regions. The further specific assignment leads to the assignment to 
the DNA community Moselle Valley/Saarland (see Figure 250: DNA core area Moselle 
Valley/Saarland), which at that time comprised 118,352 Ancestry DNA members, i.e. a local area in 
which, apart from the above-mentioned Henrich vom Bembergh in Kalversiepen, no Bemberg 
name bearers have appeared to date.

Anyone who left any parish (including the parish) received a letter of lot with which they could identify themselves elsewhere. As a 
rule, the issue was noted in the church records, as was the receipt of a letter of lot from another parish 
(Information from Heribert Beisken, Hattingen, dated November 21, 1976) 
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Henrich is a son of Henrichs vom großen Bembergh (A4) and a grandson of Hiltgen zum Bemberg 
(B3), i.e. one of the ancestors of the Bemberg family from the Bemberghof. Henrich probably 
received the name suffix "im Kalversiepen" because he was born on the farm in Kalversiepen (but 
baptized in Hattingen). The Kalversiepen farm is already mentioned in the bailiwick roll of Count 
Friedrich von Isenberg around 1220 and is today the name of a street in Velbert-Langenberg on 
which the farm is located. However, the dismissal data from Hattingen church records are also the

only personal data available for Heinrich. What is special, however, is that Bernkastel / Moselle 
(today Bernkastel-Kues) is located in the core area of the Moselle Valley / Saarland DNA 
community. 


This means that there is a very close DNA link between the Aachen branch and the region in which 
the only known bearer of the name Bemberg, Henrich vom Bemberg, was found in the 
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Kalversiepen, which suggests with a probability bordering on certainty that this bearer of the name 
is a direct family member of the Aachen branch. 


However, this does not close the time gap to the birth of Winandus von Bemberg. Between the 
marriage of Henrich and the birth of Winandus there is still a period of about 100 years, i.e. 3-4 
generations, and the question arises as to why no further personal data on the Bembergs can be 
found in this local area. 


The answer was finally provided by the history of Berncastel/Moselle. Just three years after 
Henrich's marriage to Anne Bungartz, the "Black Death" raged in Berncastel and the surrounding 
area. Many inhabitants fell victim to the plague, so that the entries in the church records of the 
Catholic parish of Berncastel with its parish church of St. Michael were most likely "neglected". The 
"Black Death" wiped out entire village communities in the Bernkastel area. Some of the villages 
continued to exist as ghost villages until the 18th century. What could be more natural than to flee 
from the plague northwards to the Eifel and thus towards Aachen, where the winegrowers of the 
Moselle valley had been selling their product "wine" for many decades and to which a direct road 
connection led. 


And it is precisely here that we find another Bemberg name bearer who could not previously be 
identified: Hiendrich von Bembergh! Hiendrich von Bembergh was probably born around 1645 and 
is therefore the probable son from the marriage of Henrich vom Bembergh im Kalversiepen oo 
Anna Bungartz. He is recorded in the church register of the Catholic parish of Kornelimünster near 
Aachen on January 25, 1667 as the father of the baptized child (no first name) von Bembergh. The 
baptized child's mother is Anna Wagemann. 


As Anna Wagemann was married to Bartholomäus Rehus in her second marriage, it can be 
assumed that Hiendrich died only a few years after the baptism of his son. 


However, no further dates of life have yet been found for Hiendrich and his son Friedrich von 
Bembergh either. The birth year 1667 of Friedrich von Bembergh and the fact that he is currently 
the only "von Bembergh" name bearer to be found in the greater Aachen area in the period from 
1667 to 1729 further supports the assumption that Henrich vom Bemberg im Kalversiepen, 
Hiendrich von Bembergh and his son Friedrich are the ancestors of Winandus von Bembergh, who 
was born in Aachen in 1729. 


The fact that no personal data can be found for Friedrich and his son (N.N.) in the period up to 
1729 is probably due to another catastrophe to which almost all personal data in Aachen fell victim 
in 1656 - the great Aachen city fire on May 2, 1656, in which around 80% of the city and almost 
all church documents (church registers) were burned. 


The Aachener Geschichtsverein e.V. (Aachen History Society) states under "The extent of the fire 
disaster": "Destruction of almost all churches (except St. Jakob, St. Adalbert, St. Peter and 
Rochuskapelle) and monasteries (except Jesuit grammar school, Marienthal monastery, Carmelite 
monastery, St. Leonhard monastery, Capuchin monastery and Poor Clare monastery (corner of 
Elisabethstrasse and Kleinmarschierstrasse). 


Loss of all public buildings (explosion of the town hall; the Great Archive in the Granus Tower was 
spared). 


Loss of the files and documents with the exception of the Great Archive, which was brought to 
safety in the Granus Tower.

Christian, Historisch topographische Beschreibung der Stadt Aachen there are further reports on 
the city fire of 1656. 
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During the lifetime of Friedrich von Bembergh and his unknown son (missing link), Aachen was 
being rebuilt after the great fire. Aachen's churches were also rebuilt during this time. And 
experience shows that in times of disaster and subsequent reconstruction, "documentation" is the 
last thing people are interested in. A new home, sufficient clothing and food are much more 
important to those affected. It was only after the churches had been rebuilt and the parishes 
restored that the church registers could be kept again. However, since N.N. von Bembergh is the 
only traceable bearer of the name "von Bembergh" in the Aachen area in the period from 1667 to

1729, it can still be assumed that Henrich vom Bemberg im Kalversiepen (2x great-grandfather), 
Hiendrich von Bembergh (great-grandfather), his son Friedrich (grandfather) and his unknown son 
(father) are the ancestors of Winandus von Bembergh, who was born in Aachen in 1729. 


Henrich vom Bembergh im Kalversiepen is thus the progenitor of the Aachen branch of the 
Bemberg family. 


Whether further data on the Aachen "von Bemberghs" can ever be found under the circumstances 
described is currently uncertain. However, once all other possibilities have been ruled out, the one 
that remains is the solution, however incredible it may be (to paraphrase Sherlock Holmes). And 
since there is also a conclusive chain of circumstantial evidence, the family connection described 
can be regarded as almost certainly true.

Arnold August Bemberg, the author of this genealogy, was born in Aachen's Ostviertel district, 
which includes large parts of the Rothe Erde district and some adjacent streets. The district 
developed historically as a working-class district and garrison location and has been characterized 
by migration for many decades. Like the neighboring, industrial North Quarter, the East Quarter is 
one of Aachen's social hotspots. 


The district is historically characterized by large industrial plants that were important during their 
active period. From 1845 to 1926, these were the steel company of the Aachener Hütten-Aktien- 
Verein Rothe Erde, which was followed by the tire manufacturer Engelbert/Uniroyal/Continental 
from 1929. In addition, the electronics group Philips Deutschland, with several divisions, settled in 
the immediate vicinity in 1949. This led to the influx of numerous working-class families, initially 
mainly from Eastern European-speaking countries, for whom several housing estates were built in 
the first decades of the 20th century, in particular by the Talbot industrialist family, such as the 
apartment blocks in Josef-von-Görres-Straße. In addition, the district saw an influx of numerous 
urban families after the Second World War, as the war damage in the Ostviertel was far less 
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severe than in Aachen's city center. The Yellow Barracks, which had influenced life in the district 
as a military base from 1882 to 1944, also served as emergency accommodation for war returnees 
from 1946 until the 1960s and, after appropriate renovation, as a youth hostel and local police 
station. 


After graduating from high school in 1972 as the only "working-class child" in his class, he joined 
the Bundeswehr as an officer candidate on October 1, 1972. His assignments during this period of 
the Cold War were mainly in NATO-affiliated units of the Bundeswehr. He left the Bundeswehr on 
30.09.1984 as a captain. 


From 1984 to 1987, he studied business administration with a focus on data processing at Aachen 
University of Applied Sciences. The topic of his thesis was "Local Area Network - an overview" - a 
subject that was still in its infancy at the time, but which would shape his entire life. 


After completing his studies, he joined Siemens AG with a degree in business administration and 
worked there for around 10 years as an IT sales consultant and then for around 20 years as a 
senior project manager for large-scale IT projects (defense and public sector). After several major 
projects in the field of the German Armed Forces, he worked as a project manager for Siemens 
AG, including the introduction of the citizens' telephone in the cities of Cologne and Berlin as part 
of the "Citizens' Telephone D 115" initiative initiated by the then Chancellor Merkel. 


When he retired, he resumed his self-imposed task of researching and publishing the history(ies) 
of the Bemberg family through 6 centuries, so that version 4 of the Bemberg genealogy could now 
be published. 


As there are still some "missing links" in various branches of the family, research is continuing.

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*My mother Maria Sibylla Braun's ancestors came from Neutral Moeresnet (now part of Belgium). 
This fact is worth mentioning because Neutral Moresnet was a national political absurdity for 
almost 100 years. 


As a result of the border shifts in the "border triangle" of Aachen between Germany, Belgium and 
the Netherlands, the Bembergs living there unintentionally became "border crossers", which meant 
that they were subject to the administration of one country or the other, depending on the current 
course of the border. 


A very special case resulting from this is "Neutral Moresnet" (Altenberg-Moresnet), a small town 
between the Netherlands, Belgium and Germany, where my grandmother was born on my 
mother's side and her ancestors. 


The history of this small village, consisting of 50 houses, is beautifully described by Martin Herzog 
in his Zeit Online article’ from December 28, 2006: 


The letter comes from Sweden and is dated March 9, 1910 and is addressed to the 
State Secretary for Altenberg Affairs - the sender's name is Simon Skld. He wrote that 
he wanted to become a citizen of a country with international neutrality, such as 
Altenberg, for reasons of principle, and asked for information about the conditions. 


But the request remains fruitless. Altenberg, or Moresnet as the Belgians call it, is 
neutral in a certain sense. However, it is not a state, let alone an independent one, 
even though at the turn of the century postcards from the four-country view of 
Germany Belgium Netherlands Neutral Moresnet greet you and for a while its own 
stamps are even in circulation. It may have been newspaper articles that inspired Mr. 
Skld to write, such as the report in the Illustrierte Welt, which appeared under the title 
The smallest country in Europe. The fact that Neutral Moresnet was proclaimed the 
capital of the Esperanto language in 1908, with its own consul, its own flag and its own 
anthem: O Altenberg, O Altenberg, you can please me very much, sung to the tune of 
a well-known Christmas carol, may also have contributed to the Swede's confusion. 
Over 150 international newspapers reported at the time. 


Two hours from the old imperial city of Aachen, between the kingdoms of Prussia and 
Belgium, lies the so-called neutral territory of Moresnet, as the journalist Otto Spoo 
begins his report in 1896. According to its geographical location, the neutral territory, 
which has the shape of an obtuse-angled triangle with a long point to the north, 
borders Prussia to the east and south and Belgium to the west. To this day, nobody 
can say exactly what this neutral territory is under international law: it has been called 
an autonomous territory, a condominium, even a dwarf republic. But none of this is 
accurate. Neutral Moresnet is a historical rarity and a curiosity in terms of 
constitutional law. Above all, it is a provisional power. But that's the way it is with 
provisional arrangements: They often last quite a long time, in this case a whole 
century. Negotiations on the status of the country have been held time and again, 
always without result. Neutral Moresnet survived the Belgian Revolution of 1830, when 
the southern Netherlands declared itself a Belgian state, the Franco-Prussian War of 
1870/71 and the establishment of the German Empire. For 100 years, it remained a 
constitutional no-man's land. And who knows, perhaps it would have become a stamp

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state like Andorra or San Marino if the First World War had not put an end to its 
existence. 


The curiosity came about during the Congress of Vienna in 1815, when Europe was 
reorganized after the Napoleonic Wars and some borders were redrawn. Article 25 of 
the Final Act describes the borders of Prussia, Article 66 those of the Netherlands. An 
area of 344 hectares of land was claimed by both sides: the municipality of Moresnet. 
What was the attraction there? What was the dispute about? It is not documented. 
However, one would not be offending the emissaries by assuming that it was hardy 
the friendly landscape that slowly rises from the bottom of the Altenberg [] into the 
valley with its mirror-bright lake, as Journalist Spoo writes. The large galmei pits, which 
are located on the disputed territory and are the largest in Europe, are more likely to 
have aroused the interest of both sides. At the beginning of the 19th century, the 
mineral calamine was one of the most sought-after raw materials because it was 
indispensable for the production of zinc and brass. The galmei mines of Moresnet are 
old; the Romans probably already mined there. 


Napoleon had the mining operations greatiy expanded and soon the mines were 
supplying zinc smelters throughout Europe. The dispute over the Moresnet zinc apple 
was not settied in Vienna. Neither Prussia nor the Netherlands wanted to leave the 
spot. As is usual in such cases, the two sides adjourn for a few months and meet again 
in Aachen in December 1815. Another six months and 50 tough working sessions later, 
a tenuous compromise was reached: The western part of the territory was awarded to 
the Netherlands, the eastern part to Prussia. The fate of the tiny piece of land in 
between, with 250 inhabitants and 50 scattered houses, remained' undetermined, as 
the two commissions could not agree on how the border should be drawn. At the same 
time, the paper passes the buck back to the highest state authorities: this difficulty is 
left to the decision of the two governments. 


Pending this decision, the provisional border is formed by the municipality of Moresnet. 
It is also stated that the disputed area is to be subject to joint administration and may 
not be occupied militarily by either power, which is why the area is called Neutral 
Moresnet. From then on, two commissioners supervised the stateless municipality, one 
Dutch and, after the foundation of Belgium, one Belgian in Verviers and one Prussian 
in Aachen. They appoint the mayor, who can, however, exercise his powers as he sees 
fit, Just like a president. There was no administrative court breathing down his neck, 
and until the middle of the 19th century, no municipal council asked annoying 
questions. However, the mining company Societe de la Vieille Montagne has an 
important say. After all, it was the main employer, looking after its employees in the 
patriarchal welfare style of the time, with its own housing estates, grocery stores, a 
hospital, a savings bank and a pharmacy. Naturally, the mine management has no 
interest in trade unions. There is plenty of work, and so the number of inhabitants 
rises from 256 in 1816 to 4668 almost a hundred years later. Germans, Flemish, 
Walloons and Dutch settied here. Initially, young men from the surrounding area in 
particular took advantage of the special legal status by moving their place of residence 
to Neutral Moresnet. They had themselves neutralized, became stateless and thus 
spared themselves German, Belgian or Dutch military service. It was not until 1847 
that the Prussians and Belgians put a stop to this: From then on, only the original 
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inhabitants and their direct descendants were exempt from military service and neutral 
in the true sense of the word. All others remained citizens of their respective states. 
Obviously, the inhabitants of Moresnet came to terms with this special status quite 
well. Because the two powers are unable to reach an agreement, taxes remain the 
same or low for decades. Anyone who has to pay tax chooses the tax regime of the 
more favorable country. As neither state allows the law of the other to be applied, the 
laws that were in force until the Congress of Vienna remain in force: the Code Civil and 
the Code Penal of the former Napoleonic Empire of 1810. 


These laws no longer apply anywhere except on these 344 hectares of land. And 
because Moresnet itself is too small to have its own court, lawsuits are referred either 
to Verviers or Aachen. The judges there are thus forced to rule according to the law of 
a kingdom that is not their own and has long since ceased to exist. Of course, the law 
did not develop any further, so that abstruse sentences were handed down time and 
again, as in the case of the waggoner who broke into his employer's house and stole 
an empty sack. In 1898, the Aachen court sentenced him to the minimum penalty 
under the Code PEnal: one year in prison! 


Customs, on the other hand, offer all kinds of advantages. Due to the favorable 
customs conditions, Journalist Spoo noted in 1896, life there was very cheap. All goods 
are imported duty-free from the neighboring states and only become subject to duty 
when they are re-exported,. It was another constitutional farce - because both Prussia 
and Belgium considered Moresnet to be part of their territory and therefore domestic. 
The import is therefore of course duty-free. However, this does not prevent either 
state from treating the neutral territory as a foreign country when exporting and 
collecting customs duties accordingly. And woe betide anyone caught smuggling! The 
full force of the law would be applied. In 1904, for example, a woman was caught 
trying to smuggle a kilo of unrendered pork fat into German territory. She was fined 
39.40 marks for an offense against the Meat Inspection Act. By way of comparison, a 
kilogram of pork chops cost 1.35 marks at the time. Cases like this are rare, however, 
because it is difficult to control them. For one thing, the borders at the Congress of 
Vienna were drawn with a ruler, across properties, through the middle of houses and 
on undeveloped terrain over hill and dale, through woods and meadows. Secondly, 
only one customs officer regularly patrols the paths - the risk of being caught remains 
manageable. 


This fact is not only used by citizens for their private consumption, but also by the four 
legal and numerous illegal distilleries that are gradually setting up in Neutral Moresnet 
and producing far more than is needed domestically. The schnapps finds its way across 
the open border, sometimes bottled in seltzer bottles labeled' Altenberger 
Mineralwasser. Moresnet, the smugglers' nest, the big barrel and Moresnet, the 
gambling parlor, whose lure can be heard far across the border and makes the neutral 
territory all the more famous and notorious. Gambling took place in several back rooms 
of pubs and in private homes. In 1903, an attempt is even made to open a legal 
casino, but the Prussian authorities forbid it. So the people of Altenberg continued to 
gamble illegally. Without much risk. Although the district administrator in the then 
Prussian town of Eupen warned them to finally take action against the illegal activities, 
Moresnet's mayor was indolent. He only decided to intervene under threat of severe 
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disciplinary sanctions. But even in the years that followed, reports of illegal gambling 
continued to surface. 


The German Reich in particular was concerned. In 1909, the monstrous area even 
occupied the Prussian parliament. Moresnet, complained the deputy Hackenberger, 
was the Dorado of a lot of dubious livelihood's. Electricians, cranks, speculators and all 
sorts of other itinerant folk were magnetically attracted to the peculiar little country. 
The conditions there are unbelievable, they are a mockery of our entire modern 
development. The representative of the Foreign Office, who was present, had little to 
counter Mr. Hackenberger's account. However, he was unable to provide a satisfactory 
answer to the question of what was being done to change this situation. The people in 
Moresnet care little about all this, They are caught up in a completely different game. 
A group of Esperanto supporters has existed in Moresnet since 1907. And they had big 
things in mind. In the spring of 1908, a flyer made the rounds: Neutral Moresnet, an 
Esperanto state. A neutral territory, it says, where the peoples meet, requires a neutral 
language, which must be easy to learn if the country is not to become the Tower of 
Babel! You can sign up for a free Esperanto course with a certain Karl Schriewer, 
founder of the group and Esperantist consul of Moresnet. Mr. Schriewer also 
encourages his fellow citizens to display information in Esperanto in hotels, cafes and 
stores. Even though the manifesto assures that the proclamation of Neutral Moresnet 
as an Esperanto state is only meant in a figurative, metaphorical sense, the mayor 
senses a revolt and dutifully reports to the Royal Commissioners for the Administration 
of the Neutral Territory that lectures on Esperanto are planned in the local hotel. The 
royal commissioners, however, apparentiy saw no imminent danger and let the 
Esperantists go ahead. A few months later, the topic was on the agenda of the World 
Federation of Esperantists in Dresden. There, Moresnet is proclaimed the headquarters 
of the Esperanto movement. A name is already given: Amikejo is to be the name of the 
capital, the place where friends meet. From now on, all Altenberg residents are 
convinced Esperantists, as the Aachener Post reports: The courses to learn the 
language were overcrowded and everywhere you went you could only hear Esperanto 
being spoken - the 75 innkeepers in the town did the rest and traded in the new 
national language, [and] also expressed their good will by displaying the Esperantist 
coat of arms, the hopeful green star in a white field, on their houses. Yes, many an 
Altenberger is already dreaming of a republic and a president, of a constitution, 
education and wealth and, now that the casino has come to nothing, of another Monte 
Carlo, which, instead of becoming a playground for evil passions, should be the fresh 
and vibrant pulsating heart of people's happy aspirations. But the beautiful dream of 
an Esperanto state was shattered in August 1914 when German troops invaded 
Belgium. The First World War tore the peaceful community apart. Neighbors, friends 
and brothers-in-law see themselves as soldiers in enemy armies, because apart from 
the few true neutrals, most Altenbergers are still citizens of their respective countries. 


After the German defeat, the neutral territory once again becomes the subject of a 
state treaty: 103 years after the Congress of Vienna, the Treaty of Versailles stipulates 
that Germany recognizes Belgium's full sovereignty over the entire disputed territory of 
Moresnet (so-called Neutral Moresnet). The municipality of Kelmis, from the French la 
calamine, an old word for galmei, is reunited from the tripartite Moresnet. The 
chronicler Spoo was already aware in 1896 that the neutral status would not last 
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forever. And then, as he concludes his article on The smallest country in Europe, 
Moresnet will also leave the small number of failed states and only look back 
mournfully on the great days of its neutrality. 


Altenberg/Moresnet/Amikejo/Kelmis has remained part of the Kingdom of Belgium to 
this day, a5 part of the German-speaking eastern cantons. It is viewed with a mixture 
of suspicion and admiration by the surrounding communities. It is considered 
cosmopolitan, but also peculiar and a little morally rotten, which prompted a parish 
pastor to create passion plays in 1936 to teach his flock a little fear of God. The pious 
festival still exists today, but to little avail, Many people in Kelmis like the idea of an 
independent dwarf state, even if it was like Little Chicago back then, says Mathieu 
Grosch, the current mayor of Kelmis, with undisguised pride. The people of Moresnet 
love their history. They like to call themselves neutrals. Esperanto will soon be added 
to the municipality's street signs, which point the way in German and French. A new 
association teaches the international language in crash courses. Grosch also finds the 
idea of a Neutral Moresnet state charming. Of course, grins the mayor, who is also a 
member of the European Parliament. After all, I would be president! 


My grandmother Augustina Josephina Hermens was therefore apparently stateless until she 
was 12 years old, as she was born in Neutral Moresnet and at least her father, my great- 
grandfather on my mother's side, was also born in Neutral Moresnet. She only became Belgian 
when the Treaty of Versailles was signed on January 10, 1920, until she acquired German 
citizenship eight years later through her marriage to my grandfather Joseph Gerhard Braun. 
Neutral Moresnet became the Belgian municipality of Kelmis on January 10, 1920. 


This change of nationality is unusual even in the Aachen "border triangle", where the mixing of 
nationalities within families is widespread - a very special case - like the political absurdity of 
"Neutral Moresnet"!

One of the main reasons for this is probably 
that the members of the Stumps Bemberg 
branch evidently felt a much stronger 
affiliation to the Reformed congregation in 
Langenberg, while the members of the 
Hattingen branch professed allegiance to the 
Lutheran congregation in Hattingen. 
Accordingly, the church register entries of 
the Stumps Bemberg branch (mostly, but 
not all) can be found in the Langenberg 
church registers, those of the Hattingen 
branch (mostly, but not all) in the Hattingen 
church registers.

Illustration 1: Excerpt from the county treasury of Mark from Langenberg church registers, usually it is 
1486 called zum or aufm Bemberg. This led to a 
mixture of entries from the various branches 
in the church records when, in later times, some members of the Hattingen branch preferred the 
shorter route to the Reformed congregation in Langenberg and also had their family events 
(baptisms, weddings, funerals) carried out there. 


After some members of the Hattingen branch settled in Langenberg (with conversion to the 
reformed congregation) and thus founded the Langenberg branch of the family and also married 
cousins from the various branches of the family, the clarity of the assignment to the various 
branches of the family almost completely disappears. 


To make matters worse, the much smaller Stumps Bemberg farm was not productive enough to 
feed larger families, so the descendants of the farmers who had settled there were forced to leave 
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the farm in order to support themselves. As there was no "compulsory registration" at this time, it 
is almost impossible to trace the paths of these migrated descendants. 


It is noticeable, however, that in the wider northern rural environment of the Bemberg farms, 
individual Bemberg name bearers can often be found in the parish registers who have no 
recognizable connection to the Bemberg family from the Bemberghof. It can therefore be assumed 
that these name bearers are the emigrated male descendants of the Stumps Bemberg farm. 


Another destination for the migrating descendants of the Stumps Bemberg farm was the towns of 
today's Ruhr area, as these already promised "wages and bread" in iron processing at that time. 


Consequently, it was also members of the Stumps Bemberg branch who first emigrated to the 
Essen area and from there to the USA between around 1850 and 1910. 


This fuzziness was "exported" to the USA and has driven some later American family researchers 
to despair, because the data known to them were not consistent, since the members of the US 
branch are descendants of Rutger op den Beemberge, i.e. descendants of the STUMPS BEMBERG 
TWIN. 
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Branch Stumps Bemberg- early Bembergs 


Based on the determination of the life dates of the oldest ancestor resident on the Stumps 
Bemberg farm, Rutger op den Beemberge (* ca. 1460 + ca. 1520) and the next descendant found, 
Henrichs ufm Stumpen Bembergh, whose marriage to Hilla (Hildegard) ufm Steinbrink (second 
wife) on November 10, 1624 in Hattingen is documented, there is a birth year around 1580 for 
Henrichs, so that there is a time gap of about 80 - 100 years. November 1624 is documented in 
Hattingen, the year of birth for Henrichs is around 1580, so that there is a time gap of about 80 - 
100 years, in which no bearers of the name Stumps Bemberg have yet been found. 


A marriage to his wife Greite (Margarethe), who is given as the mother of the children found, has 
not yet been proven. However, as the dates of birth of the descendants Anna and Erwinus were 
found to be between 1610 and 1620, it can be assumed that Greite was the first wife and Hilla the 
second. 


If the early Bembergs of Stumps Bemberg are placed in the generational scheme of the Bembergs 
of Great Bemberg, Rutger is assigned to generation "E" and Henrichs to generation "A". This 
means that the life dates of at least 3 generations are currently missing (missing link B-C -D). 


Henrichs is therefore regarded as the progenitor of the STUMPS BEMBERG ZWEIG.

Sophia married Hans ufm Hoefeld on November 6, 1634. Their first son Coerd is recorded in the 
Hattingen church register as Coerd (Conrad) "ufm Hoefeld". His 14 years younger brother Henrich, 
on the other hand, is listed as Henrich auf dem Stumpen Bembergh. Apparently Hans and Sophia 
took over the farm in the time between the births of their sons and Hans adopted the farm name 
as his surname, as was customary in Westphalia at the time, so that their younger son was 
entered in the church register as "ufm Stumpen Bembergh" (cf. Hiltgen zum Bemberg (B3) oo 
Arndt auf der Hacht called Bemberg (B2) and Catharina ufm Bemberg (A2) & Johann Steffen von 
der Ovelgünne called Bemberg (A1)).

Although the church records of the Protestant parish of Hattingen were kept from 1614 onwards, 
there are only considerable gaps between approx. 1650 and approx. 1730. The marriages of the 
name bearers of generation II and possible children (generation III) and grandchildren (generation 
IV) could not be found so far (missing link S III and S IV). 


Only with the registration of the marriage of Johann Casper Bemberg (S V/1) © Anna Catharina 
Liftermann on September 10, 1739 can the branch of the Bembergs von Stumps Bemberg be 
traced again. 


Whether Johann Casper is a descendant of Henrich ufm Stumpen Bemberg (S II/1) * 21.03.1649, 
Henrich Bemberg (S I1/3) * 08.11.1655 or Coerd ufm Hoefeld (later ufm Stumpen Bembergh) (S 
II/5) cannot be clarified at present due to a lack of data.

There is currently no further information about Conrad (S VI/10). He is only mentioned by name 
when the marriage of his son Conrad Peter (S VII/1 := U VII/1) is entered (listed as father in the 
entry for Peter Conrad Bemberg "Deutschland Heiraten, 1558 - 1929" without any further data). 
Based on the date of birth of Conrad Peter (S VII/1 := U VII/1) * 1795, the year of birth of his 
father Conrad (S VI/10) is between 1775 (age approx. 20 years) and 1745 (age approx. 50 years). 


Based on the period of birth determined in this way and the fact that no other possible father can 
be found in this period, it can be assumed that he was born to Johann Casper Bemberg (S V/1) 
and Anna Catharina Oberste-vorth.

The cadastral map "Chart de Flur II" from December 1823 is the oldest available document about 
the Stumps Bemberg farm. It is still on file at the Hattingen land registry today. 


In addition, the land registry has a list of properties of the Niederelfringhausen community in 
which the transfer of land from Stumps Bemberg to Peter Heinrich Schmittmann is noted in 
handwriting on February 2, 1827. 


Since Peter Heinrich Schmittmann and Maria Catharina Stumps Bemberg (S VII/4) married on July 
21, 1827, it can be assumed that Maria Catharina brought these properties into the marriage as a 
dowry, which were then transferred to her husband through the land register entry. This meant 
that the Stumps Bemberg farm, which gave the estate its name, no longer belonged to the 
Bemberg family. 


However, their daughter Caroline Schmittmann married another Bemberg of the Langenberg 
branch, Johann Heinrich Bemberg (L V1/8). 


Maria Catharina's father Johann Jörgen (Georg) Bemberg (S VI/9) seems to have taken over the 
farm from his grandparents, although he was the youngest son in the family. His siblings had 
apparently already left the farm to look after themselves and their families. 


The new "General Land Law for the Prussian States" was probably the reason why the Bembergs 
from Stumps Bemberg left the farm and moved to the Ruhr area. Farmers and their children were 
prohibited from practicing any other occupation besides farming. As the Stumps Bemberg farm 
was only a small farm that could not support the family, even in earlier years the family had to 
engage in sideline trades (manufacturing and selling jewelry ribbons, iron extraction, wine trade, 
etc.) in order to feed the family. This ban forced the descendants to leave the farm and seek their 
livelihood in the emerging iron industry, or they married into neighboring farms or emigrated to 
the agricultural area east of the Ruhr, where they found their livelihood. 


Conrad Bemberg (S VI/10) seems to have worked as a farm laborer (day laborer) on neighboring 
farms. His son Conrad Peter Bemberg (S VII/1 := U VII/1) emigrated with his family to Essen. 
Three of his sons later emigrated to the USA, so that Conrad Peter can be regarded as the 
progenitor of the American branch of the Bemberg family, although he himself was never in the 
USA.

When apparently popular television programs show reports of today's German emigrants, they 
seem more like the portrayal of modern adventurers. And if things don't work out in the new home 
country, you can be back in the old one within a few days. 


At the time of the great waves of emigration between 1820 and 1930, when around six million 
Germans made their way to the land of their hopes, the USA, emigration was anything but a 
pleasant adventure. It was a decision for the rest of their lives, as it was generally no longer 
possible to return to their old homeland. And this new life began with an extremely arduous 
journey lasting up to 6 months. The migrants were on the move for up to six months: on foot, by 
horse and cart, by barge and by ship. 


The first stage of the long journey was made on foot and by horse and cart - the journey to the 
major overseas ports. Hamburg, Bremen and Bremerhaven developed into major emigrant ports. 
This posed logistical challenges for the cities, as the emigrants needed to be accommodated until 
the ships set sail. Emigrants' houses were built in which the emigrants waited in miserable 
conditions for the next opportunity to depart. 


Until around 1880, these were sailing ships that were actually used as cargo ships. Goods were 
brought from America to Europe in their tween decks. On the return journey, the space was free - 
emigrants were therefore a welcome additional business for the shipping companies. The 
emigrants had to remain crammed below deck as "cargo" for several weeks, often without daylight 
or fresh air. 
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The hygienic conditions caused serious illnesses such as typhus and mouth rot. People had to 
bring their own food - but if the journey took ten weeks instead of six, many passengers starved 
to death. Only around 50 percent survived the ordeal. As many emigrants were unable to pay for 
the crossing, they were recruited and committed themselves to working for their new employer 
overseas for several years on board and lodging only. When they were "released", the employer 
often gave them a piece of land to farm.

This did not change until around 1880, when emigration protection laws obliged shipping 
companies to provide passengers with food, hygiene and a berth for everyone. Emigration 
protection laws obliged shipping companies to provide passengers with food, hygiene and a berth 
for everyone. Even in the lowest class, in the so-called steerage, the frugal luxury of regular 
meals, their own mattress and entertainment program in the evening astonished many an 
emigrant accustomed to hunger and hardship. 


The fact that so many Germans decided to take this difficult step, despite the expected ordeals 
and the fact that the decision to emigrate meant leaving their homeland for good, illustrates how 
great the hardships were for these people in their homeland. 


While the first German emigrants before the 19th century were mostly driven by religious 
motives, because religious splinter groups hoped for more religious freedom in the "land of 
opportunity", at the beginning of the 19th century it was mostly economic or political reasons 
that drove people to emigrate. The social upheavals caused by industrialization in particular 
led to veritable waves of emigration. The number of emigrants increased significantly in times 
of crisis. In the 19th century, there were three major waves of emigration, firstly after the 
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revolution of 1848 and during the period of the "wars of unification" (1865-1874/75) and in 
the 18808.

Many politically active people had lost hope of a democratic Germany after the failed 
revolution in 1848 and therefore left their homeland. However, the main reason for most 
emigrants was the economic situation. In the 19th century, famine in the cities and the 
scarcity of land - due to inheritance law, which divided the land into smaller and smaller plots 
- meant that many were barely able to survive in Germany. The onset of industrialization also 
led to the extinction of entire professions. 


One of the consequences was an extremely high infant mortality rate in the middle of the 
19th century. 


The poor economic situation was probably also the reason for the Bembergs of the Stumps 
Bemberg branch emigrating to the USA in the middle of the 19th century. These families are 
presented in this volume. 


In addition to these Bembergs who emigrated to the USA as families, only 2 other Bembergs 
who emigrated to the USA have been found so far: On the one hand, Elisabeth von Bemberg 
(A VIII/1), already listed in Aachen branch 2, who emigrated to the USA with her family in 
1871 as the wife of Johannes Joseph Hubertus Schramm, and on the other hand Ferdinand 
Bemberg (A IX/11), who apparently emigrated to the USA alone in 1888 and was naturalized 
in 1896. All that is known about him from census records is that he lived in New York, worked 
as a coal merchant and married a "Philippine" after his naturalization. He died in New York 
Manhattan in 1905.

Arnold Peter Conrad FRIEDRICH Bemberg was, according to his great-granddaughter Molly S. Dye 
in January 2024 (from family stories), a Lutheran pastor who was known as a "fire and brimstone 
preacher". This could be an explanation for the family's frequent changes of residence, because 
unlike in Germany, pastors in the USA are not paid by the state through church taxes, but are 
"remunerated" by the parishioners, and who would voluntarily pay for their pastor to threaten 
them with eternal damnation? 


According to the "family narrative", Arnold Peter Conrad FRIEDRICH Bemberg is credited with 
building a church in Antonia (approx. 30 miles south of St. Louis), among other things. Based on 
the available historical data on Antonia (see: Excursus: History of Antonia, Missouri, United 
States), however, this appears to be incorrect. St. Paul's Lutheran Church was the first church in 
the area. It was built in 1856. St. Luke's U.C.C. (Presbyterian Church) was built later in 1884. 
There are no other churches to be found in Antonia, at least via Churchfinder.com. It is therefore 
more likely that Arnold Peter Conrad FRIEDRICH Bemberg accepted the position of pastor of the 
Protestant congregation around 1940, which he apparently held in "his church" until his death in 
1957.

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Excursus: History of Antonia, Missouri, United States (Mary Joan Boyer, 1956) 
1779 - 1984 


The first white settler arrived in the area now known as Antonia around 1779. It is assumed that it 
was a settler named William McMillen. Besides Indians, the first settlers in the area were French. 
They called the Antonia Creek "Grand Glaize", which means Big Red Earth. These people moved 
on and were joined by settlers of predominantly German descent. 


St. Paul's Lutheran Church was the first church in the area. It was built in 1856. St. Luke's U.C.C. 
was built later in 1884. Catholics in the area traveled to Kimmswick for services. 


The first school was a one-room log cabin built between 1852 and 1860. This building burned 
down and the second building was erected about a third of the way up Snake Hill. This was a two- 
room log cabin. The third building was built in 1908. It was a half-timbered building erected a few 
meters below the hill next to the log cabin school. Both buildings still stand on private property 
today. The current school was opened in 1951. Since then, several extensions have been built. 


Around 600 pupils currently attend the school. There are 20 full-time teachers and several 
specialty teachers who are shared with other schools in the district. The school used to be part of 
the Hillsboro School District, but has since been rezoned to the Fox C-6 District. 


In the 1870s, Antonia was described as follows: "The town of Antonia is located in Rock Township, 
on the gravel road from Hillsboro to St. Louis, eleven and one-half miles from Hillsboro. It was laid 
out on land owned by Judge Anton Yerger and named Antonia in 1874 in honor of his first name." 


"There is a store, a smithy, a cartwright's workshop, a shoemaker's workshop, etc. A post office 


was established there in 1874. The place is known locally as 'Bulltown'." 

In the 18805, the letter carrier carried the mail from Hillsboro to Carondelet. He had to change 
horses in Goldman and one other town along the route. In addition to the mail, he also carried 
passengers and agricultural produce. Currently, Antonia has a "rural" post office in Antonia Market. 


Antonia was christened Bulltown when two residents took a jug from which they had been drinking 
copiously in the saloon, went to the large tree that stood in the blacksmith's yard and smashed the 
jug against the tree. The town got its name because of the cattle, especially the bulls, which were 
bred in large numbers on the farms near Antonia. The cattle were constantly driven through the 
town on their way to market. It is believed that bullfights were once actually held in Antonia. 


Bulltown was widely known as a lively place. Spirited young men took part in dances, picnics and 
other amusements in Bulltown, making history in their own carefree way. If they didn't have 
horses to ride into town, they made the journey over the hills on foot. The following excerpt from 
a Jefferson County newspaper describes the July 4 celebrations in 1879: "On July 4 there was 
dancing, singing and beer drinking all night, and on the morning of July 5 the assembled crowd 
went home, with the exception of a few, including two girls who had quarreled (presumably over 
the boys) and decided to settle their differences. They pulled each other's hair, wrestled, threw 
stones and fought until the boys separated them. 


Once "The Old Gravel Road", now called Old Lemay Ferry, was the only way from Antonia and 
Hillsboro to the market in St. Louis. It was considered too steep and was a danger to the valuable 
horses. The Grand Glaize Creek Road, now known as Highway M, was built as a flatter route to 
the east to connect with the northern route to St. Louis. 
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The first building erected on the site now known as "The Corner" was one of the first buildings in 
Antonia. It burned down in 1883 and was rebuilt. It was first named "Held's Grove" after the 
owner, then "Held's Hall". Held's Hall burned down on September 28, 1937. The entire town and 
neighbors within a radius of several miles moved out with the bucket brigade. From farm to farm, 
the women rang their dinner bells to send out the call for help. Three hundred people came to 
fight the fire, but the hall and two of the Held houses were completely destroyed. The hall was 
rebuilt and changed hands several times. Another fire partially destroyed the "Antonia Inn" in 
1984. The building is currently being renovated and houses a family restaurant and bar called "The 
Corner". 


In 1853, a Russian wagon builder named August Heiligtag founded a wagon workshop on the site 
of today's funeral home. Over the years, the family also built up a coffin-making and blacksmithing 
business. In 1900, August purchased the first horse-drawn hearse in Jefferson County. This hearse 
is still intact and in storage. It is believed that the Heiligtags established the first funeral home in 
Jefferson County. 


There were once three blacksmiths in Antonia: William Heiligtag's, Louie Westerick's, which was 
directly opposite the funeral home, and the third workshop was located behind Antonia Market. 
The latter was burnt down by young vandals a few years ago. 


Where the petrol station stands today, there was once a stable belonging to Joseph Yerger, to 
which a shoemaker's shop belonging to Frederick Geib was attached. 


John Kassel's store was located south of the small bridge on Old Lemay Ferry, behind the funeral 
home on the west side. A dairy was once located near the current residence east of "The Corner". 
The Antonia Cemetery was donated to the city by Anton Yerger and dedicated in 1880. However, 
the earliest marker found is dated 1882. Surprisingly, Anton Yerger is not buried under his marker 


Joseph Yerger (Anton's brother) was murdered on March 10, 1882. His house was set on fire. 
When he ran to the well to fetch water, he was shot dead. The man suspected of the murder was 
released for lack of evidence. 


Antonia is home to the only horse thieves' society still in existence in Missouri.

Ernst August Konrad Friedrich Bemberg emigrated to the USA in 1910 as a trained iron smith, 
where he married his cousin, who had already emigrated to the USA with her parents in 1903. 
Although he was naturalized in the USA in 1916, he returned to Germany with his wife in 1920 and 
lived in Gelsenkirchen, where he worked as a businessman. 


The reason for the return to Germany is not known, but could have been the enormous hostility of 
the "old US citizens" against German immigrants that arose in the USA during the First World War, 
which even led to "suspicious" German immigrants, often even entire families with their children, 
similar to those with a Japanese and Italian migration background, being held as "enemy aliens" in 
large, so-called "reception camps" like prisoners (see Internment of Germans in the United States).

"I think it's great that the Bembergs have a 
history of being rebellious and a bit 
different... that describes my mother very 
well! 


She left home at 18, got a full-time job as a 
secretary and attended night school at 
Washington University in St. Louis (a very 
prestigious university where it is difficult to 
get accepted) and earned her bachelor's 
degree in four years. She received a full 
scholarship to study clinical psychology and 
earned her doctorate in the subject in 1960. 
Incredibly rare for a woman. 


She achieved many things much earlier than 
most women and paved the way for all who 
followed her. She was highly respected in her 
career and achieved many "firsts" for a 
woman (as well as being a great 
psychologist). 


She was very outgoing and had many friends 
(and as a woman in a position of power in 
the 70s/80s/90s she also had many enemies 
A ... that was part of it)." 


With these few sentences, her daughter 
describes a self-confident, self-determined,

To give her children a connection to the family, she has created a very special family tree for 
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them. In more than three years of work, she has created the family tree of her 
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Illustration 30: Embroidered family tree (original size 1.80m x 1.20m) 


The family branch was embroidered without a pattern, just "off the top of my head" in a 1.80m x 
.120m mural, in which many family-specific facts were depicted. Her daughter Molly describes it 
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like this (translation DeepL): 


"She put Washington University at the top because that's where my parents met (the pink, castle- 
like building ... the campus is built of pink granite). The blue line in the center is the Mississippi 
River, which separates the Dye and Bemberg sides. Under each house is a name, and if she knew 
something about them, there's a little detail (for example, Aunt Ingeborg's husband was a fireman, 
so there's a fire extinguisher.... and so on). The little trees between the houses represent the 
children each generation had. ... It's a beautiful work of art that was created entirely by her." 


The mural currently hangs in the foyer of her son David B. Dye's house.
